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Where is the charter found to sanctify 
Despotic, base, unqualified control, 

O’er strength and will, by man enthroned o’er man ? 
In Revelation’s code you find it not,

Or by the sacred organs of his word, 

Is sought and found in the primeval light.

Your crimson’d conscience and polluted hands. 

Ye Gospel-Promulgators! why so dumb 
Upon this solemn theme, to which each ray 
Of Revelation points ? And has the world 
Such fascination, such corrupting power, 

And vile intimidation’s force, as thus 
To paralyze the energies divine 
Of Satan’s combatants, that they will yield 
To his blood-feasting hosts without one blow ? 

—But hark ! whence rolls that thundering peal, 
Which shakes astonish’d Mammon’s glittering mounds, 
And rouses all the fierce and clamorous ire 
Of his tyrannic votaries ? Lo! begirt 
With the impervious mail of martyr’d zeal, 

And golden truth, a little phalanx stands,

Of holy eloquence, against the dark, 

The massy battlements of tyranny.

NOTICE 


The first essay in this compend, is an amended reprint 
of a work formerly published under the title of “ the JJooJt 
and Slavery irreconcilable .” It has not only been alter¬ 
ed, but part of it has been written, since the contest with 
the kidnappers has assumed its existing, definite and 
tangible form. The engravings illustrate slavery as it 
may now; be seen in its various degrees of turpitude, 
. nong all classes of American man-stealers, whether they 
art avowed infidels, or nominal Christians. If, however, 
any southern preaching slave driver, or his northern 
clerical accessory, “ who when he sees the thief consents 
with him” should exhibit sufficient effrontery to deny the 
graphical accuracy of the picture; they can have the 
names of their brethren, and all the other circumstances 
more minutely detailed. In that case, as some of the 
parties are yet living, they may hear in reply, the direct 
application of the truth, equally appropriate as that which 
Nathan enforced upon David, when the king having con¬ 
demned the audacious criminal whose case was presented 
to his consideration, with prophetic authority the servant 
of Jehovah sternly said, “ Thou art the man.” 

These pages emanate not from unchristian sensibilities. 
Gospel charity requires not that we should believe a lie to 
be truth, or'injustice to be probity, or that he who stcaleth his 
brother, makes merchandise of him, sells him, or if he be found 
in his hand, whom the word of God proclaims to be a thief, 
is an honest man and a Christian. Slavery is condemned; 
the uprightness of those pretences which oppressors offer, 
why they should be considered Christians, is the subject 
of investigation; and the melioration of the church and 
of our country is the motive which produced, and the ob¬ 
ject which is desired by this publication. The contest is 
for the sacred cause of truth: and however severe it may 
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be when individualised in its application, the sentiments 
are in full unison with the holy scriptures, and with every 
honest man's unsophisticated convictions; therefore, to 
temporize would be criminal. “ A rough tnth is better 
than a smooth falsehood.” That delinquent is peculiarly 
guilty, who calls evil good, Utter sweet , darkness light; or who 
endeavours so to commingle them, that no difference is 
discernible between the requisitions of religion and the 
solicitations of vice. 

No desire is felt to propitiate prpfessing Christians, 
while they steal “ souls and’ hands.” Their guilt against 
God and man who hold slaves in Columbia, is equal to his 
criminality, who sails to Congo and kidnaps a cargo of Afri¬ 
cans ; and it is altogether a burlesque upon every thing 
sacred for a man-robber to pretend to Christianity; and far 
more dishonourable and injurious to the church, to per¬ 
mit him to preach, and rule in the spiritual affairs of im¬ 
mortals. 

Many persons to whom the severest censures apply as 
slave-uolders, possess other estimable qualities; but can 
that man be a Christian who enslaves his coloured neigh¬ 
bour, who unmercifully whips her, although far advanced 
in pregnancy, who gives her no comfort of any species for 
her services, and then sells her with her offspring for an 
increased price, on account of the children whom he had 
kidnapped ? Such men would immure their whit efellow- 
dtizens in bondage, and ingulph them in similar misery. 

No argument is requisite to justify a work which ho¬ 
nestly defends the rights of man, and opposes “a licensed 
system of wholesale robbery and murder,” and maintains 
tne eternally paramount claims of equity and mercy; 
which develops the absurdity of all pretensions to pure and 
vndefled religion in him whose whole life is a ceaseless 
rotation of stealing and cruelty; points the path of duty 
to the upright inquirer; and which expostulates with those 
whose diurnal practice is a continual violation of the spirit 
and letter of the moral law, a flagrant departure from the 
steps of the Redeemer and his primitive servants, and an 
open disgrace to republicanism and Christianity. 



INTRODUCTORY, 


The corruption of the human heart and the deceitful- 
ness which accompanies it are inconceivable. Among the 
various modes by which they are displayed, the detention 
of men m bondage indefinite , should receive unmitigated 
execration: and the principles upon which slave-holding is 
defended, with the characters of those who engage in its 
support, are Most melancholy demonstrations of duplicity, 
and of that promptitude with which men can be deluded 
to change the truth of God into a lie. Is it not a fact too 
alarming to be recorded without the utmost dread, and 
will it not in futurity be deemed almost incredible, that a 
system which includes horrors tenfold more than Egyp¬ 
tian servitude is incorporated with most of the religious! 
and civil institutions, which are established in this land of 
boasted freedom ? Will subsequent ages credit so mon¬ 
strous a statement: that preachers of the gospel, eighteen 
hundred years after angels had sung, on earth, peace , good 
will to mm, were characterized as proverbially devoted 
participants in all the enormities and iniquity of man¬ 
stealing? and nearly sixty years after the promulgation 
of the Columbian Declaration of Independence, practica¬ 
bly reprobated its self-evident truths, as unsound proposi¬ 
tions, Decause their covetousness, and their barbarous rob¬ 
bery of the rights of man would have been restrained. 

That any persons should h.ve imbibed effrontery suffi¬ 
cient to commence and persist in an iufemal trade with 
the bodies and souls of men, where the illumination of the 
Gospel determines ourd'des, responsibility, and destiny, is 
proof more than ample, f the innate tendency of the hu¬ 
man race to every mora obliquity. What apology shall 
be patiently heard, at 1 ie present era, for upholding a 
traffic which necessaril • Deludes every species of iniquity, 
and which is the offeprii of an unhallowed avarice that 
conducts to hell ? 
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The cunning and pertinacity with which men, who 
have not the plea of ignorance to excuse their aberra¬ 
tions, maintain and justify their ungodly practices, is a 
most lamentable and irrefragable testimony of the vitiated 
propensities of the soul. But although, it is scarcely pos¬ 
sible to discover an individual who will calmly palliate 
the evil nature of those more flagrant transgressions of 
the moral law, those plebeian violations of decency which 
are equally debasing and disgusting; yet, hey who de¬ 
nounce these crimes and the perpetrators of them in terms 
of unqualified reprobation, with equal zeal will excuse 
more fashionable sins, especially if they are menaced with 
the consequences of their guilt. 

The conduct of religious professors and rulers loudly 
demands the severest castigation. It requires more than 
Christian charity to allow many persons the characteristic 
of sincerity; for the contradiction is so vast, that if the 
highest interests of the human family were not connected, 
their discrepancy would excite ridicule. But as man’s 
eternal doom is indissolubly combined with the rectitude 
of his present practice; the heart is filled with the keenest 
compassion for that obduracy which rejects truth, for that 
blindness which transmutes its individualising qualities, 
and for that hypocrisy, which, to evade scriptural censures, 
distorts the book into a sanction of the vices that it unequi¬ 
vocally condemns. 

Human inconsistency and corruption cannot be develop¬ 
ed in a stronger light, than by a dispassionate review of 
the multifarious artifices which are adopted to veil the 
horrors of slavery, and the evasions by which the charge 
that they are the most enormous sinners against God and 
man, is repelled. Had this compound of all ungodliness 
no connexion with the church of Christ, however delete¬ 
rious are the effects of it in political society, however ne¬ 
cessary is its immediate and total abolition, and however 
pregnant with danger to the Union is the promulgation of 
the system, to legislators the redress of the evil would 
have been committed. But slavery is the golden calf 
which has been elevated among the tribes, and before it 
the priests, and the elders, and the nominal sons of Israel, 
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eat, drink, rise up to play, worship, and sacrifice —there are 
Balaams among us, who prophesy in the name of the 
Lord, but covet the presents of Balak—we have an Achan 
in the camp, whose unsanctified love of money troubles 
us—this is Delilah, whose fascinations have bewitched 
Christians, until they are involved in impurity and mur¬ 
der—this is the idol which the children of Israel have set up 
in their hearts: the stumbling-block of iniquity which the 
house of Judah have placed before their faces —this covetous¬ 
ness recoins the thirty pieces of silver for which Judas be¬ 
trayed his Lord—and this is that love of the present world, 
for which Demas forsook the Apostles’ doctrine and fel¬ 
lowship. 

The Mosaic law declares every slaveholder a THIEF; 
Paul the Apostle classes them among the vilest criminals; 
the Presbyterian confession of faith asserts, that he is the 
most guilty of all thieves; the Methodist book of discipline 
avows, that no man can have a sincere desire to “ flee from 
the wrath to come,” unless he refuses to enslave, buy, aDd sell 
human flesh; “ the supreme law of the land” formally 
pronounces that his practice is totally irreconcilable with 
the principles of justice and humanityand the bills of 
rights promulge, that the immunities of man, which are 
indispensable to the possession of life, the acquisition of 
property, and the enjoyment of happiness, are natural, in¬ 
herent, and inalienable. Therefore, every man who holds 
slaves, and who pretends to be a Christian or a Republican, 
is either an incurable idiot, who cannot distinguish good 
from evil, or an obdurate sinner, who resolutely defies every 
social, moral, and divine requisition. 

The denunciations of the sacred volume must not be 
mitigated. The predominance of vicious tempers, and the 
consequent exhibition of unholy conduct, are totally incom¬ 
patible with the instructions and the example of Jesus of 
Nazareth and his Apostles. A direct and incessant viola¬ 
tion of the eighth commandment, cannot be compounded 
with the rectitude which Christianity enjoins. The worst 
of all thieves, is not the most devout believer. That inter¬ 
nal chemistry, which extracts the essential qualities of 
genuine religion, and then combines the caput mortuum 
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with constant crime, that it may be palatable to an ignorant 
or careless conscience, must be opposed. The complicated 
enormity of kidnapping, and the hypocrisy which he dis¬ 
plays, who while he is a perpetual thief, wishes to be 
honoured as a Christian; who, while he preaches and rules 
in the church, steals his neighbour, and dooms his brothet 
to wretched and endless servitude, must be, in plain scrip* 
tural language, reprobated. 

The most obdurate adherents of slavery, are preachers 
of the gospel, and officers and members of the church. 
A son of Belial is easy convinced. He offers no palliative. 
He denounces, although he perpetuates the evil; but con* 
ceiving himself absolved from all moral obligation, he 
is desirous to participate in the gain, as long as it can be 
grasped. Christians defend man-stealing. They marshal 
the examples of men, who lived not under the moral code 
dispensed by Moses, They misinterpret varied regulations 
of his law, and thereby transform truth into error, and the 
dictates of justice into the vilest improbity. Thev claim 
the silence of our Lord and his apostles and evangelists, as 
a proof that slave holders then werp-dnnocent; and they 
affirm, that no New Testament command or denunciation 
is directed against involuntary servitude. These wrest the 
scriptures unto their awn destruction; being led awcy with the 
error of the unched. To tolerate slavery, or to join in its 
practice is an insufferable crime, which tarnishes every 
other good quality. For whosoever shall keep the law , 
and yet offend in one point, he is guilty of all. It is duplicate 
malignity. The word of God, is transmuted into indul¬ 
gence for sin. Infidels and worldlings are encouraged to 
believe that Christianity is a mere deception, when its 
expositors and disciples contend for “ injustice and inhu¬ 
manity” by the gospel; what blasphemy! and slavery, 
with its abettors, is “a mill-stone hanged about the neck” 
of the church, from which she must be loosened, or she 
will “ be drowned in the depth of the sea.” 

The flagitious acts, concerning slaves, which Christians 
daily and publicly perpetrate without remorse, are a just 
subject of animadversion. Repentance, reformation, and 
restitution, are much more suitable for a slave-driver , than 
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■the palliation of his guilt, or excuses for his enormous crime ; 
and it. is the height of delusion, to suppose him an “ ac¬ 
ceptable” believer, who detains his fellow-man in the most 
dreadful vassalage. But the most guilty and daring trans¬ 
gressor is a gospel minister, who steals, buys, sells, and 
Keeps his brethren in slavery, or supports by his taciturnity, 
nr his smooth prophesying, or his direct defence, the Chris¬ 
tian professor who unites in the kidnapping trade. Truth 
forces the declaration, that every church officer or member, 
who is a slave-holder, records himself, by his own creed, a 
hypocrite. 

what shall an expositor of the truth do ? dare he connive 
at evils which obstruct the prosperity of the church? 
Though convinced of the absolute impossibility to reconcile 
the bondage and traffic of men with evangelical philan- 
throphy; shall he hold his peace , and refuse to combat the 
injnstice, and to expunge the inconsistency of professing 
Christians, who are participants in “a system of incurable 
injustice, the complication of every species of iniquity, the 
greatest practical evil that has ever afflicted the human 
race, and the severest and most extensive calamity re¬ 
corded in the history of the world.” 

But how shall an earnest contender for the Faith , which 
ms once delivered to the saints , act ? dare he cry PEACE, 
when Qod declares there is no peace? dare he deliver 
smooth things, when God urges penitence and reform ? 
can lie scrutinize this mass of corruption, and not warn 
bis fellow Christians to touch not, taste not, handle not ? 
dare he, from dread of offending, disobey the books of which 
he professed his belief, and to which he promised a con¬ 
scientious practical conformity ? And will he burden his 
shoulders with the curse of handling the word of God 
deceitfully ? will he load his conscience with the convic¬ 
tion, that, while men are deceiving themselves, he uses no 
means to remove their destructive delusions ? will he con¬ 
ceal the truth, which unfolds the endless evasions and arti¬ 
fices of sin and Satan, to insnare the soul in perdition 
everlasting? and dare he deny the evident, undeniably 
correct interpretation of the word of God, to teach the per- 
2 
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verse disputing^ of men of corrupt minds, and destitute of ! 
the truth, that gain is godliness. 

The Bible, the unbiassed convictions of every man’s 
conscience, and the natural sensibilities of the heart, estab¬ 
lish this doctrine: but officers and members of the church 
endeavour to intimidate and silence the promulgers of 
truth : while the shameless attempts which have latterly 
been made, to sustain a system of merciless horrors upon 
evangelical principles, and by men whose authority will 
be adduced, and whose example will be imitated by the 
thoughtless and the covetous, imperiously require the ex¬ 
ertions of those who would preserve the character of sin¬ 
cere Christians. 

That so monstrous an anomaly as American man-steal¬ 
ing should ever have existed, almost surpasses credibility: 
but that Messiah’s disciples should be guilty of this highest 
transgression against human nature, and defend its abomi¬ 
nations, never could have been believed, were not the aw¬ 
ful fact indisputably verified. 

The uniform conduct of slave-holders who profess Chris¬ 
tianity, is denied as “ misrepresentation.” Notorious 
facts are contradicted, upon the p'ea of “ exaggeration.” 
An aversion to detaining men in the basest, irretrievable 
degradation, is reprobated as “ the offspring of a turbulent 
and factious spirit.” Attempts to extirpate black slavery 
are denounced as the “ fanaticism of reckless maniacs, 
and tiie “firebrands of enthusiastical incendiaries.” A 
solicitude to terminate the agonies of violated females, and 
the tortures of two millions of American citizens is lam¬ 
pooned as “ the poetry of philanthropy.” And even Chris¬ 
tian efforts to meliorate the mental, moral, and religious 
condition of our coloured people, are not only reviled, but 
authoritatively attempted to be nullified by legislators and 
judges, who, like their prototype characterized by Christ 
the Lord of all, neither fear God nor regard man. All this 
shameless complication of iniquity is boastfully perpetra¬ 
ted by men who have the impudence to assume the sta¬ 
tions of gospel ministers, and officers in the Christian 
church. 

Yes ! It is the misrepresentalion with which they charged 
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Elijah, 'when, on Mount Carmel, he denounced the priests 
of Baal as the soul-destroyers of the Israelites. It is the 
exaggeration with which the Jews calumniated Jeremiah, 
when he delivered the tremendous information, that, for 
enslaving their brethren, the Lord proclaimed liberty to the 
sword, the pestilence, and the famine. It is the turbulence 
which characterized Peter, when he avowed before the 
Sanhedrin, that he would obey God rather than man. It is 
the factious spirit which was imputed to Stephen, when he 
declared the truth to the Jewish council; Ye stiff-necked 
and uncircumdsed in heart and ears, who do always resist the 
Holy Ghost, as your Fathers did, so do ye. It is the world- 
upside-down-turning disposition, which emboldened Paul 
to preach repentance and the resurrection of the dead to the 
Areopagites. It is the turbulence for which they reviled 
Martin Luther, when he dared to defend the truth, though 
Rome and her imps had determined to destroy him. It is 
the factious spirit, by the influence of which, John Enox 
silenced Mary ot Scotland, when he assured her, that her 
judgment, being unenlightened, conducted her into the 
paths of error andirreligion. And it is that misrepresenting, 
exaggerating, turbulent and factious sjririt, which peopled 
the Columbian wilds, rather than surrender to any tyranny, 
the rights of man, and the illumination of the Book. 

0 for more “ misrepresented” who have the boldness to 
display the abominations of American citizen tanners ! O 
for more “ exaggerators" who will heap confusion upon 
pretended Christians, by lucidly developing their constant 
violations of the eighth commandment! O for more turbu¬ 
lent and factious souls, who will not connive at officers and 
members of the church, stealing men, with impunity, and 
without censure! 

0 God, grant us all the exuberance of that spirit which 
impelled the reformers, the martyrs, the prophets, and the 
apostles of Jesus Christ! Amen. 

Therefore, being decided against any compromise be¬ 
tween justice aud injustice, gospel sincerity and human 
dissimulation, and to combat this Goliah of iniquity, the 
sling and the stone are taken. “ Who is this uncircumcised 
Philistine, that he should defy the armies of the living God t ' 
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SLAVERY OPPOSED TO THE LAW OF GOD 
AND MAN. 

So abhorrent from our natural sensations is the system 
of stealing, buying, selling, and enslaving immortal crea¬ 
tures, that it is difficult accurately to delineate this wretch¬ 
ed degradation of man. A slave is a rational, responsible 
being, with an abject mind and broken heart; without amt 
mil: all whose rights are robbed; whose liberty is despoiled, 
and whose life is prolonged at the caprice of a tyrant. No 
difference is perceptible between tne traffic in human flesh 
on the coast of Africa or in the interior of America. Every 
slave in these states is as notoriously kidnapped, as if they 
had been purloined from Guinea: and he who claims a 
coloured child as his property, and nurtures and detains it 
in slavery, is equally a man-thief with the negro-stealer on 
the Gold Coast. 

• Those persons who denounce the African fesh-merchant, 
and who seem to admit, that the imported souls could not 
have been justifiably captivated, deny that they unright¬ 
eously grasp their brethren, and denominate themselves 
“ innocent slave holders but this is self-confutation. Can 
that be innocence in the temperate zone, which is the acme 
of all guilt near the equator ? can that be honesty in one 
meridian of longitude, which at one hundred degrees east, 
is the climax of injustice ? and would not he who appro¬ 
priates to himself all the children born around him, im¬ 
mediately as they enter the world, upon the same prin¬ 
ciples, make a descent upon Congo, and kidnap a ship load? 
No real distinction exists between him, who steals the 
woman from her husband, the child from its parent, or the 
whole family, on the eastern or the western shores of the 
Atlantic, whether for exportation or domestic vassalage. 

These identical individuals would rage, if it were at¬ 
tempted thus to exculpate any other felon. Innocent horse- 
thief is more consistent language than innocent slave-hold¬ 
er ; for the crime of the latter exceeds that of the former, 
as much as the limited and temporary powers of the ani¬ 
mal are surpassed by the extensive capacities and never* 
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ending existence of man. " We know men to whom the 
truth is become unintelligible, in consequence of the dis¬ 
guise in which they have taken the pains to clothe it; and 
who have accustomed themselves to palliate vice, till they 
are incapable of perceiving its turpitude.” 

He that stealeth a man, and selleth him, or if he be 
found in his hand, he shall surely be put to death. Exo¬ 
dus, xxi. 16. By this law, every man-stealer, and every 
receiver of the stolen person, lost his life: whether the lat¬ 
ter stole the man himself, or gave money to a slave-cap- 
tain or negro-dealer to steal for him. All kidnapping and 
slave dealing are prohibited, whether practised by indi¬ 
viduals or the state .—Adam Clarke. 

If a man be found stealing any of his brethren of the 
children of Israel, and maketh merchandise of him, or sell¬ 
eth him, then that thief shall die. Deuteronomy xxiv. 7. 

Christianity has annihilated that distinction of nations 
which was once established; every man is now our bro¬ 
ther, whatever be his nation, complexion, or creed. How 
then can the merchandise of men and women be carried 
on, without transgressing this commandment, or abetting 
those who do ? If a man steal a horse or sheep, he is con¬ 
demned ; but if he steal, or purchase of those who steal, 
hundreds of men and women, he not only escapes with 
impunity, but grows great by this unnatural commerce! 
According to the law of God, whoever stole cattle restored 
four or five fold ; whoever stole one human being though 
an idiot or an infant, must die. He who stole any one of 
the human species, in order to make a slave of him, or to 
sell him for a slave, whether the thief had actually sold 
him, or whether he continued in his possession, was pun¬ 
ished with death: but if we are true Christians, we shall 
have no occasion for penal statutes to restrain us from steal¬ 
ing or enslaving our brethren of the human species, and 
trading the bodies of men.— Scotl. 

Thou shalt not deliver unto his master, the servant who 
is escaped from his master unto thee: He shall dwell with 
thee, even among you, in that place which he shall choose, 
in one of thy gates where it liketh him best: thou shalt 
not oppress him.—David said to the Egyptian, canst thou 
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bring me down to ibis company ? and he said, swear unto 
me by God, that thou wilt neither kill me, nor deliver me 
into the hands of my master, and 1 will bring thee down 
to this company.—Take counsel, execute judgment ; make 
thy shadow as the night in the midst of the noon-day: 
hide the outcasts, bewray not him whowandereth.—Thou 
shouldst not have stood in the cross-way, to cut off those 
who did escape; neither shouldst thou have delivered 
up those who did remain in the day of distress. As thou 
hast done, it shall be done unto thee: thy reward shall re¬ 
turn upon thine own head. 

These scriptures proclaim that slave-holding is an abo¬ 
mination in the sight of God: for it justifies the slave in 
absconding from his tyrant, and enjoins upon every man 
to facilitate his escape, and to secure his freedom. Does 
this injunction comport with a Christian’s advertising as a 
fugitive criminal, a man who has merely fled from his cruel 
captivity, or with His aiding to trace and seize him who 
had thus burst from “ durance vile ?” It is a reiteration of 
the theft: yet he professes to be influenced Ly the Gospel! 

But the man-stealer states, that this is injustice, as it 
destroys his property; and that it is base *o aid a slave to 
fly from bis chains, or not to assist in recapturing him. 
Were the master placed in similar misery with the victim 
of his cruel avarice, and he should escape, rather than be 
seized, he would slay the assailant. His heroism would 
be honoured, and his contest for freedom being righteous, 
he would be exonerated: but if a coloured person wounds 
a kidnapper, he is ignominiously executed, and almost 
without form: for the trial of negroes is the highest bur¬ 
lesque upon the administration of justice, that despotism 
ever devised. 

“ For ’lis establish’d by your partial laws, 

No slave bears witness in a white man’s cause. 

Beings you deem them of inferior kind, 

Denied a human or a thinking mind. 

Happy for your slaves, were this doctrine true, 

Were feelings lost to them, or given to you!” 

A man cannot assist in seizing a slave, and robbing him 
again of his liberty or life, when he is inculpable before 
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society, without violating the law of love, and the com¬ 
mand of God. 

“ Slavery! virtue dreads it as her grave 
Patience itself is meanness ir. a slave. 

Yet if the will and sov’reignty of God, 

Bid suffer it awhile, and kiss the rod, 

Wait for the dawning of a brighter day, 

And snap the chain the moment when you may!” 

The prophecies are filled with divine denunciations 
against Judah and Israel, for their oppression, fraud, rapine, 
cruelty, and the varied enormities which originated in their 
covetousness ; and Tyre was destroyed for having traded 
the persons of men. 

The gospel censures these sinners with celestial autho¬ 
rity. Paul characterises the Romans who were slave-hold¬ 
ers, as inventors of evil things without natural affection, 
implacable, and unmerciful. 

Among the most corrupt transgressors, he classes man- 
stealers. This crime among the Jews exposed the perpe¬ 
trators of it to capital punishment; and the apostle classes 
them with sinners of the first rank. The word he uses, 
in its original import, comprehends all who are concerned 
in bringing any of the human race into slavery, or in de¬ 
taining them m it. Stealers of men are all those who 
bring off slaves or freemen, and keep, sell, or buy them. 
To steal a freeman is the highest kind of theft. In other 
instances we only steal human property, but when we 
6teal or retain men in slavery, we seize those who in com¬ 
mon with ourselves, are constituted by the original grant, 
lords of the earth .—Presbyterian Confession of Faith. 

Man-stealers!—The worst of all thieves; in compari¬ 
son of whom, highway robbers and house-breakers are 
innocent! What then are traders in negroes, and procurers 
of servants for America.— Wesley. 

Men-stealers are inserted among these daring criminals, 
against whom the law of God directed its awful curses. 
These kidnapped men to sell them for slaves; and this 
practice seems inseparable from the other iniquities and 
oppressions of slavery; nor can a slave-dealer keep free 
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from this criminality, if c the receiver be as bad as the 
thief.’— -Scott. 

They who make war, for the inhuman purpose of sell¬ 
ing the vanquished as slaves, are really men-stealers. 
And they who encourage that unchristian traffic by pur¬ 
chasing the slaves which they know to be thus unjustly 
acquired are partakers in their crime.— Macknight. 

The Lord God who judgeth her, will effuse his wrath 
upon Babylon, because she makes merchandise of slaves, 
the bodies and souls of men. 

To number the persons of men with beasts, sheep, and 
horses, as the stock of a farm, or with bales of goods, as 
the cargo of a ship, is a most detestable and antichristian 
practice.— Scott. 

Shall Protestants renounce that merchandise of Rome, 
which consists of odours, and ointments, and chariots, and 
purple, and silk, and scarlet, and continue that more scan¬ 
dalous traffic in slaves and souls of men ?— Robinson. 

In ages to come, it will scarcely meet with credit, that 
we who boast ourselves of being a free nation, should have 
beeu capable of buying and selling souls. If there were 
no other cause, this is enough to bring down the severest 
of the divine judgments! No political motives whatever 
can justify this diabolical traffic. Such has been the gene¬ 
ral practice of mankind in every age preceding the intro¬ 
duction of the gospel: and it is the introduction and pro¬ 
fession of that gospel, which render the dealing in slaves 
so enormously wicked ! A Christian buying and selling 
slaves! A man, who professes that the leading law of his 
life, is to do as he would be done by, spending his time 
and amassing a fortune in buying and selling his fellow- 
men !— Simpson. 

The Methodist discipline asserts, that there is “one 
only condition previously required of those who wish ad¬ 
mission into these societies, a desire to flee from the wrath 
to come, and to be saved from their sins.” But how shall 
they evidence that their desire is real and genuine ? “ By 
avoiding evil of every kind, especially that which is most 
generally practised: the buying or selling of men, women, 
or children, with an intention to enslave them.” 
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The ancient Jews understood the words in the deca¬ 
logue, Thou shalt not steal, of man-stealing ; and thought 
that the other sorts of theft were implied in the last pre¬ 
cept, Thou shalt not covet. Under the Mosaic law, man- 
stealing was the only capital robbery; for the theft of pro¬ 
perty was expiated by ample restitution. But to enslave 
a Jew, was deemed an equal crime with murder; and as* 
it virtually involves the same consequences, it insured the 
same punishment: and it was no subject of inquiry, 
whether the slave was actually kidnapped by the claimant, 
or purchased from another; but if it could be manifested, 
that such a person was detained by him contrary to the 
law of God, no alternative existed, death was his imme¬ 
diate portion. 

The principles of moral right and wrong are invariable. 
They are not circumscribed by geographical boundaries, 
or particular periods of time; but apply to every individual, 
of all communities, and in every age. Practices condemn¬ 
ed among the Israelites, upon the basis of eternal recti¬ 
tude, never can be justified: and Jewish aberrations from 
the requisitions of their own herven-promulged law, in¬ 
stead of furnishing us an example to copy, provide a bea¬ 
con for alarm and instruction. 

The public formularies of the United States, exhibit the 
vast contradiction between our doctrine and practice, with 
oracular authority. 

“We hold these truths to be self evident, that all men 
are created equal; that they are endowed by the Creator, 
with certain unalienable rights; that among these are life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness .’’—Declaration of In¬ 
dependence. 

“ All men are born equally free and independent; all 
men have certain natural, essential, and inherent rights; 
among which are, the enjoying and defending life and 
liberty, acquiring, possessing, and protecting property; 
and, in a word, of seeking and obtaining happiness. 
Among the natural rights, some are in their very nature 
unalienable, because no equivalent can be given or re¬ 
ceived for them. Of this kind, are the rights of con¬ 
science.”— NewHampshire. 
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“ All men are bom free and equal, and have certain 
natural, essential and unalienable rights: among which 
may be reckoned the right of enjoying and defending their 
lives and liberties; and that of acquiring, possessing, and 
protecting property ; in fine, that of seeking and obtaining 
their safety and happiness.”— Massachusetts. 

“ AH men are born equally free and independent, and 
have certain inherent and indefeasiblerights, among which 
are those of enjoying and defending life and liberty, of ac¬ 
quiring, possessing, and protecting property and reputation, 
and of pursuing their own happiness.”— Pennsylvania. 

“ Through divine goodness, all men have by nature, the 
rights of worshipping and serving their Creator, according 
to the dictates of their consciences, of enjoying and 
defending life and liberty, and acquiring and protecting 
reputation and property, and, in general, of obtaining 
objects suitable to their condition, without injury by one 
to another; and these rights are essential to their wel¬ 
fare.”— Delaware. 

“All men are by nature equally free and independent, 
and have certain inherent rights; of which, when they 
enter into a state of society, they cannot, by any compact, 
deprive or divest their posterity; namely, the enjoyment of 
life and liberty, with the means of acquiring and possess¬ 
ing property, and pursuing and obtaining happiness and 
safety.”— Virginia. 

“All men are bom equally free and independent, and 
have certain natural, inherent,and unalienable rights,among 
which are the enjoying and defending life and liberty, ac¬ 
quiring, possessing, and protecting property, and pursuing 
and obtaining happiness and safety.”— Vermont. 

“ There shall be neither slavery nor involuntaty servi¬ 
tude in the said territory, otherwise titan in punishment 
of crimes, whereof the party shall have been duly con¬ 
victed.”— North- Western Territory. 

“All men are born equally free and independent, and 
have certain natural, unalienable rights, among which are 
the enjoying and defending life and liberty, acquiring, pos¬ 
sessing, and protecting property, and pursuing and obtain* 
ing happiness and safety. There shall be neither slavery, 
nor involuntary servitude in this state.”— Ohio. 
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How callous must that heart be to all shame, which, 
notwithstanding these self-evident truths, can gravely main¬ 
tain the necessity of protracting slavery, and uphold its 
horrors by his actual participation : for every liberal mind 
is thoroughly convinced of the unrighteousness and inex¬ 
pediency of this, the most cruel, detestable, and consum¬ 
mately wicked measure, that has been ever devised by mer¬ 
cantile avarice, or sanctioned by a sordid, narrow and mis¬ 
guided policy. 

“ What hypocrisy and villany, to profess that we are 
votaries of liberty, while we encourage or countenance the 
most ignoble slavery. We cannot form to ourselves an 
idea ol an object more ridiculous, than an American patriot 
signing declarations of independence with one hand, and 
with the other brandishing his whip over his affrighted 
slave.” 

How awfully deluded must he be, who. wilfully closing 
his eyes to the splendour of divine illumination, and shield¬ 
ing his soul from all the arrows of conviction, will consider 
himself Messiah’s disciple, though by the bible, his con¬ 
science, his own theological and republican creed, and the 
supreme law of the land, he stands condemned for injustice 
and inhumanity before the church and the world—A cruel 
man-stealing Christian ! 

The wholesale man-stealer, like Cain, hears the mark 
in his forehead; he is a fugitive and a vagabond upon the 
earth: and the “ Christian broker in the trade of blood,” 
whose wealth is increased by alienating all social affec¬ 
tions, by severing all relative ties, by dissolving all domes¬ 
tic relations, and by transplanting from one state to ano¬ 
ther these wretched creatures, because they have a differ¬ 
ent tinge from himself, is the primeval murderer’s own off¬ 
spring. 

“ These same slaveholders would wade through seas of 
the blood of white men, as well as black men, to gratify 
their despotic propensities, if they were not restrained: it 
is the fear, not the love of either God or man, that restrains 
them.’’ 

These are the unadulterated truths of the gospel. Can 
a follower of the meek and lowly Jesus be connected with 
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a system which essentially generates such malevolent 
principles, and such barbarous conduct? Yet church- 
officers display a predominant insensibility to this eompli* 
cated turpitude. The quintessence of all wicked absurdity 
is to hear an oppressor, in the. name of him “ who touched 
Isaiah’6 hallowed lips with fire," expatiate upon the booi 
delivered to Jesus in Nazareth. 

As equity and injustice, philanthrophy and barbarism, 
vice ana religion, cannot coalesce; every officer and mem¬ 
ber of the church who steals slaves, although he professes 
to believe and inculcate the evangelical charity which he 
does not exemplify, is equally culpable with the Ishmaelite, 
who kidnapped their African ancestors. 


SLAVERY IMPIOUS, UNJUST, AND CRUEL. 

Th 3 Slavery of our species combines every has, charac¬ 
teristic. When that august period shall have arrived, 
that the total extinction of this monster shall be celebrated 
with the triumphs of Christianity-^-the inscription which 
Will narrate its existence will simply record—here lies the 
enemy of man, whose principles were irreligion, whose 
dispositions were cruelty, whose language was falsehood, 
whose conduct was injustice, and whose pretensions were 
hypocrisy. An impious, barbarous, and deceitful thief! 
Yet this idol has usurped a prominent station in the tem¬ 
ple of God, and silences the voice of those who minister 
and serve in the sanctuary—until the blind are leading the 
blind into the ditch of perdition. 

Slavery is impious , for it directly subverts the divine au* 
. thority. The supremacy of the great Jehovah is denied, 
and his government of the human family entirely wrested 
from him by this vile usurpation. Every principle which 
dignifies, every affection which refines, and every action 
which adorns, are inseparable from a permanently opera¬ 
tive and deeply impressed conviction of our responsibility 
before God, for the correct improvement of the privileges 
with which he has enriched us: but all these are extin- 
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guished as soon as man is degraded to a brute. No alter* 
native exists; inferiors in wealth and civil stations must 
be considered as moral agents, or must be classed with 
the blocks and herds of the field. Hence, slavery involves 
the most awful consequences, and wretchedness irremedi* 
able. It is a wilful disobedience to the commandments 
of God ; and not only exposes the criminal to the wrath of 
the judge, but is a most artful and diabolical invention 
to exclude even the sufferer by this ungodly machination 
from the celestial regions of bliss. 

He who has scrutinized the uniform tendency of invol¬ 
untary servitude; who examines the unvarying practice 
of those who ingulph the bodies and souls of men in the 
net of their selfishness and insensibility; and who, with 
the eye of Christian philanthropy, has investigated the mo¬ 
ral character of the servants, knows, that a slaveholder is 
an unfeeling despot, who would overthrow God’s jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Very few men-stealers comparatively, are even nominal 
Christian believers. How can a person pretend to be a 
disciple of the crucified Jesus, who hinders his worship and 
contravenes his commands; in whom all evangelical charity 
is extinct; and who will neither enter the kingdom of 
heaven, nor permit those to approach who would crave ad¬ 
mission at the gate? The spirit of Christianity and the 
practice of men-thieves.are at total oppugnation; and con¬ 
sequently they exert their energies to counteract the pro¬ 
gress of “ pure and undefiled religion.” By their example 
and influence, they endeavour to diminish all regard for 
sacred institutions, to impede the acquisition of all neces¬ 
sary knowledge, and to obstruct their slaves from listening 
to the admonitions of divine truth. 

Christianity promulges liberty to the captive ; it depicts 
all the misery which must necessarily follow an equitable 
remuneration, if God requites the slave-holder, as he has 
abused his fellow-man ; it inculcates the doctrines of justice, 
which the man-stealer ever violates; of mercy, which nev¬ 
er regulate his intercourse with others; of love, which are 
swallowed up by an avaricious, dissipated extinction of 
feeling; and of religious fear, which has been extermina¬ 
ted from his heart, by his deliberate rejection of the light 
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to life, and by bis obduracy in opposing “ the truth as it is 
in Jesus,” because it condemns his theft and barbarity. 

Hence the Sabbath is disregarded, the means of grace 
are neglected, and the gospel ceases at all to interest, until 
the candlestick is removed from its place, and both the ty¬ 
rant and the slave, realizing a marble-hearted indifference, 
mingle the same profane execrations, exhibit an identical 
dishonour of God, and manifest an equal insensibility to 
worlds everlasting. But if the slave, convinced of the va¬ 
lue of his soul, and solicitous to be rescued from the wrath 
to come, is desirous to receive gospel instruction, it is alto¬ 
gether denied him, or his attendance at the house of prayer 
is so restricted, that it includes all the qualities of a total 
prohibition. 

“All those masters who neglect the religious and moral 
instruction of their slaves, add a heavy load of guilt to that 
already incurred, by their share in this unjust and inhuman 
traffic.” 

The laws of the slaveholding states denominate a vari¬ 
ety of meetings by the coloured people unlawful; but the 
clause was so indeterminate, that it empowered the ma¬ 
gistrate to decide what assemblies subjected the attendant 
to fine and punishment. By an act of the year 1804, all 
night meetings, upon whatever pretext, insured the par¬ 
ties, if convicted, a whipping; but this act being a direct 
violation of religious freedom, it was subsequently amend¬ 
ed and explained: and a higher stigma upon legislation, 
if the clause is viewed in connexion with the relation which 
man sustains to the Supreme Creator, can scarcely be 
traced upon record ; except that every law connected with 
slavery is equally insulting, wicked, and absurd. “ No¬ 
thing in the said act shall prevent the masters or owner»of 
slaves from carrying or permitting his, her, or their slave 
or slaves to go with him, her, or them, or with any part of 
bis, her, or their white family, to any place whatever, for 
the putpose of religious worship; provided, that such wor¬ 
ship be conducted by a regularly ordained or licensed white 
minister.”— Virginia. 

The total obstruction is not one jot more hostile to the 
progress of the gospel, more subversive of every natural 
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right, or more daring in its defiance of Jehovah’s supre¬ 
macy. How men, who swear by the Book to perform 
their official duties, could enact such regulations for the 
government of immortal souls, cannot be explained upon 
any principle, which does not overwhelm them with the 
utmost disgrace. 

Some years ago, a comical old formalist, all whose re¬ 
ligion consisted in a long demure countenance for two 
hours upon the Lord’s day, at the meeting house, and a 
sleepy parrot-like form of words for half an hour, which he 
called a prayer, used severely to whip those of his staves, 
either before or after his hypocritical mummery* who were 
too shrewd to be imposed upon by this impiety, and who 
therefore endeavoured to evade being present at his shock¬ 
ing ceremonial, by which he so glaringly insulted the 
God of Love and the Saviour of Mercy. 

Men-stealers prevent their slaves “ from being instruct¬ 
ed in a religion which proclaims the equality of all men j 
all proceeding from a common stock, all participating the 
benefits of creation, and among whom, with the Father of 
men, there is no acceptation of persons. Slavery there¬ 
fore is an outrage upon Christianity.” For the above old 
man-thief, who used to go through his rounds with his 
bible in one hand and his cowskin or whip in the other, 
was a subject of astonishment to his (Christian !•) accom¬ 
plices, because he even wished the slaves to be near him 
when he was praying. They knew well that no slave 
could be found, who was so great a dolt as not to discern 
the impassable gulf between evangelical devotion and the 
highest kind of theft. 

Even those who have a small portion of conscience re¬ 
maining, display their depravity; for their pride revolts if 
the descendants of Africa are seen within the walls of the 
temple; generally no convenient stations are provided for 
slaves, that they may hear the truth; and where a man 
contrives to preserve the forms of domestic worship with 
the stealing and trafficking in human flesh; the victims of 
his merciless robbery are excluded—and is it a subject of 
surprise ? How a man can pray in his habitation, with a 
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horde of slaves around him, is inexplicable upon any prin¬ 
ciple of feeling, affection, or Christianity! The unconcern 
wfiieh slaveholding produces in the tyrants, with respect 
to the eternal peace of their own children, and the salva¬ 
tion of the wretched objects of their compound avarice and 
cruelty, evince that slavery is impious, since it tends to ex¬ 
terminate the authority ot Jehovah. 

This subversion of the divine government necessarily 
follows from the adoption of the lie, that one man can jus¬ 
tifiably be so reduced to the command of another, as to 
have no will but that of his director. 

Man owes to his Creator and Judge duties, from the 
performance of which no terrestrial power can possibly 
absolve him. Among these are the cultivation of devo¬ 
tional tempers and the fulfilment of Christ’s requisitions. 
The existing relation between the slave-driver and his 
vassal, proclaims the impracticability of a compliance with 
his obligations, and consequently, that he who steals a 
man or keeps him in his hand, is a bold usurper of celestial 
jurisdiction, and a merciless violator of human right, free¬ 
dom, and responsibility. Does not the absolute uncon¬ 
trolled dominion which the master possesses over his slave, 
render even the existence of spiritual mindedness almost 
impossible; by opposing to a regular use of the means ne¬ 
cessary to strengthen a pious disposition, vast obstructions 
which counterbalance if not destroy the force of the Saviour’s 
claim, and make his commands nugatory ? When the in¬ 
junction of God and the order of the slave tyrant are directly 
at variance, when the law of heaven and the mandate of 
the citizen-thief are both compulsory at the same period, 
to the earthly authority the slave must primarily submit; 
and when the everlasting welfare of ttie servant’s soul, 
and to facilitate the sensual gratifications of his barbarous 
despot, are placed in competition, both parties may be 
condemned by the Most High, but the doubly cruel volup¬ 
tuary roust not be disappointed. 

“ Negroes are in all respects, except in regard to life 
and death, cattle. They are bought and sold, fed, or kept 
hungry, clothed, or reduced to nakedness, beaten, turned 
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out to the fury of the elements, and torn from their dearest 
connexions, with as little remorse as if they were beasts 
of the field. 

Their situation is rendered far more miserable than ’if 
they were brutes. Their food is so coarse and bad, that 
notning but necessity could compel them to eat it; while 
their labour and their punishments are severe and cruel.— 
Howland Hill. 

“ This torturing system has been pursued so far as to 
prevent the development of the mental faculties. In Vir¬ 
ginia they are not allowed to learn to read. To have been 
able to read cost a black man his life. He demanded that 
,t v .e Africans should share the benefits which American 
liberty promised, and he supported this demand by the 
pill of rights. The argument was without, reply. In 
such cases, where refutation is impossible, all tyrannies 
having features which resemble each oilier, the negro suf¬ 
fered on the gallows.” — Gregoire. 

Are slaves taught to read, so that they can peruse the 
divine records ? If one of ten thousand has attained suffi¬ 
cient learning to spell the plainest passage of Christian in¬ 
struction, is not the labour which attends it an obstacle to 
the acquisition of necessary knowledge almost insupera¬ 
ble ? But so few of the whole body of the coloured race 
have arrived even at this stage of illumination, that they 
are in a great measure incapacitated to comprehend the 
force of the most homely and common illustrations of the 
BOOK. 

In an act concerning these heirs of misery, a clause was 
inserted particularly relating to free coloured children, 
which demonstrates an unwavering resolution in the civil 
authorities to impede every possible melioration of the de¬ 
graded state of these rational cattle. *’ It shall not be law¬ 
ful for the overseers of the poor who may hereafter bind 
out any black or mulatto orphan, to require the master 
or mistress to teach such orphan, reading, writing, or 
arithmetic.”— Virginia. What must be the unavoidable 
.result of this impenetrable ignorance! How highly must 
the wrath of heaven be provoked against us, for such fla- 
3 * 
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grant dishonour to his name, and such cruel injustice to 
the objects of his paternal care. 

The plea of slavery is not off ;ed; these are free child* 
ren, bereft of all parental affecti ms, the management and 
control of whose tender years are assumed by the public; 
and that authority which proffers them its guardian pro* 
tection and solicitudes, grasps them for no other purpose, 
than to nurture them in remediless degradation. What 
vile hypocrisy 1 what unfeeling despotism! what daring 
impiety! what tremendous national guilt does this corrup¬ 
tion involve ! We steal the parents; Providence liberates 
them from servitude: God calls them to his dread bar; 
their children survive them. We deny them the noblest 
privilege of man, we refuse them all intellectual expan¬ 
sion, we doom them to disgrace during their mortal pil¬ 
grimage, and for their degraded condition alone, seize 
th3m by some infernal machination, at a subsequent 
period, as public nuisances: and sell the youth to domes¬ 
tic task-masters, who chain them in interminable vas¬ 
salage. 

With a fatigued body and a dispirited mind, broken with 
incessant labour, tamed by a constant privation of every 
comfort, and often lacerated with severity unmingled with 
mercy, the slave can feel little anxiety to devote any part 
of that time which is indispensable to rest his wearied and 
tortured frame, to the care of his soul. How can he be 
solicitous to mingle with the worship of God in the family 
where he resides, if devotional forms are maintained! 

If he can ascertain the meaning of the bible, or the 
hymn, or the petitions to the throne of grace, he must per¬ 
ceive that every portion of the exercises condemns the ne¬ 
farious temper and the barbarous heart which reduced him 
to bondage; that all which Christianity includes and com¬ 
mands is a contradiction to all that he suffers and that his 
master practises; and convinced, therefore, that such a 
profession of religion is delusion or hypocrisy, he begins to 
consider Christianity itself as nothing more than a form 
devised by corrupt men, to conceal their cruel insidious de¬ 
signs, and to cloak their malignant actions. 
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TheLord’s day is generally devoted to pursuits, occupa¬ 
tions, and pleasures so dissonant from the sacred injunction, 
that the debased servant cannot even enjoy it as relaxation 
from labour. He has no choice: the filth of the week 
must be his companion, or the hours must be devoted to 
necessary ablutions; and thus the opportunities of evan¬ 
gelical instruction are inevitably lost: and can he be ready 
to attend public worship in due season, the haughty looks 
and the contemptuous aversion of the Christian man- 
Stealers (!) who are assembled, are of equal validity with a 
formal vote of exclusion from the synagogue. Hence the 
slave absents himself altogether from a fruitless attend¬ 
ance upon the house of jprayer; and thus is banished from 
the enjoyment of that illumination which is indispensable 
to the soul’s peace, temporal and everlasting. If the Son 
of Man by his spirit graciously maintains the sense and life 
of godliness in the slave’s heart, every thing connected 
with him constantly counteracts the very exterior appear¬ 
ance, as well as the internal predominance of religion. 
The ignorant and profane creatures who are his associates; 
their bestial mode of life by promiscuous cohabitation; the 
want of requisite privacy for meditation and prayer; the 
constant loss of all those means of grace which are neces¬ 
sary and favourable to religious melioration, and the end¬ 
less disquietude which he must feel, when he endeavours 
to join a sincere profession of the Christian religion, meek- 
jtess and philanthropy, with the turbulent despotism and 
the unmerciful exhibitions of his master, all must either 
totally eradicate the love of that which is good, or so 
diminish its influence, that God is robbed of his glory, the 
Saviour of the affection due to him, religion of its orna¬ 
ment, the church of the services of her members, the world 
of its salt and light, and the soul of the peace which Chris¬ 
tianity was revealed to bestow. Hence, as slavery una¬ 
voidably extinguishes all religion in those who are made 
wretched by its sway over them, the jurisdiction which is 
.claimed and exercised, is an impious usurpation of the 
divine supremacy. 

“ Slavery is made up of every crime that treachery, 
cruelty, and murder can invent; and mensteakrs are the 
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very worst of thieves. What a universal uproar it would 
make in this land if but one poor child were kidnapped 
from his parents! and yet this kidnapping is a regular 
practice among professing Christians ! “ These are the 
people whom the scripture describes as being past feeling. 
The most knavish tricks are practised by these dealers in 
human flesh; and if the slaves think of our general charac¬ 
ter, they must suppose that Christians are Devils, and that 
Christianity was iorged in Hell. These slave purchasers 
talk of a damaged slave, as of a damaged horse; some 
want working-slaves , and others breeding-slaves; for the 
children of slaves are not, according to the law of nature, 
the property of their parents, but of their owners; and 
when the planters and their overseers have children by 
these negroes, instead of regarding the offspring of their 
vicious passions, they breed up and sell their own children 
in slavery like others. What a dishonour in us to carry 
on such an abominable traffic, and to attempt to vindicate 
or even to palliate it, when every principle belonging to it 
is founded upon incurable injustice! Shall we call our¬ 
selves Christians or Devils? can a race of Devils act 
against us worse than we do against them ? In art and 
wickedness, as it relates to our principle and practice, we 
abundantly exceed. The horrid business of slavery in the 
whole of its establishment is founded on the “mammon 
of unrighteousness,” on a selfish love of the world; and the 
result of this infernal traffic is, a regular system of whole¬ 
sale licensed thievery and murder. 

“ We blush with holy shame, that men 
Who bear thy sacred name, O God! 

Should dare one single man enslave, 

Or shed one drop of human blood.”

All those who devise or execute any iniquitous mea¬ 
sures, by which men are impeded from honouring God, 
and from performing the duties which they owe to him 
and their own souls, in their moral relation to their Crea¬ 
tor, are the most contemptuous rebels against his autho¬ 
rity : and if they superadd a claim in competition with the 
command of Jehovah, they exemplify the audacity of Sa- 
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tan, who was hurled to everlasting despair for attempting 
to dethrone the Sovereign of the Universe. This charge 
applies to ever^ slaveholder; for services totally incom¬ 
patible with the devotional exercises of the believer are in* 
variably, at the most unseasonable hours, and during the 
day of rest, required of these unfortunate victims of that 
tavageness , which, by a most diabolical infatuation, has 
been combined with Christianity; and which has long 
exposed the truths of religion to reproach, the sacred cause 
to ridicule, the solemnities of the house of prayer to con¬ 
tumely, and the very character of a believer to suspicion. 
While, therefore, a power is usurped and legalized which 
enables its possessor to defy the law of God and to obstruct 
the duties of men; and unqualified submission to every 
arbitrary, unjust, and irreligious mandate cannot he evad¬ 
ed, without the sacrifice of mortal existence; slavery must 
be the acme of all impiety; consequently, it is impossible 
that a slaveholder can be a sincere Christian. 

Slavery is the climax of cruelty. By it every affection 
of the sou! is exterminated. It severs all natural ties, and 
separates all social relations. Matrimonial engagements, 
when it commands, are dissolved ; the chain which links 
parents and children, by its touch, is shivered to atoms; 
and at its approach, every domestic duty dies. Hearts, 
animated by the most delicate love, indulge their mutual 
affection, not for a father’s and mother’s gratulations, but 
for a tyrant's gain. Brothers and sisters mingle their fra¬ 
ternal sensibilities, not in futurity to bless each other by 
reciprocal aid, but to increase their unmitigated torments. 
Seldom do they reside many years in the same habitation; 
a transfer is necessary; and it is made not according to 
family or moral connexions, but by the proportionate value 
in different markets. 

What are the pungent feelings and exacerbations of the 
dave in every part of his existence! Doomed from the 
earliest period of youth to toil, with no necessary relaxa¬ 
tion, for the gratification of another’s inordinate desires; 
pinched by hunger, bereft of raiment, denied requisite ac¬ 
commodations at night to repose his enervated and ema* 
dated frame; and for the most trifling inadvertency or the 
most innocent indulgence, scourged by a cruel and merce- 
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nary taskmaster, until his stripes incapacitate him from 
active duties; impeded from all religious instruction; tor¬ 
tured with every agonizing anticipation ; and terrified by 
the prospect of pain, labour and bereavement, the miseries 
of which are diminished by no hope of melioration, he 
travels the pilgrimage of life, forgetful of God, himself, 
and eternity; until the lacerations of his heart urge him 
to the crime, for which, by the sacrifice of his mortal exist¬ 
ence, he atones; or, combined with a diseased body, he 
drags out his temporal probation amid the unfeeling com¬ 
plaints of his kidnapper, that he can no longer force him to 
fulfil the daily task; the neglect of all around him ; and 
the want of every consolation both internal and external, 
yvhich might enable him with patience to bear his compli¬ 
cated affliction. 

Persons called Christians, and officers of the church, 
buy and sell the stolen coloured people, with little or no 
regard to their wishes or affections. They are deprived of 
needful sustenance, are supplied with little and very in¬ 
sufficient raiment, and possess no suitable conveniences 
for refreshing rest. They are unmercifully, and in general, 
undeservedly chastised; their health, intellects, religion; 
morals, peace, and comfort are all disregarded, except the 
despot’s interest would be affected by neglecting them: 
and this diabolical machination cannot exist without the 
perpetual exhibition of this malignity by the slave tyrant. 
Does this degradation include no cruelty? Do these pri¬ 
vations result from the pure and undefded religion which 
Jesus taught his disciples on the mount ? Is this that lucid 
proof of condescending love to the brethren which your 
Master demands ? Is this the .justice that the two com¬ 
mandments on which hang all the law and the prophets 
inculcate ? Is this the mercy which the book enjoins us to 
display to the wretched, the indigent, mid ffie oppressed? 
And can that man, whose heart with perennial uniformity 
evinces the predominance of those principles that produce 
such consequences, momentarily believe, upon scriptural 
authority, that he is transformed into the similitude of 
Him who was meek and lowly in heart: or can he unfeign- 
edly affirm, I know that I am passed from death unto fife; 
because I love the brethren ?

, For this thing which it cannot bear, the earth is disquiet¬ 
ed. The Gospel of peace and mercy preached by him 
who steals, buys , and sells the purchase of Messiah’s blood! 
Rulers of the church making merchandise of their brethren’s 
souls 1—and Christians trading the persons of men !—Lo¬ 
vers of their own selves: covetous, proud, fierce; men of 
corrupt minds, who resist the truth; having a fortn of god¬ 
liness, but denying the power thereof—from such turn 
away. 2 Timothy 3. 2, 5. 

The slaveholder’s claim is founded on falsehood. So 
completely have the varied vicious dispositions which at¬ 
tend man-stealing blinded the eyes and indurated the 
hearts of flesh-merchants, that they converse respecting 
slaves as their property, with as much gravity as if they 
were honestly acquired, and as if no law had been violated. 
This infatuation has infected not the open reprobate only, 
who neither fears God nor regards man, but the professed 
believer in Christianity, thereby demonstrating the evil na¬ 
ture, the hardening, blinding tendency, and the consummate 
deceitfulness of sin. 

He who steals his brethren, and sells them, and makes 
merchandise of them, pleads, that the victim of wrong is 
legalized property; that the slave is equally a transferable 
possession with any other acquisition; that he is chargeable 
with no crime for having invested some of his money in 
souls and hands; that all the progeny of the creatures 
whom he originally purchased, of right belong to him; and 
that he violates no rule of equity, no moral principle, and 
uo Christian affection, by accumulating wealth through this 
medium. 

On the contrary, we asseverate; that no rational being, 
by any transmutation possible, can ever become property; 
tb&I no terrestrial legislators, without the most diabolical 
impiety, can legalize this Jaim upon the human family; 
that to traffic in flesh and blood animated by the reason¬ 
ing capacities is the greatest practical indignity which can 
be offered to men as immortals; that he purchased an ar¬ 
ticle, which he knew' at the time of the pretended transfer 
was stolen ; that every coloured child born in his house, 
which he claims and holds as his property, is shamelessly 
kidnapped; and that every principle of justice, decency, 
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order, rectitude and religion, is annulled by this most un¬ 
righteous claim and its effects. Notwithstanding, he de¬ 
mands to be recognised as a sincere, consistent Christian. 

These principles result from our situation as rational 
creatures. Human life is altogether placed out of the con¬ 
trol of any terrestrial power, except in those extreme cases, 
where for the welfare of the body politic, it is indispensable 
to extirpate a pest. JButthe means necessary to preserve that 
existence, and to execute the varied duties for which it was 
originally imparted, are equally requisite to its possessor. 
Slavery annihilates all. Man is justly subjected to moral 
law; but property, a slave who has no will, cannot be the 
proper object of rewards and punishments. 

“ A young woman in the state of servitude is not able to 
maintain her virtue against the solicitations of a master 
who promises her liberty, cr a remission of toil, upon her 
yielding to his desiresand for such refusal, many chaste 
females are most barbarously lacerated, until agony forces 
a reluctant compliance with the debauched tyrant’s lust. 
A slave will not strenuously object to the perpetration of 
any wickedness to obtain his freedom, or even a diminution 
of his daily task: indeed those temptations might be thrown 
in his way, which human nature cannot resist, but by 
means of the most gracious principles; even he might be 
scourged into compliance; or his labour might be so in¬ 
creased as to make him for a little respite eagerly embrace 
the most nefarious proposal which his master could offer; 
for being absolute property, there is no earthly tribunal to 
which he could appeal for justice; and very few slaves 
support themselves under their trials by the recollection of 
a future judgment.” 

Slaves after having thus perpetrated the crimes projected 
by their despots, have been arraigned upon ihe charge and 
evidence of their merciless tyrants; have been feloniously 
condemned and ignonimously deprived of life, to screen 
the master from disgrace, and for the sake of the value 
which is allowed to every individual, for the criminal whom 
he had previously seduced to violate the law, and then con¬ 
trived, under the sanction of its forms, to murder. The 
legislative act which allows the master an adjudged price 
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for his guilty slave, is the very compound of all unrigh¬ 
teousness. 

“ Lives there a savage ruder than the slave ? 

Cruel as death, insatiate as the grave, 

Is he who toils upon the waiting flood, 

A Christian broker in the trade of blood; 

Boisterous in speech, in action prompt and bold; 

He buys, he sells, be steals, he kills for gold. 

“ Lives there a reptile baser than the slave ? 

Loathsome as death, corrupted as the grave, 

See the dull man-thief at his pompous board, 

Attendant vassals cringing round their Lord ; 

He stalks abroad; through all his wonted rounds, 

The Negro trembles, and the lash resounds. 

This is the veriest wretch on nature’s face, 

Own’d by no country ; spurn’d by every race. 

His soul ? has he a soul whose sensual breast 
Of selfish passions is a serpent’s nest ? 

Whose heart mid scenes of suffering senseless grown, 

E’en in his mother’s lap was chill’d to stone; 

Whose torpid soul no social feelings move; 

A stranger to the tenderness of love. 

His motley liaram charms his gloating eye, 

Where ebon, brown, and olive beauties vie. 

His children, sprung alike from sloth and vice, 

Are born his slaves, and loved at market price: 

Has he a soul?—With his departing breath, 

A form shall hail him at the gates of death, 

The spectre conscience,—shrieking through the gloom, 
Man, we shall meet again beyond the tomb.”

A human creature is not an article of traffic, for the law of 
God gives not the absolute disposal of one man’s life and 
freedom to another. What he lias not made an object of 
donation, can never be bestowed by a creature; ana as no 
person can possibly oiler any equivalent for a human soul, 
no purchase could ever be honestly made of a rational be¬ 
ing; and of course, he never could be even claimed, much 
less stolen and transferred, without the highest degree of 
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imqvuty: for no terrestrial power can possibly legalize that 
•which God hac peremptorily prohibited. 

Many persons propagate the notion, that the acts of 
earthly lawgivers can make any practice legal, however 
base and corrupt its tendency: upon the validity of this 
sentiment, the superstructure of “ detaining in slavery” 
is founded. 

Our civil institutions are professedly established upon 
their conformity with the word of God: and the funda¬ 
mental principles of the social compact, as they are declared 
in the Bills of Rights adopted by the several states, are 
generally in unison with the decisions of the sacred volume. 
But all these standard declarations of liberty and justice 
directly condemn the terrestrial authority which infringes 
the rights of man, and presuppose, if they do not openly 
avow, our dependence upon God, and the obligation to 
obey his law, to be paramount to any other claim or 
relation. The leaders of the last generation are chargeable 
with the most consummate hypocrisy. Before the world, 
they boldly denounced the king of Great Britain, that he 
would force the introduction of Africans into these states, 
as slaves. Having thus solemnly challenged mankind to 
the contemplation of this unrighteous conduct; they au¬ 
thorized the importation of kidnapped Africans during a 
period of thirty years. The whole union is included in the 
3tigma of having licensed the enormities of this complicated 
system of moral turpitude, and national infamy, this most 
iniquitous traffic of “ incurable injustice” and barbarity; 
and a system which afforded ample subject for the display 
of eloquent invective, when applied to a foreign potentate, 
is still sanctioned by the law of the land, and the avaricious, 
dissipated propensities of the citizens, although it is directly 
opposed to truth, decency, virtue, conscience, and God. 

In no aspect, whether political or moral, can the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States, after the final settlement of the 
Revolutionary conflict, be more deeply condemned than for 
their acts in reference to slavery. The signers of the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence, with daring boldness recorded their in¬ 
dignant denunciation against the British superior authorities, 
as having coerced the Colonies against their will, to receive 
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African slaves among the population. It should, therefore, 
have been a natural result of the 4th of July, 1776, that 
the foreign traffic should instantly have been terminated, 
and the municipal thraldom also destroyed. Instead of 
which, slavery and its horrors have attained a castle and a 
power, the contemplation of which appals every patriot and 
Christian. 

In the year 1776, the United States stood, in fact, seven 
free to six slave colonies, for the slaves then north of Mary¬ 
land, are unworthy of notice. Since that period, six addi¬ 
tional slave states have been added to the Union, and only 
three free states. For Vermont and Maine being then settled 
as now, are not numbered in this relation. Now the states 
instead of reckoning seven to six on behalf of freedom, are 
truly thirteen to eleven in favour of Slavery. 

This has given to the slave states in the Senate of Con¬ 
gress, the power of coercing all the legislation of the United 
States; so that all hope of deliverance from that source is 
a mere idle dream. This is our love of reciprocal justice 
and universal freedom. 

From the termination of the revolutionary conflict in 
1783, until the commencement of the year 1808, it has been 
proved, that far more slaves were kidnapped from abroad, 
and landed in this country, than during the whole anterior 
one hundred and fifty years; and this feet very' comically is 
alleged to prove, what dignified, wise, and sincere assertors 
of the rights of man, were the southern members of the 
Congress of1776, and of the Convention of1787, who avowed 
that they would scatter the federal compact to atoms, ra¬ 
ther than build the edifice of Freedom upon the abolition 
of slavery, and their abandonment of man-stealing. 

When, in the year 1776, all men were proclaimed free 
and equal, the coloured citizens were comparatively so few, 
and the exultation ol the period so overpowering, that they 
would instantly have fallen into their own station in so¬ 
ciety ; and it is scarcely questionable, that at this era, they 
would not have numbered one more than on the day of their 
liberation. 

Now under the existing system, every circumstance 
is changed. Their physical force has multiplied to $ 
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frightful extent; their exasperation daily augments; their 
knowledge and capacities to break their yoke, continually 
become more evident; and their determination to be free, 
has assumed the character of that unyielding fortitude, 
which falters not until the shout of triumph. 

With all these facts before our eyes, and this criminality 
attached unto us, we still annually revile the British 
administrations of 1765 and 1775; apparently forgetful, 
that the little finger of one American Government is 
thicker than the loins of all the combined Grenvilles and 
Worths; and, that if the old British Bashaws formerly 
chastised our white citizens with whips, the Virginians, 
Carolinians and Georgians, with their confederated man¬ 
stealing pirates, chastise our coloured citizens with scor¬ 
pions ! 

Every ramification of the doctrine, that one rational crea¬ 
ture can become the piopcrty of another, is totally repugnant 
to the rule of equity, the rights of nature, and the existence 
of civil society: and every attempt to palliate this enor¬ 
mity is nugatory. Of all his natural and inalienable pri¬ 
vileges, the slave is virtually, if r: t actually divested; his 
life is of no value to him for he cannot devote it to any 
useful purposes; his liberty has altogether flown, for he is 
incarcerated only in an enlarged prison ; and he is defraud¬ 
ed of all ability or capacity or opportunity to pursue the in¬ 
nocent and laudable enjoyments, which Providence may 
place within his attainment. Whatever may be the le¬ 
gislative decision or permission, with whatever impious 
usurpations those who assented to it may be chargeable, 
the claim to a fellow-creature as property originated in the 
vilest depravity of man, is perpetuated by the hard-heart¬ 
edness and self-delusion of sinners, and cannot be justified 
by the acts, however formal and numerous, of any terres¬ 
trial government. 

The exhibition of our brethren and sisters in a public 
market for sale and hire; the examination to which they 
must submit that their condition may be ascertained, and 
the remarks which they must hear upon their varied ca¬ 
pacities, are the greatest insult to decorum, the highest 
violation of rectitude, and the vilest outrage which can be 
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offered to humanity. Justice frowns upon the obdurate 
transgressor, who has so far obliterated nis senses as to be 
unable to distinguish rational creatures from horses and 
cows; yet these displays, transfers of human flesh animated 
by an immortal spirit, professed Christians behold without 
any pungency of soul; until the beneficence of the gospel 
has vanished, and sordid gold becomes the centre of every 
affection and desire. 

Reciprocity is a principle acknowledged by all mankind, 
incorporated with all our feelings, and adopted in all our 
intercourse, and when it is equitably and impartially ad¬ 
ministered. it furnishes a safe ground of conduct in all our 
relative acts. As thou hast done, it shall be done unto thee; 
thy reward shall return upon thine own head. This reta¬ 
liatory doctrine demonstrates, that the bondage of the-bu- 
man species must be contradictory to truth and right; be¬ 
cause they who are guilty of the highest oppression, would 
not admit die validity of the claim, were an attempt made 
to enforce it upon themselves. 

What an intolerable evil! How incredible! How dis¬ 
graceful ! that men in the land of liberty and filling official 
stations under the authority of the bible, require to be in¬ 
structed, that to steal, buy and sell men, women and 
children is contrary to the gospel; that to defraud the la¬ 
bourer of his hire, to rob the mind of necessary fight and 
the heart of indispensable melioration, and to doom the hu¬ 
man race to labourlasting as their existence, without food, 
raiment, a habitation, and other necessaries to support life 
and recruit nature exhausted by endless fatigue; are totally 
incompatible with the precept, do justly, love mercy, and 
walk humbly with God; and that all who engage m this 
odious and most criminal violation of the eighth command¬ 
ment, should cesse from every pretension to Christianity. 

Should Providence ever permit the same misery and 
wrong, in one instance only, to assail us which we have 
inflicted, the nation would as one man rise to arms. Could 
a single vessel from the Gold-coast arrive on our shores, 
with impunity escape, and carry away a hundred families 
of our white population ; the injustice, the enormity, the 
cruelty and the abomination of the act would be dilated 
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upon, until language had lost the practicability of illustra» 
ting the subject, and eloquence itself had ceased to interest. 
But nearly two hundred years was this disgraceful proce¬ 
dure tolerated and legalized, by successive generations of 
Columbians;—for a long time they declared that it was 
against their consent, the practice being enforced by 
foreign arbitrary power: but their insincerity is apparent; 
for as soon as Providence enabled them to discard all ex¬ 
ternal jurisdiction, they voluntarily imbued their hands in 
negro blood, and voraciously grasped the price of African 
souls. 

Retaliation! How complete would be the petrifaction 
of a feeling heart, to see ins wife and daughter in the rude 
hands of an unfeeling, mercenary debauchee, maintained, 
as long as convenient, for impure indulgences, and then 
transferred by the wretch, with the offspring of his illicit 
intercourse, his own children, to another unprincipl ed ty¬ 
rant, from him to receive similar insults, with him to re¬ 
alize the same degradation. You cannot contemplate 
without horror, the involuntary transportation of your fa¬ 
mily to Guinea ; there to be debased in multiform wretch¬ 
edness without hope, each member of the family severed 
from you at an impassable distance, and you obliged to 
form an unwilling connexion with another, that you may 
generate rational cattle like to yourself, for the increase of 
your tyrant’s wealth. 

From this view, you with abhorrence avert your eyes; 
you shudder at the mention of such detestable atrocity; 
you declare that every claim upon you, marked by such 
characteristics, is totally null, because it is founded upon a 
lie; you aver that all the constituted authorities, even all 
the people of every nation in Africa combined, could never 
transform this fiction into verity, and this vilest of all thefts 
into justice ; and you would resentfully complain, that 
“ this mischievous kidnapping, purchase, sale and transfer 
of me, as if I were a horse or an ox merely for labour, 
while I art not treated with as much care and kindness as 
that to which those beasts are accustomed, is the very quint¬ 
essence of all infernal brutality.” Your doctrine is irre- 
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fatable; it is self-evident j it is so true, that it can neither 
be denied nor proved. 

Can you. therefore, hold a slave ? A sincere Christian 
cannot engage in this malevolent commerce; this com¬ 
pound of all turpitude. A preacher of the gospel ought 
not to be patiently listened to, even, who eloquently depicts 
the blessing of that liberty with which Christ hath made 
us free, while he holds his fellow disciple, him to whom he 
administers the symbols of a Saviour’s redeeming love, in 
a most dreadful and lacerating bondage. An officer of the 
church cannot, without the most deplorable ignorance of 
himself, pretend to believe and solemnly engage to incul¬ 
cate the doctrines of the Presbyterian Confession of Faith, 
and the Methodist Discipline, who enslaves, purchases, 
transfers, whips, neglects, starves, and by these accumula¬ 
ted wrongs, probably kills, the purchase of Messiah’s blood ? 
The pulpit is dumb and the Lord’s table is polluted; be¬ 
cause preachers and lay officers need to be taught that the 
greatest possible violation of the eighth commandment 
cannot without the most awful delusion be reconciled with 
a credible profession of Christianity. 

“ Let us look to the words of our Saviour; let us deeply 
weigh one of the most splendid doctrines of the Christian 
dispensation, a doctrine, which served more than any other 
ti.iiiustiate the unparalleled beauty and grandeur of that 
most amiable of all religions; a doctrine, before which 
slavery was forced to fly ; and to which doctrine, I attribute 
the memorable and glorious fact, that soon after Hie estab¬ 
lishment of Christianity in Europe, human slavery was 
abolished. This doctrine is, high and low, rich and poor, 
are equal in the sight of God ! This is a doctrine wh :h 
requires only to be daily impressed on the heart of mai to 
extinguish the term of slave; and accordingly, what all 
the ancient systems failed to do, Christianity accomplished. 
To the pure light which this great doctrine of our Saviour 
diffused over the heart of man, the abolition of slavery 
must be ascribed.”— Fox. 

“ If we determine to surrender ourselves without reserve 
•to the domination of hard, unfeeling avarice; to sell our¬ 
selves for gain; let us achieve some clearly profitable vil- 
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tanjr, some masterstroke of wickedness; we shall then be 
justified on our own principles; but slavery incurs the ut¬ 
most guilt in pursuit of the smallest and most questionable 
profit, and discredits not your hearts only, but your under¬ 
standings. 

As slavery ought indisputably to be considered a most 
enormous crime; it is our duty to prohibit and punish, if 
we cannot effectually annihilate the perpetration of it. I 
can admit of no compromise when the commands of equity 
and philanthropy are so imperious. I wash my hands of 
the blood that will be spilled. 1 protest against it, as the 
most flagrant violation of every principle of justice and hu¬ 
manity. I never will desert the cause. In my task it is 
impossible to tire; it fills my mind with complacency and 
peace. At night I lie down with composure, and rise to it 
in the morning with alacrity. I never will desist from this 
blessed work.”— Wilberforce. 

3£eft is the acquisition of another’s goods, without re¬ 
turning him a satisfactory equivalent: but the worst of all 
robbers is he who steals not the bodies only, but the life 
and the souls of men; and for this felony, no restitution or 
remuneration can be made. 

Every African introduced into this country was kidnap¬ 
ped. They never voluntarily entered a slave ship; and 
had they even contracted to sell their personal freedom, and 
that of their posterity for ever, the contract was void; for 
by no compact, could they alienate their inherent rights. 
But the theft of the father and mother, in a slave-holder’s 
system of morals, authorizes him to steal the son and the 
daughter, through all generations. 

Our horror at the robbery of the negroes in Congo, is mi¬ 
tigated by the distance at which the villany is performed; 
but how can men, who have been kidnapping coloured 
people, from their infancy, in America, be so miserably self- 
deluded, so awfully blinded, as not to know that the highest 
sin on the Gold Coast, when perpetrated in Columbia, is 
vastly aggravated, by the splendid illumination which we 
enjoy on all religious subjects?—how can Christian profes¬ 
sors expose themselves to derision, by gravely declaring 
that Hawkins and his gang were negro thieves, three hun- 
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dred years ago on the coast of Africa, but they who have 
practised his abominations, through all succeeding ages 
here, are innocent slave holders ? How dare expositors of 
the book attempt to persuade persons who hold slaves, that 
the proceeds of man-stealing are now transformed into 
honest acquisitions; that incurable injustice on the Wind¬ 
ward shore, by a voyage over the ocean, is transmuted into 
Christian integrity; and that a man who kidnaps a parent 
is a monster of hell; but if he steals children, he is an heir 
of heaven? 

Every slave in the union, has been barbarously stolen; 
all the traffic in slaves is irreconcileable with the princi- 

S ss of justice and humanity; and every negro-dealer, as 
oses and the supreme law of the land pronounce, is a 
cruel thief. 

A man who would buy a stolen horse, when he was 
privy to the robbery, is innocent, compared with a slave- 
purchaser ; for the former, if convicted, will acknowledge 
nis guilt; but the latter, with his accumulated iniquity, 
pleads that he is not guilty, while he kidnaps his neighbour; 
and that he abets not theft, by receiving goods knowing 
them to be stolen, though he beheld the trader rob the 
property. 

From the womb, the child is doomed to all thehorrorsof 
bondage, and its birth excites joy, only because it aggran¬ 
dizes wealth; for a tvrant grasps it, notwithstanding a 
father’s claim, a mother's affection, and in opposition to 
the command of God, the law of nature, the dictates of 
equity, and the thunder of conscience. Thus professors act, 
and seduce their progeny into the ungodly practice. A 
sinner redeemed by grace divine! A chimera ! His portion 
in Jesus delivered him not from man-stealing, and if there 
were do penitentiary, he would purloin a horse or an es¬ 
tate: and to steal a beast, or to defraud a man of a section 
of land, is a vastly inferior crime, in the balance of the 
sanctuary, than to kidnap, buy, sell, or hold a slave. 

It is of no importance by what means the slave was ac- 

E d; whether by our own robbery, purchase from the 
, donation from the primary kidnapper, or from him 
to whom he was transferred, or by bequest; the guilt is

identical: if the rational creature, a slave be found in qur 
hand; we are involved in all the criminality of man-steal- 
ing, and shall not escape the retribution ot God, when in 
righteousness the Son of Man shall judge the world. 

“ You are a professor of religion ; you believe that all 
mankind are brethren; that God is their father; that Jesus 
Christ died for men; that men ought to glorify him in body 
and spirit; that it is just and merciful to keep the purchase 
of the blood of Christ in slavery' You are a professor of 
religion; you believe that every man is accountable to God, 
and that all mankind must stand before the judgment seat 
of Christ, to give an account for the deeds done in the body: 
can you answer for the consequences of slavery ? Alas! 
is there no contradiction in this profession ? Can reason 
and conscience reconcile such a scheme ? You are a pro¬ 
fessor of religion; you believe that love to God and all 
mankind is the true spirit of Christianity; that this com¬ 
mandment have we from him; that he who loveth Gcd, 
loveth his brother also; and that to detain your fellow- 
creatures in slavery, is the most excellent way to show 
your love to them ? Is it love to little children to keep 
them in ignorance and nakedness, to grow up like the 
wild ass’ colt, while you are forcing their parents to labour 
for you and your’s? Is it kindness to women that induces 
you to trample upon virgin modesty, and all the maternal 
affections ? Is it your love to the American black man 
which gives rise to those institutions which consign him to 
eternal servitude? 

You are a minister of the gospel; you preach deliverance 
to the captives; peace and salvation to a fallen world through 
Jesus Christ; you denounce the wrath of God which is 
revealed from heaven against all ungodliness and unrigh¬ 
teousness of men who hold the truth in unrighteousness; 
and yet you hold your fellow-creatures in slavery ? Thou 
that condemnest others and dost the same thing thyself, 
thinkest thou that thou sbalt escape the judgment cf God? 
You are a minister cf the Gospel! you are engaged to 
recommend the religion of the meek and lowly Jesus, both 
by precept and example—does slavery give mankind the 
highest idea of the excellency of religion ? 
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Ah ! where is glorying now ? what advantage hath the 
Christian slave-holder over the sceptic philosopher, the Jew, 
the Turk, or the Pagan ? what reward have ye ? what do 
ye more than others? do not oven the publicans, all the na¬ 
tions, the same ? 

Slavery is the source of all kinds of injustice; for it is 
incompatible with equity and civil rights, and is the greatest 
of all tyrannies. The monarchies and aristocracies which 
have been so often decried by politicians, as oppressive and 
violent, are independence, in comparison of that bondage 
in which the American black man is kept. It exterminates 
the rights of women and children; for it is a mere state of 
barbarism, in which neither the delicacy and chastity of 
sex, nor the debility and ignorance of children, are regarded. 
All the physical and commercial distinctions of labour and 
property are destroyed by it; for slavery is a monopoly, 
which takes from another what one has no right to claim, 
and withholds that which belongs to him.”— Smitkin.* 

What conformity with the moral code, does a flesh- 
dealer exhibit ? Thou shall not kill: slavery in its most 
benign form, is slow-paced murder. Thou shalt not steal: 
this Taw, in the comprehension ot the Israelites, solely pro¬ 
hibits man-theft, detaining persons in perpetual bondage. 
Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour: 
no man can possess a slave, until he has virtually sworn, 
that men, women, and children are brutes. Thou shalt 
not covet tby neighbour’s house, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour’s wife, nor his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, 
noi his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing which is thy neigh¬ 
bour’s; the slave-holder not only sinfully desires, but 
actually steals them, with his neighbour also; thus con¬ 
summating his guilt by the most daring rebellion and tran¬ 
scendent depravity. 

Every dictate of God’s word is flagrantly disobeyed; for 
reciprocal equity is banished, as soon as slavery appears. 
Thou shalt not defraud thy neighbour, nor rob him : this 
unceasing cheating and robbery commence when the child 
first breathes, and ends only at his death. Thou shalt not 
oppress him who is poor and needy, lest he cry against thee 
unto the Lord, and it be a sin unto thee: is stealinga man 
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and giving him no necessaries, oppression? Thou ehalt 
neither vex a stranger, nor oppress him: they kidnap the 
stranger, to chain him in endless vexations and calamities. 
Behold, the hire of tl e labourers who have reaped down 
your fields, which is of you kept back of fraud, crieth: and 
the cries of them who have reaped, are entered into the ears 
of the Lord of Sabaoth: the slave-tyrant’s reapers are never 
paid. Ye shall not afflict any widow or fatherless; the 
incessantly afflictive experience of coloured females and 
orphans, neither eloquence can display, nor imagination 
comprehend. I will come near to you”to judgment; and 
I will be a swift witnessagainst false-swearers, and against 
those who oppress the hireling in his wages, the widow, 
and the fatherless, and who turn aside the stranger from 
his right, and fear not me, saith the Lord of Hosts: with 
this menace, the slave-holder, according to his morality, has 
no connexion; for a slave is not a hireling, and being a 
brute, can neither be a widow nor fatherless, and he cannot 
be a stranger turned aside from his rights—he never possess¬ 
ed one—and he was born on the plantation: but the man-thiel 
may recollect, that his false sivearing affords him the only 
basis for these excuses. In the midst of thee, have they 
dealt by oppression with the stranger : is it oppression or 
Christianity, to kidnap men, and ceaselessly tormentlhem, 
until they die ? Rob not the poor, because he is poor; nor 
oppress the afflicted in the gate; for the Lord will plead 
their cause, and spoil the soul of those who spoiled them; 
are slaves rich ? is not oppression daily added to their dis¬ 
tresses ? has the slave-holder the fear of God before his 
eyes ? does he anticipate remuneration, with the measure 
that he meted misery? Loose the bands of wickedness, undo 
the heavy burdens, let the oppressed go free, take away the 
yoke: if the Lord had commanded flesh-merchants to act 
precisely contrary, how exactly would they have complied! 
They bind the bands of wickedness, they aggravate the 
heavy burdens, they incarcerate the oppressed, they increase 
every yoke, they starve the hungry, they banish* the poor, 
they pillage the naked, they despise their brethren, they 
contemn the African, they converse in lies, and they mul¬ 
tiply the afflictions of the wretched. Yet they have the 
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ipapudeat hypocrisy to pretend that they are Messas dis* 
cipies J 

But thebiringof slaves equally involves the sin of stealing 
them, as it is an encouragement for the kidnapper to repeat 
his crime: and the payment of the labourer, as well as the 
master, will not exonerate any man from a participation in 
the guilt. He aids die man-thief; for he supports another 
who defrauds his neighbour, who robs him of his wages, 
and who thereby perpetuates bis oppressions. The renter 
of slaves is generally more rigid and severe even than 
the kidnapper himself: for the latter shows them the 
kindness which is indispensable to promote his interest, 
and thus in some measure and at certain intervals admits 
one cheering ray into the gloom; but the hirer’s sole study 
is to ascertain by what process he can drive the poor 
creatures so as to procure from them, during the period of 
possession, for their death he is not responsible, the utmost 

S ltum of labour, at the least practicable expgpse. 

ough he retains no slaves as the produce of his own 
theft, he unites with a man-merchant, pays him for his 
iniquity, and joins to defraud the poor of his recompense, 
and to augment the agonies of the inferable. Some other 
cause, and not religion or conscience, hinders him from 
citizen-stealing; and lie who rents a slave, is partaker of 
hiscrime whosto!ehim,and can makenojuster pretensions 
to the character of a Christian than the kidnapper himself: 
for be hates instruction, and casts the words of God behind 
him; when he sees a thief then he consents with him; he 

f ives his mouth to evil, and his tongue frames deceit, 
'berefore he is a wicked sinner. 

From the dawning of life until aged decrepitude, barbarity 
And injustice, are the slave’s uniform portion ; his existence 
is abbreviated, and dissolution is his only comfort. His 
terrestrial pilgrimage is toil and pain; his corse is interred 
without sympathy; no Christian recollections mingle 
ground the grave which entombs the sleeping dust: he 
ftyed in scorn, his death excites no regret but the loss of 
gain, and he is deposited in oblivion, until the morning of 
foe resurrection. 

^Notwithstanding all the political evils in our coup try 
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oombined, are trifling when contrasted with the social mis¬ 
chief which slavery diffuses; and although its compound 
iniquity far exceeds any other sin against God and our 
neighbour that we can possibly practise: for it is a most 
audacious rebellion and falsehood against Jehovah; it is 
impious disobedience torhe Saviour, and it is cruelty, pollu¬ 
tion and improbity towards man; vet preachers, church- 
officers and Christian professors, either participate in these 
enormities, or palliate them to disguise their horrors, or by 
their silence connive at the perpetrators, and by acknow¬ 
ledging them as Mesoias’ disciples, sanction their ungodly 
transactions. 

Many transgressions incompatible with the bible, maybe 
upbraided with all apostolic fervour: but if a preacher, desi¬ 
rous that he may be pure from the blood of all men, shuns 
not to declare the whole counsel of God; introduces man¬ 
stealing, within the walls of the temple; the reproaches, the 
contempt, the hatred, the persecution and the menaces which 
overwhelm him, evince that slavery is a legion of devils. 

It is impossible to amalgamate a system which boldly 
aims to overthrow the jurisdiction of heaven, with due 
submission to Jehovah’s authority, or to prove him who 

i 'oins in such audacity, the humble docile follower of the 
iamb;—much less can the quintessence of cruelty be com¬ 
bined with the beneficence of the book, or a man void of all 
sensibility be animated with apostolic love; equally ineffi¬ 
cient would be every attempt to connect the perennial 
impudent falsehoods of slavery, with the unimpeachable 
uniform veracity of divine Revelation, or to demonstrate 
that an unvarying falsifier is an acceptable disciple of the 
heart-searching God, whodesires truth in the inward parts; 
and not less preposterous would be the endeavour to cement 
the continual unrigh teous impositions of man-stealing with 
the constant unbounded rectitude of heart, lip, and life, of 
body, soul, and spirit, which the gospel demands, or to 
evince that the same mind is in him which was also in 
Christ Jesus, and that Paul’s integrity directed the malign 
proceedings of an impenitent, ceaseless, cruel thief! 

That man-stealers can possibly venture to preach con¬ 
cerning justice, mercy, and pardon upon evangelical prin- 
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feiples ; that they can unblushingly presume to serve at the 
table of ihe Lord; or that they can calmly seat themselves 
around the sacred board—is a manifest demonstration of 
that obduracy of heart, which sin naturally engenders, and 
of that blindness of vision, which nothing but the Holy 
Spirit’s energy can possibly remove. 

Our life past may suffice us to have wrought the will of 
the Gentiles: now it is high time to awake out of' sleep, to 
discard this iniquity, to repent, and to reform this atrocity; 
or we may fearfully anticipate that he who holdeth the 
seven stars in his right hand, who walketh in the midst of 
the seven golden candlesticks, will come unto us quickly, 
and will remove our candlestick out of his place, except we 
repent; that he will lay his axe unto the root of the tree, hew 
it down, and cast it into the fire: and that he whose fan is 
in his hand, will thoroughly purge his floor and gather his 
wheat into the garner; but he will burn up the chaff with 
unquenchable fire. 

Ye shall know them by their fruits. Do men gather 
grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles ? Even so every good 
tree bringeth forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree bringeth 
forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, 
neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. Every 
tree that bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire. Wherefore by their fruits ye shall know 
them. The fruit is a destruction of every devotional tem¬ 
per, the tree is daring impiety: the tree is incessant cruelty, 
the fruit is unparalleled insensibility to human wo; the tree 
is invariable deception, the fruit is unintermitled falsehood; 
and the fruits are every diversified unrighteousness, the 
tree is uninterrupted injustice: therefore, as all the fruits 
are atrociously and detestably corrupt, the tree itself must 
be incorrigibly rotten. 

As no participant in this complicated enormity can possi¬ 
bly be innocent of the guilt which it comprises ; every 
slave-holding professor, is either so wretchedly besotted by 
the influence of sin as to be wilfully ignorant of the true 
nature and requisitions of the gospel, or he has assumed a 
profession of Christianity as a cloak for his malignant and 
ungodly conduct; hence, whether he be perversely deluded, 
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or a contumacious deceiver, unless he manifest a sincere 
contrition, by immediately desisting from all concern with 
a combination of impiety, barbarism, falsehood and dis¬ 
honesty, he ought to be excommunicated from the church 
of God. 


SLAVERY 

INCOMPATIBLE WITH THE GOSPEL. 

Slavery is adverse to all the principles and requisitions 
which the scriptures reveal. The purchase, or sale, or 
vassalage, or involuntary hire of men or women, destroys 
the rights which are granted to the human family by the 
God of nature; extinguishes all capacity for the fulfilment 
of terrestrial duties and a compliance with divine injunc¬ 
tions ; nullifies the evangelic law of love and equity; and 
is unequivocally denounced by the Holy Bible, as the 
highest degree of criminality connected with this temporal 
state of probation. 

“ Slavery naturally tends to destroy all sense of justice 
and equity. It puffs up the mind with pride; teaches 
youth a habit of looking down upon their fellow creatures 
with contempt, esteeming them as dogs or devils, and 
imagining themselves beings of superior dignity and impor¬ 
tance, to whom all are indebted. This banishes the idea, 
and unqualifies the mind for the practice of common jus¬ 
tice. If I have all my days, been accustomed to live at the 
expense of a coloured man, without making him any com¬ 
pensation, or considering myself at all in his debt, I cannot 
think it any great crime to live at the expense of a white 
man. If I rob a coloured man without guilt, I shall con¬ 
tract no great guilt by robbing a white man. If I have 
been accustomed to think a coloured man was made for 
me, I may easily take it into my head to think so of a white 
man. If I have no sense of obligation to do justice to 8 
black man, I can have little to do justice to a white man. 
In this case, the tinge of our skins, or the place of our nativity r 
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can make but little difference. If I am in principle a friend 
to slavery, I cannot, to be consistent, think it any crime to 
rob my country of its property and freedom, whenever my 
interest calls, and I find it in my power. If J. make any 
difference here, it must be owing to a vicious education, 
the force of prejudice, or pride of heart. If in principle a 
friend to slavery, I cannot feel myself obliged to pav the 
debt due to my neighbour. If I can wrong him of all his 
possessions, and avoid the law, all is well.”— Rice. 

“ The holding of our fellow creatures in perpetual slavery 
is inconsistent with the honour and brotherly love, which 
Christians acknowledge to be due to all men." Honour all 
men. The Lord make you to increase and abound in love 
to one another and to all men. We are to love and honour 
all men as the partakers of the same human nature, as de¬ 
scended from the same original parent. God hath made 
of one blood all nations, and hath determined the bounds 
of their habitationsalso as having immortal souls capable 
of saving grace, capable of being members of Christ and 
temples of the Holy Ghost. But the slavery, in which 
American citizens are now detained, indicates hatred and 
contempt, instead of honour and love. It is invidiously 
restricted to those of a certain complexion ; deprives them 
of the common rights of man; and exhibits them to be 
bought and sold like beasts. 

“ The evil consequences which have constantly attended 
slavery, are sufficient to make every Christian abhor it. 
It is shocking to relate the many instances, disgraceful to 
human nature, of the dreadful punishment inflicted on these 
miserablecaptivesforslight offences,of the excessive labour 
to which they are compelled, of the scanty and unwhole¬ 
some allotment that is given them of the necessaries of life, 
and of other sorts of cruel treatment. The education of 
slaves in the principles of our holy religion, is universally 
neglected. Hence, they are grossly ignorant of religion 
and openly immoral in their practice. Thus a race of 
heathens or infidels is propagated; whose example and 
conversation must be an infectious and destructive plague 
to the rest of the inhabitants of the land. Nor is there any 
reasonable prospect of the reformation of persons while in 
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a state of slavery; for the toasters are generally possessed 
with a notion, that slaves are unreachable, and that know¬ 
ledge would render them more intractable. Besides, slaves 
are naturally and justly prejudiced against the instructions 
of their oppressors.”— Brown. 

“ Liberty conducts to every thing that is sublime in genius 
and virtue, while slavery extinguishes all. What senti¬ 
ments of dignity or of respect, can those mortals have for 
themselves, who are considered as cattle, and who are often 
staked, by their masters, at cards or billiards, against bar¬ 
rels of rice or other merchandise. Wbat can individuals 
perform when degraded below the condition of brutes, over¬ 
wrought, covered with rags, famished by hunger, and for 
the slightest fault torn by the bloody whip of an overseer ? 
Slavery supposes all the crimes of tyranny, and engenders 
all its vices. Virtue can hardly thrive among men who 
have no consideration, who are soured by misfortune, 
dragged into corruption by the example of crimes, driven 
from all honourable or supportable ranks in society, deprived 
of religious and moral instruction, placed in a situation 
where it is impossible to acquire knowledge, and struggling 
against obstacles which oppose the development oi their 
faculties. In their place, perhaps, we should have been 
less virtuous, than the virtuous among them, and more 
vicious than their worst characters; for their vices are the 
work of the nations called Christian.”— Gregoire. 

Revealed religion is predicated upon the natural equality, 
the individual responsibility, the reciprocal duties of the 
human family, and the paramount claims of the most high 
God to the services, and the obedience of all his creatures. 
Slavery does not merely diminish the energy, and mitigate 
the obligation of the sacred scriptures, but it totally nullifies 
all the fundamental principles of Christianity. 

Paul assured the Areopagites, that God made of one flesh 
all nations of men. The dissimilarity of the rational spe¬ 
cies, upon the pretext of colour, is consequently a chimera: 
and if the members of the various countries of the globe are 
derived from a different origin, they cannot be bound by the 
same laws as ourselves. This aggravates the iniquity of 
slave-holding to an inconceivable degree because it pro- 
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supposes the right to grasp every reasonable creature who 
bears not our own external conformation, or whose features 
differ; but the same principles in reaction vfould justify 
every country in enslaving its neighbours, and every indi¬ 
vidual for stealing defenceless men. 

Slavery is the legitimate offspring, and the frequent cause 
of a rejection of the bible. Christian instructors may 
justly be alarmed; they cannot be silent upon man-stealing, 
much less excuse, defend, or engage in it, without a virtual’ 
admission that divine revelation is not our sole infallible 
directory. 

Men calumniate the coloured people, that they may 
claim a right to enslave them; and for justification of 
their culpable conduct. The accusers are both judges and 
executioners. 

Slavery extinguishes all the rights of man: from his 
equal rank in creation, the slave is ignominiously debased 
to a brute; and the immunities which naturally inhere to 
him, are all stolen. The thief becomes a despot, and the 
kidnapped immortal is buried in terrestrial vassalage, 
without hope and without end. His life is at the disposal 
of a barbarian, who may render it as wretched as he will 
uncontrolled, or shorten its duration by every refinement 
of torture: of his freedom he is altogether divested: and 
his labour, his comforts, his children, and his all, are the 
property of the most guilty violator of the eighth com¬ 
mandment. What peculiarly daring effrontery do men 
display, when they assume the garb of religion, and deny 
its most obvious principles, its most luminoils prescrip¬ 
tions, and its most tremendous denunciations! 

“The principles of conjugal love and fidelity in the 
breast of a virtuous pair, of natural affection iu parents, 
and a sense of duty in children, are inscribed .there by the 
finger of God; they are the laws of heaven; but an en¬ 
slaving law directly opposes them, and virtually forbids 
obedience. The relations of husband and wife, of parent 
and child, are formed by divine authority and founded on 
the laws of nature. But it is in the power of a cruel 
master, and of a needy creditor, to break those tender 
connexions, and for ever to separate those dearest rela- 
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lives. This is ever done at the call of interest or humour. 
The poor sufferers may expostulate; they may plead with 
tears; their hearts may break ; but all in vain. The laws 
of nature are violated, the tender ties are dissolved, a final 
separation takes place, and the duties of these relations 
can no longer be performed, nor their comforts enjoyed. 
Would slaves perform the duties of husbands, wives, pa¬ 
rents and children; the law puts it out of their power. 
Hence, it is evident that the law of nature or the laws of 
men are wrong.”—IZice. 

If holy resentment is excited at the support given to 
such criminality by national regulations, what Christian 
commiserates not those, who defend this villany, and who 
consent with a man-stealer, by acknowledging him an 
acceptable believer; thus transforming the eternal repro¬ 
bation which God has affixed upon slavery, into a ratifica¬ 
tion of their ungodliness. Are not these ecclesiastical 
officers, blind watchmen, shepherds who cannot under¬ 
stand, looking to their own way, every one for his gain, 
from his own Slave quarter ? Isaiah 56: 10, 11. Did 
all the preachers faithfully delineate this iniquity, and 
the curse which attends it, slavery would immediately 
expire. 

As individuals, we are accountable to God, for all out 
actions; but by denying to our fellow creatures, the use 
of their reason, the acquisition of knowledge, and the ex¬ 
ercise of their powers, we interpose a claim between the 
Creator and man, equally insulting to Jehovah, disgrace¬ 
ful to the church, and injurious to our neighbour. By re¬ 
fusing him requisite instruction, we extinguish his capa¬ 
city, and by chaining his will, we preclude his obedience 
to the divine commands. ■ 

Ere long eternity will open to our incredulous eyes; 
the Lord of the servants will come, and reckon vith them. 
The kidnapper and his slave, the legislator and the 
preacher stand before the righteous Judge. The man- 
stealer pleads interest as his apology. The property ex¬ 
cuses himself upon the impracticability of fulfilling his 
duties. ■ The legislator urges the exigency of the case, 
and the bad policy of emancipation. The minister is ad- 
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dressed; didst thou inculcate, that the slave merchant 
was the greatest criminal in society ? didst thou erioia 
the exhibition of love, and jus ice, and mercy? didst thou 
preach deliverance to the captive? didst thou wt-rn 
the lawgiver of his usurpation, in enacting laws sub¬ 
versive of my supremacy, contradictory to my word, de¬ 
rogatory to thy nature, and condemned by thy conscience? 
“No, Lord,” must the wretched Judas acknowledge: 
“I was afraid, and went and hid toy talent in the garth.” 
Thou a Christian and a slave-holder! thy portion is with 
thieves. Thou a man and not obey my commands I but 
thou didst not know thy Lord’s will thou shalt be bea¬ 
ten with few stripes. Thou a legislator, and overturn 
the law of God! Thou didst love and make a lie: drown 
him and his policy in eve-lasting fire. Thou a watch¬ 
man, and not admonish them ; “cast ye ’he unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness!” God be mekcifultoyou 

SINNERS ! 

Slave-holders plead that they are Christians. In what 
principles does Christianity consist? Buying souls, kid¬ 
napping children, tormenting women, brutalizing men, 
robbing the labourer, and oppressing the innocent captive ? 
then are they indeed saints ! 

But the Gospel unequivocally declares, that to enslave 
a man is the highest kind of theft; to purloin children is 
the compound of all robbery, as it steals a father’s joy, a 
mother’s tenderness, a brother’s delight, and a sister’s alfec- 
iion; to excruciate a female b’ ; stripes or by violation, is 
the height of barbarity; to divest man of his rational 
characteristics is the most diabolical impiety; to defraud 
the friendless and overpowered dependant of his just re¬ 
compense, is the very mass of all injustice; to destroy 
feminine modesty is the source of all other crimes per¬ 
sonal and relative ; to profane the sabbath absolutely dis¬ 
avows the authority of God, and salvation by Jesti3 Christ; 
and to prolong human existence in agony, the n. id bereft 
of consolation and the body of needful support, is a con¬ 
catenation of crime indescribable. Can the perpetrators, 
the defenders, the compromisers, the participators, and 
the contrivers, who by any mode protract such inexpreagi- 
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ble flagitiousness be Christians ? One of the most eulogi« 
sed preachers in Virginia sometime ago remarked: “ to 
call this a Christian state is absurd. It is a community 
of profligate infidels, with a few scattered Christians 
among them.” The fact is undeniable, and why? Scep¬ 
tics, Deists and Worldlings ridicule with seem all endea¬ 
vours to combine slavery and Christianity; and candidly 
acknowledge that it is utterly impracticable to compound 
gospel morality, Columbian republicanism, reciprocal jus¬ 
tice and natural humanity, with American slave-holding, 
and the common traffic in the flesh, blood, and souls of our 
fellow citizens. 

The word of God condemns this turpitude as the most 
atrocious criminality: and no man can momentarily ad¬ 
mit, that unerring rectitude sanctions this system of ini- 

n Whether we advert to the motives, the objects, 
e results of slavery, it is totally incompatible with 
Christianity. 

Slave-holding is a substitution of Mammon for God. 
Avarice originated and perpetuates man-stealing. Wealth 
is the gmnd desire of every flesh-merchant; and all tra¬ 
ders in the persons of men exhibit conduct, which is as 
essentially different from the devotional, philanthropic, 
and equitable demands of the gospel, as the purity of 
Paradise is dissimilar to the depravation of Pandemonium. 

Are any persons so lamentably blind, that they cannot 
discern the anti-christianity of robbing the rights of man, 
the impiety of turning the blind from the way, disobedi¬ 
ence in rendering all sacred ordinances a nullity, cruelty 
in the diversified pain with which they burden their fellow 
citizens, and dishonesty in falsehood, fraud, and stealing; 
who should expose their delusions, and rouse them from 
their stupor? The Ministers of (he Sanctuary. “By their vo¬ 
cation," says Cugaono, “ the clergy are the messengers of 
truth. They ought to watch society, to expose its errors, 
and bring the wicked back to virtue. If their conduct be 
otherwise, the public sics will fall on their head. Either 
they know not the truth, or they dare not reveal it , and are 
therefore partners in national crimes.” 

Persons through satanic delusion, will hear the most 
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solemn verities, unaffected. An expositor of the scrip¬ 
tures may enforce justice and mercy; but the kidnapper 
avows, that he is a righteous man, for he only bought his 
slaves and stole their children; he did not sail to Africa 
and transport them. He alleges, that he is merciful, for 
he bestows upon his slaves meat once weekly, his neigh¬ 
bours give them none. A preacher should demonstrate, 
that his pretended justice is a cheat ; that his mercy is 
savageness; and that he who turns away his ear from 
hearing the law, even his prayers are an abominn on to 
the Lord. He regards iniquity in his heat t, the Lord will 
not hear him. But if the Pulpit, the trumpet gives an 
uncertain sound, none can prepare himself for the battle. 

To pray and kidnap! to commune and rob men’s all! 
to preach justice, and steal the labourer with his lecom- 
pence! to recommend mercy to others, and exhibit cruelty 
in our own conduct! to explain religious duties, and ever 
impede the performance of them ! to propound the exam¬ 
ple of Christ and his apostles, and declare that a slave¬ 
holder imitates them! to enjoin an observance of the 
Lord’s day, and drive the slaves from the temple of God! 
to inculcate every social affection, and instantly extermi¬ 
nate them! to expatiate upon bliss eternal, and preclude 
sinners from obtaining it! to unfold the woes of Tophet, 
and not drag men from its fire! are the most preposterous 
delusion, and consummate mockery. 

. Slavery is a flagrant violation of every ! tw of God, na¬ 
ture, and society; it cannot be reconciled with the gospel; 
and he who ever acts in direct opposition to the Messias’ 
government, and who indurates his sou. against the im¬ 
pressions of that Light, which would convict and regene¬ 
rate him, cannot be a genuine disciple of HIM, who 
when the hour was come, invoked his Father, “ Sanctify 
them through thy truth; thy word is truth!” 
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EXCUSES FOR SLAVERY. 

The whole defence of slavery is comprised in a plea 
of ri^ht or apology. Every argument upon these princi¬ 
ples is nugatory; and may be effectually retorted. They 
all may be reduced to these allegations. 

The antiquity and extensiveness of man-stealing; tLe 
design of God that the descendants of Ham should be ser¬ 
vants of servants; Jewish example; the silence of the 
New Testament upon slavery; the title acquired by pur¬ 
chase ; the injustice of depriving men of property without 
an equivalent; the legal impediments to emancipation; 
the dangers attending a general liberation; and the im¬ 
practicability of safely effecting the manumission of the 
slaves. 

Ancient and universal practice justifies no transgres¬ 
sion. Prophecy is neither the rule of duty nor a vindica¬ 
tion of crime. Christ is our exemplar. The scriptures 
condemn involuntary servitude. No claim to man as pro¬ 
perty is valid-. Men should resign their thefts and make 
restitution. All civil laws which annul the ordinances of 
God, are a nonentity. The path of duty is safety. Ty¬ 
ranny with avarice predominates; therefore no method 
is devised, by which, Columbian slaves! may enjoy the 
rights of man. 

“ No formal reproof of slavery occurs in the New Testa¬ 
ment. Other vices prevailed at that period, which are not 
expressly reproved: but they were certainly condemned 
by the Redeemer and his disciples, as evidently contrary 
to their doctrine. Polygamy and divorce were allowed and 
practised, yet no express prohibition of them is recorded; 
but in many passages of the gospel it is necessarily im¬ 
plied. To detain our fellow men in perpetual slavery is un¬ 
just, from many scriptures, particularly from the apostle’s 
exhortation: “ Masters, give unto your servants that 
which is just and equal: knowing that ye also have a 
Master in heaven: neither is there respect of persons 
with him.”—Colossians 4:1. This command alone is 
sufficient to confute and denounce every man-thief. A 
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slave-holders justice defrauds his neighbour of his wife, 
his children, and their labour, deprives them of all reli¬ 
gious instruction, and robs them of every terrestrial com¬ 
fort. His equalizing beneficence destroys all civil and 
moral relations, amid his stolen dependants. Notwith¬ 
standing he simulates that he is the follower of those, 
“ who continued in the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, 
and in breaking of bread and in prayers, and who parted 
their possessions and goods to all men, as every man had 
need.” Can it be believed, that he who thu9 displays his 
non-conformitv to Paul’s injunction, is an acceptable mem¬ 
ber of the same “church of Christ which daily improved 
not in numbers only, but in the zeal and fervour, holiness 
and charity of its members; beginning a kind of heavenly 
life upon earth, and being even in their worldly goods, as 
well as in their hearts and affections, so perfectly united, 
that they became the wonder of their very enemies.” Nei¬ 
ther of the twelve apostles, nor of the seventy disciples, nor 
of the one hundred and twenty, nor of the three thousand 
Pentecost converts, tor of the five thousand believers, who 
saw the miracle performed upon the lame man, nor of the 
multitudes who were of one heart and one soul, nor of the 
priests who were obedient to the faith, were man-stealers. 
Peter and John were not kidnappers; they avowed; “sil¬ 
ver and gold have I none.” Joses Barnabas, though a 
Cyprusian, and all those upon whom was great grace. 
Were not slave pedlars; they sold and gave away lands 
add hotises, but no souls. Paul was no slave driver; 
“these hands have ministered unto my necessities, and to 
them who Were with me: we wrought with labour and 
travail night and day.” A slave-holder has no juster 
claim to the Christian character, than Demas, who for¬ 
sook the apostle, for the love of the present world; or 
Alexander the copper-smith, who did him much evil: 
“Of whom be thou ware also; for he hath greatly with¬ 
stood our words.” 

“ The Foot, who doubts, who asks for clearer proof) 

Must hood wink’d be indeed, and davkuesa love.” 

This is the condemnation, that light is come into the 
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world, and men love darkness rather than light, becr.use 
their deeds are evil. 

The apologists for tyranny state, that Paul advised 
servants to be contented with their servitude, and obe¬ 
dient to their masters; whom, though he charges to 
use their slaves well, he commands not to set them free; 
and that the apostle exhorts bond-servants or slaves to 
abide with God in that condition: whereas if slavery be 
sinful, they should not remain in vassalage.—1 Corinthi¬ 
ans 7 : 20—24. 

“ Christians were at that period under the government 
cf the heathen; who were watching every opportunity to 
i them with designs against the government, to 

3 their bloody persecutions. In such circumstances 
e apostle proclaimed liberty to the slaves, many of 
them would have been exposed to certain destruction, and 
the Christian cause might have been ruined, without free¬ 
ing a single man: this would have been the height of 
madness and cruelty. It was wise and humane merely 
to hint, If thou mayest be free, use it rather.”— Rice. 

“ This clearly intimates that the persons in slavery whom 
he addressed might use the means to obtain their freedom. 
But although a man, from the impossibility of procuring his 
liberty, may continue with patience and holy contentment 
in bondage; yet he who detains him in that state, is chargea¬ 
ble with injustice and oppression.’’— Brown. 

No man-stealer could have belonged to the church of 
Christ at Corinth: for this admonition, which is trium¬ 
phantly adduced as an unanswerable defence of slave¬ 
holders, is equivalent to the law of Moses, which prohibits 
any person from attempting to obstruct a slave in his escape, 
ana enjoins upon all to aid his flight from bondage. Paul 
knew that the exactions and degradation of captivity were 
totally incompatible with his preaching: he therefore ad¬ 
vised slaves, to procure their freedom without delay, in 
subordination to the dictates of the Gospel. Wealthy primi¬ 
tive Christians bought the liberty of converted slaves; but 
though they were thus purchased, Paul instructs the buyers 
that they were not property; for he commands the manu¬ 
mitted brethren to be no longer unconditional servants, as 
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they were the Lord’s freemen. He who a tempts to arrest 
a runaway slave, is a cruel and base citizen-thief; and not 
less culpable than the tyrant, who scourges his, returned 
slave to an inanimate corpse; for he is an accessory. 

The bondage of Onesimus and the high character of 
Philemon are often cited to sanction the abominations of 
slavery. Onesimus was a servant for debt, who absconded 
previous to its discharge; yet evangelical philanthropy 
exonerated him from all obligation. When a Christian 
kidnapper! can prove that his slaves owe him any 
thing, the plea derived from the servitude of Onesimus 
shall be heard. But while he has done all possible wrong 
to his brother, and has stolen his life, his liberty, and his 
happiness; and as long as his whole conduct is “incu¬ 
rable injustice;” we snail affirm, that man-stealers and 
their coadjutors are the unlearned and unstable, who wrest 
this, as they do also the other scriptures to their own de¬ 
struction. Like Simon Magus, slave holders and their 
abettors have neither part nor lot in the matter. They 
are in the gall of bitterness and the bond of iniquity; for 
“ their hearts are not right in the sight of God.” 

“ It is asserted, that our fellow citizens are made slaves 
bylaw. They are converted into property by an act of 
the legislature; and under the sanction of that law they 
are purchased; therefore I have a legal claim t* them. To 
repeal this law, to annihilate slaveiy, would be violently 
to destroy what I legally purchased with my money, or 
inherit from my Father. It would be equally unjust with 
dispossessing me of my horses, cattle, or any other species 
of property. To dispossess me of their oflspring would be 
injustice equal to dispossessing me of the annual profits of 
my estate, 

“ Many years ago, men, being deprived of their natural 
rights were made slaves, and by law converted into property. 
That law established iniquity. It was against the law of 
humanity, of common sense, of reason, and of conscience. 
However, under the sanction of i t, a n umber of men, regard¬ 
less of its iniquity, made their fellow men their property. 
The question is concerning the liberty of a man. He him¬ 
self claims it as his own property. He pleads that it was 
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qnginaUy his own; that he has never forfeited,and he 
cppidnot alienate it; and therefore by the common laws 
qfjustice and humanity, it is still his own. The purchaser 
of the slave qjairas the same property. He pleads, that he 
purchased it under the sanction of a law, enacted by the 
fi^islature; and therefore it became his. Who has the 
beat claim? Hid this property belong to the legislature! 
Was it vested in them? If legislatures are possessed of 
sijch property as this, may another never exist!” Amen and 
Atnen.. ... 

“Jfo individual of their constituents could claim it as 
their inherent right ; it was not in them collectively; and 
therefore, they could not convey it to their representatives, 
The legislature could not be possessed of it, and therefore, 
<39»td not transfer it to another; for they could not give 
what they themselves had not Does the property belong 
to him, who received it from a legislature that had ;t not 
to give, and byalawwhicn they had no right to enact; 
or to the.original owner, who could never forfeit his right? 
If a law should pass to sell an innocent man’s head, and I 
should purchase it, have I in consequence of this law and 
this purchase, a better claim to the man’s head than he has 
himself? To call our follow men our property, is a gross 
absurdity, a contradiction to common sense, and an indig¬ 
nity to human nature. The owners of slaves, then are li¬ 
censed robbers, and not the just proprietors of what they 
claimfreeing them is not depriving them of property, but 
restoring it to the right owner; it is suffering the unlawful 
captive to escape. It is not wronging the master, but 
doing justice to the slaye, restoring him to himself 

“ You say, that emancipation would be unjust, because 
it would depriverxen of their property: but is there no 
injustice on the $|»er side ? Here is a man deprived of 
all property, of air capacity to possess property, of his own 
free agency, of the means of instruction, of his wife, of his 
children, and every thing dear to him; and a man deprived 
of four or five hundred dollars, which he had stolen. Who 
is thegreatestsufferer, and which is treated with the greatest 
injustice; Emancipation only takes away property th&t 
is its own property, and not ours; property that has the 
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same Tight to possess us, that we have to possess it; pro¬ 
perty that has the same right to convert our children into 
dogs, and calves, and colts, as we have to convert theirs 
into those beasts: property that may transfer our children 
iostrangers, by the same right that we transfer theirs. 

. -‘In America, a slave is a standing monument of the 

E nny and inconsistency of human governments. He is 
ared by the united voice of America, to be by nature 
free, and entitled to the privilege of acquiring and enjoying 
property; and yet by laws passed and enforced in these 
states, he is retained in slavery, and dispossessed of All 
property and capacity of acquiring any. They have fur¬ 
nished a striking instance of a people carrying on a war 
in defence of principles, which they are actually and avowed¬ 
ly destroying by legal force; thus using one measure for 
themselves, and another for their neighbours. All men are 
by nature free, and entitled to freedom, until they forfeit it. 
Now to enact that men are slaves, contradicts ourselves; 
proclaimsbefore the world our inconsistency, and warns meu 
to repose no confidence in us? What credit can we ever ex¬ 
pect? Whatconfidencecanwe reposein eachother? None.* 
“Are we rulers? How can the people confide in us, 
after we have thus openly declared that we are void of truth 
and sincerity; and that we are capable of enslaving man¬ 
kind in direct contradiction to our own principles? What 
confidence in legislators, who are capable of declaring their 
constituents all free men in one breath; and in the next, 
enacting them all slaves ? In one breath, declaring that 
they have a right to acquire and possess property; and, in 
the next, that they shall neither acquire nor possess it du¬ 
ring their existence here ? Can I trust my life, my liberty, 
my property in such hands as these?! Will the colour of 
my skin prove a sufficient defence against their injustice and 
cruelty ? % Will the particular circumstance of my ances*

** If gain i9 my God, and this may be acquired by unrigh¬ 
teous laws, I may rejoice to find them enacted; but I never 
can believe that the legislature were honest men; or repose 
the least confidence in them, when interest leads them to 
betray it. I never can trust the integrity of that Judge, 
who can sit upon the seat of justice, and pass an unrigh¬ 
teous judgmert, because it is agreeable to law, when that 
law itself is contrary to the light and law of nature.”—

There is the Connecticut Legislature of 1833, with their 
sapient governor, and the honest Judges who expounded 
their black law, and all their mischievous accessaries, drawn 
oy Rice, a Presbyterian Minister, in the Kentucky t~k)nveft» 
tion nearly forty years ago, with as much graphical accu¬ 
racy, as if he had been a resident of Canterbury green, 
and had been employed only in watching and depicting 
Connecticut barbarism and ungodliness: occasionally 
calming his perturbed Christian sensibilities, by the survey 
of Prudence Crandall , engaged in her “ work of faith, ana 
labour of love, and patience of hope in our Lord Jesus 
Christ.”

Our proceeding on.such grounds, would infringe all the 
principles of law, and subvert the very foundation ot 
morality. Slavery is a inass, a system of enormities, 
which mcontrovertibly bid defiance to every regulation 
which ingenuity can devise, or power effect, but a total 
extinction.”— Pitt.

“ If the situation of slaves were as happy as servitude 
could make them, I must not commit the enormous crime 
of selling man to man; for which not one reason can be 
given, that is consistent with Policy, Humanity, or Jus¬ 
tice.” — Fox. 

“Never was a system so big with wickedness or 
cruelty; in whatever part of it you direct your view, the 
eye finds no comfort, no satisfaction, no relief. It is the 
prerogative of slavery to separate from evil its concomitant 
good, and to reconcile discordant mischiefs; it robs war 
of its generosity, it deprives peace of its security. You 
have tne vices of polished society without its knowledge 
or its comforts; and the evils of barbarism without its sim¬ 
plicity. Its ravages are constant and unintermitted in the 
extent; in the continuance,, universal and indiscriminate. 
No age, no sex, no rank, no condition is exempt from the 
fetal influence of this wide-wasting calamity! Thus it is 
die full measure of pure, unmixed, unsophisticated wicked- 
sess; and scorning all competition or comparison, it stands 
without a rival in the secure, undisputed possession of its 
detestable pre-eminence.”— Wilkerforce. 

Yet in Columbia! Gospel ministers and professing 
Christians not defend only, but engage in this unparalleled 
villany! “ My bowels, my bowels! I am pained at my 
very heart; my heart maketh a noise in me: I cannot 
hold my peace.” # , 

Constantine, in the year 313, published an edict which 
declared all those free who had beea condemned to slavery 
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by Maxentius; commanding, under the severest penalties, 
all who held them in captivity to restore them to their 
liberty. In the year 316, he enacted another law, and- 
addressed it to Protogenes of Smyrna; by which he per¬ 
mitted all masters to enfranchise their slaves in the presence 
of Christians, assembled with their pastors in the church, 
without recurring to the pnetors and consuls. “ Thus the 
manumission of slaves which before was attended with 
great difficulties and expense, became easy, and not 
chargeable.” Christianity will always abolish slavery. No 
danger attaches to immediate and universal emancipation. 
The only effectual mode to eradicate the evil, is to destroy 
thieving by law; to follow Constantine’s example; to 
break every yoke, to let the oppressed go free; and to fulfil 
Paul’s direction, let him that stole steal no more. 

The ancient and universal extension of slavery is an 
effectual argument against the system. Its origin in days 
of moral darkness affords a powerful plea against its equity 
and continuance; and the support which modern men- 
stealers derive from this example is visionary. Servitude 
in Abraham’s family was very different from the degrada¬ 
tion of our coloured population. Eliezer of Damascus 
was the patriarch’s steward; and his servants, had he died 
childless, would have been his heirs. But as they wor¬ 
shipped Abraham’s God, and were included in the cove¬ 
nant made with him, they were governed with paternal 
benevolence. The heads of families when they lived a 
wandering life, were civil governors of all who served 
them. 

The original Hebrew slates not that the domestics 
whom Abraham bought with his money, or who were de¬ 
scended from them, were involuntary servants; for the 
word includes no such idea, as modem slavery. Our laws, 
opinions, practice, and management of these degraded sons 
oi wretchedness, all declare, that in our judgment,' they are 
merely cattle in human shape. 

From the conduct of Isaac and Jacob, no principle can 
be deduced in defence of slavery. Modem slave-holders 
shall have all the consolation which they can extract from 
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ifcwfj^ng-yratracted man-stealing, when they can evidence 
&ek title, to the approbation which the Lord expressed of 
those patriarchs. 

By almost universal antiquity, an incessant violation of 
every law of decency, virtue, and religion might be esta¬ 
blished as the highest duty of man. 

How astonishing the fact! Professing Christians trans¬ 
form the bible into a minister of unrighteousness; and 
when impelled from one subterfuge resort to another. If 
Nimrod’s oppressions are urged against their impiety, they 
take refuge in Abraham’s faith; and if the patriarch’s jus¬ 
tice and judgment, which they never exemplify, inculcate 
{heir condemnation, they shelter themselves under the pre¬ 
diction of Noah, which denounced servitude as the inherit¬ 
ance of Canaan’s posterity; thus,perverting the word of 
God into a sanction of their abominations, 
i: The declaration that Canaan’s descendants shall be ser¬ 
vants is thrice repeated; but Ham’s other posterity are 
not included; for Ham’s name is not even introduced. 
The denunciation of Noah has been remarkably verified 
tn the history of the Canaanites, who from the period 
•when the iniquity of the Amorites was full, have seldom 
been released from the exactions of foreign tyrants. But 
if die prophecy be referred to the descendants of Ham 
generally, the curse has not been experienced by these 
people. The partial slavery of the modem Africans will 
not invalidate the truth; because no ancient and accessi¬ 
ble part of the inhabited globe is so completely unknown, 
*e the interior of Africa. 

Would the passage even hear the construction which 
slave-dealers assert, their criminality would not be dimi¬ 
nished. The mercy of God has not revealed to us the 
knowledge of future occurrences, if the actions which 
shall produce the events detailed include guilt in the perpe¬ 
trator, that we may unite in the completion of them; but 
that the truth of the scriptures may be indubitably esta¬ 
blished. 

This transmutation of the word of God, by claiming a 
prophetic curse, or a controverted doctrine, or a dubious 
scripture, as a rule for our actions, and a defence for our 
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sins; thereby authorizing any man to distort the sacred 
oracles into a prediction of crimes which he had resolved 
to commit, is a most dangerous and reprehensible delu¬ 
sion. God has most emphatically attested, that his wrath 
shall be effused upon Babylon; but the persons who shall 
execute the judgment will doubtless perform the grand de¬ 
sign, from selfish and ambitious views. Christians will 
mark the progress of the vengeance, and rejoice in the de¬ 
struction, but they will not actively participate in the hor¬ 
rors of the tremendous overthrow. 

Martin Luther and Henry VIII. were employed in di¬ 
minishing the Papal supremacy. The reformer engaged 
the antichristian domination with the armour of God; 
his was a bloodless contest, waged from celestial motives, 
conducted with evangelic ardour, productive of the most 
glorious triumphs, anJ rewarded with honour and immor¬ 
tality. A tyrant’s acts, through the dispensations of an 
all-benevolent God, involved a partially similar result; 
but his arms were terrestrial power, his war was a com¬ 
bat for superiority, his impulse was lasciviousness, his fer¬ 
vour was the offspring of ambition and sensuality, and his 
memory is consigned to unmitigable execration. 

American citizen-dealers adduce the Mosaic law and 
Jewish example as an excuse for their avarice; but this 
originates in ignorance of the ancient economy, or misin¬ 
terpretation of the Book, or a falsification of the facts, or 
corrupt deductions from the scriptural narrative. 

Every practice which requires a sophistical interpreta¬ 
tion of the sacred volume to countenance it, must be sin, 
The path of duty is illumination: and in morals and re¬ 
ligion, any action which obliges us to search after argu- 
ments to pacify us in the perpetration of it, is a transgres¬ 
sion of the divine command. 

The tbeocratical establishment was appointed by God, 
to preserve the children of Israel a distinct nation. To 
them were committed the divine oracles, that the funda¬ 
mental principles of all religion and morality might not 
be totally banished from the earth. The severest regula¬ 
tions respecting their intercourse with idolaters were con¬ 
sequently indispensable. All the inhibitions of their lqw« 
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giver, which referred to the Gentiles, were promulged to 
preserve the Israelites pure from the surrounding conta¬ 
gion ; and it was necessary that the Worshippers of false 
gods who might reside among them, or who might be 
subdued in war, should be considered as people inferior to 
themselves, on account of their ignorance of Jehovah, the 
only true God. They were therefore authorized to retain 
sucn persons as bond-servants. But the Jewish writers 
attest, that Heathens who had been thus held, if they con¬ 
tinued idolaters at the close of the first year, were re¬ 
manded to the country whence they were procured. If 
they remained in the land, having acknowledged the Lord 
God of Israel, unless they voluntarily consented to stay 
with their masters, and the recognition of this fact was 
most solemn and public, they were manumitted at the re¬ 
turn of the Sabbatical year. Even if they had thus devo¬ 
ted themselves to the service of others, at the sound of the 
Jubilee trumpet, every man throughout the land of Ca¬ 
naan, was instantaneously free. Had not this been Jew¬ 
ish practice, it would not pave displayed the events which 
it was destined to prefigure. 

The Mosaic law has been most grossly distorted for ava¬ 
ricious purposes. By it the Jews were authorized to re¬ 
tain the neighbouring idolaters for bondmen, but their 
offspring could not have been thus held in bondage; be¬ 
cause every child bom in the family was circumcised at 
eight days old, became a member of the covenant, and 
was heir to all the blessings of Palestine, as much as a 
real descendant of the Father of the faithful: a Jew could 
not steal, sell, or make merchandise of one of these, more 
than he could have violently transported one of his brethren 
for sale to the land of the Ishmaelites.—Levit. 25; 44—46. 

Jewish history affords an insurmountable objection to 
slavery. Joshua and the elders, to punish their deception, 
doomed the Gibeonites to perpetual attendance at the tem¬ 
ple; but Saul’s oppression ot their descendants was the 
cause of a three years’ dearth in the land .—2 Samuel 
21 ; i— 14 . The sword, pestilence, and famine, were de¬ 
nounced against Judah, in consequence of their unright¬ 
eous exactions from the widow, the orphan, the impo- 
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VCrishefl, the stranger, and those whom the; had en* 
afared.—Jeremiah 34 : 8—22. 

How seductive is avarice! Notwithstanding the Jews 
had not long been released from Chaldean vassalage, yet 
speed !)y after their return to Canaan, they began to oppress 
the poor, and to defraud the wretched; contrary to the law 
of Moses- and in direct def-uice of their own sensibilities, 
agitated still with the remembrance of the miseries which 
in. banishment they had endured. Nehemiah 5: 1—12 
If involuntary servitude be defensible upon moral principles, 
high example would sanction it; but it would not be 
known that slavery existed among the Jews, if the prophets 
had not menaced them for this atrocious criminality. So 
far is the Mosaic code from legalizing the cruelty which 
slave-dealers constantly exhibit, that a considerable propor¬ 
tion of the Jewish legislator’s mandates are solely direct ,*4 
to the inculcation of merciful tempers, and the exhibition 
of generous affections towards inferiors. 

To impress the children of Israel with a permanent sense 
of all the horrors of captivity, to imbue them with the most 
active sympathy for human wo, and to nurture the most 
ardent desires and zeal to mitigate the distresses of their 
fellow-men; they were continually reminded of the degra¬ 
dation, wretchedness, and oppressions, under which their 
ancestors in Egypt so long groaned, and whence they were 
delivered solely by the arm of Jehovah Nissi. The recol¬ 
lection of their former national servitude, and the miracles 
which were requisite to deliver them from their task¬ 
masters, must have inspired in every pious Jew, a holy 
and insuperable aversion to the principles and practice of 
slayery, and every iniquitous approach to the infliction of 
that wo. Soul-merchants can designate no heaven delega¬ 
ted prophet, no exemplary priest, no Christian apostle, no 
martyred disciple of the Lamb that was slain, no triumphant 
reformer, and no immortal stem confessor of the rights of 
man and liberty of conscience, who was a slave-driver! ntjr 
cap they name one of them upon whom was great grace. 
of“ w hom the world was not worthy, strangers and pil¬ 
grims on earth,” who was a man-stealer’s coadjutor. 
From the exalted abodes of perennial felicity, in whicn th« 
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fpirilsof justmen “ made perfect” dwell, if they knew what 
passes upon earth, they must feel all holy indignation, 
"that men af corrupt minds, destitute of the truth, who, 
suppose that gain is godliness,” should pervert their cha¬ 
racters, opinions, and example, into a mass of hard-hearted- 
gees, worldly equivocations, and the “highest kind of 
theftwith the direct view of procuring a sanction from 
the pious dead, for the iniquitous practices of the ungodly 
firing. 

- Columbians plead justification for stealing and enslaving 
Africans. They are of a different colour, and not Chris¬ 
tians ; therefore, we are authorized to kidnap them for our 
avarice and luxury. Such was an old Algerine’s defence 
far selling every " infidel dog” whom he could grasp. “ He is 
sot a Mussulman,” said the Corsair; “ his white skin shows 
that he is not of our prophet’s family; seize, work, and tor¬ 
ment him.” 

Thus men dep*/ from the ways of righteousness! Their 
principles are deceptive. Their desires are replete, with 
covetousness. Their solicitudes are earthly, sensual, 
devilish ! And to them the gospel is hid, because the god 
pf this world hath blinded their minds! / 

Christ and the apostles are our sole infallible pattern. 
The admission of varied temporary indulgences among the 
Israelites, as a basis for our conduct, would totally destroy 
society. If the examples of David, Solomon and others, 
Ore valid, in cases where they acted without or against the 
directions of the Mosaic code, the gospel is nugatory, and 
Christ has died in vain. 

At the promulgation of the law from mount Sinai, to ren¬ 
der its prescriptions more authoritative, the Lord enforced 
ite requisitions by reminding them of his mercy and power, 
and of their misery; claiming obedience for his character, 
iris loving-kindness, and their deliverance. “ I am the 
Lord thy God, who brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
out of the house of bondage.” 

;A company oflshmaelites, with a horde of stolen captives, 
approach the habitation of a man who conscientiously de¬ 
nies to fulfil the law of God. They offer to sell him an 
Egyptian. A Levite accosts him, and asks; Canyouraoou- 
7 
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cite the purchase of that man, with all the horrors which 
are included in the declaration of Jehovah, as the exordium 
of the law, and with the mercy'which the code inva¬ 
riably requires ? With this recollection could he buy a 
bondman ? 

An Arab with a number of kidnapped Africans traffics 
slaves at a Columbian’s door. Say to hint, were not you 
oppressed by a foreign power, you rebelled and obtained 
your freedom, how can you enthral these outcasts ? dare 
you purchase these heirs of wo, who were stolen at thei^ 
Dirtn, and can you enslave them forever ? You swear, that 
all men are bom free; you believe, that man-stealing is 
the greatest criminality; you know, that slave-holding is con¬ 
trary to equity, humanity, and reciprocal benevolence; 
you feel, that you would most ardently reprobate and resist 
such conduct if it were attempted respecting you; and 
your conscience assures you, that God will requite you, as 
you injure your fellow-men. But he buys, and ensiaves 
these wretched victims o c avarice! A Christian republi¬ 
can! No charity can induce the belief that a roan who 
acknowledges the excellence of pure and undef led religion, 
can be so incurably blinded; or that the moral sense can 
be so completely extinguished, that he is incapable to per¬ 
ceive the difference between evangelical righteousness, and 
incessant cruelty, rapine, and oppression. 

No disciple of Messias can plead Jewish example. 
“Call no man master upon earth.” Slave-dealers must 
demonstrate, either that the Lord and his primitive disci¬ 
ples were slave-holders, or that their doctrines and precepts 
countenance the system. 

As he who had not where to lay his head and his apos¬ 
tles were not human flesh weighers, oppressors plead, 
that the New Testament is altogether silent upon slavery ; 
tind if it were so condemnaoie, it would have been pointedly 
reprobated. Our Lord did not admonish man-stealers, by 
their own appellation, to desist from their ungodliness; but 
he who can reconcile the Redeemer’s doctrines and apos¬ 
tolic injunctions with American bondage, can join heaven 
and hefi. Tu him, vice and virtue, equity and injustice^ 
kindness and cruelty, oppression and benevolence, thieving 
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S d probity, infidelity and religion, all are identical. All 
fence of slavery, upon the silence of the New Testament 
respecting this crime, is baseless. 

’ “ All things whatsoever ye would that men should do unto 
yon, do ye even so unto them; for this is the law and the 
prophets.” If any man can deduce the injustice, the bar¬ 
barity, and '..ie oppressions of man-stealing, from this 
fundamental rule of social reciprocity, his moral alembic 
must combine properties vastly different from any extractor 
yet discovered. 

The holy scriptures either immediately reprobate cove¬ 
tousness. extortion, and tyranny, or they inculcate justice, 
philanthropy, and mercy; and it is absolutely impossible 
tp conjoin their directions and examples with the bondage 
a men; or even to explain them in any manner, by which 
slave-holders are not most indignantly and awfully cen¬ 
sured. . _ 

American citizen stealers aver, that they have a just 
title to their slaves. How can a claim to the human race 
property be valid ? All our terrestrial possessions were 
include 1 in the original grant made to Adam in Paradise; 
and to Noah and his sons after the deluge. But human 
life, with all the concomitants which p T e necessary to a 
fulfilment of its objects, was excepted; Therefore, no title, 
by any lapse of time, or any distance of transfer, or any 
terrestrial authority, ever could be made to the persons of 
inen. 

“ They innocently and honestly obtained possession of 
their slaves, they say, and if the State liberate them, they 
ought to be remunerated.” Whatobduraey! Men require 
to be pajd for ceasing from the highest kind of theft; and 
demand to be requited for delivering up that which they 
have stolen. How can a slave-driver be innocent or honest, 
in his connexion with his dependants ? No domestic ty¬ 
rant believes, his own assertion, he feels, that he is a cruel 
oppressor! and instead of rewarding men for stealing no 
more, the whole that they have filched from their kidnapped 
and tortured fellow citizens, with ample additional damages 
fcr all the misery and cruelty which they have endured, 
should be righteously exacted. 
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Among all the proofs of matchless impudence in practi¬ 
cal villany, slavery and slavites furnish that example 
•which defies any comparable similitude. The Americans 
who have been constantly kidnapping, and robbing, and 
torturing their defenceless fellow citizens, for sixty years 
past, demand compensation for abandoning that traffic 
which, by the supreme law of the United States is piracy, 
when perpetrated in anotherferrn, and in a different climate. 

In all the annals of crime, where the iniquity has been 
perpetrated by only one or a few felons, no obdurate ef¬ 
frontery equal to that of American slave-holders has once 
been recorded. Who ever heard of a robber, or a forger, 
or a plundering assassin standing up in a Courthouse, and 
boldly admitting and justifying his theft and bloodshed. 
Not only denying the propriety of his arrest, and denoun¬ 
cing all his pretended trial as irrelevant; but also defend¬ 
ing the legality of his claim to the property which he had 
purloined, and demanding compensation for the value 
which had .Been taken from him, with a full guaranty 
against all future interruption in his honest employ. The 
Court in compassion might pronounce such a man a fit 
resident for the Lunatic Asylum, but they could not ac¬ 
cept his defence of the robbery and murder. This, how¬ 
ever, is childlike innocence when contrasted with the au¬ 
dacious turpitude of American men-stealers. 

On the face of the globe, American slavites have now 
no counterparts except in two distinct bodies of men. 
the gangs of banditti who watch the passes of the Alps, 
the Appenines, &c., to pilfer all they can seize, and to ob¬ 
tain which booty, they will shoot or stab one or twenty 
opponents without concern or remorse. But when the 
gentlemen have terminated the affray; those humane and 
merciful people will restore your wife and children and 
your baggage which to them may he useless, for a suffi¬ 
cient compensation—and will also give you a token to 
preserve you from all further alarm and plunder; only 
provided that you agree to pay a certain sum to any of their 
honourable professional brethren, who in future may meet 
you within their domains. We arc always reviling this 
system, because it places in jeopardy every stranger who 
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visits Italy, or Spain, or France. Our demine'ations may he 
spared; for our own civilized land-pitates kidnap a thou¬ 
sand where those more honourable mountain bandits grasp 
but one. Our felons are always stealing without excuse; 
whereas those half starving outcasts of the European world 
only plunder and kill when sensuality, or hunger, or oppo¬ 
sition, or their satanic religion, Popery, enforces them. 

The other allies of the American “ brokers in the trade 
of blood” are those proverbially amiable and self-denying 
philanthropists, the exemplary hordesof wandering Arabs, 
in them the family likeness is complete; for they feel no 
puling reserves; they profess no canting scruples; but 
fearlessly maintain their simple code of laws in all their 
authority. Whatever promotes their interest or enjoy¬ 
ment is expedient , and that which is expedient is right, 
provided power can obtain it; and then as one of their 
.American confederates adjudges, “ the majority are justly 
entitled to divide the spoil.'' These Ishmaelites in two re¬ 
spects are exactly like the western caitiffs. They will re¬ 
lease from captivity, thsir “ icom out, damaged , diseased 
and aged slaves and let them “ return to their own 
country,” if they can be paid their claim in sequins or 
dollars. Thus their American accomplices will liberate 
and transport to their Botany Bay in Africa, the creatures 
whom they have previously starved and tortured to death’s 
door. This is their republican and Christian benevolence! 
The Arabs also declare, that thei r mode of life has been 
prolonged through a hundred generations, and custom is 
law. Just such is the defence of the man-stealers in Vir¬ 
ginia, Carolina, and Georgia. “ Our fathers stole Africans, 
and we will kidnap Americans. Blessed be the Lord God!” 
say these impious servants of the devil, “ our ancestors 
could only procure a few score thousands; but since the 
declaration oflndependence, we have caught about ten times 
as many in proportion ; and we will never abandon our 
glorious trade and employment.” Yet these are the men, 
who are always boasting of their Christianity and their 
republicanism. Not only Mohammed, but even Satan 
himself can advance just as good a claim, and exhibit equally 
honest pretensions to be either one or the other. 
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“ I would rather be a dog, and bay the moon, 

Than such a Democratic Christian!” 

Legislatures have obstructed the emancipation of slaves. 
Thus slave-holders elect men to enact iniquitous laws, and 
exonerate themselves by the legislative proceedings. Every 
voter for a public officer, who will not destroy the system, 
is as culpable as if he participated in the evil, and is respon¬ 
sible for the protraction of the crime. If a slave cannot 
be liberated in one ^tate, he may in another, and it is an 
individual’s duty to exonerate himself. No human law 
should be obeyed when it contravenes the divine command; 
but slavery is the combination of all iniquity, and therefore 
every man is obligated not to participate in its corruption. 

In all cases obedience to the divine will combines the 
most certain safety. God will protect those who act in 
conformity with his commands: and as no plea can avail 
for the continuance of slavery one moment; the most se¬ 
cure mode to be absolved from danger, is to “ cease to do 
evil and learn to do well.” The national difficulty is not 
from emancipation,but from servitude. Slave pedlars say 
that if the coloured people were free, the property and lives 
of the white inhabitants would be jeoparded. They know 
that this excuse for their sin is impudent mendacity.' Some 
slaves probably are so vitiated, that at first they might 
commit a few petty depredations, but they would soon be 
corrected by the restraints of the civil law. Besides, as 
the southern coloured citizens have never witnessed any 
practices in their tyrants but oppression and robbery, it 
would be preposterous not to anticipate, that the unin- 
slrucled inferior would act like them, whom he has seen 
honoured and beloved in proportion to the quantum of his 
theft. A white person in the southern states, who is not 
a man-thief, is despised. If he has kidnapped twenty, he 
is a gentleman; but if he has stolen a hundred, he is a 
nabob. 

How shall we expel the evil? Colonization is not only 
totally impracticable; but it is merely a swindling scheme 
to obtain money upon fraudulent pretexts! Eject slave-holders 
from all public offices; and exdude all men-stealers from tk 
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church of Christ! All other measures are futile. Every 
plea and excuse in support of slavery being therefore in¬ 
valid, originating in depravity, sustained by corruption, and 
productive of all diversified ungodliness, no Christian con¬ 
sistently can allege them, to extenuate or justify that 
“ mystery ofiniquity.” 


SLAVERY AND SLAVEHOLDERS. 

'Hie ensuing essay was written originally for the prize 
which was offered by the late President of the N. E. Anti- 
Slavery Society, for the best concise discussion upon that 
subject. The convention to whom was confided the 
examination of the comparative merits of the pieces which 
might be submitted to their inspection, never assembled, 
and consequently no award was made. In an abridged 
form modified for the purpose, it has been delivered as an 
oration, both in Boston and Providence, and not without 
effect, in aid of the cause of truth and freedom. 

To no part of this picture of slavery will there probably 
be more objections. It is anticipated that every base epi¬ 
thet which slavitesand their accessaries so well know how 
to employ, will be applied to this faithful exhibition of the 
natural effects of slavery upon the slave-holders; but no reply 
will be made to any caviller, unless he is a preacher, and 
signs his own name; and unless omitting all irrelevant 
topics, he confines himself to the pages which he may ven¬ 
ture to condemn. 

Time and labour now are too precious to be wasted in 
boyish fencing with a blunt lath, and shooting, children 
like, with pop guns. The present contest is a tear for the 
extermination of slavery. We have drawn “ the two-edged 
sword of the spirit,” and have cast away that vile scabbard, 
“ the fear of man that bringeth a snare,” in which, alas! 
it has been too long buried to the hilt; and we defy all 
preachers of every denomination to point out any essential 
inaccuracy in the ensuing delineations. 
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The manuscript of this essay, was submitted to a most 
competent judge in the southern states, who expressed un¬ 
qualified approbation of the fidelity with which the effects 
of slavery herein are described. When it was announced 
in Boston, after the meeting was dissolved, a minister of 
that city remarked to me,—“ Although your delineations 
are doubtless correct, as I have witnessed them during 
several years in Carolina ; yet I doubt, that they will mis¬ 
lead. They are not introduced as isolated cases, but as 
generally descriptive of slavery.” I replied, “ Certainly. 
1 have given you a picture of slavery, as I saw it for nearly 
seven years in Virginia. There are doubtless some excep¬ 
tions ; but they are so ‘ few and far between,’ that the num¬ 
ber of them is altogether unimportant. Oblige me by run¬ 
ning your mental survey fora moment over the field which 
you know.” He paused as if in deep thought, and pre¬ 
sently added, “ It is best to say nothing about it.” 

There was present at the same meeting in Boston, an 
old penitent slave-trader, who had commanded a ship for 
kidnapping Africans, and wao had sailed from Charleston 
in that piratical traffic, I think, not less than twenty years. 
He not only declared aloud that the descriptions were cor¬ 
rect, but that the only fault was in their deficiency; and 
also publicly stated frightful circumstances, which he af¬ 
firmed at that period were notorious in Carolina as the day. 
One only of those public facts that he narrated, could it 
possibly be placed before our northern ladies, would make 
every female ear tingle ; and would raise a storm of Chris¬ 
tian enthusiasm, which all the Neros and Domitians in 
Columbia and Milledgeville, in vain would attempt to 
appease. 


THE NATURAL EFFECTS OF SLAVERY ON 
THE SLAVEHOLDERS. 

All our principles respecting slavery, are comprised in 
the following fundamental axioms of reciprocal justice and 
philanthropy. 
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“ Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

Jesus Christ, Lord of all. 

“He that stealeth a man, and selleth him, or if he be 
found inhis hand, he shall surely be put to death.” Exodus 
21: 16. “ Thou shalt not deliver unto his master the ser¬ 
vant, who is escaped from his master unto thee: he shall 
dwell with thee; thou shalt not oppress him.” Deutero¬ 
nomy 23: 15,16. “ If a man he found stealing one of 
his brethren of the children of Israel, and makelh mer¬ 
chandise of him, then that Thief shall die.” Deuteronomy 
24: 7. 

Moses, the Lawgiver to Israel. 

“As thou hast done, it shall be done unto thee, thy 
reward shall return upon tliino own head.” Verse 15. 

Obadiah, a Jewish Prophet. 

“Give unto your servants that which is just and 
equal.” Colossians 4: 1. “The law is not made fora 
righteous man; but for men-stealers.” 1 Timothy 1: 10. 

Paul, a Christian Apostle. 

“All men are by nature equally free and independent, 
and have certain inherent rights; of which, when they 
enter into a state of society they cannot, by any compact 
deprive or divest their posterity; namely the enjoyment of 
life and liberty, with the means of acquiring and possess¬ 
ing property, and pursuing and obtaining happiness and 
safety.” 

Virginia Bill of Rights. 

“If there be, within the extent of our knowledge and 
influence, any participation in this traffic in slaves let us 
pledge ourselves, upon the Rock of Plymouth, to extirpate 
and destroy it. It is not fit that the land of the pilgrims 
should bear the shame longer. Let that spot be purified, 
or let it be set aside from the Christian world; let it be put 
outof the circle of human sympathies and human regards; 
and Uncivilized men henceforth have no communion with it. 
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I invoke those who fill the seats of justice, and all who 
minister at her altar, that they exercise the wholesome and 
necessary severity of the law. I invoke the ministers of 
our religion, that they proclaim its denunciation of those 
crime; , and add its solemn sanction to the authority of hu¬ 
man iaws. If the pulpit be silent, whenever or wherever 
there may be a sinner bloody with this guilt, within the 
hearing of its voice, the pulpit is false to its trust.”

The natural effects of slavery, as it now exists in the 
United States, upon the slaveholders, comprise a pungent 
and shocking topic for consideration, replete equally with 
sorrow and alarm. Shivery is contrary to justice, the 
rights of man, common benevolence, the dictates of reason, 
mercy, natural conscience, and the spirit and practice which 
are inculcated by the religion of Christ Jesus. Hence all 
the laws that have ever been enacted, or which are now in 
force, that admit the right, or the operation of slavery be¬ 
fore God, are utterly null and void; being an audacious 
usurpation of the divine prerogative; a daring infringement 
of the law of nature; a base overthrow of the very founda¬ 
tions of the social compact; a complete extinction of all 
the relations, endearments, and obligations of mankind; 
and a presumptuous transgression of all the Lord’s com¬ 
mandments. 

Consequently, to expect any thing but evil, and evil con- 
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imually, as the result of slavery, is equally absurd, as to 
anticipate, that we can “gather grapes from thorns, and 
figs from thistles.” Causes and effects are inseparable. 
Moral corruption invariably engenders iniquity ; and in no 
circumstances, has the proverbial truth, “ like begets like,” 
been more infallibly and awfully verified, than in thehislory 
of slavery and slaveholders. 

Slavery originated in avarice, indolence, treachery, evil 
concupiscence, and barbarity; and its constant fruits have 
been robbery, disease, faithlessness, profligacy of every spe¬ 
cies, and murder. Crimes of every degree and blood¬ 
stained with all hues of atrocity and cruelty, have incessantly 
marked its course, until, after three hundred years of in¬ 
fernal desolations, the long-suffering of God, and the pa¬ 
tience of man are almost exhau? ed. An exhibition of the 
unavoidable “ effects of slavery on tbe slaveholders,” as 
they have been proved by the experience of successive 
generations, may excite the zea’ors efforts of Christian 
philanthropy for the extinction of thatappalling abomina- 
tiori; and may also induce the superior grade of the pre¬ 
sent race of oppressors to pause, reflect, “ cease to do evil, 
and learn to do well;” and thus to escape from the gulf 
of destruction and despair, which is yawning to receive 
them. 

1. The first effect of slavery' on the slaveholders, is this: 
it inflames them with haughty self conceit. 

It is the primary and most permanent notion which an 
iefantina slaveholder’s family imbibes; that a slaveholder, 
isa being of a superior nature, character, quality, and rank. 
By that vile system, which transforms one class of mankind 
into a species of brutes, he is unceasingly influenced, and 
in every variety of form. As soon as the child can make 
a sign or may be transferred to another’s care, some other 
child of the same, or of the different sex, is constituted the 
young despot’s tool and property. To it he holds an ad¬ 
mitted title; and the coloured boy or gM is considered as 
nothing more than a machine, which may be coerced to 
perform every act that the caprices of a froward child may 
dictate; or to submit to any mischievous tricks, which the 
youthful domestic tyrant may devise for his amusement 
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As the child grows in capacity observe the state of 
society around him he perceives, that there is a broad pal¬ 
pable distinction existing between those who are of a white 
appearance, and human beings with a coloured skin. He 
beholds differences which are too obvious and influential, 
not to make a decisive and lasting impression upon his 
moral character. A white roan and woman, a 5 they pass 
under his cognizance, are comfortably housed, sumptuously 
clothed, luxuriously fed, instructed, and without employ, 
roent; all whose days revolve in one perennial round of 
sensual ease, thoughtless indulgence, and dissipating 
amusements. On the contrary, he views the coloured 
people excluded from all comfort, and immured in a hut 
far inferior in proportionate warmth, cleanliness, and con* 
veniences to the stable, or the chicken-coop, or the dog- 
house, or even the bog-pen. Men and women, with scarcely 
covering enough to conceal their bodies, and of a quality so 
coarse, or in such a tattered condition, that it is little secu¬ 
rity against the weather, and which defies all ingenuity to 
render it whole and decent, he daily witnesses, subject to 
every possible privation. In vain for the American coloured 
citizen, are cows milked, swine fattened, poultry fed, die 
calf killed, and exuberant harvests gathered into the garner! 
Of the products obtained by his own labour, the wretched 
slave partakes not,—and can a youth, who watches all this 
machination of robbery continuously perpetrated with impu¬ 
nity, be any other way impressed, than with a proud self- 
complacency, that he is of a more excellent order of beings, 
for whom those children of bondage and wretchedness are 
ever doomed to toil ? 

He mingles with his own class of persons, and as soon as 
his mind is enlarged, and he is competent, he is placed 
under a tutor for instruction in the useful and ornamental 
acquisitions; but his own “ negro fellow, and negro wench,” 
as they are disdainfully termed,remain in the same natural 
darkness, and grow up with all the animal passions beco¬ 
ming more uncontrollable, and withouta single particle of 
moral restraint to tame their fury; while the youthful de¬ 
spot himself habitually learns wickedness from his enslaved 
associates. Is it possible, as he extends his knowledge, 
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that the white youth can resist the deep-rooted conviction, 
that his coloured boy and girl and himself are of a totally 
separate rank in creation ? can we wonder that the slave¬ 
holders struts and boasts, “ I was bom a gentleman, and 
that is my negro." 

The child of the slaveholder looks abroad, and surveys a 
large domain. On it, he discerns that there are seven or ten 
white residents, who have no labour, but that which they 
voluntarily perform; and even that is more for relief from 
langour, than for the sake of exercise; intermitted and re¬ 
sumed exactly as their humour dictates: and with this 
solitary exception, their whole life is one incessant alter¬ 
nation of indolence, uselessness, vanity, and vice. Look 
at the contrast! He explores; and lo! forty or fifty or one 
hundred coloured persons of all ages and hues, around the 
house, are driven to incessant labour. To them, relaxa¬ 
tion is almost unknown. Of sufficient repose they are 
always deprived. Their complaints are not only disregard¬ 
ed, but most probably punished. Every varied torture 
urges the muscular machinery on, until its energies decay; 
and the unpitied victim prematurely wastes by disease, 
and is buried in forgetfulness, with no other emotion than 
regret for the pecuniary loss. 

A system which naturally produces these morbid feel¬ 
ings of self-sufficiency, that one, or a few white persons 
shall contemn a multitude of coloured men and women 
around them, as if they were no more than two-legged 
beasts, stationed in the world solely to contribute to the 
rapacity of their task masters, and thereby to furnish the 
means of gratifying every turbulent passion, and every 
licentious desire of the corrupt heart, in its very spirit, 
must be vile; and not less abominable in its effects than 
it was detestable in its origin, and is criminal in its con¬ 
tinuance. This inflated arrogance extinguishes all ten¬ 
dency toward that grace of humility, which is the first 
principle and predominant temper of those who desire to 
escape from “ the wrath to comeand without which, 
the gracious Redeemer who was “ meek and lowly in 
heart,” hath assured us, in the benediction which he pro- 
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nonneed up. n the “ poor in spirit,” that “ no man can en¬ 
ter the king, om of heaven.” 

2. A man e-kearted insensibility is the second natural ef¬ 
fect which Slavery produces upon slave-holders. 

To expect feeling, compunction, commiseration, mercy, 
benevolence, and their correct kindred qualities from slave¬ 
holders, is a self-evident absurdity. There may be partial 
or temporary exhibitions of something like these mental 
and moral exercises, but they are only sudden and casual 
excitements; which are never displayed in their appro¬ 
priate sphere. We frequently hear of liberality and kind¬ 
ness developed by slave-holders, but it is toward their own 
associates; and obviously more for show and fame, or 
from the force of example, than from principle; because 
they are not manifested in the proper form, and in favour 
of toe legitimate objects. 

Slave-holders are often eulogized for their hospitality; 
and the fact implied is true, if by hospitality is intended a 
willingness to feast with those who are of similar charac¬ 
ter, habits, and principles. “ They make dinners and 
suppers, and call their friends, their brethren,.their kins¬ 
men, and their rich neighbours, who bid them again, and 
make recompense to them,”—but who ever heard of a 
slave-driver’s obedience to the Lord’s admonitiou, Luke 
14: 12—14, to “make a feast, and call the poor, the 
maimed, the lame, and the blind” enslaved descendants of 
the kidnapped Africans, who till his lands, and honestly can 
claim the reward of their unintermittiDg fatigue and toil ? 

It is manifestly impossible, that genuine religious, 
moral, or even merely human sensibility can exist in the 
same heart where the arrogance of slavery reigns. Selfish¬ 
ness is an essential ingredient in that overweening esti¬ 
mate of his own importance, which is inseparable from a 
Hmre-uOiuci’o principles; and an unfeeling mumereuce, 
or a contemptuous disregard of the necessities and anguish 
of others; especially when the haughty notions of charac¬ 
teristic superiority, which slave-holders imbibe and culti¬ 
vate, are combined with them; is as indissolubly united 
with slavery, as in his view, a coloured skin is conjoined 
with degradation. 
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The children of slave-holders observe all these proceed¬ 
ings from their youth; and having no other examples be¬ 
fore their eyes, and no counteracting instructions either 
from the literary preceptor, or from the professed minister 
of Jesus Christ; most awful and condernnable silence! 
they grow Up in a reckless unconcern to all the miseries 
which they behold; until the softer emotions of humanity 
are absorbed in the unholy conviction, that they are author¬ 
ized to treat their slaves without any of those attach¬ 
ments, and sympathies, and reciprocities, which belong to 
man in his social relations: and thus according to the na¬ 
tural progress of evil, the mind and heart and conscience 
become callous to every idea of rectitude and feeling, when 
the subject refers to the situation and claim of the despised 
and afflicted slave. 

The contradictory character of slave-holders in this re¬ 
spect is aptly illustrated by a descriptive phrase, which is 
common in the slave states. “ He is a very kind and 
gentlemanly man at home; or he is a good Christian in 
his house and at the church; but he is a devil on his plan¬ 
tation.” This account of slave-holders may be heard, in 
every direction, from Philadelphia to the gulf of Mexico, 
and it unfolds the abhorrent qualities of slavery, and its 
pernicious influence upon those who are engaged in it. 
Slave-driving transforms men into monsters, and leaves 
the large mass of that portion of society to be ranked 
among the unaccauntahks, who for one hour claim our re¬ 
spect, as valuable associates; and for the rest of the day, 
demand our execration as ruthless barbarians. Such how¬ 
ever is the invariable consequence of man-stealing; and 
to it may be imputed all the misery which that ungodly 
contrivance inflicts: because to endeavour to unite slavery 
and benevolence, and tenderness, and “ bowels of mercies, 
and brotherly kindness, and charity,” is just as preposte¬ 
rous, as it would be to strive to “-change an Ethiopian’s 
skin, or a leopard’s spots.” 

3. The third natural effect of slavery upon slave-holders 
is this; They become sensual; and lose that instinctive 
pudidiy which God, for the wisest and holiest purposes , has 
implanted in the hearts of mankind. 



PICTURE OF SLAVERY. 


In the houses of slave-holders, you behold young ladies 
elegantly attired aud attended by their coloured sisters, chil¬ 
dren of the same father, and yet slaves. You recognise the 
driver of the carriage h the footman, and other domestics as 
manifestly the planter’s own offspring. What effect this, 
must have upon unrestrained youth, no person can doubt; 
especially when it is recollected that no relationship is ad¬ 
mitted to exist between the coloured attendant upon the 
sister, and her brother, who either forces or coaxes the 
girl to submit to his lawless desires. All the relations of 
life are thus confounded in one bestial indiscriminate mix¬ 
ture, for the matrimonial covenant cannot exist among 
slaves. 

Coloured boys and girls grow up together in nakedness, 
until they arrive at almost mature age; and in the most ex¬ 
posed condition, wait upon visiters, in the presence of youth, 
when the smallest sense of propriety would urge their ex¬ 
clusion ; and where they remain in attendance, without 
any apparent idea on the part even of the females, of the 
glaring, shameless indecorum which every moment meets 
their eyes. 

Young coloured women, stripped to a thin, scanty body 
garment, after the most offensively indecent examination, 
are publicly placed in scales, weighed, and sold by the. 
pound. 

“ Breeding wenches,” as they are shockingly termed In 
the slave-holder’s ungodly and impure phraseology, are as 
regularly nurtured and trafficked, expressly to supply the 
human flesh-market, as a northern fanner endeavours to 
improve and enlarge his stock of horses, cattle, hogs, and 
sheep. 

On many plantations bribes are offered expressly to en¬ 
courage the utmost licentiousness that children may be 
bom; who are always for sale, provided rapacity can be 
satisfied; and thus,all maternal and parental and pure 
domestic feelings wither and die. 

With comparatively few exceptions, the slave planta¬ 
tions are a scene of promiscuous uncleanness, of the most 
abhorrent character, which defies all attempts to preserve 
the existence of decency, personal or social. The child of 
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a slave-holder sees and hears this unrestricted iniquity in 
every form, and all the year round. It is open to the hoy 
who roams about with his youthful slave, and cannot be 
concealed from his sisters in their domesticated seclusion. 
The influence which this loathsome turpitude, in its un¬ 
disguised deformity, must unavoidably exert upon the un¬ 
formed character of youth, who are accustomed to scarcely 
any moral or religious restraint, it requires very little 
perspicacity to comprehend. The ineffable abominations 
and unnatural barbarities that flow from this part alone of 
the system of man-stealing, which prohibits and cancels 
ail the divinely appointed connexions of life; which ex¬ 
terminates all domestic endearments and relative tender¬ 
ness, and which openly encourages the utmost practicable 
lewdness, all condemn this satanic contrivance to utter 
and universal execration. 

No topic connected with slaver}' requires a more com¬ 
plete and barefaced exposure, than the duties and trans¬ 
gressions which are included in the seventh command¬ 
ment. The time has arrived when the true state of do¬ 
mestic society, and the inexpressible wretchedness of wo¬ 
man’s degradation, as they exist among the man-stealeirs 
must be fully developed. For this most frightful licen¬ 
tiousness, the female slave-drivers are chiefly responsible. 
They would rather connive at the grossest sensuality in 
their husbands, sons, fathers, and brothers, than abandon 
the system which enables them to live in luxury and indo¬ 
lence. 

One of the most remarkable anomalies of human frailty 
is exhibited in the incredulity which men manifest in refer¬ 
ence to practical truth and the evidences of ungodliness; 
and also the facility with which sinners believe every fic¬ 
tion, when it gratifies selfishness, or flatters pride. Many 
persons make extensive journeys through the south, and 
having k!‘ no anxiety to understand the character of 
slavery, or through interest, having resolved to know 
nothing at all of the system, they return not only ignorant, 
but false witnesses ; for they avow that the most notorious 
facts are fictions; because they had not seen such occur¬ 
rences: while they craftily take care not to state, that so 
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far as slavery is concerned, they travelled perfectly blind* 
folded. 

Some years ago, a Baptist minister of Vermont was ap¬ 
pointed a delegate to a number of Baptist associations. 
When he arrived in Philadelphia, he professed his inten¬ 
tion to attend several of the associations in Virginia; and 
was especially anxious to comprehend the true character 
and operations of slavery. In that city he met with some 
Brethren who understood the arcana of that hell-bom con¬ 
trivance ; and by them he was warned not to be imposed 
upon by the external glitter, and the comfortable drapery 
of the menial attendants about tV<« mansion-house, as¬ 
sumed during the meeting of the association, and then 
carefully laid aside for a similar festival; but he was en¬ 
joined privately to virit the “ Negro Quarter,” as the misera¬ 
ble huts of the coloured citizens arc familiarly called. 
Thus adequately instructed, he proceeded on his journey. 

About one fourth of the time, which he had specified for 
his absence, had elapsed, when the Green Mountaineer 
was at the deacon’s house in Philadelphia, and accounted 
for his speedy return by a statement to this effect. He 
had travelled on, gradually becoming more and more dis¬ 
satisfied with the scenes which he daily witnessed, until 
he arrived about the Appomattox river, where he was re¬ 
ceived at the bouse of one of the slave-driving Nabobs, 
on the evening prior to the meeting of the association. 
The next morning after breakfast, he proposed to take a 
walk, and by a circuitous route unperceived, he obtained 
access to the “ worn out slaves.” From them he speedily 
heard the heart-rending recital of their awful prison-house; 
the female violations, the unceasing stripes, the direful pri¬ 
vations, and the frenzied despotism which were ever their 
inalienable portion. He also became acquainted with the 
audacious measures which were always adopted to impede 
among them all moral and religious instruction. About 11, 
the horn resounded, and “ the working hands” returned Irom 
the field to breakfast. The hard corn dough, which a hog 
can scarcely masticate, and insipid hommony which hun¬ 
ger itself almost rejects, were their only food; and time 
until sunset would not be allowed to swallow any more 
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even of that unsavoury compost. The men corroborated in 
full all the circumstances which the elder females had 
described; and the Vermont preacher retired from his 
coloured associates, in the true fanatical humour which 
characterized the primitive puritans. 

About 1 o’clock a number of ministers and delegates to 
the association having arrived, they were invited to a 
sumptuous dinner. The New-Englander was offered his 
choice of the whdle; but his stomach was so evangelically 
delicate, that he could not eat. To all the apologies, en¬ 
treaties, and apparent sympathies which encircled him, 
he finally ventured to make this homely reply, “ My con¬ 
science will not permit me to partake of thi3 food; while 
the people who work for it never taste a mouthful of ne¬ 
cessary sustenance from one end of the year to the other. If 
I eat any thing, it will be a plate of that hommony, or a 
slice of that corn bread which the coloured people had for 
their breakfast.” A bag of rattlesnakes let loose among 
them, could not more have disturbed the men-stealers. 

The test was decisive and complete. Immediately after 
dinner, he was admonished to go away the greatest dis¬ 
tance possible that night, as if he staid he would surely be 
killed; and for bis own safety, he was also advised not to 
attend any one of the Virginia associations. As the con- 

S tence, the Christian fled from the American Sodom 
Gomorrha, to detail the facts to his brethren in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Men may travel to the south, and so far as slavery is 
concerned may continue in a dead sleep until they return; 
but wakeful and inquiring persons may witness in every 
varying occurrence, such facts as these; and they put to 
instantaneous silence, all the silly trash which the southern 
profligates, and their northern infatuated coadjutors vo¬ 
ciferate respecting the amalgamation of the white and co¬ 
loured races. 

You put up at the Tavern of some Major or Colonel of 
70 years of age; presently you are astonished to find your¬ 
self attended by a tawdrily dressed girl who appears as the 
tavernkeeper’s daughter; as conceited, and vain, and 
empty as a magpie; with two or more waiters nearly or 
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quite naked, manifestly her own brothers or sisters, only 
with a differently tinged skin. This puts a stranger to his 
full stretch of imaginative meditation; and as is often the 
case, he perceives, that if you could divest him of his men¬ 
tal associations, and clothe the girls and boys alike, they 
could not be known apart. The children are suckled at 
the same coloured women’s breasts; and except that their 
treatment is different during infancy, they grow up to¬ 
gether with their common animal instincts, and equally 
devoid of correct moral sensibility. 

That such a system must destroy all feminine purity 
and domestic confidence is obvious: and that such a 
perennial fountain of vice long since would have been 
dried up, if the southern women had so determined, is no* 
less undeniable. But females, old and young, and of all 
ranks among the slave-holders, shamelessly boast that 
they never put on or took off a single article of their dress 
during their lives. They would consider it excessive toil, 
and the utmost degradation thus to dress or undress them¬ 
selves; and of course boys must be multiplied to work in 
the fields, while girls are nurtured for the hoyss. 

Two iadies of the first rank in Virginia affirmed, that 
the Northern citizens were totally incompetent to form any 
correct idea of a slave plantation. One of them remarked: 
“ We are called wives, and as such are recognised in law; 
but we are little more than superintendents of a coloured 
seraglio.” When the old slave-driver is dead, the “ boy” 
who is most like him is generally called by his title; and 
you are often surprised to hear a mulatto coachman cr 
footman denominated captain, major or colonel. You ask 
the cause, and are informed; “ the man is so like his father, 
that if it were not for the colour of his skin, he is such a 
chip of the old block, that you could not know them apart.” 
This man is often the confidential manager of the house; 
the coachman who drives about his father’s daughters, 
waits upon the table; and, in fact, is upon terms of the most 
intimate, and often, it is understood, of licentious familiarity 
with his half sisters. Hence, there is now growing up in 
the southern states with inconceivable rapidity, a third race 
of American people; whose numbers will soon preponde- 
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rate over both the resident whites, and the genuine blacks. 
They are the persons of the various shades between the 
Europeans and Africans. These citizens ordinarily possess 
the constitutional energy and aptitude of the black race for 
the southern climate, with the high temper and cunning of 
their white fathers. They feel neither the sullen debase¬ 
ment of the descendant of the kidnapped African, nor the 
languor and emaciation of the dissolute white. Myriads of 
southern white women, it is fully believed, if they dared 
would rather marry those- light coloured young men, than 
the miserable profligates with whom they associate; and 
to this mixed race, if there be any way of reading “ the 
signs of the times,” God in his Providence, has surely given 
the southern portion of the United States bordering on the 
Atlantic, as their domicil. A remuneration to the succeed¬ 
ing generations, for the toil, sweat, blood, and anguish of 
their ancestors. 

As in the slave states, a man’s wealth is not estimated 
by his bank-stock, or the number of acres of land which he 
owns, but by the coloured citizens whom he has kidnapped; 
it necessarily follows, that every slavite will propagate 
slaves as fast as he possibly can, and at the least expense. 
Consequently, every slave farm and plantation, in various 
degrees, is a scene of inconceivable dissolution. There 
may be some men, who will not degrade themselves by an 
actual participation in the fornication, adultery, and incest, 
which inhere to almost every slave quarter: but who ever 
heard of a man that would not connive at all these things, 
and reward the father and mother, if he had so promised, 
for so cheaply putting another “ fellow,” or another •* wench” 
within his grasp? 

In the lower counties of Virginia, this white-washing 
system and these amalgamating processes were carried on 
to a diabolical perfection. A picture of one plantation will 
serve for the whole. I was riding alone, and had pursued 
my solitary route from Chariotteville during the whole 
day. Toward sunset my attention was arrested by a large 
crowd of coloured people collected close by the road. When 
I came near to them I-halted; and instantly perceived that 
ihey were husking corn. There was a genuine slavite, the 
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despot, strutting about with his whip, two boys of man’s 
size, his hopeful sous; and his overseer almost incessantly 
resounding his commands and oaths, and" cracking as a 
signal, the huge cart whip which he brandished. I think 
I counted nearly a hundred full grown coloured persons; 
the surrounding juniors defied all my arithmetic. There 
was every distinguishable shade of complexion from Congo 
black to that sallow, which the ingenuity of an artist can 
scarcely define. 

While I was musing upon this unusual display of do¬ 
mestic purity and of American freedom, a true Virginian 
rode up and accosted me. “ You are from a distance, 
stranger, I see.’’ I replied, “ Yes, and have met with a 
curiosity,” pointing to the field near us. 

“ Well, that’s a good one,” he retorted ; “ but which way 
are you riding ?” I told him where I was going to stop for 
the night. “ f live a little distance beyond the tavern,” 
said he, “ so we will ride together.” 

After we were fairly started, my companion began. 
“What were you thinking about, stranger, when I met 
you?" The man had so little of the slavite’s usual scowling 
and furious passions on his face, that l resolved if possible 
to obtain some information from him. I therefore replied, 
“ I was puzzling myself to know how so many people of 
different colours could be collected together on one planta¬ 
tion. The man must have exercised some ingenuity in 
picking out his assortment.” The Virginian burst into a 
roar of laughter, and said, “ Well, stranger, that’s a good 
one. Sure enough, you know nothing about our ways 
here near Richmond.” I begged him to explain the secret to 
me. “Major E.”he retorted, “is too cunning to buy negroes; 
he breeds and sells them.” I asked, “But what has that 
to do with the twenty different shades of colours on the 
faces of the motley groupe ?” He again laughed aloud, and 
then proceeded to divulge the major’s process of multiply¬ 
ing and whitewashing his slaves. 

1 dare not publish the particulars of the major's bleach¬ 
ing manufactory; but I gathered from his statement some 
general views which will unravel what southern women 
know or connive at or encourage, that they may pass their 
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days in comparative sloth and voluptuousness. The lan¬ 
guage of the Prophets Joel and! Amos here rightly may be 
applied; and in all the sacred solemnity of divine inspira¬ 
tion, they furnish a clue into the slave-trader’s labyrinth. 

“ They have cast lots for my people, and have given a 
boy for a harlot, and a girl for'wine that they may drink.” 
Joel 3:3. “A man and his father will go in unto the same 
maid, to profane my holy name.” Amos 2: 7. 

It was one grand object of the major, with all celerity to 
clear his plantation of every real African, of whom he had 
a small party remaining. These he sold to the remilar 
slave dealers, as soon as they exhibited symptoms of debility 
or discontent; and the women of the same race were also 
disposed of for the southern market, when they began to 
show that they were “wearing out!" 

According to my companion’s account, there was a regu¬ 
lar system established, by which it was scarcely possible 
for a child to be bom without having some approximation 
to white, beyond that of the darkest of its generators; and 
that between the major, and his boys, and the overseer and 
his son, and their other artificers, he presumed that soon he 
would not have one real black person on the plantation. 

Every inducement was held out to the “ likely breeding 
wenches” to engender children; and the value of the dou¬ 
ceur was estimated according to the final tinge which the 
child’s skin assumed. The infernal acumen which the 
gambling Virginian, thus thoughtlessly depicted, and the 
reckless unconcern with which ne talked of the major as a 
great man in the state, and what a clever fellow be was, 
only proved to me the certainty of the scripture, that because 
men “ receive not the love of the truth, for this cause, Gtxl 
sends them strong delusions, that they should believe a lie 
and be damned, who had pleasure in unrighteousness.” 2 
Thessaloniaus2: 11,12. 

Nineteen years have passed away, and the impressions of 
that afternoon are indelible. The scene remains upon my 
imagination in all its vivid reality; and the g lowing de¬ 
scriptions of the Virginian horse jockey, have lost none of 
their convincing force. Often afterward did 1 scrutinize 
the system with the utmost accuracy; and frequently were 
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incidental circumstances mentioned apparently without 
design, which fully corroborated my travelling companion’s 
statement. As far as memory can retrace the less impor- 
tant circumstances, the tavernkeeper confirmed the general 
view. Every item concerning his valuable stock, and his 
sagacious ana successful methods of improving them in their 
personal appearance, and marketable value, was noticed 
merely as an article of common information, and without 
the smallest apparent idea or reflection, that there was any 
thing but what was laudable; for he and his family were 
represented as among the people of the highest rank and 
respectability. Yet it is manifest, that there is scarcely a 
gradation in the crime of incest, to say nothing of the minor 
offences, which was not constantly and openly perpetrated, 
if not actually before the eyes, evidently within the know¬ 
ledge of his wife and daughters. 

It will probably be alleged, that these exposures are so 
utterly scandalous, that they ought not to be published. II 
slavery were like any other unnatural system of turpitude, 
accurately known and therefore avoided by all good men, 
and abandoned only to the lowest profligates and incorrigi¬ 
ble villains, the plea peradventure might be admitted. Od 
the contrary, slavery exercises its ruthless despotism over 
the United States of America. It controls all our congres¬ 
sional legislation. It domineers in all ecclesiastical pro¬ 
ceedings. It silences the Christian ministry. It nullifies 
evangelical doctrine and discipline. It is a stony hearted 
and iron armed monster, which from the halls of legislation, 
the benches of justice, and even the pulpit of the sanctuary, 
brandishes his whip of scorpions burning with fire and 
brimstone; and threatens to sweep away with his besom 
of destruction, all that is equal in right, holy in practice, and 
Christian in authority. 

Besides, all the ligaments of human society in the 
southern states, are rapidly decomposing into nonentity; 
and the safety of the republic is therefore deeply endangered. 
With the moral aid of the northern anti-slavery citizens, 
two classes among the slaveholders must awake from their 
lethargy, combine their energies, cry aloud, spare not and 
never cease, dll the thraldom of American citizens has 
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been dismissed to that bottomless pit, whence the gloomy 
and pestiferous smoke which has darkened the sun and air 
of liberty originally ascended. Those two classes of per¬ 
sons, are the preachers and the women; and until they 
unite in the holy war against this legion of devils; how¬ 
ever otherwise objectionable, these loathsome pictures shall 
be published to excite universal indignation; and then the 
loud demand for the death of this atrocious monster of sin 
and uncleanness will be uttered in a voice of thunder, 
which neither the artifices, the power, nor the numbers of 
the confederated man-stealers for one moment, will be able 
toresist. 

Among all the natural effects of slavery upon the slave¬ 
holders, the sensuality and its concomitant vices with which 
it fills them, are the most pernicious in their present influ¬ 
ence, and the mostnppallingand dangerous in their future 
consequences. Every southern woman, the member of a 
slave-driver’s family, if she had any correct feminine and 
Christian feeling, would live in a continuous shudder. In 
the word of Goa, the great Creator teaches us, that female 

B is the subject of his constant care, and that the vio- 
of it, without repentance, insures his tremendous 
retribution. The scriptures are replete with examples. 
Upon this principle, what may not the females of the south 
expect in the day of award. It is vain to palliate, or blus¬ 
ter, or ridicule, or threaten. The fact stands before us in 
all its resistless truth. Generation after generation of the 
southern females, have witnessed their fellow creatures, even 
the children of their own fathers and husbands, living as the 
mere tools of unbridled lust, and often violated with a sa¬ 
vage barbarity, of which the legal annals of crime afford no 
parallel. Against this inconceivable wide spread and enor¬ 
mous load of guilt, the white women have never yet spoken 
so as to be heard. Now therefore, let them boldly advance 
and say to this desolating flood, “ Thou shaltgo no further.” 

How can they expect to escape, if the Lord should ever 
permit our southern states to be convulsed with a resolute 
struggle on the part of the slaves to be free ? What plea 
could they offer to a Coloured ruffian against bis atrocious 
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assault, which would not recoil upon them with overwhelm 
ing force ? 

If there be any one aspect in which the resolute and 
criminal negligenceof preachers to the south,appears most 
heinous and aggravated, it is in this connexion. They 
know, they behold all this extending pestilence. They 
must see the enemy advancing, and yet the trumpet of 
alarm is dumb; and the watchman snores away fast 
asleep, or sings his lullaby to the people who are about to 
go into captivity. From southern preachers and from 
southern women at present, there is no more reasonable 
prospect of co-operation, than from flatan, the prince of 
all slave-drivers. 

What then shall be done ? To whom shall we recur? 
We must look to the northern ladies. They must castoff 
their mischievous prudery, their fastidious squeamishness, 
and their injurious reserve upon this delicate subject; and 
covering themselves with Christian mail, and forming an 
impenetrable phalanx, neither to be lampooned out of the 
truth, nor to be stared out of their dignified self possession, 
by infidel debauchees and profligate slavites; they must 
take up the arms, which they can wield with more success 
than men, and urge the southern women to join them; 
until with their matronly purity and authority they have 
exterminated this devastating pestilence, which in connexion 
with its crafty and filthy coadjutor popery, is filling the 
south-western country especially, with a flood of iniquity, 
that in its meanders, pollutes the furthest boundaries of the 
United States. 

4. The fourth natural effect of slavery is this; Slavs* 
holders are always irascible and turbulent. 

This consequence of slavery is inalienable. There is 
no restriction upon the power and blustering of the domes¬ 
tic tyrant. The courtesies of society, the dread of resent¬ 
ment, the fear of loss, or the hope of gain, must unavoida¬ 
bly repress the ungovernable tendencies of human pas¬ 
sions, when they are brought into collision with the mul¬ 
titude of equals; but a slave-holder’s plantation is his 
world, where no law rules but his caprice, and no power 
interferes with his arbitrary mandates. Hence, patience, 
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meekness, and all the mild virtues must inevitably be ex¬ 
cluded. 

Besides, the mainspring of the slave-machinery is the 
law that the slaves must be kept in rigid subjection: 
and consequently no inquiry is made whether the measures 
pursued are requisite or just; the only object is to ascer¬ 
tain that they will contribute to the ends desired, the in¬ 
timidation of the slave, and the strengthening of the 
chains which already fetter the bondman. 

On the slave plantations, not only men and boys, but 
women and girls are often scourged in rotation, not for 
any real, alleged, or even pretended fault, but merely for 
the sake of example; and that all the gang, as they are 
vilely denominated, may remember the lacerations and 
tortures to which they are momentarily subject; provided 
the slave-driver or hts overseer, to gratify lust, or satiate 
revenge, or fiend-like, from sheer love of mischief, choose 
to direct that the lash and stripes shall be inflicted. 

An officer of a church thus exhibited his tyrannical pro¬ 
pensities, by flogging as many of his slaves as suited his 
irascible propcnsi"oa different mornings. I asked one 
of his slaves, when he had got flogged last ? “0 Massa,” 
said the chuckling boy, me have not lived at home for some 
time, “ so the rest get it instead.” Of this exemplary Chris¬ 
tian Ruler! one fact will suffice; it is a portrait many si¬ 
militudes of which may be traced from Washington to the 
Mississippi. 

S. had engaged a carpenter with his workmen! to repair 
and enlarge his house. After some time had elapsed, K. 
the builder was awakened at a very early hour in the 
rooming, by a piteous moaning and shrieking, which har¬ 
rowed his soul. He arose and quickly dressed himself; 
and following the sound, at length discovered a coloured 
woman naked to the loini; tjed by the neck to the rail pfa 
fence, and her feet similarly pinioned below; while S. was 
lacerating her with the cowsltin or hickory rod in his hand. 
K. instantly commanded the brute to desist. A long and 
severe altercation ensued. The slave-driver maintained 
his sole jurisdiction over his slaves, and threatened K. that 
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he would also punish him for his interference. The latter 
told him, guilty or not guilty, deserving stripes or not, he 
never could tolerate such merciless barbarity toward any 
woman, and finding all other means unavailing, except a 
personal trial of strength, he finally menaced him with a 
public exposure. This so far operated that S. consented 
to release the woman, who was ordered to her cabin. S. 
went to bed to sleep over his morning’s benevolence, and 
K. remained upon watch. 

A second occurrence of the same character, I think, with 
another female, happened. This was attended almost by 
a personal combat between the slave-driver and the carpen¬ 
ter. The cruelty was more aggravated, and K’s. indigna¬ 
tion more intense. The approach of day light only severed 
the disputants. The carpenter however, had early contrived 
to release the woman, and dared S. to pursue her to vent 
upon her his wrath. These scenes placed S. and K. in a 
new relation. The former was on the alert, that K. might 
not ascertain from the slaves, the additional agonies which 
they endured in consequence of the discovery which he 
had made; and K. was wide awake to interpose his shield, 
whenever an eligible opportunity offered; but as his em¬ 
ployments were restricted to the house, he could accurately^ 
know nothing of the scenes which were enacted in the* 
distant barns and fields. 

At length, the third and final rencontre took place just' 
before the glimmer of day break. Silently, E. appeared 
before S., while be was scourging a young woman, and" 
presenting fcis fist; “ Strike the girl again, and I will fell, 
you to the earth.” Choked with rage, S. could scarcely 
utter, “ Stand off, or I will cowskin you worse than that, 
bitch.” K. adroitly seized and wrested his whip from hiai 
hand, and assured him, “ If you offer in any way to molest 
me, I will knock you down, and give you some of the same, 
stripes that you have laid upon this poor creature, cost what, 
it may.” Dreading the carpenter’s muscular superiority, 
he sullenly watched K. release the woman, wrap her rags 
around her, and send her to her hovel. Without doubt, had 
S. been armed, or had anv means existed to have procured 
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a weapon to overpower him, the carpenter would have been 
murdered for his philanthropy. 

Their altercation continued until the coloured people be¬ 
gan to show themselves. £. asked the slave-driver, “ how 
would you like to see your wife and daughters, tormented as 
you do these women ? I could not stand thesightofmy wife 
and sister thus abused, and no man shall ever treat any wo¬ 
man so if I know it.” Having reproached him and threaten¬ 
ed him to his full satisfaction, he permitted him to depart to 
his house; “Go,” said K., “ and repent of your cruelty, 
and pray God to pardon you, and not to punish you as you 
deserve.” 

During the interval before breakfast, and while S. was 
asleep, as if he had been an infant in innocence; the car¬ 
penter arranged all his affairs, packed up his tools in his 
wagon, and prepared to depart. “ Where are you going ?” 
demanded S. in a blustering tone. “I am going to return 
home;” answered K. “ Then I will pay you nothing for 
what you have done,” retorted the .slave-driver, “ unless 
you complete your contract.” The carpenter left the scene 
of turpitude with this edifying declaration; “ I will not stay 
here a day longer; for I expect the fire of God will come 
down and burn you up altogether, and I do not choose to 
goto bell with you !” 

I believe, however, that K. through hushmoney, and pro¬ 
mises that the women should not thus be whipped any 
more, eventually returned and fulfilled his engagement. 

This unvarying course of unrighteousness, is witnessed 
by the youth in all its gradations; and iu none probably 
more injuriously to himself, than in the profaneness, and 
dreadfully vindictive language, in which the slaveholder’s 
exasperation is effused. Cursing, and swearing, and blas¬ 
phemy, may be impolite, or uncourteous, or even wrong, 
if introduced in the hearing of certain white gentlemen, 
and nominal Christian preachers; but the violation of the 
third commandment of the decalogue, among slaves, is not 
considered worthy of notice; hence, it is a common maxim 
with slaveholders, “ damning a negro, is not cursing and 
swearing.” 

One of the most kind and friendly class of slaveholders, 
9* 
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once called upon me for some copies of the swearer’s prayer, 
I remarked; “ I never understood that you were addicted 
to profane language.” He replied, “ No, I could not be 
called a swearer, I sometimes cursed the slaves, but that is 
thought nothing of. However, since I read the swearer’s 
prayer, 1 get choked; and cannot even do that, and 1 want 
to try the effect of a few of them upon my neighbours.” 
He carried away to his great delight, a pocket full of those 
tracts, for the relief of some around him of that class so 
aptly described by tb j methodist preacher. “ You are bad 
citizens, you will not even pray for your country; alas! 
there is a good reason for it, you cannot pray, you are 
choked! you have got a negro iu your throats.” 

The awful character and consequences of the varied ini¬ 
quities which are inseparable from slavery, are too obvious 
to be concealed; and it is irrefragable, that the habit of 
using profane language, and of indulging in furious ebulli¬ 
tions of unrestrained anger, however temporary may be 
the bursts of tempestous passion, as they are continually 
recurring, must naturally engender the most discordant 
tempers, and violent antipathies; and with few exceptions, 
these are the uniform constitutional adjuncts of every slave 
plantation. Indeed, the slaveholder could not maintain his 
unhallowed jurisdiction, without this apparent wrathful 
demeanour, and all its concomitant outrages. In this un¬ 
natural and constant storm, the children are born, and 
reared, andiu it they die. 

I was once called to write the will for a Presbyterian, 
who was greatlv debilitated. His wife was a Methodist; 
and also one of his sons about 18 years of age. The boy 
was conscientiously opposed to slavery root and branch. 
Weproceeded to divide the lands and all the other property 
very amicably. At length we came to the slaves. I 
paused and told them I could write no more; he insisted, 
and dictated the manner in which these were to be appor¬ 
tioned. Among other items, he directed that this boy, who 
declared that he never would hold a slave, should have a 
man and woman, and her children for his lot: but should 
the testator die before the son arrived at twenty-one years 
of age, and the latter would not take possession of them, 
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with a direct proviso against their emancipation; then the 
executors were orders to sell those slaves upon the best 
terms, and divide the proceeds among the younger children. 

I assured them, that I neither could nor would write any 
such clause in a will for any person; that separate from all 
the questions respecting the character of slavery, it involved 
the very utmost injustice; and that it was an unnatural 
usurpation over the rights of his son’s conscience. A se¬ 
vere and protracted disputation ensued. 1 reminded the 
parents of their Christian profession, and of their son’s 
hopeful piety. I endeavoured to impress upon the sick 
naan his emaciated condition, recalled to his memory, his 
early associations, when slavery appeared to him in no 
other light than as a fiend incarnate, and finally attempted 
to transfer his solemn attention to the accountability of man 
at the tribunal of Christ. He was in a measure docile, and 
not being able to evade or shake off the application of the 
truth ; he remarked, “ By our marriage contract, my wife 
was to have the sole management of the slaves, in fact, they 
are her property independent of me; and she will do as she 
likes with them.’’ This brought the lady and myself into 
direct collision; and during the whole evening, it was as 
impossible to keep her in any thing like rationality, as it 
would have been to quell the ocean in a storm. She called 
my truth, “all cant, all lies, all nonsense&c. When her 
fury was so far vented, that her husband and I could put in 
a few words; I expressed my regret at the occurrence. 

“ Mrs.-if there be any 'truth in God’s word, your 

profession of religion, if not directly hypocritical, must be 
vain. If there be any equity in the divine administration, 
the hope of the slave-holder, like the hope of a hypocrite, is 
of no more consistency than that of the spider’s web, and 

must perish. I can comfort Mr.-with no cheering 

gospel promise, for I know not one adapted to his case; 
and if mere be any correct mode of comprehending the 
scripture of truth, and he should speedily depart, indulging 
a hope of admission to glory, I fear that he will die with a 
lie in his right hand; for as your own homely preacher pro¬ 
claims, “ You think to go up to heaven with a gang of 
slaves on your back. No, no! I tell you that they will 
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sink you dow .1 to the dungeon of damnation.” Thus ended 
ihe making'.‘fa will for a female man-stealer! 

5. The fi th regular effect of slavery., as it exists in the 
United States upon the slave-holders, is this; It destroys 
every correct vino of equity, and Jills the adherent andpracti - 
tioner of the system with ail injustice and knavery. 

Slave-holders often boast of their magnanimity, high- 
mindedness, acute sense of honour, refined feelings of pro¬ 
priety, independence, and enlarged views of reciprocal ob¬ 
ligation. The claim to these virtues is made, but how are 
they practically exemplified? His magnanimity, high¬ 
mindedness and honour, are ready to resent the smallest 
unintentional affront, if he dare, in a while citizen; and 
for a similar suppositious offence, by a coloured man, pro¬ 
vided no white person is witness, to torture him as much, 
and as long, as his caprice or vengeance may dictate. His 
refined feelings of propriety, are illustrated in the varie¬ 
gated hues of his slaves of every colour, from Congo black 
to the lighest shade of mulatto. His independence, is his 
claimed superiority to all the laws of God and man. And 
his views, of recipocrity are, to pay the debts which he con¬ 
tracts to his white associate, because he can be coerced to 
discharge those obligations; but to rob all the coloured 
persons with whom he has any connexion, every day of 
liis life, and even by his last will and testament to die a 
kidnapper; and when entombed to bear the brief but ex¬ 
pressive epitaph, “Here lies an incorrigible, impenitent 
manstealer!” 

Two distinct cases will illustrate this system.—For the 
smallest offence, or for no fault at all, under the influence 
of irritation, the slaves are raved at and punished without 
mercy. 

A preacher, on the Lord’s day morning, frequently strip¬ 
ped his female slave or slaves, lied them up to the’rafters 
of his house, scourged them, left them there fastened, rode 
to the meeting house, and after preaching, returned home 
and repeated the flogging, or released them as his humour 
in the afternoon dictated. Although this was notorious ta 
the whole surrounding country, I never heard him censured 
either by a preacher, or by any other person, but a few of 
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ihe gospel fanatics, who could not discover any method to 
amalgamate torturing girls and preaching Christian love at 
the same time. 

There was a church member of the same class. Mrs. H. 
used to boast that she was the best hand to whip “ a wench” 
in all that country. She had a post in the yard to which 
she pinioned the girls, and after scourging them until she 
was tired, on the Lord’s day morning, she then would sprin¬ 
kle them with the usual mixture of salt, vinegar, &c., leave 
them fastened, exposed to the sun and flies, walk to the 
church, sit as demure as a popish nun, and after service 
repeat her flaying or not, according to her whim. I once 
expostulated with her upon the impropriety and wickedness 
of tliis course. “ Mrs. H. how can you possibly whip your 
girls so publicly on the Lord’s day morning, and disturb 
your neighbours going to public worship?” Her answer 
was a memorable specimen of slave driving and slave tor¬ 
turing Christianity. “ If I were to whip them on any other 
day ot the week, I might lose their work for a day; but by 
whipping them on Sunday, their backs get well enough by 
Monday morning !” That woman, if ahve, is no doubt a 
member still. 

It is utterly incomprehensible to every reflecting mind, 
how a pilferer of men, women and children, can be an honest 
andrignteousman. Slavery is a system of wholesale plunder. 
It commenced in “ the highest kind of theftand is prolong¬ 
ed by continual stealing. Slavery is oppression, fraud, and 
the forcible seizure of rights, comfort, property, liberty, and 
life, without cessation, and without end. Slavery is theft 
of the most atrocious character; it is always kidnapping; 
and there is neither the name, nor the cloak, nor the ap¬ 
pearance, nor even the pretension of integrity connected 
with its malignant robberies. Now, that a man can be up¬ 
right during six hours weekly in his intercourse with white 
men, who will force him to be just towards them; and the 
remainder of the seven days, be a voluntary rapacious 
grasper of every coloured citizen’s labour whom he can rob 
with impunity, to squander upon his lusts and profligacy; 
is a paradox, that no person of common sense, and much 
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less no man of Christian principles, for one moment, can 
admit. 

On my return to Virginia, in 1815, after the discussion 
respecting maostealing, which took place in the Presbyte¬ 
rian (Jener.'l Assembly of that year, I was informed, that 
there iad heeo a great excitement during my absence, re¬ 
specting a coloured man who belonged to a preacher, and 
I was referred to Mr. F. for the particulars. Mr. F. bad 
been nurtured among the Friends, anti although I believe 
not actually numbered with the society, yet he retained 
many of their principles and habits of life. After the usual 
salutation, I introduced the subject, and lie spontaneously 
disclosed his feelings in these words, “ I believe that you 
preachers are the greatest hypocrites in the world.” 1 an¬ 
swered, “ Not all of us I hope, Mr. F. certainly they are not 
all deceivers.” Mr. F. replied, “ How do I know ? there’s R., 
I thought he was the best man in the world, and look at the 
trick he has played me. I will hear no more of your preach¬ 
ing and praying, it is all hypocrisy.” He finally said, that 
so far he could not apply his censure to me; but he had no 
doubt that if there was only the chance, I should swap, 
cheat, and drive slaves like the rest of them. 

After the first burst of his indignation had passed away, 
he resumed his usual equanimity, and then proceeded to 
recount the tale. Instead of the conversational form, I 
have condensed it into a narrative. 

It seems that some years before this period, the preacher 
had exchanged a stallion horse for a citizen; the difference 
in value of the two animals was paid as usual. There was 
an understanding at the time of the barter, that when Tom 
should have fully earned the price paid for him, he should 
be emancipated; and with this enticing lure in prospect, 
Tom, to use their own expression, went to work like a 
negro._ Merely to relieve his wife, and against their mu¬ 
tual principles and feelings, Mr. F. had purchased a coloured 
woman for domestic duties, and with this female, Tom by 
consent of the parties cohabited. Thus years revolved 
until some ene of the honest Christians around, put it into 
Tom’s head, that he had earned much more than he cost, 
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and therefore, was justly eutitled to his freedom by the 
contract. 

Tom took proper advice, and being assured that the 
valuation of his labour was correct, began to talk toR. the 
preacher about going free. His claim was at first disre¬ 
garded ; then denied; and as Tom became more clamour¬ 
ous, he was threatened. Amid this feverish excitement 
months passed away, until in a momentary fit of delirious 
rage, Tom finding that he could not be free, resolved to 
mutilate himself, and with an axe chopped off the thumb 
and forefinger, I think, of his right hand. 

This gave a new aspect to the affair. R. speedily after 
removed to a distance, and not caring about Tom in his 
then sulky humour and helpless state, left him to be cured, 
and to work through the winter in any way which he 
could. At the latter end of May, 1815, the preacher ap¬ 
peared to make a final disposition of Tom. He attempted 
to sell him in vain. By all persons, even those who had 
no truly just notions of their own, the man was deemed 
to be justly entitled to his freedom. These would not pur¬ 
chase. The other “ Brokers in the trade of human blood,” 
would not buy a slave thus maimed and damaged,and the 
slave barterer was in a quandary. The path of duty, jus¬ 
tice, and humanity was plain and obvious, but that required 
the abandonment of several hundreds of dollars; and con¬ 
sequently, it was useless to expect that a man who had 
already violated his agreement, and been the cause of an 
irreparable injury, would voluntarily “do justly and love 
mercy.” He knew well, that Tom would be a source of 
unceasing vexation around his own house, and therefore, 
he had no alternative but to traffic or emancipate him. 
The former seemed impracticable, and the latter would 
cost too much. A good conscience is too precious a jewel 
for a slave-driving preacher to possess! One method only 
remained, and that was to tamper with Mr. F.; and through 
Tom’s connexion with his domestic coloured female, and 
his benevolent sensibilities, to induce Mr. F. to purchase 
the man, notwithstanding his altered condition, at the 
original price. When this proposition was first made to 
F. it was indignantly rejected. “ I bought a woman against 
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my judgment,” remarked the Friend, “ merely to preserve 
my wife’s health, and she has been ‘a burden upon my 
mind ever since, I will not trade in any mere of my fel¬ 
low creatures. Set Tom free according to your promise, and 
if he chooses to stay about here, I will employ him.” To 
this plan the preacher steadfastly objected. After some 
additional explanations, Mr. F. proceeded, “ If you will 
emsmeipate Torn, I will manumit the woman; and she 
shall live with me as before upon the customary wages." 
This proffer was scouted by thepreacher with equal inflexi¬ 
bility. Mr. F. then added, i! Take Tom away with you, 
and rather than separate the man and woman, I will libe¬ 
rate her, that she may accompany him.” ' 

But now another and an insuperable difficulty arose. 
The woman refused to be emancipated upon that condition; 
and with most provoking contempt declared, “ I will not 
live wife a preacher who has cheated my man out of his 
work and his freedom, and drove him in a fit of rage to cut 
off his thumb and finger; I would rather be Mr. F.’s slave. 
I will never live with that preacher.” In this dilemma 
the affair remained; until after some days probably had 
elapsed, tired of the woman’s lamentations at the idea of 
being obliged to separate froth her man, wearied with Tom’s 
unceasing importunities that F. would purchase him, with 
every promise of faithfulness, gratitude, and diligence to 
repay him; and exasperated at the unfeeling barbarity and 
unprincipled rapacity of the preacher, F. bought Tom, I 
believe, at the original price, which was paid for him in 
the barter for the horse. 

When Mr. F. had closed his detail, he subjoined, “ Ex¬ 
cuse me, all you preachers are hypocrites, and as such, I 
never will have any thing more to do with you.” He kept 
his word. He was always affable, kind and friendly as 
ever; af er my removal from Virginia used regularly to 
call upon me with all cordiality; often expressed his regret 
at the treatment lhad experienced in Virginia, expressed 
his indignation against R. and his flagrant iniquity, denoun¬ 
ced slavery in the most unmeasured terms; but unless he 
heard my farewell address when I left Virginia, I presume 
ha* never since attended the public worship of God. 
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The tenth divine commandmentof the moral law enjoins; 
“ thou shall not coret thjr neighbour’s wife, nor his ox, nor 
his asa, norany thing that ishis.” The slaveholder not only 
covets, but' actually steals tbe whole, and bis neighbours 
also; which was a crime of such infernal magnitude, that 
it did not seem requisite to tbe supreme legislator, even to 
prohibit that indescribably unnatural transgression. To 
defraud the labourer of his wages and hire, is condemned 
in the sacred volume, as a sin which is surely attended-by 
tbe curse of God; but this is a venial offence, compared to 
tho otber unrighteousness which is inseparably conjoined 
With slavery as it exists in die United States. 

A preacher bod a young coloured girl who was flonsti- 
rationally unhealthy. After every attempt to benefit and 
to invigorate her had been tried m vain, A. the preacher 
sold the girl to a member of bis congregation, and warrant¬ 
ed liar in the usual elegant style of the human flesh-dealers, 
” soqnd, healthy,” dec. with all the technical slang of that 
nrihrious science. The fraud was instantly discovered, and 
feWteBtoration of the sain paid for the u diseased wave” was 
demanded. This claim- A. refused \ upon which a suit at 
law was commenced by tbe layman. Duringtbe continu¬ 
ance of the action, which was protracted as long as money 
and chicanery, combined coula contrive, the daughter of 
sorrow died. The facts were so grds^feraraht, that the 
plaintiff recovered the full amount, of hisbtaka, with addi¬ 
tions! compensation, I believe,- for damages. From this 
predict, the preacher appealed to the Court of Chancery: 
and after the cause had been detained in that vortex of all 


that is just and good, untH the ingenuity of corruption could 
imprison it there no longer; the chancellor affirmed tbs 
paxor sentence, with a remark to this effect, that exclusive 
Of aU the questions respecting slavery, or of the relative 
cooditionof the patties, Which aggravated the turpitude of 
the casein the highest degree, a more scandalous and bare¬ 
faced specimen, of swindling had never passed under his 
judicial cognizance. Yet with the exception of a few 
Christian fanatics who indulged their reveries amid “ tfas 
poetry of philanthropy/’ I never knew that the preach** 
10 
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lost one particle of esteem, or was considered to have acted 
contrary to the character of a minister of the Gospel. 

The following exhibitions and practices are constantly 
passing in public in the southern regions, where they ex¬ 
cite not the smallest sensibility; or rather, in which the 
most dignified characters in society participate, not only 
without any compunction or pity, but even without the 
least apparent emotion. 

During the period of the last war, when the northern 
citizens were engaged in improving the breed of sheep, and 
also in extending the Merino race throughout the country, 
scenes occurred, the outrageous folly of which almost on- 
Mured their atrocious baseness. The travelling sheep 
owners would never trade so as to pay money in barter: 
and you might see those sons of cupidity, riding or walk¬ 
ing along the road with a flock of sheep, e horse or two, 
and one or more coloured persons young or old, male or 
female, all moving together; stopping at every large plan¬ 
tation* and in every village: and there,realizing all the va¬ 
rious processes of traffic; the citizensand the sheep equally 
transferable for money, horses,-or other track, if it suited 
the tra velling merchants tariff of prices and profit. 

One picture will illustrate this curious trade. A man 
with a flock of Merinos stopped at the door of a Methodist 
claas-leadef and offered trade. The Christian wanted a 
ram, but he bad no cash to spare, and no useless horse. 
There was a coloured woman iu the kitchen, a sort of 
supernumerary. She was ordered out in front of the house, 
and after a lengthened series of appraising and artifice, a 
lam with some sheep was turned into the yard, and the 
female with her bundle of clothing pursued the course 
Which the merchant took with his four legged tribe. It 
should however be added, that the Methodist repented of 
his sjn, and could he have traced the woman, would bare 
redeemed her from bondage. This particular fact is men¬ 
tioned, chiefly because it will verify the extreme obtuseness 
with which all the moral faculties can be blunted, when 
amiable enlightened American citizens can be so lost to all 
that is natural and just, as to exchange a woman for s 
flock of sheep.

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Auctions are statedly held for the sale of coloured citi¬ 
zens, as a distinct flesh-market; and more frequently with 
the four-legged cattle. They are always advertised to¬ 
gether, and the descriptions are in the same bee stly style, 

“ young, sound, without fault,” &c. The following gra¬ 
phical delineation of auctions for slaves was sent me some 
time since from Richmond. The author is a native, and 
always has been a resident of Virginia. It is the picture 
of a master artist, glowing with “ the poetry of philan¬ 
thropy.” 

“ Since irty visit to Richmond, the horrors of bondage, 
to me always a source of bitter anguish, have been exhi¬ 
bited to my view on a more extended scale than I had 
ever previously witnessed them. Here almost every morn¬ 
ing tne crimson auction flag,—fit emblem of the purpose 
it proclaims,—announces on its conspicuous label, that 
die'blood and bon* of American citizens are publicly to 
be vended! Here, half covered with rags , and loaded with 
che^ns, human beings are driven together in crowds, and 
by Wings calling themselves human, are sold and bought. 
Within a few days past, I have beheld in Richmond hun¬ 
dreds of men, women, and children, thus exposed in the open 
streets, and bartered off like brute animals ! 

* Draw near to that wretched group. Great have been 
their sufferings; but still they have feelings, and their 
condition may be worse. They are to be transferred -to 
other and unknown drivers. Their minds are revolving 
those hideous pictures of Carolina and Georgia cruelty, 
which have so truly been delineated unto them; and they 
know their destination is thitherward. The whole pros¬ 
pect of future life to them is dismal, dark, and frightful. 
Soon the only tie which binds them to life is to be severed. 
See that convulsive embrace! it is the last expression of 
connubial love, their last, long farewell. 

“This is but the beginning of misery. Those visages 
of grief indicate the desolation of whole families, all are 
dragged from each other, husband from wife, mother from 
child, father from son, and brother from sister, never more 
to meet on earth. 

“Hark! those groans and shrieks and plaints of wo are

the language of wretchedness, distracted love, and wild 
despair, See the mournful victims of avarice, rallied un¬ 
der die gory banner of their new tyrants; and laden with 

E onderpus fetters, commence their toilsome march to the 
md infamously wrested from the Cherokees, which they 
are destined to fertilize with their sweat and their blood. 
Behind the melancholy groups, are their merciless drivers, 
nrmed with whips, bludgeons, and pistols, in ferocious 
pomp. These are the almost daily exhibitions which pre¬ 
sent themselves in this land, boasting of its liberty, its be¬ 
nevolence, and its Christianity. Yet these scenes pass 
before us without excitiug a murmur of sympathy, either 
public or private. With our Bill of Rights upbraiding us 
tor our falsehood and despotism, and condemning our daily 
wicked practices; we still vaunt our devotion to freedom, 
the philanthropy of our sentiments, and our inextinguisha¬ 
ble .attachment to the rights of man. Were jt not for the 
human misery connected with it, this would be a most 
farcical absurdity! These most ungodly, shameful, and 
degrading spectacles of human thraldom are almost per¬ 
petually exhibited in the public streets, without awakening 
a moment’s censure or concern. 

In the mean time, the streams of amusement flow on 
with an unruffled current. The hum and bustle of busi¬ 
ness, for one minute, are not suspended. The poor co¬ 
loured citizen’s anguish touches no fibre of sensibility, ex¬ 
cept in his own bosom, and the bosom of his fellow-suf¬ 
ferers. 

Even the fair delicate female, whose heart should 
throb in unison with every pulsation of human wo, be¬ 
holds this indescribable wretchedness and torture with 
careless unconcern. Her face is the seat of smiles and 
gaiety, in the presence of all this gloomy array of sorrow. 
She too can talk of the cent per cent value of human flesh, 
with all the cold calculating cupidity which is manifested by 
“ the Christian broker in ihe trade of blood,” What 
can be more revolting, than the unfeeling and insulting 
teruflny of females, which is instituted by the dealers in 
men, among the objects of their mercenary traffic? What 
can he more disgusting than the slang with which they 
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discuss the marketable qualities of human beings ? What 
more inflammatory to our indignation, than the frozen in¬ 
difference with which they witness the unhappiness of 
their victims ? I have beheld these soul-traffickers in their 
shambles, bartering the blood of their fellow citizens. A 
cannibal ferocity scowled on their shameless visages. The 
fires of hell glanced from their eyes. The germs of affec¬ 
tion, hope, and happiness withered under their flash. 
That flame seemed to hum back on itself with insatiate 
greediness! and my soul shuddered at the cruelty of 
man.” 

This is a recent picture of slavery in Richmond, deli¬ 
neated not by a “ hot-lmaed enthusiast and a “ reckless 
fanatic" but by a patriot statesmen of the first rank; who, 
in virtue, intellect, and affectionate sensibilities, as far sur¬ 
passes the New-York Clinton Hall mob orators and their 
associates, as the brilliauce of truth outshines the fogs of 
error, and Christian uprightness and consistency surpass 
jn value the knavery of a concealed accessory in crime, 
or the open perfidy of a conscience-seared Judas. 

From this yivid portraiture, it appears that at those 
auctions for slaves, all family bonds, and every relation of 
domestic life are severed without compunction or remorse; 
and the wailings of the wretched and hopeless children of 
despotism and savageness only furnish amusement to the 
obdurate flint-hearted soul-traders. Parents and children, 
and lovers; and associates in misery, whose cohabitation 
has been their only solace in privations, stripes, chains, 
disease, and starvation, are separated to glut the avarice, 
or to satiate the prodigality of the licentious slave-driver. 
Is he a just man ? 

Let us survey another scene in this labyrinth of Ameri¬ 
can tragedy. By the Bloody code of slave-laws, one white 
man’s evidence against a coloured citizen is sufficient to 
criminate; no coloured testimony against a white witness 
js admissible; and where slavery is concerned, unless 
through political wrangling or from revenge, and even in 
those cases ordinarily the attempt would only recoil upon 
the coloured man’s friend, no white man will appear as a 
witness on behalf of a coloured person; and the law au*

thorizes the court which condemns a man found guilty of 
any crime, to appraise the slave, the value of whom is paid 
by the sheriff of the county to the slave-holders. From 
tills diabolical machination flow the following and similar 
developments of integrity, truth, justice, benevolence, and 
American freedom. 

For brevity’s sake, we will call the slave-driver Brown. 
This man has a restive, sturdy slave, who is too wise and 
too noble spirited for his degraded condition. Finding that 
no power can coerce the slave to submit to the vile sway 
exercised over him, Brown goes to a magistrate, swears to 
the commission of some crime which places the coloured 
roan within the jurisdiction of the highest court assigned 
for the trial of slaves. There, without any other evidence 
than notorious barefaced perjury, known probably to all 
the magistrates, he is condemned, valued, and driven off 
to the Penitentiary. Speedily after Brown has received 
the stipulated sum from the state for the loss of his slave 
who had been condemned as a felon; he proceeds to the 
governor, pretends great commiseration for the hapless 
condition of the unfortunate wretch, and both to relieve 
the state, and show mercy to the criminal, Brown offers, if 
the governor will release him from the Penitentiary, that 
he will take the criminal out of the state, so that he shall 
no more trouble it. Glad to empty the prison, and send out 
of the state such adepts in crime, as he supposes, the go¬ 
vernor releases the slave, and Brown drives off his prize to 
the next state, sells him as a valuable working band for 
an increased price, warranted; and returns home with his 
dollars, boasting how he has befooled the court, and 
tricked the Governor. 

The following narrative was received from a Preacher, 
who I believe, held not a slave; and whose mind was pro¬ 
bably like that of many others, who had been born in Vir¬ 
ginia, almost dead asleep to any thing connected with 
slavery, except in its grosser and more revolting wicked¬ 
ness. At that time the Preacher resided with a Magis¬ 
trate, who was an officer of a Christian church. He called 
upon me one Saturday evening, in no small perturbation; 
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and informed me, that he had witnessed this exhibition of 
judicial equity and power. 

A travelling slave-dealer had that afternoon met with a 
strong, able-bodied coloured man, and having ascertained 
his master, made the farmer such a tempting offer, that it 
was irresistible. But what pretext could be alleged for 
severing the man from his woman and children ? The 
slave-merchant suggested a complaint to the magistrate 
against the slave, which would insure a sentence of 39 
stripes; when he would appear and offer to remove the 
slave out of the state, if the owner would sell him, and the 
magistrate remit the punishment. The plan was adopted. 
Some petty crime was alleged; all the man’s protestations 
of innocence, and incidental statements which proved that 
he was not guilty, were unavailing; he was ordered to be 
stripped and receive 39 lashes upon the spot. At this 
juncture, the American citizen-trader appeared, and prof¬ 
fered to purchase the man, provided they would release 
him from the scourging; and to give security to the Magis¬ 
trate, that within a certain period, he should be transferred 
to another state. The magistrate recommended the adop¬ 
tion of this measure; and hoping all the parties would 
agree, consented to postpone the punishment until the Mon¬ 
day ensuing. 

The preacher intimated that he had no doubt the magis¬ 
trate was privy to the whole iniquity. “ How,” said the 
servant of the sanctuary, “ can I preach to these people to¬ 
morrow?” I replied, “Very well; go and thunder the 
doctrine of retribution in their ears, till by the divine bless¬ 
ing you cure or kill them.” The poor creature, tortured 
between the abandonment of his only earthly associates, 
and the dread of the 39 stripes, which he knew would be 
most mercilessly inflicted, at last sullenly consented to go 
to Carolina or Tennessee; and on the ^Monday morning 
after, heart-broken, he commenced his journey most proba¬ 
bly to a premature grave. 

Free coloured persons are often united to female slaves. 
As soon as practicable they purchase the emancipation of 
the woman and their own children. A difference of 100 
or 150 dollars in price is made, if the female be pregnant, 
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unless the man chooses to wait the result of her deli¬ 
very ; or consents to some conditional stipulation,by which 
in case of the life of the child, the man thief shall ohtain an 
additional bonus Yet the manager of this accursed traffic, 
the receiver of thir, price of blood, this worse than prowling 
Arab, who sells tne children born in his house, and the 
trader of another citizen’s wife and infant, even before it is 
born, professes to be a Christian, and declares that he is not 
a kidnapping Ishmaelite, but an honest man ; what nefari¬ 
ous transaction then possibly can be ungodliness? 

An officer of one of those synagogues of Satan, called a 
church, which was composed of men-stealers, detained ia 
his accursed man-trap, a coloured woman, who cohabited 
with an American citizen, who by their own infernal laws 
was free. I think she had three children, and was bear* 
ing the fourth. During a late period of her pregnancy, this 
exemplary son of mercy so scourged and lacerated her, that 
the existence of both the female and her anticipated off¬ 
spring was endangered. In consequence of the uproar 
which this Christian’s barbarity occasioned, even among 
the female slave tyrants, Jack, as the man was called, was 
advised to make a resolute attempt to obtain the liberation 
of his wife. The plan succeeded, so far, that B. the slave 
driver finally agreed to sell the woman, and the three 
children, I believe, for 600 dollars to their own husband and 
father; with the proviso, that if the unborn child survived 
the birth, a certain short definite period, the man-stealer 
was to receive 100 dollars more; and this sum at the pe¬ 
riod referred to, a preacher of one denomination was paying 
by instalments to a lay church officer of another sects 
There is religion for you! of the genuine slave-driving 
stamp; equally as sublime and good, as that which rules 
the congregation in Virginia, who hold a gang of slaves, 
rent them to various Egyptian task-masters, and from the 
ungodly proceeds, pay their minister his salary. How a 
man can preach, and knowingly receive the wages thus 
feloniously griped from the poor and defenceless children of 
sorrow; money saturated with their tears, begrimed with 
their blood, procured through their stripes, and cursed with 
their anguish, is a problem which no mortal can solve, 
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They must recur to the author of the iniquity, Satan; who 
stands by grinning; claps the Judaslike preaching hypo¬ 
crite on the back, and says, “ Go on at that, brother!” 

The above citizen Jack had become free in divine pro¬ 
vidence; but his back was a transcendent curiosity. From 
his neck to his loins, it appeared in furrows like a ploughed 
field, and the whole equally unimpressible and hard. In 
point of feeling and softness,, the raised flesh in rows, and 
the bone covered with nothing but the skin, were equal. 
I asked the brother, how his back could possibly have at¬ 
tained such an extraordinary character ? His reply was, 

“ Master-I forget his name, or I would publish it at 

length to immortalize him, “used to take the hickory 
sticks and the cow-skins; first he would whip the flesh up, 
then he would beat it downwards, and when he was tired, 
he would put on the salt, pepper, mustard and vinegar. So 
he followed on, till he made my back just as you see it.’ 
I inauired, “ How did you get free ?” His answer was ut¬ 
tered with great devotional sensibility. “ The Lord in 
heaven knows how that was done; Jack could never find 
out; but it is safely recorded, and now Jacl will have his 
wife and children free too.” 

The man-thief who was receiving 100 dollars annually 
from Jack the preacher, held a mortgage or title to the wo¬ 
man and all her children, by which fn case the payments 
were not made, he could seize her, and sell her to the 
highest bidder to obtain the balance claimed by his atro¬ 
cious rapacity. 

The pursuit and seizure of a runaway slave, as he is dis¬ 
gracefully denominated, is equally as direct and ruffian kid¬ 
napping as it is to sail to Liberia, raise a palaver, with 
"rum, guns, and gunpowder ,” storm a village, then steal 
every defenceless African in the vicinity, and ship them to 
Charleston or Savannah. Every public officer who aids 
to arrest, and every Magistrate or Judge who delivers his 
sentence, by which the coloured citizen who has escaped 
from die American “ house of bondage,” is again forced to 
return to “ the land of Egypt,” to experience all its terrors 
and anguish, and to wither and die amid its inexpressible 
toils and tortures, is not only guilty of wilful and corrupt per- 
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jury; but he is a daring violator of the divine command 
ment, Deuteronomy 23: 15, which peremptorily enjoins: 
“ thou shalt not deliver unto his master, the servant who 
is escaped from his master unto thee.” That divine cen¬ 
sure rests upon them all: “ when thou sawest a thief, then 
thou consentedst with him,” Psalm 50: 18; and they may 
well dread the infliction of the divine judgments, Obadian 
14,15. “ Thou shouldst not have stood in the crossway 
to cut off those that did escape: neither shouldst thou 
have delivered them up in the day of distress. As thou 
hast done it, shall be done unto thee; thy reward shall re¬ 
turn upon thine own head.” Wo be to some American 
judges, and fueir inferior myrmidons, if the Lord should 
ever permit them own daring injustice and iniquity to re¬ 
coil upon themselves. 

The constitution of the United States does not justify the 
delivery of slaves who have escaped from their thraldom to 
their former kidnappers. Thai instrument speaks of per¬ 
sons “ held to service,” and the implication is by their own 
contract; and who therefore by violating it, have com¬ 
mitted a fraud, and should be enforced to execute their 
agreement; such as apprentices, hired workman, &c. 
But a slave is no more “ held to service.” in strict English 
parlance, than a horse who is fastened in a stable by an 
iron chain, with his four legs completely fettered. The 
laws of Congress upon this subject, are now, as they always 
have been, utterly null and void; being directly opposed to 
the supreme law of Jehovah; and no Christian ever did or 
possibly can conscientiously execute them. They are a 
flagrant violation of the rights of man; they are an insult 
to comroo i sense; and they are an indelible disgrace to 
our republic and the world. Away with them ! 

Every magistrate or judge, when a coloured citizen is 
thus brought before him, if he had the fear of God before 
his eyes, and was not instigated by the devil, for all lawyers 
thus profess to believe in God the Judge, and the devil the 
prompter of all mischief; every magistrate or judge, should 
simply inquire, whether a citizen, coloured or white is of no 
importance, had been forcibly seized in the high road, 
without crime or the semblance of judicial authority; and 
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if that fact were ascertained, be ought at once to release 
decoloured innocent citizen, and send the white kidnappers 
to jail without bail; and every magistrate or judge, who 
does not thus administer justice, violates his oath, and ne¬ 
glects the duties, which by the law cf God he is imperatively 
bound to execute. 

Nothing can more evidently display the unblushing hypo¬ 
crisy of all slave-drivers without exception, than one series 
of constantly occurring criminality. Coloured citizens, in 
the fulfilment of the first law of God and man, escape from 
their vassalage; and Christians so called, not less than 
infidel scorners, will ransack every nook and corner of 
the republic to restore that free born citizen to their hellish 
captivity; for no child can enter the world a slave! 
The tnan-thief will devote time, toil, and expense with the 
utmost profusion and good-will, to recover the fugitive, and 
for what purpose ? that he may pour out his wrath in tor¬ 
menting, and slowly murdering the object of his ven¬ 
geance. At the same time, he pretends, to whine out his 
cant over the evils of slavery; and with genuine Satanic 
hypocrisy, professes his willingness to extirpate the odious 
wickedness of kidnapping. Are not those slaveholders, 
especially if they are professing Christians, undisguised 
counterparts and followers of Judas ? 

Alas! our metropolis and all parts of the southern states, 
are guilty of legalizing still more atrocious outrages and 
iniquity; crimes of such nefarious magnitude, that they 
were never perpetrated except by slave-drivers. Freemen, 
who indisputably never were subject to the despotic code 
of the modern Egyptian task-masters, are seized on the 
public roads, or in their habitations, immured for a short 
time in a filthy dungeon, in the nearest jail of misery; and 
for which audacious wickedness, the sheriff and all his 
subordinate myrmidons are equally condemnable; then 
sold out for prison fees, or rather for legal robbery; mana¬ 
cled, and bought for transportation to a distant state, by 
the original man-thief. This most detestable and compli¬ 
cated ungodliness is universally and notoriously practised, 
and sanctioned by custom and law in the district of Colum¬ 
bia, and in all the slave dealing districts south of the Poto- 
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mac; and if not actual participants in the unholy craft, the 
municipal officers connive at the man-»*ealer, and promote 
his open unnatural felony. The tale of a white man thus 
forcibly seized, tied to the tail of a horse, dragged to a 
loathsome jail, and trafficked like a stray brute, would fill 
the country with alarm and wrath; yet kidnapping a 
coloured citizen, because he is “ guilty of wearing a dark 
bin,” not only in the slave-driver’s code, but in our federal 
ungodly legislation, so far from being a heart-rending robbery, 
is a laudable display of superior cleverness; and these men- 
stealers,withtheirofficialcoadjutors, legislators, magistrates, 
and sheriffs, affirm, that they are all excellent Christians and 
Republicans: who then are hypocrites and ruffian pirates ? 

Nothing is more common than for two of these white 
partners in kidnapping, Satan like, to start upon the prowl; 
and if they find a freeman on the road, to demand his cer¬ 
tificate, tear it in pieces, or secrete it, tie him to one of their 
horses, hurry off to some jail, while one whips the citizen 
along as fast as their horses can travel. Theie by an un¬ 
derstanding with the jailor, who shares in the spoil, all 
possibility of intercourse with his friends is denied the sto¬ 
len citizen.'*’ At the earliest possible period, the captive is 
sold out to pay the felonious claims of the law, bought 
through jugglery, by this trio of man-stealers; and then 
transferred to some of their accomplices of iniquity, the 
American citizen traders, who fill every part of the southern 
states with rapine, crime, and blood. 

In addition to this astounding turpitude; another appall¬ 
ing wickedness frequently is enacted; which defies all accu¬ 
rate description; and which, if the least genuine human 
and Christian sensibility predominated in our country, 
would “make every man’s ears who heareth it to tingle.’ 1 
Slaves are articles of gambling. Men, women and children* 
often the dissolute lawless profligate’s own adulterous 
progeny, are transferred from one domestic tyrant to another, 
by the turn of a card, or the shake of the dice, or the fleet¬ 
ness of a horse, or any of the other numerous modes rf 
fraud and robberv, which these debauched gamesters have 
invented to swindle each other with impunity; yet forsooih, 
“ they are all honourable men.” This was done in Washing- 
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ton not long ago; and 1 presume, is still practised even by 
members of Congress. If these are dignified citizens, by 
what epithet will you describe a horde of peculating, preda¬ 
tory freebooters ? 

These direful abominations, however, are almost pardon¬ 
able, when contrasted with another ordinary practice among 
slave-drivers. They not only violate all their conjugal vows 
without any remorse, for the sake of increasing tne stock 
of marketable human cattle; but then, especially, to uso 
their own most loathsome phrase, if "they are likely 
wenches,” they will sell their own female offspring at a 
higher price, on account of their lighter colour, and their 
improved form. 

. I knew a member of the Legislature of Virginia, with a 
large family, who speedily after his arrival in Richmond, 
bought a mulatto girl, scourged her mercilessly until she 
was forced to submit to his sensuality, removed her to 
his residence, and had several children by her. To pay a 

S tent awarded against him for having with others 
and almost murdered a traveller alive, because the 
stranger would not gamble with the knaves; for this same 
son - of Belial read the prayers over him, and in equal 
mockery, they fired three rounds at his grave; the woman 
and the children were seized. He raised the money to pay 
the sheriff, by a conditional transfer of the woman and his 
own children; but being an adept in this hopeful science, 
I believe he finally contrived, by some of the quirks of 
law, of which he was a practitioner, to cheat both the man- 
stealer from whom he bought the girl, and also the Ishmael- 
ite to whom he pretended to sell her and his children. 

Sometimes, the mother and the junior tribe are disposed 
of in a lot, but more frequently the females are sold for 
‘'breeding wenches,” and yet, these same unnatural slave¬ 
dealing monsters,boast of their honour, highmindedness, and 
justice; then what is pollution, debasement, and villany ? 

All this fearful wickedness, the man-stealer’s child wit¬ 
nesses from his infancy, in unceasing variety, and perma¬ 
nent action. No instructor admonishes him of the atrocious 
“ iniquity of their sins.” Thi '3 evil spirit he imbibes, and 
these crimes as far as his situation admits, he perpetrates, 
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after the example of hia neighbours and associates. In 
this course he lives; and in the love and practice of this 
ineffably odious wickedness, he enters eternity. Yet by 
courtesy, he is denominated a gentleman, probably a Chris¬ 
tian ; for unless there are two white witnesses to prove 
his transgressions, he cannot be convicted. Who then 
can be a miscreant, and a servant of Satan ? 

6 . Tbe sixth natural effect of slavery upon slave¬ 
holders, is this; It renders men violent in cruelty . 

The facts which already have been specified, plainly 
determine ; that slavery is a most agonizing system; even 
if its unnatural enormities and exactions did not more im¬ 
mediately affect human existence. But the barbarity 
of slave-driving never relaxes, until it terminates in the 
death of its anguished and wo-worn victim. Who can 
calculate the myriads of murders which have been com¬ 
mitted, by the process of slow-paced famine ? by diseases 
consequent upon the deprivation of essential clothing? by 
the torturing scourge ? and by thejnore deliberate butchery, 
as well as in the sudden bursts of malignant fury ? 

Some years since, a man in Virginia, after a long trial was 
acquitted for the unrelenting and undisputed killing of a 
young woman, who had died from the mortification of her 
lacerated body, during several weeks of excruciating pro¬ 
tracted torture. Her body and her legs were literally cut 
in pieces. A more barbarous slow paced malignant murder 
can scarcely be found recorded even in the annals of man¬ 
stealing. The facts could not be denied. He was acquitted 
on two grounds. The woman bad not received, as far as the 
evidence stated, more than the number of stripes which by 
law he was empowered to inflict at one time, and she had 
not actually expired under the lash. It was also main¬ 
tained in his defence, that the woman was his property as 
much as his sheep, and that he had a legal right to do as 
he would with it. One of the counsel for the ruffian slave- 
driver, in his speech, expressed his surprise at any judicial 
investigation for whipping a slave to death; for said he, 
“ in that part of Virginia where I was born, it would be 
considered the greatest insult possible, to take any notice 
of a gentleman for killing a Negro 1” That lawyer’s state- 
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ment is no doubt correct, for even in the case of the wo¬ 
man-killer referred to, there was great difficulty in procur¬ 
ing the formal investigation which elicited the facts, and 
the examining court were so intimidated, it is supposed, by 
the opposition of the slave-drivers, that they dared not to 
transfer the murderer- to the higher court for trial and pun¬ 
ishment. One of the counsel assured me, that he aided 
in the villain’s defence, solely to expose the unspeakable 
iniquity of the Virginian code of laws respecting slavery. 

This butchering iniquity is so frequent, that when a 
slave is missing, citizens who are not men-stealera may 
“ guess;” but they dare not express their suspicions or even 
their knowledge, 

A few years ago, in Maryland, a most barbarous planter 
was killed in a St of desperation, almost in self-defence, by 
four of his slaves, whom he had threatened to half murder 
for not performing some work within a given time, which 
it was absolutely impossible for them to accomplish. It 
was discovered, while the unfortunate culprits were in 
prison, that with the commission of every other atrocious 
outrage upon their female companions, within a few years, 
that slave-driver bad deliberately butchered twenty or more 
of his slaves, their relative associates, with circumstances 
of almost incredible horror. The four men were murdered 
by law, as a sacrifice to the popular clamour. These 
crimes are not perpetrated where a white man can be evi¬ 
dence ; and the climax of all the heaven daring, hell bom 
wickedness of slavery is this; that a coloured person’s 
testimony is not received against a while man; not even 
from a female for the violation of her person : or for an 
attempt to kill, or the actual commission of murder. 

A minister of Virginia informed me of this fact, which 
occurred in his own congregation. “A member of my 
church,” said the brother, “has lately whipped a coloured 
young man to death. Nobody saw it but the rest of his 
slaves. What shall I do ?” rny reply was; “ I hope you 
do not mean to continue him in your church.” “ How can 
we help it ? the minister remarked; “ we dare not call him 
to an account; for as we have no legal testimony, he would 
file |U the officers of the Church for slander and ruin us.” 
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Their Communion season, I believe, was on the second 

Sabbath following. I addressed his wife. “ Mrs.- 

what do you think of'.his Christian; do you mean to sit at 
the Lord’s table with him?” “ Hot Ishe answered, “ I 
would as soon commune with the devil himself.” The 
murderer passed off, not only unpunished, but also even 
unnoticed, either by ecclesiastical discipline, or the civil 
authority. 

If the infernal secrets of the kidnappers’ prison-houses, 
their plantations, could be divulged ; and all the tortures, 
scourgings, rapes, mannings, barbarity, pollution, and 
massacres with which they are begrimed, black and bloody, 
could be unfolded, the record would be like the ancient 
roll of the Prophet Ezekiel, " written within and without, 
lamentations, mourning and wo.” 

Some time since, a coloured woman was put in the jail 
of Lexington, Kentucky. She was charged with having set 
fire to her tyrant’s barn, &c.; and upon the trial was convict¬ 
ed, and sentenced to death. Her execution was respited on 
account of her pregnancy . During her detention in the pri¬ 
son, her unhappy and delicate condition awakened the at¬ 
tention of some ladies of that town, who visited her in her 
cell; and in endeavouring to impress her mind with a 
proper sense of her guilt, they elicited the cause why she 
had committed the offence. * The unfortunate creature’s 
narrative was to this effect. 

A young man, a slave on a neighbouring plantation, and 
6 he had become faithfully attached, and were permitted by 
her master to cohabit together. After a lapse of some 
time, her driver fixed his adulterous eyes upon her, and 
demanded her compliance with his sensual desires. She 
refused. He insisted; whipped her unmercifully for her 
disobedience to his orders; and finally, partly through her 
incapacity in her emaciated state longer to resist him, and 
partly by force, accomplished his infamous design. During 
this procedure, the ruthless felon had prohibited her lover 
from appearing about his house. When she began to re¬ 
cover from the effects of her scourgings, her companion 
was again permitted to visit her. The honest affectionate 
(Creature told him the story of her sufferings and of herde* 
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basement ; and besought him to continue his tenderness 
and his .-egard towards her, assuring him that in the midst 
m all her stripes and defilement, she had been only and 
unreservedly his faithful partner both in heart and person. 
He received the information with distrust; even the marks 
of the cruelty which she had endured did not pacify him • 
and finding from her confessions, that the ravisher often was 
connected with her, the coloured man sullenly left his 
formerly beloved associate, stating, that he would not give 
away his love any longer to a woman who was so disho¬ 
noured ; whether it was involuntary on her part, or with 
her consent. Finding that all attempts to recover his af¬ 
fections and company were unavailing, in a state of 
frenzied exasperation with her master, at her complicated 
wrongs, she went out of the kitchen with a firebrand, and 
set fire to the barn, which with its contents were con¬ 
sumed. 

This was the substance of the piteous tale, which the 
condemned woman told the ladies in her dungeon. The 
white man, in common parlance, was a respectable and 
influential citizen; and the ladies reminded the delinquent, 
that attempts to exculpate herself, by criminating her 
master with such a heinous offence, would only render her 
situation the worse, and every endeavour to save her life 
more hopeless. She maintained the truth of her state¬ 
ment with undeviating pertinacity; and avowed her con¬ 
viction, that her ravisher would not have the hardihood to 
deny her narrative in the presence of those ladies. 

At length, feeling indignant at this brutal modeof exter¬ 
minating all feminine sensibilities, the ladies resolved, if 
possible, to ascertain the truth of the womans tale. The 
coloured man first was secretly examined. He confirmed 
it in all its points, so far as her excuses to him had been 
offered for her unwilling infidelity, and stated to the inquirers 
some other common facts which occurred between the 
planters and their female slaves, which he alleged in justifi¬ 
cation of his doubts of her attachment, and of his ceasing 
any more to visit her. From some of the other female 
slaves belonging to the same gentleman, I believe, the 
ladies obtained additional information which finally pro- 
11 * 
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dueed the full conviction in their minds, that the wo tan's 
statement was not only true, but that the worst par of it 
had not been communicated to them. They thereft e re¬ 
solved if possible to save her life, and procure her freedom. 

They had no easy task to accomplish. The station of 
the villain who had originated these evils; the difficulty of 
combating a white man for crimes perpetrated in private 
and without any legal evidence; the probable opposition of 
their own husbands; and the unconquerable prejudices 
of the whole mass of society around them, all were arrayed 
against their effort; but they determined to effect, if possi¬ 
ble, their benevolent design by union and persever <>. 
From whatever cause, whether political collisions, o 
like arising from personal disputation, or envy, sorm 
their husbands mandated a willingness to aid their wives 
in their merciful objec.. The grand difficulty was this; to 
obtain such an acknowledgment of the facts from that de¬ 
stroyer of female happiness, that the ladies nmht be ena¬ 
bled to appeal to the governor with the assurance of suc¬ 
cess. 

' It was contrived, if practicable, to induce the wretch to 
visit the daughter of wo in her dungeon. This solicitation 
he steadfastly rejected. When, however, the time of her 
delivery approached, another attempt was made for that 
purpose; and he was asked, whether he was wiiiing that 
the poor creature, for in her agitated state, she might not 
survive the hour of nature’s sorrow, should die without 
his pardon? This manoeuvre was successful; and he pro¬ 
mised at a certain hour to visit her, accompanied by some 
of those gentlemen whose wives had soothed the woman's 
anguish, and consoled her in her heavy affliction. 

When the gentlemen and the slave-driver arrived at the 
prison, to the manifest surprise of the latter, they found 
several ladies present, robed m all the sternness of matronly 
dignity and purity. After a little preliminary blustering, 
the woman scourger asked his slave; “ Are you not sorry 
for having set fire to my property ?” She feelingly replied, 
“ I am very sorry for it." Some other unimportant remarks 
followed, when one of the ladies inquired; “ What induced 
you to set fire to Mr.-'s bam ?” The coloured woman 
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then narrated the circumstances, precisely as she had be¬ 
fore stated them. When she had finished, another lady 
remarked to this effect; “ Such a hideous story cannot be 
tnie, you are only speaking falsely of your master.” Du* 
ring this whole lime, the ladies and their husbands were 
scrutinizing the varying features of the slave-holder, and 
saw clearly enough the evidence of his guilt indelibly de¬ 
picted on his countenance. The woman answered, “ What 
I have said is all true, and master cannot deny it.” 

From this direct attack there was no escape. The wo¬ 
man torturer began to talk largely of his property, his power 
over his slaves, the dangerous impropriety of other per¬ 
sons interfering between the master and his coloured people, 
his right to manage his plantation as he pleased, thevillany 
which the woman had committed in burning his barn, and 
that he had done nothing more than all his neighbours always 
did, with a long strain of similar ungodliness. The persons 
present heard him to the end with great patience, and did 
not pretend to dispute any one of his most vile principles. 
Oneof the ladies merely told him, that their sole object was 
to relieve an unfortunate creature in a very delicate condition, 
and under the sentence of the highest punishment which 
the law can inflict; and that the statement which she had 
made, if true, and they should fully believe it, unless he 
denied and disproved her account, so palliated her offence, 
that they should exert their influence with the governor for 
her pardon and release. The coloured woman finding her¬ 
self thus supported, solemnly reiterated the truth of her 
narrative, and defied her tormentor to deny its accuracy. 
Whether the man-stealer directly admitted the facts, as 
detailed by his victim, I do not remember; my impression 
is, that he substantially corroborated them; boldly pleading 
bis rights, and that the female slaves ought thus to be sub¬ 
servient to their masters, for the benefit of the plantations-, 
and to increase their attachment to their owners. As soon 
as the ladies retired from the prison, they deviged.their plan, 
and obtained an interview with the governor, who at once 
reversed the sentence of the law, and as a commutation for 
aer sufferings, I think, in due legal form, immediately 
enrolled the emancipation of the victim of lust and cruelty. 
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Slavery was begun in avarice and barbarity. From the 
first preparation of the slave vessel in Europe and America, 
through all its multiplied anguish and wailing, till the 
slave’s .decease in hopeless bondage, its character is the 
same. J In some tew instances, its horrors may be miti¬ 
gated, but its uniform and essential predominating quality 
is blood, human blood /, .Like “ the horse-leech, it ones, give, 
give!” and it is one of those things which is “ never, satis¬ 
fied, and saith not, it is enough.” 

One of the most decided and inflexible opponents of man¬ 
stealing in this republic, is a gentleman of Virginia, who 
was born amid slaves; nearly all whose early knowledge 
was obscured through that blinding system; and all whose 
associates, whether by natural or matrimonial relations, 
are in various degrees infected with the leprosy of slavery. 
Some years ago, during a solemn and momentous discus¬ 
sion on the extension of slavery in the United States, he 
thus remarked. “My hostility to slavery springs from 
my attachment to justice and freedom. All my early habits 
and associations were calculated to blind me with prepos¬ 
sessions in its favour ; but before I had passed the limitsof 
boyhood, I read the history of our Revolution, the declara¬ 
tion of Independence, ana the Virginia Bill of Rights, and 
the scales fell from my eyes. With the opinions I entertain 
on this subject, if ever I give a vote in behalf of human 
bondage, I should myself be unworthy of freedom.” 

That patriotic orator and philanthropist, although he did 
not deem it advisable on that occasion to unfold all the 
means which had aided his correct discernment of the 
truth; yet he communicated to me the following specimen 
of H eye salve," with which in junior life his eyes had been 
anointed, that he might see the genuine character of that 
American bondage, which in the two ensuing paragraphs, 
he so eloquently describes. Let it be remembered, this 
is not a “ reckless incendiary,” this is not a “ hair brained 
firebrand,” this is not a “ rabid agitator;” but a thoughtful, 
amiable, enlightened and judicious legislator. 

“ My heart sickens. Whence these unwonted emo¬ 
tions ? Their source lies in the consideration, that it is 
necessary, even in this land overflowing with the benedio* 
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lions of heaven, illumined by the light of science, and the 
celestial splendours of Christianity—this land bought with 
the blood, and the lives of patriots, and pouring forth ho¬ 
sannas to the God of our fathers and our freedom, for the 
hallowed boon of liberty—that, even here in this land, it 
becomes necessary to oppose a deliberate and voluntaiy 
extension of the crimes and horrors of slavery; that in this 
Columbian Republic, thousands of Ireemen whose hearts 
leap at the sound of freedom, when applied to individuals 
and to nations blessed with a complexion like their own, 
should exist; whose utmost energies are exerted to enlarge 
the dominion of human bondage, and whose souls kindle 
into rage against the man, who has the humanity, the jus¬ 
tice, and the independence to plead the cause of beings, 
who are men, animated with the breath, and stamped with the 
■.mage of the deity, who arc free from crime, but whose mis¬ 
fortune it is, to have had a different tinge shed upon them, 
by the influence of an equatorial sun ! 

Slavery, like ‘ the pestilence thatwalkethin darkness,’ 
spreads ruin and calamity wherever it passes. It scatters 
poison upon the morals, petrifies the sensibilities, and ex¬ 
asperates and corrupts the passions of all its participants. 
It contaminates the fountains of health, kindles the names 
of domestic contention, breeds effeminacy and indolence, 
multiplies artificial wants, introduces into society every 
kind of luxury and intemperance, and finally gnaws like a 
canker into the very core of the government, until it saps 
the vitals of national strength and happiness.” 

Of this infernal machination, the graphical portrayer, 
whose picture is thus set before us, detailed the ensuing 
fact; remarking, “from that exhibition I walked away, 
the resolute, and unalterable enemy of slavery, in every 
degree, and under whatever form it might disguise its most 
abhorrent cruelty and abominations.” 

“When I was a boy,’said my beloved friend, “on a short 
ramble from my father’s house, I encountered a neighbour¬ 
ing farmer, who had a coloured citizen tied to a large log 
or a tree lying on the ground. The man wa. lving on 
his face uncovered, from his neck downwards. His 
driver had been lacerating him most mercilessly, until bis 
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back was one entire mass of blood and flesh cut up m 
pieces, which were commingled and slowly amalgamating 
together. To complete the tortures of his writhing victim, 
who could scarcely move on account of the tightness with 
which his hands, neck and feet were bound to the tree; 
the citizen-flayer caught a large cat, and so fastened the 
animal, that in endeavouring to get loose, the cat’s talons 
continually tore the slave’s already gory back, until the 
villain’s vengeance was glutted; when he released the 
cat, administered the usual plaster, salt, pepper , vinegar , 
&c., and ordered the son of anguish to resume his labour.” 

Well might the witness of such a specimen of American 
freedom declare, “ my heart sickened. Its regular pulsa¬ 
tions were interrupted, and it felt as if the cold touch of 
death were about to congeal its vital streams!” 

Probably, some persons will object, that these are only 
isolated instances of uncommon and infrequent barbarity, 
perpetrated by those infuriated sons of Belial, whom Jeho¬ 
vah mysteriously permits to curse the world. This view 
is totally incorrect. The foregoing facts develop sla¬ 
very in its unvarying aDd universal attributes, as it is 
always and every where practised. “ Murder will out,” 
says the old proverb; and in spite of all their artifices to 
conceal their flagrant iniquities, the God of Providence, as 
he did with the Jewish Prophet, Ezekiel 8: 3—18, occa¬ 
sionally permits a Christian explorer to see “ the great 
abominations which” American men-stealers “ do in the 
dark, who fill the laud with violence, and provoke the Lord 
God to anger.” 

The history of the African coast, of the middle passage, 
and of the West Indian islands; and of the subsequent in¬ 
troduction of that diabolical iniquity into the Northern and 
Southern American continents; is one perennial, heart 
rending catalogue of those desolating wide-spread massa¬ 
cres, which are inseparable from slavery. Blood and end¬ 
less multiform barbarity are its grand aliment. Slavery 
and cruelty cannot be disjoined; consequently every slave¬ 
holder necessarily must be inhuman. Its hideousness 
may be modified m exhibition; or it may exist in different 
degrees; according as social circumstances, or the physical 
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or mental constitution of the slave-driver may exert its in¬ 
fluence ; but the peculiarly ostensible features are para¬ 
mount ; and cannot be obliterated : for there is indelibly 
inscribed upon this whole mischievous conspiracy against 
God and the rights of man, and unless they repent of their 
unequalled wickedness, upon its ungodly impenitent arti¬ 
ficers, BLOOD, DEATH, and DAMNATION !” 

7. One more natural effect of slavery upon slave-holders 
must be mentioned. It is the prolific source of all infidelity 
and irrebgion. These are both the tree and the fruits of 
slavery; the tree is corrupt, and of course the fruits are 
evil, “ by their fruits we know them.” They first blind 
theeyestoall that is good, then they nurture all that is 
unholy; and thus by their reaction, they engender and mul¬ 
tiply other “ things, which are not convenientuntil the 
slave-holders are “ filled with all unrighteousness.” 

A Christian observer in the slave driving states, will in¬ 
cessantly behold the following developments of infidelity 
and irreligion, in all diversified exhibition—here, disguised 
in a hypocritical garb of exterior decorum; and there, 
avowed in all their criminal deformity, and palpable tur¬ 
pitude. 

“ The fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom,” say 
the inspired oracles. That fear includes profound reve¬ 
rence for his majesty; fervent affection for his authority, 
works, and benevolence; devout attention to his requisi¬ 
tions ; and faithful obedience to his commandments. It is 
impossible to conceive how these dispositions can be sin¬ 
cerely felt and cultivated by a slave-holder. We do not 
pronounce concerning the actual moral relation of any 
man with his Creator and Judge. The Lord hath rules 
of judgment, in his infinite wisdom, beyond our ken; and 
tlte slave-holder may be acquitted at the dread tribunal of 
Christ, Our concern is only with a correct interpretation 
of the Holy Bible; and according to divine revelation, 
every attribute of the Godhead is insulted, and all the laws 
of God are violated by the slave-dealer; to whom, in this 
case may justly be addressed the pungent expostulation; 
especially to those slave-holders, who profess to be Chris¬ 
tians, “ a son honoureth his father, and a servant his mas- 
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ter; if then I be a father, where is my honour ? and if I be 
a master, where is my fear? saith the Lord of hosts unto 
yo'% that despise my name.” Malachi 1:6. 

This destitution of the fear of God is generally accompa¬ 
nied by a scornful rejection of the bibie altogether, as is 
the case with the overwhelming majority of slave-drivers; 
or the merely nominal fruitless acknowledgment of its 
divine origin and authority; or as is exemplified by pro¬ 
fessors of Christianity, a total negligence of all those pas¬ 
sages which denounce slavery, and a flagrant perversion 
of their spirit and design, if possible, to twist them into a 
justification of that iniquity which they infallibly condemn. 
Thus the divine code which has been imparted to mankind 
by our gracious Creator, as “ the light of our feet, and the 
lamp of our path,” is entirely nullified, and the resplendency 
and healing of the beams which emanate from “ the Sun 
of Righteousness,” are obscured; and men grope in tan¬ 
gible night, and engage in “ the unfruitful works of dark¬ 
ness,” without fear, and without compunction. Indeed, 
nothing can be more enigmatical, than the inconsistency 
of slave-drivers, who retain a book in their houses, the in¬ 
structions of which they profess to believe, and all whose 
intention, doctrines, and precepts, they perpetually and 
wilfully violate: for the bibie and slavery are totally irre¬ 
concilable, being separated by the impassable gulf. 

As a natural result, the worship of God, domestic, social 
and public, is either partially or wholly discarded. Genuine 
Christian grayer and slavery cannot be conjoined. What 
can be more shockingly absurd, than the petition; “ forgive 
us our trespasses, as we forgive them who trespass against 
us!” uttered by a slave-driver in the presence of his slaves, 
whom he robs, starves, and scourges; and whose tears, 
tortures, and blood daily cry to Heaven for retribution? 
What more awful, than the genera] exclusion of slaves even 
from domestic worship,where the form is so inconsistently 
maintained? What more criminal, than the death-like 
silence of Christian ministers of all denominations in the 
southern states, upon the various topics of slavery, its un¬ 
righteous principles, its corrupt motives, its diabolical acts, 
its incestuous defilements, its sleepless barbarity, its daring 
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impiety, and its desolating curse ? Preachers of the Gospel, 
so called, resident south of the Potomac, and many to the 
north of that river, who are their brother coadjutors, either 
are “possessed of a dumb devil” on this subject, or they 
only quote the scriptures, Satan-like, to falsify their mean¬ 
ing, and to defend the heaven-defying abominations, which 
so loudly call for the just vengeance of their dishonoured 
and insulted master, Jesus the friend of sinners, who came 
“ to preach the gospel to the poor, to heal the L oken-hearted, 
to preach deliverance to the captive, to set at liberty them 
who are bruised, aud to seek and to save that which was lost.” 
“ Wo unto you, blind guides, who strain at a gnat, and 
swallow a camel! Wo unto you, who shut up the kingdom 
of heaven! Wo unto you, hypocrites ! Ye make clean the 
outside of the cup, and of the platter, but within they are 
full of extortion and excess! Even so ye also outwardly 
appear righteous unto men, but within, ye are full of hypo¬ 
crisy, and deceit! How can ye escape the damnation of 
hell?” Matthew 23; 13—23. 

The next consequence of this deplorable violation of all 
evangelical prescriptions is this: slaves are prohibited 
from all instruction, and excluded from the means of grace 
in every fcrui. No infant school gladdens the hearts of 
the coloured prattlers; no Sunday school cheers them with 
“ the light to life;” no Bible unlocks to them the “ treasures 
in heaven, which neither moth nor rust can corrupt, nor 
thieves break through and steal;” no sabbath proclaims to 
them the “ glad tidings of great joy,” with all the “ un¬ 
searchable riches of Christ;” and no trumpet resounds to 
them the Jubilee’s joyful sound. If a slaveholder proclaims 

E ure gospel truth, every sentence which he utters, speaks 
is own reprobation ; for the instruction of the slaves, and 
the existence of slavery, can hold no more “ fellowship, 
than righteousness with unrighteousness; and no more 
communion than light with darkness.” 

This opposition to all the means of spiritual and moral 
improvement among the slaves, cannot be extirpated unless 
by the immediate extinction of the whole system. A strik¬ 
ing illustration of this principle occurred some time since, 
A black man of undoubted piety desired admission to 
12 
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Christian membership and privileges. The minister was 
afraid to recognise him as a Christian brother, because as 
he alleged, “ no person scarcely around me supposes that 
a negro has a soul to be saved; and although Jacob is one 
of our best believers in Jesus, I should only secure to my¬ 
self violent censure and incurable hatred, did I admit him 
to the communion.” 

Slave-dealers lamentably are consistent; they first 
brutalize the coloured people, then stigmatise them as irra¬ 
tional animals, and then force them to exemplify the me¬ 
lancholy adage, “ like brutes they live, like brutes they die,'* 
But to whom will the Lord, the Judge, announce in his 
wrath, their “blood I require at your hand?” The blind 
watchmen. Isaiah 56; 10. This deprivation of religious 
knowledge is not less illegal, and unconstitutional, than it 
is contrary to the gospel. 

What must unavoidably follow from this mass of infidel 
principles, and this scornful neglect of all the institutions 
of religion ? Nothing else, than increasing hardness of 
heart, and “ searedness of conscience as with a hot iron,” 
in the slave-driver. It is the natural course of sin in its 
infatuated votary. The slaveholder refuses the light, and 
therefore like “ the fool, he walketh in darkness.” He 
gradually becomes more and more wedded to his lusts, in 
proportion as he has indulged them. His avarice, inordi¬ 
nate sensuality, haughtiness, and impetuous domineering, 
all augment with his increased sphere tor the display of 
them, and with his years, until he neither “fears God, nor 
regards man,” further than as his worldly interest, or ever 
shifting expediency may oblige him. Every slave-driver’s 
plantation verifies this humiliating fact, and, if their vices 
nave not prematurely shortened their earthly pilgrimage- 
their latter days ordinarily are appalling manifestations of 
the dreadful progress which iniquity unopposed makes over 
all the moral faculties, until it leaves the guilty perpetrators 
indifferent to the past, thoughtless of the present, and reck¬ 
less of the future, even when they are on the verge of re¬ 
ceiving “ the wages of sin.” 

The contrasted lives, the eulogised virtues, and the appa¬ 
rently happy departures of the comparatively small num- 
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ber of persons, who are emblazoned before tne world; ad¬ 
mitting them all to be genuine and correct, which is incredi¬ 
ble, are so “few and far between,” that they only tend to 
make the otherwise “ palpable obscure,” more visible; and 
certify, that the loss of the moral sense, and a stupified con¬ 
science, are the unavoidable effects of that system, which 
“steals, sells, and holds human beings as slaves.” 

It is also indisputable, that the slave-dealer’s life of ini¬ 
quity, is generally attended with a death in manifest im¬ 
penitence and sin. All the efforts of Christian charity, 
cannot obliterate the long-continued robberies, the heart¬ 
rending shrieks, and agonies, and the constant internal 
resistance to the light and truth, which have marked the 
man-thief’s course. His death-bed emits no cheering 
evangelical retrospect, and no ray of that freedom which 
belongs to the children of God. He has been a kidnapper 
and a slave-driver, and he grasps his stolen fellow-citizens 
to the last. The produce of his thefts he bequeaths to his 
heirs of the same character and dispositions, and who most 
probably, like the brethren of Dives, will follow him to the 
“place"of torment,” Admitting that a Christian may 
extenuate his holding slaves, while he lives; a doctrine, 
however, which is totally incompatible with divine truth, 
how he can die and transfer them as property, is a mystery 
which defies all human solution. Every deceased Ameri¬ 
can slaveholder since the fourth of July, 1776, died a man- 
thief, and a mist of darkness hovers over his grave, which 
no fire of Christian love, that “ hopeth all things,” can pos¬ 
sibly dissipate, 

If we advert to the history of men-stealers generally, of 
whatever name or class, Solomon’s inscription may be 
affixed upon the tomb stones of them all, both ecclesiastical 
and civil, at least in the United States, subsequent to the de¬ 
claration of Independence. “ I saw the wicked buried, who 
had come and gone from the place of the holy, and they 
were forgotten in the city where they had so done.” Ec¬ 
clesiastes 8; 10. Washington alone seems likely to sur¬ 
vive the sepulchre of oblivion; but he was a father to his 
coloured people when living, and at his death, they were 
ftli emancipated. Of all the other dead American slave- 
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drivers, “the course of time” is illustrating the rapid fulfil¬ 
ment of that startling prophecy, Proverbs 10; 7. “ The 
name of the wicked shall rot." 

The period has arrived, when slavery must be entirely 
abolished. To tolerate its abominations for one hour, ex¬ 
tends a pestilence throughout the union, adds fuel to the 
volcano which is ready to burst forth in all its devastating 
fury upon the republic, increases a mass of moral corrup¬ 
tion, which now is mortifying in the body politic, and with 
the most open provoking effrontery, calls for the vengeance 
of heaven, and the retributive curse of God upon our guilty 
country. What citizen, with a sane mind, can possibly 
suppose, that the righteous Arbiter of Providence much 
longer will permit a horde of oppressors, haughty, presump¬ 
tuous, “past all feeling, without natural affection, implaca¬ 
ble, unmerciful,” profligate, unrighteous, turbulent,religious 
persecutors, cruel, impious in principle, and filled with all 
practical ungodliness, to doom two millions of our fellow 
immortals, free born American citizens, to every contrivance 
of misery and vice here, and to hell hereafter; only to gratify 
their atrocious hard-heartedness and lusts, and to glut their 
insatiate thirst for despotism and blood 1 

The only effectual and Christian method to destroy the 
natural effects of slavery upon the slaveholders, and thereby 
to remove the danger and the curse of kidnapping, with all 
its concomitant ferocity, anguish and crimes, from our 
country, is evident; instantly, universally, and altogether, 
to “ proclaim liberty to the captives, to loose the bands of 
wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, to break every yoke, 
and to let the oppressed go free.” Amen! 
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ABOLITION OF SLAVERY. 

No KIDNAPPERS IN PUBLIC OFFICE ! No MENSTEALERS IN 
THE CHURCH OF CHRIST ! 

. Slavery is the disgrace and curse of the United States: 
and no question of more importance to the citizens, can be 
propounded for discussion than this; By what mode can 
the direful pest be eradicated ? 

The history of the period which has elapsed since the 
fourth of July, 1776, assures us that all arguments which 
can be deduced from reason, consistency, justice, and reli¬ 
gion, are nugatory. The noblest faculties of the human 
mind have exerted all their energies in vain: for slave- 
drivers continue as practically unconvinced, as though no 
illumination had ever beamed upon this melancholy topic. 
All appeals to the moral sensibilities of men, have been 
equally unavailing; for so debased and stupified is their 
conscience, that without a blush, ministers of the gospel, 
officers of the Christian churches of every name, and 
nominal disciples of Christ of all ranks in civil society, 
prolong the kidnapping system, and unite in “ the trade of 
the bodies and souls ol men.” 

For them in vain does genius lavish all its ample trea¬ 
sures of intelligence; and for naught does oratory pour 
forth all its eloquent illustrations of the primary clauses of 
the Declaration of Independence, and the infallible social 
canons of the several Bills of Rights enacted by our dif¬ 
ferent confederated republics. Hardened by avarice, and 
seared by long practised iniquity, their consciences feel 
not; although they are convinced that their discordant pro¬ 
fessions and practice are the scorn of tyrants; the disgrace 
of freemen ; and the lamentation of all sincere friends of 
die rights of man, and of every Christian Philanthropist. 

Long has equity proposed her resistless claim to t ie im¬ 
mediate and the entire abolition of slavery. The thunders 
of avenging justice, and the invitations of pardoning mercy 
are equally despised by those infatuated sons of crime 
and oppression, the kidnappers. They vociferate inces- 
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santly respecting the injustice of emancipating their slaves 
■without a full pecuniary equivalent; that is, unless a thief 
is paid to desist from stealing; but to propound unto them 
that the man-stealer shall refund to the slave any portion, 
however small, of the plunder which they have continually 
amassed from the pitiable objects of their stripes and rob¬ 
bery, instead of convincing, only excites their rage; and 
they would feel no remorse at torturing, or even murder- 
ing the honest man who will urge upon them, as the only 
acceptable sacrifice which they can present unto God, that 
they shall “ do justly, and love mercy.” 

In the southern states, all the orators who ever lived 
would discourse upon the duty of reciprocal justice, with¬ 
out the least impression ; unless they made the direct ap¬ 
plication to the system of man-stealing. 

A slave-holder will expatiate upon liberty, honour, righ¬ 
teousness, and all their kindred virtues, until a person who 
hears him, could almost suppose that he was an absolute 
stranger even to the very terms, tyranny, baseness, injus¬ 
tice, and their allied vices,—for he seems to have not the 
least perception that there are probably fifty or a hundred 
of his fellow citizens detained by himself in the most cruei 
and iron bondage, in connexion with whom he never ex¬ 
hibited any decorum, or right, or philanthropy; 

More truo still is the allegation in reference to religion. 
Christianity exercises no legitimate sway over any slave¬ 
holder. The planter may not be an image-worshipper; 
and he may not be profane, or a dissolute Sabbath breaker, 
and thus violate the four primary commands; but he is a 
man-thief; and his slaves curs° and swear without rebuke, 
and are forced not “ to keep holy the Sabbath-day.” He 
may not absolutely dishonour his own father and mother; 
but without remorse, he cancels all the domestic relations 
of the coloured men, women, and children, whom he has 
kidnapped into misery without end. He may not kill a 
white man from fear of the gallows; but he feels no soli¬ 
citude for the sudden or slow-paced murder of the inoffen¬ 
sive coloured citizen, whom he detains in his accursed 
man-trap. 

Aa for the four last of the moral laws, given by the Lord 
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to Moses, on Mount Sinai, multiform uncleanness, con¬ 
tinual stealing, perjury, deception, and false witness with- 
cut intermission, and that covetousness which is idolatry, 
are to essential to a roan-stealer’s domain, that without 
them, slavery would instantaneously disappear. 

Whether or not every individual slave-driver is a practi¬ 
cal violator of the seventh commandment is of compara¬ 
tively little importance; he connives at the sins, or sanc¬ 
tions them. Therefore, since every motive and argument 
which can be adduced, in all their authority and solemnity, 
during nearly sixty years, have been tried without effect, 
to induce these God-robbers to abandon their crimes, and 
to desist from man-stealing; it is now become an impera¬ 
tive and sacred duty, to ascertain whether any other 
means can be adopted, which shall persuade or coerce 
these Felons to “ repent and turn from their wicked ways,” 
that God may “ turn and heal our land.” 

It is often alleged, that time will cure the evil; and that 
it is preferable to transfer the fulfilment of their obligations 
to emancipate their slaves to their oppressors. This po¬ 
sition is not less absurd than it is mischievous. Every 
citizen of the United States, on the fourth of July, 1776, 
and since that period to this present hour, actually attests, 
that “ all men are born free and equal,” with undisputed 
liberty to pursue that course, which in consistency with 
the immunities of others, shall best promote their own 
happiness. Not Only nearly every individual of all the 
adult generation then living, but even the large majority 
of their immediate descendants have departed from this 
earthly pilgrimage. The third race are also rapidly hasten¬ 
ing to the tomb; and what have they done ? They have 
multiplied their human cattle in a very extraordinary 
ratio; they have tightened the fetters of their wretched 
captives: they have increased the horrors of their misera¬ 
ble bondage; and they have rendered the emancipation of 
our coloured fellow-citizens more hopeless; and as far as 
their power extends, indescribably less practicable to be 
accomplished than at the termination of the Revolutionary 


During this whole half century, they have been shouting 
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ia praise of liberty; boasting of American freedom, and 
the rights of man: and despising almost all the other na¬ 
tions of the world on account of their submission to the 
yoke of their cruel despots. Is it not therefore manifestly 

B sterous, or rather is it not a proof of hallucination 
ring upon insanity, to indulge any expectation, that 
these persons, who, during so long a revolution of years, 
have resisted public merited contempt for their duplicity, 
the claims of reason and justice, and the tremendous cures 
which the law of God denounces against the impenitent 
workers of iniquity; will now voluntarily “ cease to do 
evil, and learn to do wellunless some argument which 
hitherto has not been propounded, and some measure that 
yet has not been executed, shall be put in operation to ar¬ 
rest their transgressions, and to counteract the unspeaka¬ 
ble and continuous agonies which they inflict ? 

During the time when the topics connected with man¬ 
stealing were the prominent themes of discussion with the 
small Christian band in Virginia who opposed slavery; and 
when its merciless and odious exhibitions were ever before 
their eyes, the question was often agitated among these 
stem advocates for full and prompt ernencipation—what 
is the most certain and efficient method to exterminate the 
abhorrent system of man-stealing? 

Two schemes only could be devised which appeared to 
possess the smallest recommendation, or which could pro¬ 
duce any decisive influence upon the result. It was a 
perilous attempt then, even to disseminate the doctrine, 
and much more to exemplify it in practice. But it was 
resolved, at all hazards, to fulfil the authoritative claims 
of the divine law, and to comply with the faithful dictates 
of an enlightened conscience. 

All the varieties of slave-holders may be classified in 
two distinct bodies. They are either men of the world, in 
the scriptural sense of the term, or they are professed disci¬ 
ples of Christ. Luxury and worldly ambition are the 
grand pursuits of every slave-holder; and to obtain them, 
they perennially sacrifice all the sensibilities of humanity 
and religion. To this it will be retorted—remember the 
large donations which arc contributed by the southern 
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churches to binevolent institutions, as a proof of their phi¬ 
lanthropy and religion. With the deepest pungency and 
mortification is that fact recollected; nor is it less regret¬ 
ted, that their presents are even received for any avowed 
holy purposes. Greatly to be deplored is that unhallowed 
combination in our country, which so influences our north¬ 
ern Christian citizens, that they will accept the spoils 
of kidnappers, as suitable votive offerings to the treasury 
ofbrotherly love, or Christian zeal—for all the gifts of the 
hordes of southern men-stealers to the fund of evangelical 
service, are most painfully, but instructively delineated by 
the prophet Isaiah; chapter lxvi.; verse 3. “He that 
fcilleth an ox is as if he slew a man; he that sacrificeth a 
lamb, is as if he cut off a dog’s neck; lie that offereth an 
dilation, as if be offered swine’s blood ; and he that burneth 
incense, as if be blessed an idol. They have chosen their 
own ways, and their soul delighteth in their abomina¬ 
tions.” 

Whatever individual exceptions may exist to the gene¬ 
ral rule is of no consideration in reference to our argu¬ 
ment; but these words convey the correct Christian esti¬ 
mate of the slave-driver’s pretended, but eulogized gene¬ 
rosity. 

The question now returns for our examination—By 
what means can the beneficent object of anti-slavery so¬ 
cieties, the universal abolition of man-stealing, most cer¬ 
tainly and speedily be accomplished ? 

The answer will comprise two views of the subject— 
the former as it includes civil society; and the other as it 
refers to ecclesiastical concerns, or to the Christian church. 

I. By what method can slavery be extinguished, through 
the opposition which can be made unto it by citizens acting 
only in their social relations? 

Every slave-driver, under any pretext whatever, is abso¬ 
lutely as incapable, as he is unworthy of a public office in 
the United States: and every citizen who votes for a slave¬ 
holder to fill any public office violates his duty, and is 
virtually guilty of subornation of peijury. 

These doctrines will be considered even now, as they 
were nearly twenty years ago, when they were first pro- 
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mulged. as startling, and very revolting positions; but they 
are infallible truths, which no enlightened honest man will 
dare 10 impugn. 

It is due to those slave-drivers in the southern states, 
who are merely profligate infidels, to acknowledge, that 
they never attempt to justify slavery upon principle. The 
nominal Christians are the only persons who strive to sane-! 
tify their man-stealing, by the sacred volume. The former 
plead their present difficult situation, aud their incapacity , 
that is a very pernicious misnomer, it should be, their un- 
imUingness , to remedy their peculiar condition, and the dan- 
ger of emancipation, and prudence in the adoption of means, 
and the expediency of a general movement upon the sub-, 
ject, and the propriety of waiting until all the slave-drivers 
are agreed. As if the wildest lunatic who ever raved, could 
fancy, that a large horde of widely scattered kidnappers, 
will all simultaneously and voluntarily coalesce, at once, to 
become honest men, and to restore their ungodly spoils, 
while their honour, opulence, and enjoyments are aug¬ 
mented and retained solely by their legalized felonies! 

These men desire only present honours and enjoyments f 
The acquisition of the latter, no person ought to interrupt, 
provided the man who attempts to obtain worldly comfort 
does not infringe upon the laws of society: but elevation to 
office in this republic involves totally different principles, 
American citizens are amenable to God and the world, for 
the men whom they elect to fill the dignified and influential 
stations of our federal and state governments. 

The candidate when he enters upon public office, swears, 
that he will obey the constitution of the United States, and of 
course, that he believes the principles upon which our social 
fabric is avowedly founded. Hence, no slaveholder can take 
this oath consistently, in the true and legitimate meaning 
of the terms; and therefore, he is either ignorant of bis duty, 
which is ample disqualification for office, or he is guilty of 
wilful and corrupt perjury. 

Among persons of this character, all the holier obliga¬ 
tions have little or no influence. The oath of office, by. 
the greater part of the southern men-stealers, is deemed to 
be merely a stupid form, invented by ignorant fanatics, and 
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which is complied with, because the honours and emolu¬ 
ments cannot be obtained without a submission to the 
tequirement. As to any supposed bond of fidelity, further 
than as it may serve the public interest, when their own 
tieirsonal aggrandizement is also secured, not one out of a 
bundled of the whole of the slave-driving Confederacy ever 
supposed, that the official oath imposed any additional test, 
or'implied any other claim, than that which is voluntarily 
displayed. 

All this is consistent, but then, it is a tissue of deliberate 

S invocation, exactly analogous to the man-stealer’s notions 
honesty, and the precise counterpart of the atrocious 
falsehood which he utters, when he declares, that his 
Coloured fellow citizen’s child whom he has stolen, and the 
money which he obtained as the price of his own offspring, 
Sfe his honestly gotten property. 

It is vain to reason, argue, or to persuade these men who 
“love darkness rather than light, because their deeds are 
evil.’’ You must apply more coercive machinery, and 
Boldly and peremptorily announce, and from your resolution 
never swerve, that no slaveholder shall receive your vote. In 
principle, he is a merciless tyrant, by his constan t profession, 
he is a shameless deceiver, and in his unvarying practice, 
he is the most abhorrent of all thieves. How any enligh¬ 
tened, patriotic, and virtuous citizen can vote fora perjured, 
kidnapping despot to rule over nim, either as a legislator, 
or an administrator of the law, "s a Mystery of iniquity,” 
Which no one but Satan, the original contriver of bis own 
hell-born work, slavery, can possibly explain. 

• This resolution in practice, thanks be to God ! cannot be 
exemplified in the eastern and northern states: but the 
principle must float upon your banner of emancipation, and 
M resounded throughout the United States, until it shall 
ftriise, into concentrated action, all the honest and consis¬ 
tent citizens of our Republic. 

A beginning must instantly he made. The efforts already 
commenced, by petitioning Congress for the abolition of 
slavery in the District of Columbia, mu9t be repeated, with 
renewed vigour, with enlarged numbers, and in a more 
thundering tone. The Federal Legislature is controlled by 
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the kidnappers ; who, like the unjuat judge, “neither fear 
God nor regard manand who yet at last may grant to 
persevering importunity, that which could be obtained, 
neither by the wailings of sorrow, nor by the demands of 
justice. This “ continuance in prayer,” will be also of 
great importance, because it will attract public attention, 
until ‘he act shall be passed, that slavery shall no longer 
disgrace that portion of our country which belongs to the 
whole federal unicn. 

It would be irrelevant hero to consider the principle for 
which we contend, in reference to the only two public 
officers, the President, and theVice President, to whom this 
doctrine can apply in the non-slaveholding states, because, 
nothing is more detestable, than the ever fluctuating expe¬ 
diency, by which all sins and corruption can be justified. 
"We stand upon holier ground. Our oracle is this, slavery 
is wickedness in every variety, and “ only evil continually,” 
and all slaveholders without exception, are “ men-slcalers, sinners 
of the first rank, and guilty of the highest hind of theft," 
Therefore, slavery ought instantaneously to. be abolished. 
One of the two only effectual means, according to hutnaE 
judgment, to secure this desirable result, is this; to eject 
from public office all those who are its chief abettors, and 
who will ever resist all measures to exterminate the ungodly 
machination ; except they shall ascertain, that their ambi¬ 
tion and their sensuality cannot be gratified, unless by 
assenting to the demands of the Christian fanatics. 

There are honest, wise, patriotic, and conscientious citi¬ 
zens in ample numbers, to execute all the duties of our 
republican government. Voluntarily, therefore, to selec' 
men, who upon their admission into the office, perjure 
themselves, and all whose acts testify, that they have no 
clear or upright perceptions of the difference between truth 
and error, honesty and theft, cruelty and love, good and 
evil, is equally absurd, as it would be for a man to choose 
for his confidential domestic, the greatest villain who was 
ever condemned to the Penitentiary, in preference to a dili¬ 
gent, long tried, aod inflexibly faithful friend. 

The banner of .ruth and liberty must be unfurled, and 
all American citizens must adopt this motto, No slaveholder 
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shgMfiH my pu&hc office. His detestable principles, his fal¬ 
sifying declarations^ and his systematic robbery, all disqua¬ 
lify him to be a legislator, magistrate, or judge among men 
who know their rights, and who are determined to retain 
them. For every kidnapper, with similar willingness, 
would steal a white girl as a coloured female, if it could be 
effected with impunity. 

Some years since, a white boy about seven years old, was 
stolen from his parents. He was tattooed, painted, and tan¬ 
ned. Every other method was also adopted which wicked¬ 
ness could devise, to change the exterior appearance cf the 
unfortunate creature, into one uniform dark tinge. In this 
wretched and forlorn condition, he grew up to maturity; 
driven, starved, and scourged, like the coloured people with 
whom he was obliged to associate. He was a genuiue 
non-descript, neither of the white, Indian, nor African spe¬ 
cies of man. At length, some friends of freedom compas¬ 
sionating his anguish, mercifully contrived to procure his 
escape to his parents in Ohio, who had lost this boy about 
iwaive or fourteen years previous, when about to remove 
fiord Virginia, and of whom no vestige could be discovered. 
T.ife-g the Patriarch Jacob, they had been constantly bewail¬ 
ing their child, without however the additional pungency 
ttlmowing the desperate sufferings which were his con¬ 
stant portion. 

The kidnapper was a pretended Christian, and when it 
was communicated to him, that the youth was in safety 
under the protection of his family, he cursed and reviled all 
those persons who had aided in his flight, as notorious 
knaves, who had united to rob him of his property, and 
threatened them with the punishment of the civil law: for 
iti&one of the most flagrant crimes in the slave-driver’s 
catalogue of iniquity, to encourage and assist a slave to 
escape from his fetters and agony. 

No doubt exists that many Indians, are now retained in 
slavery in Georgia, upon the same principles, and in the 
tome manner, and any attempt on their part to fly from 
their tortures, would secure their instant death. The grand 
objects of the chief kidnappers in that state, in their outra¬ 
geous assaults upon the Cherokees and Creeks, have evi- 
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dently keen, not only to dispossess them of their lands, tot 
p]gn if their Albany accomplices could effectually have awed 
them, to have reduced those Aborigines of the .American 
soil, to unconditional and endless personal servitude. 

They who have enacted the death-dealing code of diaboli- 
cal legislation, which fills the loathsome statute-books of the 
slave states, concerning colored persons; with equal alacrity 
and delight, would frame another series of laws, adapted ta 
the white citizens, marked with that same injustice, pecu¬ 
lation, perjury, blood, and all diversified crime, which now 
render the system of government in the southern portion 
of our Republic not less loathsome, than it is damnable. 
No alternative remains, but resolutely to withhold our 
votes from the most atrocious criminals as public officers 

2. The effect of this veto, however, will be of little essen? 
tial importance, unless it is accompanied, and sanctioned 
by a more influential measure. The great and efficient 
prop of man-stealing in the United States, is founded upon 
its connexion with the Christian church, and thence it must 
be extirpated. According to the existing practice, ere long 
all our extensively associated ecclesiastical bodies will 
become not only virtually, but actually “ Synagogues of 
Satan.” 

Even now, the nominal members of all the large affiliated 
religious communities in the United States, are despotically 
controlled in all their proceedings, by the preaching kid¬ 
nappers. This fact is verified by one continually recurring 
circumstance, which forms a fearful anomaly otherwise to¬ 
tally inexplicable. 

At the meetings of the numerous ecclesiastical assemblies, 
and in the newspapers and other public documents,'which 
are issued among the various denominations of Christians, 
with the utmost propriety, we hear loud and reiterated la¬ 
mentations over the prevalence and evil effects of intempe¬ 
rance, gambling, sensuality, profaneness, sabbath-breaking, 
and their concomitant vices: but where will you discovers 
hint whispered against man-stealing, and all the multifa¬ 
rious horrors, anguish, and crimes of which it is the prolific 
parent ? 

Why is this atrocious system of iniquity, with all its in- 
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separable drunkenness, knavery, uncleanness, blasphemy, 
rejection of God, dishonour of the Sabbath, and murder of 
men, tolerated with impunity ? Why, upon this subject of 
kidnapping, are the public meetings of the Christian 
churches, “ silent as death, still as midnight?” Why ? be¬ 
cause they “ love the praise oi man more than the praise 
of God.” Why ? because the slave-drivers have usurped 
stations of high dignity and authority in the land. Why? 
because by their continual robberies of the defenceless, poor 
and oppressed coloured citizens, whom they have deprived 
of their labour, liberty, and pursuit of happiness, for the 
sake of honour, influence ana power, those God robbers, 
and man-stealers will occasionally contribute, from the mass 
of superfluous wealth which they have stolen, a donation 
for a charitable, or a professedly religious purpose. Thus, 
a whole life of incessant violence, unrighteousness, and 
criminality is obscured from our vision, and the guilty 
slave-driver, with all his enormities, in direct contradiction 
to every hallowed dictate of divine revelation, is metamor¬ 
phosed into a Christian of the highest standard. “ For this 
thing, the earth is disquieted.” All slaveholders, and their 
timeserving coadjutors, who pretend to be disciples of Jesus, 
and who when they see a man-thief, consent with him, are 
graphically delineated by Agur. Proverbs 30; 12—14. 
“ There is a generation that are pure in their own eyes, and 
yet are not washed from their filthiness! There is a genera¬ 
tion, 0 how lofty are their eyes, and their eyelids are lifted 
up! and there is a generation whose teeth are as swords, and 
their jaw-teeth as knives, to devour the poor from off the 
earth, and the needy from among men.” 

How can this desolating curse effectually be extirpated? 

Every slaveholder, peremptorily and without delay, must be 
escornmunicaledfrom the church of God. 

It is of no importance, what titles, what office, what sta¬ 
tion, or wbat rank, the slaveholder may hold, or what ap¬ 
parent virtues, or talents he may possess, and develop. To 
all these specious pleas, and to all this anti-christian white¬ 
washing, mere is a concise, significant and irrefutable re¬ 
ply ;—He is a man-stealer. But as a man-stealer is thevery 
highest criminal in the judgment of God, and of all rational 
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uneonupted men, he cannot be a Christian, and therefore, 
it is an insult to the Lord Jesus Christ, the head of the 
church, to record the most notorious criminal, as an accept* 
able member of “ the household of faith.” 

This is both the root and offspring of modern American 
slavery. Had the various Christian denominations in the 
United States, immediately after the close of the revolu¬ 
tionary war, honestly promulged evangelical truth, and 
faithfully preserved the order of the Lord’e house upon this 
momentous subject, no slave would now exist, to implore 
the curse of God in his retributive vengeance, upon our 
slave-dealing republic. 

The nominal Christian churches in the United States, 
are responsible unto the j udge of all the earth, for the pro¬ 
longed existence, and the amplified extension oi slavery in 
this country. To the pretended professors of that period, 
appertain the indelible disgrace of having proclaimed the 
principles of civil and religious liberty as tneir own birth¬ 
right, and of having simultaneously affirmed, the most de¬ 
basing thraldom both of body and mind, of heart and con¬ 
science, for the coloured portion of the citizens. They are 
chargeable with having avowedly adopted the holy oracles, 
as the standard of their faith ana practice, and yet with al¬ 
lowing the perennial abrogation of them, by all the wretched 
transgressors who steal, sell, and make merchandize of 
their brethren. 

Such deliberate, unblushing, and publicly transacted 
hypocrisy, by large numbers of men in the very face of 
the world, cannot be parallelled, except in the proceedings of 
the council of Trent, or of some other of those ecclesiastical 
assemblies, over which Satan presided, that he might esta¬ 
blish, and peipetuate “ the mystery of iniquity.” 

This doctrine will doubtless receive those unmeaning 
retorts," uncharitableness, severity, handiness,”and all the 
other collateral canting terms, which are used by “ Scribes 
and Pharisees,” and applied without judgment. We are 
scorching after evangelical truth only, and that proclaims 
in a loud and resistless voice, that a slave-driver, whatever 
he may be in the decision of Jehovah, cannot exhibit one 
solitary claim or title to the privileges of Christian commu- 
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nion, as a member of the confraternity of them, who “ love 
the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity,” who “ know that they 
are passed from death unto life, because they love the 
brethren of the household of faith,” and who are pari of that 
mystical body the church, “ where there is neither Greek 
nor Jew, circumcision, nor uncircumcision, barbarian, Ccv- 
thian, bond nor free, but Christ is all and in all.” 

The grand, and it is childishly supposed, the irrefragable 
pleas against the description for which we contend, are 
these: The comparative smallness of the number of those 
who will adopt the system of exclusion, and the want of 
general concert; and the apparently terrifying opposition 
which cannot be surmounted. These pretexts are altogether 
unavailing. Tt is the old device of Satan to plant obstacles 
in the way of all good, and to imbue us with ! 'at “ fear of 
man, which bringeth a snare,” instead of putting our trust 
m the Lord, and finding in him promised safety. Accord¬ 
ing to this evasion, the holy apostles were idiots, glorified 
Martyrs, were lunatics, ana the immortal Reformers, were 
disturbers of the world. The men who declared oiir na¬ 
tional independence, admitting this absurdity, were infatu¬ 
ated, and the founders of the Temperance Reform, deserve 
to be execrated. But as this is too sillv even to be uttered, 
therefore, the other allegation is equally invalid and mis¬ 
chievous. 

There must be a beginning, and to the Christians of New 
England especially, to the descendants of the Puritan Pil¬ 
grims, is reserved, the honour of commencing upon a large 
arena, and of effectually carrying on the warfare which 
shall expel man-stealing from all connexion with the 
American churches. However plausible, may be the pre¬ 
texts, and however ingenious and urgent may be the ex¬ 
cuses, they must categorically denounce the profession of 
Christianity in alliance with slaveholding a&pestifcrou* hvpo~ 
crisy. They must sternly prohibit all slave-driving preachers 
from officiating in the sanctuary, or leading in any devo¬ 
tional exercises. And they must copy the high and holy 
example of Jesus of Nazareth, the head of the church; who 
when he saw that the Jewish disciples of Mammon, had 
13* 
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transformed “ the house of prayer into a den of thieves,” 
cast them all out of the temple. Thus the northern and 
eastern Christians must unsparingly act: they must eject 
every man-stealer, without exception, from “ the commu¬ 
nion of saints,” instantly and forever. 

If we desire to eradicate a rotten tree from longer cum¬ 
bering the ground, it is folly merely to lop off the withered 
branches. The axe must be laid to the trunk, that the 
whole useless mass may be cleared away together. Thus 
it will be of no use to exclude private individuals or lay 
officers of the church from membership, while preaching 
negro scourgers are honoured as messengers of the Gospel 
of peace. Every one of them must be silenced, and no 
more fee permitted to enact that mournful theological farce 
before the world, which combines the preaching of the reve¬ 
lation of justice and mercy, with the ever enduring prac¬ 
tice of all diversified unrighteousness and cruelty. 

Every Christian socieiy must commence this work of 
reformation for themselves. It is madness to pretend to 
stay for conventions, assemblies, conferences, synods, 
presbyteries, or associations to begin and consummate this 
glorious object. If we wait for any fundamental or exten¬ 
sive amendments of ecclesiastical abuses, and religious 
corruptions from them ; the patience of Job, and the meek¬ 
ness of Moses would be exhausted, and not only Methu¬ 
selah’s long protracted term would revolve to its end, but 

the sun himself will grow dim with age, and nature sink 
in years.” No reformation in the church of God ever began 
with its ministers, in their collective capacity. The alarm 
was sounded probably by one or more separate and isola¬ 
ted individuals. The common people “ heard the word 
gladly,” seized the weapons of moral and spiritual war, 
and eventually forced that radical renovation, which other¬ 
wise would have been denied as unnecessary, or delayed as 
long as priestcraft could have cajoled its silly and enslaved 
votaries. 

Whocan indulge any rational expectation that the eccle¬ 
siastical bodies in the southern states, will ever seriously 
undertake the extermination of slavery from the church of 
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Christ, as long as they remain organized according to their 
present system, and while they are composed of characters 
similar to those which at present constitute them ? 

'Walk into an episcopal convention south of the Poto¬ 
mac, and from the chairman to the doorkeeper, it is almost 
certain that they are all slave-drivers, or what is tanta¬ 
mount, the disproportion of the honest Christians to the 
kidnapping tribe may be assimilated to Gideon’s three hun¬ 
dred chosen warriors of the Lord God of Is 'ael, against the 
Midianite army, “ as grasshoppers for multitude.” Now 
to expect that such a body as this, resolved to continue their 
peculating enormities, as long as the civil law permits them 
to escape the rightful abode of all men-stealers, will 
boldly denounce man-stealing, as the most heaven defy in 0 
crime, and honestly promulge that divine truth, which de¬ 
clares that every perpetrator of it, who assumes to be a 
Christian, is a scandalous hypocrite, is equally wise as to 
anticipate the very highest self denying act of pure and 
undefined religion from a conspiracy of resolute hardened 
robbers. 

Enter a Baptist association about the Roanoke, where, 
although the assembly has no ecclesiastical authority, yet 
the members might discuss an abstract question, and hav¬ 
ing determined it according to their judgment, might re¬ 
commend their decision to the considerationoftheirchurches. 
Who are present ? The chairman, the clerks, and messen¬ 
gers, except northern delegates, are all hardened men- 
stealers. Most probably, not one is named on the roll, 
who does not drive, scourge, and starve those defenceless 
sons of anguish, his fellow citizens, whom he has kidnapped, 
until the fictions of romance lose their interest in the thrill¬ 
ing horrors, which those dens of human misery, their 
slave-quarters, like the dungeons of the Popish Inquisition, 
if permitted, could recount. That man who hopes for re¬ 
formation from such a confederacy of laud pirates, manifests 
no more common sense, than if he were to look for a fra¬ 
ternal embrace in a bear’s gripe, or the kiss of love from a 
hyena’s jaw. 

Many of our northern Baptists, to their honour, refuse 
to admit any slaveholder to their communion; yet, they 
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lack o'M thing. They admit the preaching men-stealers 
into their pulpits. This great evil destroys all the lesser 
good, and proves that they arc partial in themselves re¬ 
specting persons, contrary to the faith of-the Lord Jesus 
Christ. To eject an obscure layman from the Lord’s table 
is of small influence; because the fact is not known 
probably, except to the minister and deacons: but 10 an¬ 
nounce openly from the pulpit or the chair, before a large 
expecting assembly, that a president, or a professor in a 
college, a D.D. S.T.P. L.L.D. whose fame is blazoned 
through all the land, cannot and shall not be permitted 
to appear in the pulpit, or on the platform at our philan¬ 
thropic anniversaries, because he is a notorious ma.i-thief, 
would bring the controversy at once to an issue. That 
erangelical medicine would either kill or cure the morti¬ 
fied culprit. He would depart to his home, and sign 
the deed of emancipation, and then return to his friends, 
and be bailed as a penitent upright Christian, and exem¬ 
plary ambassador of Jesus the Son of God, or he would 
continue in his slave torturing occupation, until he passed 
away from earthly disgrace and obscurity, into the tomb, 
whence no good man ever wishes to resuscitate the remem¬ 
brance of a slave-driver. 

Visit a Methodist conference in lower Virginia, or 
Carolina, or Georgia. As the ministers are always mov¬ 
ing, it is possible, that some of them are not personally 
chargeable with the actual guilt of kidnapping. There¬ 
fore, u they have no cloak for their sin.” They have 
even less excuse than the other, for their compromising 
with slavery. What is their creed of faith ? They de¬ 
clare that no man ever had a “ sincere desire to flee from 
the wrath to come,” who is concerned in the traffic, or 
the-enslaving of men, women and children. Consequently, 
at the very threshold, by their own discipline every slave¬ 
holder is denounced as unworthy of the Christian name, 
and his profession of religion, if he assumes it, is virtually 
declared to be stark naked hypocrisy, while he is debarred 
at once from admission into their societies. Notwith¬ 
standing, the southern methodist preachers, are as dumb 
respecting slavery, as if they were “ choked with a curly

headed quail stuck fast in their throats," or as if that direful 
curse, like “ the world before the flood,” was so distant 
and incomprehensible a subject, that it is scarcely necessary 
ever to bestow upon it a cursory remark. 

During nearly fifty years, have the Methodists solemnly- 
told the world in their book of discipline, that every slave- 
driver is “ in the gall of bitterness, and the bend of iniquity,” 
that as long as he holds slaves, he can give no evidence of 
genuine repentance, faith, good works, and of a consistent 
Christian profession; and, nevertheless, almost all their 
local preachers, stewards, class leaders, and members, 
besides many of their travelling ministers, from Baltimore 
to the gulf of Mexico, are men-stealers, and in Georgia, 
they are not only slave-torturers, but they also blasphemous¬ 
ly attempt to justify their nefarious hypocrisy by the holy 
scriptures. Well are they described by the apostle Paul, 
Titus 1; 16. “ They profess that they know God, but in 
works they deny him; being abominable and disobedient, 
and to every good work reprobate.” As long therefore, as 
this unblushing hypocrisy is tolerated, justified, and deco¬ 
rated by Christian titles, it is a perversion of all rationality, 
to anticipate, that the Methodist conferences will denounce 
man-thieving, because such a decree would be tantamount 
to an order, to burn all their classpapers, and to lock up all 
th'iir houses of worship. 

Examine a Presbyterian ecclesiatical meeting at Rich¬ 
mond or Raleigh, a presbytery or a synod, and what will 
you behold? The moderator and clerks, ministers and 
elders, obdurate men-stealers, resisting the truth, and deny¬ 
ing their own solemnly attested exposition of the eighth 
commandment, which declares of man-stealing, “ this 
crime among the Jews, exposed the perpetrators of it to 
capital punishment, Exodus 21; 16; and the apostle 
classes them with sinners of the firet rank. The word, 
comprehends all who are-concerned in bringing any of the 
human race into slavery, or in detaining them in it. Stealers 
of men, are all those who bring off slaves or freemen, and 
keep, sell, or buy them.” This doctrine, had been published 
by the Presbyterian church during twenty years, as their 
authorized standard opinion of slavery, ana yet the general 
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assembly of 1816, audaciously denied their own infallible 
doctrines, and wickedly expunged the above evangelical 
truisms From the constitution of their church, expressly, 
that they might propitiate the southern men-stealers. 

But belonging to the southern presbytery or synod, proba¬ 
bly there is scarcely a church member, who i3 not a barba¬ 
rous slave-driver, from whom an old Egyptian task-master, 
if he were permitted again to enter the world, might take 
lessons in the art of cruelty and oppression. These are the 
men, who are described by the prophet Ezekiel, who “ have 
set up their idol in their hearts, and the stumbling-block of 
their iniquity before their face, who are all estranged from 
God, Uirougn their idols,” their slaves. They wfll perse¬ 
cute, slander, lie, suborn peijury, swear falsely, rob and 
murder, if they dared, any man who exposes the crime of 
man-stealing, and faithfully applies God’s holy word to 
- their atrocious iniquities. In these abominations they have 
lived—exchanging horses for men—bartering women for 
sheep—scourging females in the last stage of pregnancy, 
until from fear of the consequences, they nave transferred 
the lacerated creatures to their husbands, for a conditional 
extra price, to depend upon the health and life of the ex¬ 
pected child—putting tneir slaves to death by slow-paced 
torture, and exemplifying “ the iniquity of their sin,’’ by 
every species of knavery and barbarity, which this detesta¬ 
ble traffic originates and prolongs. Can any man in a 
sound mind expect, that these confederacies of men-stealers 
will address a pastoral letter to their pseudo-churches, all 
of whom constitute but one vast confraternity of criminals, 
“ sinners of the first rank,” as they themselves declared in 
their own confession of faith, “ guilty of the highest kind 
of theft,” to prohibit the traffic and retention of their fellow- 
citizens in slavery ? 

A preacher in the slaveholding states, especially, if a few 
coloured persons should be present in the assembly, will 
introduce the subject of theft, and it is no less melancholy, 
than wonderful to a judicious and thoughtful hearer, to re¬ 
mark how earnestly he will warn the congregation against 
dishonesty; especially servants not to purloin from their 
masters, while during the whole harangue, he seems to be 
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altogether unconscious of the astounding fact, that if the 
famished coloured man picks a chicken, he and his elders, and 
brethren kidnap every infant whom they can seize; and if 
the wearied hungry labourer, from the mere cravings of 
nature, devours "a young pig, they steal all his wages, 
with his children, wife, and himself. 

No man in the southern states preaches the gospel of 
Christ in its fulness and truth. There is no ecclesiastical 
bod/ now in existence in that portion of our Republic, at 
whose meeting, a minister, before a promiscuous auditory 
in a place of public worship, in either of the cities or large 
towns, would dare to read as a theme for discussion the 
words of the prophet Zechariah. “ Thus saith the Lord 
my God, feed the flock of the slaughter, whose possessors 
slay them, and hold themselves not guilty; and they who 
sell them, say “ Blessed be the Lord, for I am rich! and 
their own shepherds pity them not.” The slave-driving 
ecclesiastics would not permit the prophet Zechariah, or 
the apostle Paul, to proclaim their own divinely inspired 
instructions; and if the Lord Jesus Christ himself would go 
among them, and “preach deliverance to the captive,” they 
would be like the people in the synagogue of Nazareth 
“ filled with wrath, they would thrust him out of the city, 
and lead him to the brow of the hill, that they might cast 
him down headlong.” No man could proclaim for half an 
hour the solemn truth contained in that exquisitely apposite 
passage of scripture; and if any northern philanthropist 
would go to Richmond, Charleston, or Savannah, and there 
read that text; ere he had faithfully expounded its sacred 
truths, as long as Stephen argued before the Jewish council, 
the men-stealers would “ gnash their teeth, cry with a loud 
voice, run upon him with one accord,” and if they did not mur¬ 
der him in the house of prayer, he would be butchered with¬ 
out remorse at the door; unless Providence interposed, and 
kept him secretly in his “ pavilion from the strife of tongues.” 

It has been proposed, that a general congress of ail the 
Christian denominations should be held by delegates, ex¬ 
pressly to adopt a simultaneous and uniform plan for the 
extirpation of slavery from the church; but at present, the 
scheme is impracticable. There is a worldly spirit of unholy 
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amalgamation predominant in me modem churches, with * 
MtHtude to iricorpc»ate large numbers, vr.::* wealth, and 
extensive influence with each religious community, and ft 
discordant eec'.arianiun incompatible with p'mt.gelical 
brotherly love. Every attempt to con bine Christians in 
one grand efiml for the extinction of slavery, ns yet. must 
he totally ineffectual. C^nventins, assembles, conferen- 
< es, synods, associations, and presbytewc, in various de¬ 
grees, all are governed by the maxims of carnal policy, and 
swayed by the wiles,« intimidated by tnebullyihg menaces 
of ibe own-stealers; so that from them, no hope of amend¬ 
ment can rationally be indulged, therefore we must act 
for ourselves, every individual in his own sphere ; and each 
single ChrLwan society must proceed according tc its own 
convictions of duty; thereby to an example to the 
world, that their “ light may so shine before that 
others seeing their good works may glorify our Father who 
is in heaven.” To the ant'^averv mi ist.rs and Chris¬ 
tians, belongs this magnificent worn. It is their privilege 
to commence, and to give a continuous impulse, by doctrine 
and example, to the extinction of this.abomination which 
deluges our ’oimt.y with the vilest crimes, and their conse¬ 
quent curse 

To waitfor regeneration from the slaveholdersthemselves, 
is idiotism; and it is not less visionary to rest in sloth, until 
ws have secured, as we suppose, ample and eflSeieu*. ^-op¬ 
eration. “ The plague is begunmyriads of our fellow 
citizens are perishing in ignorance and torture; and while 
wo hesitate, the ungodly confederacy of men-thieves aug¬ 
ments and becomes more powerful. 

Blow the trumpet, and sound the alarm in Zion ! Unfurl 
your holy banner. Your watch word must be, Immediate, 
unconditional, and universal emancipation! The motto on 
your standard, “ Ah kidnappers in public office, and no men - 
■stealers in the church of Christ. 

You must expect all obloquy and all opposition; but 
the comic and of Jehovah is the same as that which was 
given to Moses, amid unparalled difficulties, ‘‘ Go forward!’ 7 
u If the plague,” or the cholera “ had rewards and honours 
to bestow,” says Frapolosarpi, “ they would find apologists; 
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but in defending the poor and the oppressed, n« we must 
Struggle against power,riches,and frenzy, we may expectrx- 
,thing but calumuy, injuries, and persecutions.” You will 
fcavoto wrestle against principalities, against powers,against 
ihe rulers of dork"ess of this world, and against spiritual 
wickedness in high places; wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God.” We have one certainty attached 
to the struggK The battle will be arduous, and the con- 
P : J se\ jto : but the victory is certain, and cannot be very 
-teraote. 

Erelong,you shall unite in the rapturous shout of triumph, 
resound the Hallelujahs: for your success ; and with heart¬ 
felt devotional exultation, reverberate the inspiring chant of 
Paul, that holy apostolic emancipator; “ Thanks- be unto 
(rod. who hath given us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

Uothing ie more common among men-stealers, a: 3 
especially among the nominal Christian kidnappers, than 
this retort. “ Wc admit that slavery is a great evil, as 
well as yourselves, and we shall he glad to be delivered 
from it.” That however is a direct o and wilful falsehood. 
And hypocritically they pjfptend very harmlessly and 
modestly to inquire, “ How can we escape from it ?’’ To 
this insnaring question, and all similar palaver, the Vir¬ 
ginian Methodist preacher’s forcible reply, in only,, two 
words, is full and decisive; and far superior to a cyclopedia 
of eloquent erudition—“ QUIT STEALING!” Let slave- 
drivers desist from kidnapping, and slavery will for ever he 
destroyed. But as the very terms of this summary process 
are always most galling to the men-stealers, and are inap¬ 
plicable to our northern citizens, we must adopt the other 
course, and when we are asked, by what means slavery 
can be totally abrogated in the United States ? We answer, 
only by a general determination on the part 6f everypatriot, 
not to vote for a slaveholder for. any public office; and by 
the inflexible resolution of every (Christian to have no church 
fellowship with slave-dealers, and not to tolerate a kidnap¬ 
ping preacher. 

That recent occurrence, which was published in the 
common journals of intelligence, illustrates this point. A 
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oabnrad girl, as was her highest bounden duty by the law 
of God, fled from her kidnapper, and in providence escaped 
to the vicinity of Philadelphia. There, after some months 
had elapsed, she was discovered by one of those biped 
white blood-hounds, called “ slave catchers or negro hun¬ 
ters,” and eventually was delivered up to her preaching 
despot, and forced back to Richmond. The abolitionists 
indignantly described this fact in proper language of repro 
baticn. To repel the righteous censure which his detestable 
criminality had provoked, the Richmond preaching kidnap¬ 
per published a canting, fulsome, and deceptive explanation 
respecting tke evils of slavery; his repugnance to toe odious 
system; his kindness to the female whom he had stolen, for 
he had bought the girl, knowing her to have been kidnap¬ 
ped; but “the receiver is worse than the thief," because 
he rewards him for Iiis felony; and his desires for the im¬ 
provement of the wretched condition in which the coloured 
people are at present placed. To this “ all deceivableness 
of unrighteousness,” the refutation is prompt and easy. 
When the girl was at 275 miles distance from him, where 
she could not be a slave; and in circumstances of comfort, 
with good expectations; why did not the preaching man- 
stealer secure the advantages which she had providentially 
obtained, by breaking her yoke, and to save her from all 
future danger, why did he not legally record, that the op- 

S ressed should go free. His philanthropy is in unmeaning 
elusive words, without sincerity. To denominate such a 
man a gospel preacher, and his hearers, who sanction such 
a woman-stealer, Christians, is to utter self-evident and 
most mischievous contradictions. 

One duty only remains to us; if possible to cleanse the 
government, and to purify the sanctuary. We have the 
means in our own hands; the ballot box at elections, and 
Christian discipline. These remedies are of the very pa¬ 
cific character of Christianity. They demand neither 
political wrangling, nor fierce polemics. They are pure, 
peaceable, and decisive. The mere promulgation of these 
two principles of action by all anti-slaveiy Christians, as 
their deliberate resolve, and as the declaration of the 
course, which in future they will pursue, in reference to 
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Ibis momentous subject, will strike dismay into the heart* 
of all the varied tribes of men-stealers. 

Already the professed disciples of Jesus in the North 
Western States are severed from those in Kentucky and 
Tennessee, not only by the river Ohio, but by the gulf 
which will soon be impassable. The narrow tottering 
bridge by which they yet maintain a slight intercourse, 
speedily will be ingulphed in “the bottomless pit;” and 
tne barrier of separation will be drawn, according to the 
spirit and claim of Jesus Christ, ihe king of philanthro¬ 
pists ; which commands all his servants that love him and 
follow his example, to “ have no fellowship with the un¬ 
fruitful works of darkness.” 

This subject must not sleep. It must be introduced on 
all occasions, and as paramount to every other social 
consideration. 

It is stated of Cato, that in the ardour of his ambitious 
zeal for the prosperity of the Roman republic, he closed 
every harangue which he made in the Senate house, 
whatever was the subject before the Conscript fathers— 
“and I also am of opinion that Carthage must be de¬ 
stroyed.” This should be the«ppendage to all our politi¬ 
cal, and to all oar ecclesiastical deliberations—and I also 
declare, that American kidnapping must be abolished . As 
long as this loathsome iniquity exists in our republic, every 
section of the Federal states must be at discord. 

Slavery alone is the chief .j if not the sole cause of ail lh* 
agitations which now perplex and disturb ihe body politic. Its 
peculiar demands are so utterly adverse to all the best in¬ 
terests of our citizens, and so totally incompatible with a!’ 
that constitutes national prosperity and harmony; that no 
permanent concord among the different portions of our 
country, and no lasting security for the stability of our na¬ 
tional institutions can rationally be anticipated, as long as 
that direful curse shall exist. 

Slavery must be immediately destroyed, not merely be¬ 
cause it is fraught with political evils which endanger our 
common welfare; but also, because it debases the mar'll 
character and influence of our citizens. From the frequent 
intercourse which exists between all the districts of the 
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Vakm; through the artifices of the men-stealers, the pure 
sensibilities of our citizens, who have never breathed the 
poisoned air of slavery, and who have never been contami¬ 
nated by its morbid infection, are exceedingly defiled. 

S '* persons either conceive of slavery as a slight evil 
may be tolerated; or they palliate its multiplied 
enormities, until in the estimation of those who are se¬ 
duced by those fallacious delineations, the death-dealing 
pestilence appears to be transformed almost into a bless¬ 
ing. To dissipate this pernicious delusion, slavery must 
be displttjed in all its abhorrent genuine features and 
terrific eflte: so that they who participate in the unholy 
system shall be denounced as disqualified fo* every public 
office; and man-stealing itself, with its guilty felonious 
perpetrators, shall be continually exhibited to the world as 
meriting only universal execration. 

Slavery must be destroyed, because it is ruinous to im¬ 
mortal souls. The southern infidel kidnappers contend that 
Christianity is only priestcraft; chiefly because, that like 
themselves } men railed preachers of the gospel, and the 
professed disciples of him “ who went about doing good," 
steal, buy, sell, drive, starve, scourge, and torture their 
coloured fellow citizens, whom they have wantonly en¬ 
slaved, with equal injustice and ferocity as the avowed 
servants of Satan. 

They will openly admit that the gospel and slavery are 
absolutely irreconcilable: and thence they conclude, that 
the book is cot true, or that they who pretend to preach it, 
and they who avow their faith in it are flagrant deceivers; 
for if they were sincere, they could not hold slaves. The 
argument is invulnerable. No slave-holder ran adduce 
any title to be a Christian. A preaching man-stealer is 
one of the most efficient tools which Satan employs to ef- 
. feet his soul-destroying operations in our country. Yoa 
must therefore remove tne mask which these pretended 
disciples of Jesus so long have worn; and the lying tongues 
of all unfaithful teachers must be silenced, by peremptorily 
excluding them from the church, according to the injunc¬ 
tions of Jesus, the Son of God, and his apostolic servants. 
Christian Anti-slavery Brethren! You perceive your 
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-duty. In the fear of God perform your obligations. From 
this moment solemnly resolve, by divine grace, that you 
will never abandon your efforts to demolish slavery; and 
as the only efficient method to secure that glorious re¬ 
sult—that you will exert all your combined energies to 
hinder slave-holders from being elected to any public 
office—and as you conscientiously abhor that falsifying 
system which ranks men-stealers as Christians, and kid¬ 
nappers as ministers of the gospel;—that you will not 
acknowledge them to have any “ part or lot in the matter.” 

Men ani brethren. If such be the origin, charac¬ 
ter, defence, and effects of slavery, such its contradic¬ 
tion to sound reason, such its opposition to the rights of 
man, such its aversion from every affectionate sensibility, 
and such its condemnation by the word of God, how can 
you participate in its wickedness ? Is it not almost incredi¬ 
ble, that citizens of the United States, the only land of 
civil and religious freedom, should have established a sys¬ 
tem of servitude which extinguishes every personal right, 
nullities every sacred obligation, and that Christians should 
maintain this atrocity ? Tell it not in Gath. Messias’ 
disciples profess that they are probationers for that kingdom 
and glory, to which God has called his children. But adap¬ 
tation is indispensable to our admission at heaven’s gate. 
Can any rational mind believe that a man, who has passed 
bis threescore years and ten, in the spirit and practice of 
all the merciless oppressions which are the invariable con¬ 
comitant of slavery, is capacitated to engage in the devo¬ 
tions, to exemplify the righteousness, or to manifest the 
love which reign in the boundless regions of eternal 
felicity ? 

That worship of God upon earth he restrained, that equity 
he never cultivated, that charity he always counteracted. 
A meetness for paradise, he has consequently not attained. 
How can the Christian church longer tolerate so shameless 
an absurdity as a profession of religion, and eternal man- 
stealing ? How did the devil ever persuade men that a 
slave-holder was a Christian? This is a problem totally 
incapable of solution, by any human ingenuity or wisdom. 

The officers of the church are chiefly censurable. Of 
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two tecta of Christians, the public formularies expressly 
reprobate slavery as the highest crime which can be per¬ 
petrated, and any connexion with it as an ample evidence 
that the parties are not followers of the Lamb. This is 
their Faith : what are their works ? Publish it not in 
Askelon. 

You are now all called to repentance. Preachers, elders, 
exhorters, deacons, leaders, and professors: how can you 
deny your own creed ? how can you falsify your own faith ? 
how can you profess that slavery is the highest crime against 
God and man, and practise it ? how can you promulge that 
a slave-holder is the most guilty thief, and notwithstanding, 
yourselves continue to steal, and affirm that you are sanc¬ 
tified? how can you declare that “upcn the principle 
of equity, no man can he a slave-holder, that all slave¬ 
holders are men-stealers, the devil’s dogs and children,’ 1 ’ 
and nevertheless, yourselves be characterized as merciless 
flesh merchants 1 how dare you most solemnly admit your 
own faith, promise to comply with it through all opposition 
and persecution, ana notwithstanding, neither admonish 
the guilty, nor inculcate the truth, but engage in man¬ 
stealing, and sustain the citizen-thief in his religious pro¬ 
fession? 

The church of God groans. It is tjie utmost Satanic 
delusion to talk of religion and slavery. Be not deceived: 
to affirm that a slave-holder is a genuine disciple of Jesus 
Christ, is most intelligible contradiction. A brother of him 
who went about doing good, and steal, enslave, starve, 
scourge, and torment a man, because his skin is of a differ¬ 
ent tinge! Such Christianity is the devil’s manufacture to 
delude souls to the regions of wo. 

You are Christians! you profess that you feel bowels of 
misery, and hold in free-born slavery the descendants of 
stolen Africans! Your Christianity is a nonentity. You 
are a class-leader! you ask your class-mate how he has 
lived duriDg the past week ? he informs you of his peace 
of conscience ana love of God; and you saw him half- 
murdering his servants, you know that his dependant » 
naked, without food, houseless and miserable; do you be* 
lieve him ? You are a deacon! You converse with a pro* 
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feasor: he assures you, that he endeavours to obtain 
heavenly bliss, conformably to the example of the friend of 
tenners; but you are certified that as a magistrate, he 
swears, “ all men are bom free,” and nevertheless, detains 
his Christian brother in slavery; no man can credit such 
absurd contradictions. You are an exhorter, you are at a 
prayer meeting, you ask your friends to engage in die ex¬ 
ercises; they plead for the mercy, pardon, love, benevolence, 
and approbation of God, because they manifest those af¬ 
fections in their intercourse with men, and notwithstand¬ 
ing hold slaves! can you subjoin an Amen to such hypo¬ 
crisy ? 

You are an elder, you avow before tbe church and the 
world, that you believe the book which condemns slave¬ 
holding or man-stealing as the utmost iniquity; and your¬ 
self unmercifully lacerate coloured women in the last state 
of pregnancy; or tan the servants whom you have flayed 
with salt, pepper and vinegar ? Who can place the smallest 
confidence in you ? 

You are a preacher, you have tbe bible as your light, and 
as your sob remuneration. That book informs you, that 
slavery is the acme of all unrighteousness; and notwith¬ 
standing you are a slave-holder! That book teaches you, 
mat the worst of all sinners is the church officer, who engages 
in the iniquity which he ought to reprove, and connives at 
the transgressors whom he should admonish: Yet, you 
are either a kidnapper or his defender! 

Longer to abet such inconsistency, to support such ab¬ 
surdity, and to continue in such guilt, must affix a death- 
warrant to the existence of tbe church. It is absolutely 
impossible that religion can flourish among men-stealers: 
and every mode except an immediate expulsion of obdu¬ 
rate flesh-dealers from the professed family of Christians, is 
a sanction of the crime. 

Remember, church officers, your awful responsibility. 
The illumination of the sacred volume is around you. Can 
you rest in peace, with the conviction that men are deluded, 
and you enlighten them not? Can you risk the scrutiny of 
the bar of God, with the condemnation of impenitent slave¬ 
holders transferred to your negligence and intimidation? 
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Who can calmly assert, or who himself believes, that slavery 
is’either equitable, merciful, or devotional ? Who dare to 
profess himself a“Christian, and be connected, in any form 
with man-stealing ? Slave-drivers sow to the flesh, of the 
flesh they reap corruption. Will you venture yourever- 
lasting felicity, upon a perhaos j upon r.n unfounded hope 
that so many have not been deceived; when that perhaps,', 
that hope are both declared by the book,'to originate in that 
“ covetousness which is idolatry^,” to exist through deceit- 
fulness, and to end in Tophet? 

You procastinate! The enemy of souls urges you to cry 
to-morrow. He advises the adoption of prudent, and mode¬ 
rate reform; knowing that sucn amendment insures him 
more certain conquest; He excites dread, by the menace' 
of worldly displeasure, and the varied reproaches and pri¬ 
vations which accompany it: you listen, and assent to his 
seductions, and thus the evil augments. The duration of all 
terrestrial vanities hastens to its close. In the result, you 
are individually interested. Who can calmly anticipate 
righteous retribution upon the basis of man-stealing 1 who 
can peacefully contemplate the exchange of worlds, with 
the never-ceasing horrors of domestic oppressions unex¬ 
piated'? who can fearlessly await the judgment of the Son 
of Man, with the diversified iniquity and hard-heartedness 
of slavery recorded against him ? 

The doctrine which our Lord inculcates, in his narrative 
of the wondrous events that will occur on the day of our 
resurrection, is tremendous condemnation to the merciless 
and the unjust. Every Gospel affection is totally extin¬ 
guished, by the principles whence slavery flows, by the 
tempers which are its inseparable companion, and by 
the dispositions which it invariably engenders. The 
approbation which the Sou of Man will express of 
all those who exemplified Christian philanthropy in their 
intercourse with their fellow-creatures, as strongly, argues 
the reprobation which oppressors may expect, as if they 
had already heard the awful irrevocable denunciation, 
“ Depart, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the 
devil und his angels.” 

Christians! How long will you tacitly or openly sane- 
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two, «ar actually engage in a system which includes every 
practicable iniquity? Can you conscientiously believe, 
that a slave-holder exhibits that assimilation to the meek 
and lowly Jesus, which is indispensable to an enjoyment 
of the inheritance of the saints in light ? Are you prepared 
to answer all the demands, which equity may propound at 
the final examination of the last great day, when the enor¬ 
mities of slavery aril weighed in tne balance of the Judge ? 
If so, persevere—but if not—be alarmed, and instantane¬ 
ously desist from all participation in this ungodliness. 
Eiss the Son, lest h# be angry. Pluck out the right eye, 
cut off the right hand, and amputate the right foot; though 
tby slaves be equally precious as these necessary corporeal 
members; Emancipate them. It is more profitable to thee, to 
pass through life in penury and scorn, and at death, to enter 
the paradise of the blessed, than to enjo/ all earthly good, 
and at thy mortal dissolution, to be plung'd into the abyss of 
wo—where their worm dieth not—ai d the fire is not 
quenched. 


A SHORT SERMON TO PREACHING MEN- 
STEALERS. 

The subject of our discourse is recorded by the Prophet 
Zechariah, chapter 11, verses 4 and 5. “ Thus saith the 
Lord my God; Feed the flock of the slaughter, whose 
possessors slay them, aud hold themselves not guilty; and 
they who slay them say, blessed be the Lord, for I am rich; 
and their own shepherds pity them not.” 

As hardened sinners are not fond of long sermons, espe¬ 
cially when they are conscious of their truth and application 
to themselves, I shall proceed without any introduction into 
the very marrow of the subject. 

I. We have the character and condition of the American 
coloured citizens exactly described; they are “ the flock of 
the slaughter.” Because, 1. Coloured people are not ac¬ 
counted as human beings. 2. They are treated in all re- 
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spects aft if they were an inferior order of cattle to horadi 
and dogs, except as they can augment wealth and luxury, 
and minister to sensuality. 3. It is considered the 
greatest insult in the world, among the unfeeling and hard¬ 
ened slave torturers to take any notice of a gentleman’s 
killing a slave. They are a body of two-legged animals, 
only kept to be starved or worked to death, or to be killed 
by toil, or torture, or outrage, or violation. 

. II. The conduct of American slave-holders is plainly de¬ 
clared, “ Whose persecutors slay them and hold themselves 
not guil ty; and they who sell them say. Blessed be the 
Lord" for I am rich.” 

1. They are engaged in a most ungodly traffic, like the 
people of old, who are condemned by the other prophets. 
Joel 3; 3. “ They have cast lots for myjpeople; ana have 
given a boy for a harlot, and sold a girl for wine that they 
may drink.” This is the constant practice among slave¬ 
holders. Amos 2; 6—8. “Thus saith the Lord; they 
sold the righteous for silver, and the poor for a pair of 
shoes; that pant after the dust of die earth upon the head 
of the poor, and turn aside the way of the meek; and the 
man and his father go in untc the same maid to profane my 
holy name.” These are the constant practices of almost 
all slave-holders. 

2. They mix impiety with their wickedness. They be¬ 
come rich by their man-stealing and man-selling, and then 
pretend hypocritically to thank the Lord that He has bless¬ 
ed them m their most felonious mode to obtain opulence. 
This is true of all slaveholders; they accumulate wealth by 
continuous robbery; and yet many of them profess to be 
followers of Jesus Christ, who went about doing good, 
the prince of philanthropists, and the godlike liberator. 
Our text, therefore, teaches us, that all profession of the 
Christian religion by such slaveholders, is impious hy¬ 
pocrisy. 

3. The slaveholders are as cruel as they are corrupt and 
deceitful, for they slay the flock. Thawork of murderous 
death is always going on in the slaveholding districts, 
either more suddenly or with lingering tortures. No earthly 
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record is kept of the human bloodshed and of the human 
fives sacrificed to the relentless demon of slavery. Thfc 
Lord holds the catalogue, and at the head and foot onhe dire* 
fid scroll, is the dreadful indictment written with American 
slid Christian blood, “ Their possessors slay them, and hold 
themselves not guilty!” They are not only robbers, hypo¬ 
crites and murderers, but practical atheists, who ; commit 
fee most nefarious crimes, and yet plead not guilty. Thus 
they despise the law of God, and maintain, notwithstand¬ 
ing all their superlative wickedness, that they are innocent. 
They virtually deny all morality, and discard the divine 
government of the world. They abrogate all religion, and 
fven adduce the name of God and their hypocritical profes¬ 
sion of divine truth as a sanction fyr their inordinate de- 

S avity. This is the character, in different degrees, of all 
e slaveholders who curse the church and the world. 


III. The conduct of the pretended shepherds in reference 
to slaves; that is, of American preachers in the southern 
states,i3 pungeatly denounced, ‘ Their own shepherds p ; ty 
them not.’ It is one of the most extraordinary principles 
of slavery, that ministers of the gospel, so called, of nearly 
all denominations who reside in slaveholding regions, are 
slaveholders, who will “ sell the righteous for silver, and 
fee needy for a pair of shoes.” It is self-evident, that the 
preachers have no pity for slaves; they neither comfort 
them, nor plead for them nor instruct them; and all at¬ 
tempts to teach them bv oral doctrine only, is no better than 
solemn mockery. Like the Papists, they will not permit 
fee coloured citizen to ieam to read or to possess the scrip- 
feres ; and all the knowledge which they acquire by a white 

E acher’s discourses is both deceptive and insulting. No 
n dare to preach the whole gospel south of the Potomac 
and the Ohio. 


In no aspect does the appalling and atrocious criminality 
of man-stealing develop its merciless and destructive hor¬ 
rors with more repugnance to intelligent Christians, than 
in the daring impiety with which it tyrannises over the un- 
derstanding and consciences of men; and in that profound 
ignorance in which it imprisons all its victims. If no other 
cause for its extirpation could be alleged, that total destitu- 
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tion ofaJl moral and religious instruction, which ever marks 
$ti impious and detestable supremacy, should consign it to 
the deepest execration. 

This is the hallowed ground, on wkich Christian philan¬ 
thropists can securely stand and combat, and defy all the 
envenomed arrows and “ fiery darts of the wicked.” The 
claims of Jehovah are always imperative and ever obliga¬ 
tory that we should “send out the light and the truth” 
among “ the people who sit in darkness.” This duty es¬ 
pecially belongs to all preachers of the gospel. Their pecu¬ 
liar office, their solemn vows, and their inconceivable re¬ 
sponsibilities all urge upon them the inflexible discharge of 
this high and momentous service; and yet no class of per¬ 
sons in society, not even the Jesuit priests, who minister in 
the idolatrous temples of that “ Mother of harlots and abomi¬ 
nations of the earth, Babylon the great,” more resolutely 
endeavour to obocure the rays of the Sun of Righteousness, 
and to extinguish the candle of the gospel, than American 
preaching slave-drivers. 

Every preacher in the southern states, almost without 
exception, in reference to the dissemination of the pure 
truths of divine revelation in all their amplitude, is living in 
an obdurate and unceasing violation of the solemn vows 
which he made, and of the important duties which he vo¬ 
luntarily assumed when he was inducted into the office of 
the Christian ministry. His base neglect of the divine re¬ 
quirements comprises two heinous sins, and involves the 
most perilous and fearful consequences to immortal souls, 
both in this life and in that which is to come. 

All the dead and all the living preachers, who have ever 
resided among the slavites, and who have maintained the 
silence of “ a deaf and dumb spirit” upon the subject of 
slavery, are distinctly chargeable with these two unspeak¬ 
ably aggravated transgressions. 

1. They have not only directly approved or connived at 
“ sinners of the first rank,” but with few exceptions, they 
themselves have actually been guilty of “ the highest kind 
of theft.” To these pretended “ prophets that prophesy 
lies, prophets of the deceit of their own hearts,” who carry 
“ human blood on their skirts, and who have the price cl

souk in their pockets,” may justly be applied that most 
pungent expostulation of the Apostle Paul, Romans 2; 
17—24, “ Behold, thou restest in the law, and makest 
thy boast of God, and knowest his will, and art confident 
that thou thyself art a guide of the blind, a light of them 
who are in darkness, an instructer of the foolish, a teacher 
of babes, who hast the form of knowledge and of the truth 
in the law. Thou therefore who teachest another, teachest 
thou not thyself? Thou that preachest a man should not 
steal, dost thou steal ? Thou that makest thy boast of the 
law, through breaking the law dishonourest thou God ? Far 
the name of God is blasphemed among the Gentiles through 
you.” 

It there be any body of men to whom the gracious Re¬ 
deemer’s melancholy description applies, it is to preaching 
slave-drivers, and to those who sanction the men-stealers 
with their direct approbation or defence, or smooth prophe¬ 
sying ; and their exact fraternal counterparts, the Roman 
priests, those “ unclean spirits like frogs which come out of 
the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, 
and out of the mouth of the false prophet.” Hear the in¬ 
fallible Judge! Matthew 5; 19,20. “Whosoever shall 
break one of these least commandments, and shall teach 
men so, he shall be called the least in the kingdom of 
heaven. Except your righteousness shall exceed the righ¬ 
teousness of the Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case 
enter the kingdom of heaven.” 

To understand the pertinent and precise application of 
these words of Jesus, who “ taught as one havmg authori¬ 
ty ;” we must examine some of the principal characteristics 
of those ancient “ hypocrites.” “ They made the com¬ 
mandment of God of none effect by their tradition, teaching 
for doctrines the commandments of men.” Matthew 15; 
6,9. 51 Full well they rejected the commandment of God, 
that they might keep their own tradition.” Mark?; 9. 
“They shut up the kingdom of heaven against men.” 
Matthew 23; 13. “ They took away the key of know¬ 
ledge : they entered not in themselves, and them who were 
entering in they hindered.” Luke 11; 52. “They tithed 
Kiint, and anise, and cummin, and rue, and all manner of 
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herbs, and omitted the weightier matters of the law, judg¬ 
ment, mercy, and faith, and the love of God.” Matthew 
23; 23. Luke 11; 42. “They were blind guides, who 
Strained at a goat, and swallowed a camel!” Matthew 
23; 24. “They made clean the outside of the cup and 
platter, but their inward part was full of extortion and ex¬ 
cess, ravening and wickedness.” Matthew 23; 25. Luke 
11; 39. “ They laded men with burdens grievous to be 
borne, and themselves touched not the burdens with one 
of their fingers.” Luke 11; 46. “ They devoured widows’ 
houses, and for a pretence made long prayers; therefore 
they received the greater damnation.” Matthew 23; 13. 
“ They were a generation of vipers, who being evil, could 
not speak good Uiings. Matthew 12; 34. 

This is the graphical delineation by “ Jesus, who knew 
all men;” and that man who does not instantly discern all 
the ostensible features of the whole motley tribes of mod¬ 
ern preaching slave-drivers, must be the very “ Blind man ” 
delineated by the poet. 

“ The fool who doubts, who asks for clearer proof, 

Must hoodwink’d be indeed, and darkness love.” 

The canting hypocrisy of these traitors to the cause of 
truth and yiety is thus developed. They justly censure 
with all apparent asperity, the various flagrant crimes 
which disturb the harmony of the social compact; but 
they never condemn the monster which engenders the 
whole of them. General denunciations of sabbath-break¬ 
ing, intemperance, gambling, uncleanness, profane lan¬ 
guage, and the dissipated profligacy so rife in all the slave 
states are heard almost without emotion, and with little or 
no application by the auditory. These orators should pass 
through the vestibule, and lucidly unveil the secret doings 
in the coloured people’s quarter. They ought to unfold in 
all its frightful deformity that “ungodliness and unrigh¬ 
teousness of men, which changes the truth of a God into a 
lie;” and which exemplifies almost in all its minutest 
scenes, the modern revived enactment of that revolting Pa¬ 
gan moral tragedy, of which the Apostle Paul has furnished 
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the hideous outlines, and the direful catastrophe. Romans 
1 ; 18—32. 

If there be a truth deducible from the volume of divine 
inspiration, and from the past history of the United States, 
it is this fact. The preachers of the gospel are the grand 
delinquents, upon whom are chargeable the establishment, 
the prolongation, and the present existence of man-stealing 
in this republic. Admit that the British kidnappers ana 
the British government of that period are criminal to the 
utmost extent which has ever been alleged against them, 
for originally introducing the African slave-trade into the* 
colonies, their sin neither exonerates the receivers of the 
stolen men, nor diminishes their turpitude for participating 
in their piratical spoils. 

When the first cargoes of the Africans were brought to our 
shores, had the settlers peremptorily refused to buy them, 
all the power of the British government could not nave in¬ 
duced the lawless banditti who were engaged in that plun¬ 
dering traffic to have continued their costly and dangerous 
marauding expeditions. The villany would have been 
finished at once, if there had been no accomplices ready to 
remunerate them for their risks and expenditures. Even 
supposing that the common people were so besotted, that 
they could not discern the difference between a human 
being and a quadruped, that stupidity cannot be affirmed 
of the preachers in the United States, at any period since 
thelandingofthePuritansatPlymouth. Noman believes, 
that if the ministers of the gospel in America had “ lifted 
up their voice like a trumpet, and shown the people their 
transgressions, and their sins,” Isaiah 58; 1, and “ sounded 
an alarm, till all the inhabitants of the land had trembled,” 
Joel 2; 1, that slavery could ever have been commenced 
or perpetuated in this boasted land of freedom. 

At tne period of the declaration of Independer ce, or at 
the successful termination of the revolutionary contest, or 
at the adoption of the Federal Constitution, had all the 
preachers fulfilled their high and imperative duty, with 
undaunted perseverance, slavery must instantly have been 
abolished by universal acclamation. Even now would 
all the ministers in the southern states simultapegusly 
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emancipate their own enslaved fellow citizens, and then 
arrange with their northern brethren, to preach seven ser¬ 
mons on seven successive Lord’s days, in every house of 
prayer throughout our Union; if not before, on the seventh 
sabbath, the whole enraptured church of Christ would re¬ 
sound with a modern illustration of one of the most splendid 
events recorded in the annals of the world. Joshua 6; 
15—20. “ It came to pass at the seventh time, when the 
priests blew with the trumpets, Joshua said to the people, 
* Shout V for the Lord hath given you the city. So the 
people shouted with a great shout, and the walls of Jericho 
fell down flat.” The accursed Jericho of American slavery 
would no more be able to withstand the blowing of the 
gospel trumpet seven times throughout our republic, than 
the walls of the Canaanitish city could resist the mandate 
of “ the captain of the host of the Lord.” Therefore all 
preachers, and especially those to the south, are perti¬ 
naciously adhering to a palpable dereliction of their duty, 
against their own sternest conscientious convictions; and 
consequently, when “ the Lord of those servants cometh 
and reckoneth with them,” Matthew 25; 19, 26, 30, they 
may assuredly expect that their Lord, in spite of all their 
falsifying excuses, will answer and say unto them, “ Ye 
wicked and slothful servants, cast the unprofitable servants 
into outer darkness; there shall be weeping and gnashing 
of teeth.” 

2. The slave-driving Preachers not only tacitly or openly 
approve of all the enormous wickedness of which man¬ 
stealing is the prolific source, as it is practised by their con¬ 
federates in piracy; but they also destroy all those restraints 
which the God ox Providence and of grace has appointed 
to impede the prevalence and progress of corruption in the 
world. Christianity has been revealed expressly, that by 
its sublime doctrines, its lofty motives, its authoritative in¬ 
junctions, its cheering promises, and its terrific menaces, 
men may be indu sd, through divine assistance, to aban¬ 
don the service of sin unto death, and to “yield theit 
members servants of-righteousness unto holiness.” The 
knowledge derived from “the oracles of God” is the only 
appointed and effectual means by which this transforma- 
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tion of the human heart and character can be attained: 
for men are sanctified through the word of truth. This 
truth the modern successors of the ancient Scribes and 
Pharisees, the preaching slave-drivers altogether take 
awav from their coloured fellow citizens; and thus are 
justly involved in the indignant censure denounced by 
Johnson, upon those men who, fifty years ago in England, 
counteracted the extension of the blessings of universal 
education. 

“ If obedience to the will of God,” wrote that moralist, 
“be necessary to happiness, and the knowledge of his will be 
requisite to obedience, he who withholds that knowledge 
cannot be said to love his neighbour as himself. He that 
voluntarily continues ignorance, is guilty of all the crimes 
which ignorance produces; as to him who should extin¬ 
guish the tapers of a light house, might justly be imputed 
the calamities of shipwreck. Christianity is the highest 
perfection of humanity; and as no man is good, but as he 
wishes the good of others, no man can be good in the 
highest degree, who wishes not to others the largest mea¬ 
sure of the greatest good. To omit for a year or a day the 
most efficacious method of advancing Christianity, in 
compliance with any purposes that terminate on this side 
of the grave, is a crime of which the world yet has had no 
example, except in the practice of slave-dealers, a race of 
mortals idiom no pious man wishes to resemble .” 

To conceal this hideous turpitude, a mischievous impos¬ 
ture has recently been attempted. The preaching slavites 
have professed to open a sort of schools for the oral instruc¬ 
tion of the coloured citizens. This incomparable theologi¬ 
cal tragi-comic farce is only matched by that Jesuitical im¬ 
posture, a Popish Sunday school. To hinder the children of 
Papists from being instructed by Protestants on the Lord’s 
day, the priests of Babylon in many places have appointed 
a meeting on the Sabbath afternoon for children and others 
to attend. There, the Massman first delivers a short ha¬ 
rangue, in which he praises the holy church, proclaims the 
power of the priests, urges the necessity of believing and 
doing all that he utters, and curses all Protestant heretics. 
Then he asks a question; but as the wretched children of 
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ignorance are utterly unable to reply to it, he makes the 
answer, and then teaches the infants, parrot-like, to repeat 
it. The four principal questions will serve as a specimen 
of the whole impious and abominable foolery. 

“ Who said the first mass? Jesus Christ.” 

“What is mortal sin? Not to obey the laws of the 
church.” 

“ Why should you confess your sins to a priest ? Because 
he is in the place of God, to forgive our sins.” 

“ What will become of all Protestant heretics and of 
them who disobey the pope and the priests ? They will all 
be burned in hell forever.” 

This is antichristian enough even to satisfy the father 
of lies himself; but it is not one jot more base and defi¬ 
cient in religious truth, than the soul deceiving “ strong 
delusions,” with which the slavites attempt to gull the 
coloured people, and befool the northern citizens; thereby 
to blind their eyes to the existing ignorance, degradation, 
and wretchedness of American free born slaves! 

One of these exhorters enters his school so called, proba¬ 
bly offers what he calls prayer, which can be nothing else 
than inconsistency and mockery. For instance, he prays 
the Lord to send his Spirit, which is liberty; and all his 
toil is for bondage. He petitions the Lord to give salva¬ 
tion, while he is resolved to hold the people in slavery 
without redemption. He invokes the Lord to instruct the 
people with his wisdom, and steals from them the sacred 
volume, and all the legitimate means to understand it. 
He supplicates the Redeemer to heal ail their spiritual 
diseases, and yet he adds to their bodily tortures. He 
implores God to give them the unsearchable riches of 
Christ, while he is continually stealing all their earthly 
wages and comforts. What is all this but a blasphemous 
burlesque and undisguised diabolism ? 

He proceeds to instruct them in religion, and he tells them 
to be contented in their condition, to obey their masters 
in all things, not to steal chickens or young pigs, nor to 
touch any thing which their kind masters do not give them. 
He tells them, that Jesus Christ was meek and lowly and 
poor, and a servant of all men, who had not where to lay 
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his bead; that IMer, Paul, James and John, and the other 
apostles were like their Lord ;-and in fact makes it appear 
to ihe apprehension of the colo jred people, who are willing 
to believe his insulting trash, that the gracious Bedeemet 
and his primitive disciples were much like American slaves. 
Always dreadfully threatening them with the curse of God 
if they are turbulent, or lazy, or "wish to'become free; 
and above all, if they attempt to run awa when, according 
to his account, from hell at last they canflot escape. 

The questions and answers are framed and adapted to 
the above model; and of course all the notions which a 
slave imbibes are circumscribed by time and sense. Like 
the Popish lessons, all his pretended religious acquirements 
are of little more value than the rays of the sun during a 
total eclipse. The system of theology which he is taught, 
is not less concise than deceptive. To obey his ruffian 
kidnapper is to please GoJ; to take away his own chicken 
to satisfy his hunger, incurs the divine wrath ; to endeavour 
to become a Christian freeman is only to fall into the devil’s 
clutches; a desire to leant to lead, that he may search 
the scriptures, is rebellion against God; a solicitude 
to enjoy his birthright privileges, and to love and serve 
God with all his heart, and mind, and strength, and soul, 
is a sin, which can only be atoned for by more pitiless 
severity and harsher privations; and the most distant 
thought of emancipation incurs not only the temporal 
penalty of scourging or maiming, but without repentance, 
insures their eternal condemnation. 

Such is the character and the substance of all the pseudo* 
religious instruction communicated orally to the coloured 
citizens in the southern states. Like those God robbers 
their confederates in crime, the priesthood of Babylon, they 
“are departed out of the way, and have caused many to 
stumble at the law. They have corrupted the covenant 
of the Lord of hosts. Therefore also the Lord has made 
them contemptible and base before all the people, accord¬ 
ing as they have not kept his laws. Have you not all one 
father? Hath not one God created you? why do you 
treacherously every man against his brother, by profaning 
the covenant of your fathers ? The Lord will cut off the 
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in an that doth this, the master and the scholar. Malachi 
2 ; 8—IS. 

Thus these preaching slavites have acted. They do 
treacherously with the coloured citizens, by despotically 
and impiously refusing to teach them the elementary 
acquisitions by which they might search the scriptures; 
and they profan 2 the covenant of their fathers, by virtually 
defying the fundamental principles, through which our 
Puritan ancestors emigrated from Britain; by daringly 
subverting the doctrinal corner stone of the declaration of 
Independence, and by scornfully obliterating the infallible 
axioms of their own Bill of Plights. 

Why do they thus “ corrupt the covenant ?” Why do 
they thus “cause many to stumble at the law?” Alas! 
the sole reply which can be given to these inquiries is this: 
like their accomplices in this worst species of sacrilege 
and heaven robbery, the Romish monks and friars, they 
take away the key of knowledge, and defraud the coloured 
citizens of “ the pearl of great price, and the light of their 
feet and the lamp of their path,” that they may not accu¬ 
rately discern the extent of the injustice which is inflicted 
upon them; and through the resistless voice of Jehovah 
speaking in his word, may not burst their odious shackles 
and become free. 

But this notorious and self evident fact inconceivably 
aggravates the nefarious criminality of this multitudinous 
tribe of these legitimate successors of Judas. They 
hypocritically plead that the civil law precludes them from 
preaching the whole truth of the gospel, and that it also pro¬ 
hibits them from teaching the coloured citizens to read and 
write. Why do they not act as Martin Luther did, when 
he burnt the pope’s bulls, decretals, and canons? Why do 
they not burn in Christian scorn, accompanied by believ¬ 
ing prayer and thrilling chants of praise to Jesuc, tne most 
high liberator and emancipator, the whole code of infernal 
legislation respecting slavery ? Why do they not say to 
the Neros and Domitians who legislate for them, as Peter 
and John boldly answered the Jewish Sanhedrim; 
“ Whether it be right in the sight of God to hearken unto 
you more than God, judge ye.” Why ? Because “ their 
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heart goeth after their covetousness.” Why? Because 
“ they love the praise of men more thar e praise of God.” 
Why? Because they are “afraid of -m that kill the 
body; but do not fear him who hath ^ower to cast into 
hell.” Why ? Because they “ consent not to the whole¬ 
some words of our Lord Jesus Christ, but are proud and 
destitute of the truth, supposing that gain is godliness.” 1 
Timothy 6: 3—5. “ From such,” says Paul, “ withdraw 
thyself and turn away!” 

Preachers publicly and as readily exchange men for 
horses, and women for sheep, or sell and buy and traffic 
boys and girls, as any other class of men-stealcrs! In the 
Negro quarter belonging to preachers, the slaves live with 
no more religious instruction, equally destitute of food and 
clothing, and labour as incessantly, and are scourged as 
often and as barbarously, as on the neighbouring farms 
and plantations, of which the domestic despots are avowed 
sons of Belial. In the southern statesof this union, almost 
all the settled preachers of every sect are what the Apostle 
Paul himself, terms them, “ men-stealers;” without the 
smallest particle of commiseration for the coloured citizens. 
They possess not one sentiment of compassion for them, 
more than that which Pharoah and his task-masters had 
for the Israelites. 

In reference to the American coloured people, slave¬ 
holders exemplify all the doings of those ancient sin¬ 
ners, of whom the Apostle Paul declares; “ that they 
who commit such things are worthy of death, and they 
not only do the same, but have pleasure in them that do 
them; traitors, heady, high-minded, incontinent, fierce, 
unholy, without natural affection, covenant breakers, false 
accusers, implacable and unmerciful.”—Romans 1; 28— 
32. This is the general character of all slave-holders; 
and that preachers partake of it is proved by their with¬ 
holding almost entirely all moral and religious instruction 
from the victims of their ungodly despotism. They have 
no feeling for their tormented bodies, and no solicitude for 
their perishing souls. Hence, about two millions and a 
half of our native citizens in the United States are living 
in a state of brutal degradation, with their understand- 
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ings darkened, 11 having no hope, and without God in the 
worldpassing on to eternity as if they were animal* 
without souls, while the preachers of the Gospel, to them , 
are only guides to the dungeon of eternal despair ! 

IV. The duty of all preachers is enjoined—“thus saith the 
Lord my God, feed the flock of the slaughter.” Comfort, 
instruct, and nourish the people doomed to wretchedness 
and torture. This is the injunction of God, to all you 
preachers. It is paramount to all earthly , legislation. The 
principles of the gospel are abandoned; the discipline of 
the Christian church is sacrificed; the very character of 
pure and undefiled religion as a system of love and holi¬ 
ness is destroyed; and the duty of the evangelical ministry 
is perfidiously neglected by all descriptions of preachers in 
the southern States. In reference to slavery, you are Achans 
in the camp of the Israelites. You are no better than 
Judas betraying the cause of the Lord; or the chief rulers 
who loved the praise of men mors than the praise of God; 
or Demas who for the love of the present world forsook 
the apostle. You disobey your Lord and Master; and if 
there be any truth in the doctrine of retribution, when the 
Master of the servants cometh and reckoneth with them, 
you will he denounced as wicked and slothful servants. 
You raenstealing preachers, and you their dough-faced 
coadjutors, hear the word of the Lord, Zechariah 11; 8, 
“ Three shepherds I also cut off, and my soul loathed them, 
and their soul also abhorred me.” 

Jehovah here emphatically declares that you abhor 
the Lord. It does not signify what your pretensions may 
be. You may boast, “ the temple of the Lord are we.” 
You may make long prayers, and sound a trumpet before 

J ou, and love to be called of men Rabbi; but you bind 
eavy burdens on men’s shoulders, which you will not 
move with one of your fingers. Notwithstanding all 
this, your souls in secret and in truth abhor the Lord; or 
you would obey his commandments. Look at this descrip, 
tion, all you ecclesiastical men-stealers and your abettors! 
Goo declares that your refusal to obey his divine injunction 
to M feed the flock of the slaughter,” is because your souls 
ttbhor him. Who can doubt the truth of God’s declaration, 
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Wh6n your disobedience verifies the infallible truth 7 There* 
fore, remembp’- the Lord’s declaration, “ My soul loathed 
them.” The Lord loathes you for your hardness of heart, 
your cruelties, your robberies, your impiety, your ungodly 
wealth, your want of human sensibility, your destitution 
of all Christian love, your rejection of all pastoral coramis- 
seration and sympathy, your hardened defiance of his au¬ 
thority, and your resolute contempt of his sovereign man¬ 
date. Therefore he reminds you of an example by which 
you may take warning—Three shepherds also I cut off 
in one month.” Whoever they were who thus experienced 
the Judge’s displeasure, they were far less criminal than 
you. Preachers in America live in the midst of gospel 
jmnshine, profess to be actuated by those sacred principles 
Which admit the rights of conscience, civil freedom, and 
religious liberty; are bound by their own vows to“ preach 
the gospel to the poor, and deliverance to the captive, to cry 
aloud and spare not, to lift up their voice like a trumpet, 
and show the people their transgression and their sins, that 
they may loose the heavy burdens, let the oppressed go free, 
and break every yoke.” You see myriads of American 
citizens, your fellow immortals, drawn unto death and ready 
to be slain, and yet you forbear to deliver them.” Proverbs 
24; 11, 12. The Lord commands you to blow the trumpet 
and warn the people; and yet you will not comply; the 
people are taken away in their iniquity, and the Judge of 
all the earth declares to you, Ezekiel 33; 6, “ their blood 
will I require at the watchman’s hands.” Deceive not 
yourselves by any delusive subterfuges. 

In vain, Isaiah 28; 15,17, “ will you make lies your 
refuge, and under falsehood hide yourselves. The hail of 
the Lord will sweep away your refuge of lies, and the wa¬ 
ters will overflow your hiding-place.” Y»vj are like Jonah, 
refusing to deliver the message of the Lord, and you already 
experience and know, that “ they who observe lying vani¬ 
ties.” as you constantly do, “ forsake their own mercy.” 
If Giod spared not the ancient hard-hearted shepherds, but 
cat them ofl, take heed, lest he spare not you, in your in¬ 
sensibility and rebellion. Remember also another word 
of the Lord, Zechariah, 11; 7, “ I will feed the flock of

the slaughter, even you, O poor of the flock. And I took 
untotne two staves; the one I called Beauty, and the other I 
called Bands: and I fed the flock.” Thus the lard declares 
that the slaves shall be emancipated . Jehovah is the great 
exemplar of all Abolitionists. He exterminated slavery in 
Egypt to Pbaroah’s cost; he abolished it in Babylon, but 
Belshazzer and the soothsayers were removed ; and if you 
will not feed the flock of the slaughter, he will feed them— 
but you shall be cut off. God will make them Beauty 
honourable , and Bands, strong; and will feed, enlighten, 
support, supply, and strengthen them ; and then wo be to 
you, ** raise prophets, who come in sheep’s clothing, but 
inwardly are ravening wolves 1” 

Watch over the flock of the slaughter and do the duty 
of Christian ministers. “ Sinners as you are, one cannot but 
have pity on you. The parable of the rich man requires 
your consideration. He fared sumptuously and died, and 
lifted up his eyes in torment! May God preserve all men- 
stealing preachers from being his companions!” You 
preachers are the existing cause of the wickedness and curse 
of slavery in America; arid as long as we have myriads of 
men-stealing ministers and professors, so long will all our 
churches be justly chargeable with being one half hypo¬ 
crites, and the other half confederates. God pardon and 
convert all preaching slaveholders, and their dough-faced 
brethren, for Christ’s sake !~Amen. 
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MAN-STEALING AND SLAVERY 

DENOUNCED DY THE 

PRESBYTERIAN AND METHODIST CHURCHES. 

“At a meeting of Delegates to form a National Anti-slavery 
Society, convened at Philadelphia. 4th December, 1833: 

“ Resolved That George Bourne, William Lloyd Garrison 
and Charles W. Denison be a committee to prepare a synopsis of 
Wesley’s Thoughts on Slavery; and of the anti-slavery items In 
a note formerly existing in the Catechism of the Presbyterian 
church of the United States; and of such other similar testimony 
as they c&n obtain, to be addressed to Methodists, Presbyterians, 
and all professed Christians in this country, and published under 
the sanction of this convention.’’ 

In conformity with this appointment, the committee have se¬ 
lected from the records of the Presbyterian church every article 
of general Interest which adverts to this momentous subject. 
They have also combined with those discussions, all that is uni¬ 
versally admitted as obligatory U> the Methodist discipline, with 
every thing material In the tract of John Wesley respecting 
slavery. 

The general Ignorance not only of the citizens at large, but 
also of the Presbyterian and Methodist churches, and their im¬ 
mediate adherents, of these authentic documents, renders their 
republication indispensable. The persona who are actually enu¬ 
merated as In tire communion of those two churches, with other 
attendants on their worship, who are directly influenced by 
them, probably comprise one million of the adult population of 
these States. The vast moral power which Is thus wielded over 
our republic, combined with the inconceivable responsibility of 
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thoee who manage machinery productive of such unspeakably 
Influential results, demands that it should to exercised lagiU. 
mateiy, and for the holy purposes of human improvement ac¬ 
cording to the authoritative prescriptions of the Christian re¬ 
ligion. 

In reference to slavery in the abstract, both those churches 
agree. They join in unequivocally condemning the whole ays- 
tern as most corrupt In origin, of the vilest characters and as 
accompanied with the roost direful effects upon Its victims, and 
with everlasting punishment to the impenitent workers of that 
Iniquity. Now, only let us suppose that an overwhelming ma 
Jority of this million of adults would simultaneously declare, 
that within their moral and religious communion and Influence, 
man-stealing should instantly terminate; and that every man 
among them who would not immediately cease, as John Wesley 
characterizes them to be a "lion, a tiger, a bear, and a teolf," 
should be excluded from their churches; and that henceforth no 
slave-driver should be acknowledged a3 a Christian—slavery In 
the United States would be smitten in the fifth rib, so that It 
would require not the second stroke; but would speedily expire, 
amid the hallelujahs or Christians, who would witness and 
hall the last struggles of the infamous and odious dying Mon¬ 
ster. 

The ensuing extracts therefore, from the authentic standards 
Of the Presbyterian and Methodist Episcopal churches, are ear- 
nestly recommended to the deliberate examination of all persons 
who are anxious to remo te the evil of slavery from our republic; 
and especially to the serious and prayerful scrutiny of all Chris. 
Cans of every denomination. They afford abundantly instructive 
matter for careful reflection. They teach us that Christ'- ■ r rtt , 
feasors will solemnly and repeatedly avow in the mo». public 
forms, their belief and adherence to Christian truth; and at the 
same time, that they will wilfully and constantly violate ail 
Its sublime commandments. Th^ exhibit ecclesiastical bodies 
in a very mournful aspect, as asserting undeniable verities; and 
then obliterating their own creed; as proclaiming the mandates 
of divine revelation to be obligatory, and yet themselves practi¬ 
cally nullifying them; and instead of manfully upholding Chris¬ 
tian truth, aa shifting, shuffling, time serving, and turning about; 
jtt«t m the demands of worldly wisdom and covetousness the 
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etamcunof carnal policy and sensual Indulgence, and the schemes 
o? diabolical expediency, urge them to deny equity and Justice; 
and to extenuate or sanction every diversified crime which flows 
Horn men-stealing. 

No documents upon slavery of equal importance, It is believed, 
can be exhibited to the American churches and citizens. These 
are cot the ebullitions of modern controversy drawn forth by 
the recent excitements. They are the grave, cold, and almost 
unfeeling declarations of men, who were governed in their ex*' 
presalons even by the criminals whose actions are condemned, 
and against whom their regulations only could be enforced. Yet 
no modem ami-slavery partizans, not even the Convention who 
formed the American Anti-slavery Society, have exceeded the 
Presbyterian Oeneral Assembly in hideousness of display, and 
the Methodist Conferences in unequivocal condemnation. The 
most powerful passages in the Declaration of the American Anti- 
slavery Society equal not John Wesley, the oracle of Methodism, 
in pungency of censure and reproachful epithets. It is therefore 
essential to recur to fundamental principles; and to make 
known to all classes of citizens, the sterling doctrines, the indig¬ 
nant denunciations, and the authoritative injunctions of the Pres¬ 
byterian and Methodist churches upon this grave topic; with 
the genuine spirit and effects of man-stealing, and the true Cha- 
Bacter and doings of all slave-holdera

PRESBYTERIANISM AND SLAVERY. 

Opmion of the Synod of New-York and Philadelphia in re¬ 
gard to Slavery, and its abolition , in 1787. 

» The Synod, taking into consideration the overture concerning 
Slavery, came to the following judgment : 

“The Synod of New-York and Philadelphia do highly approve 
the general principles in favour of universal liberty that pre¬ 
vail in America, and the interest which many of the states have 
tMten in promoting the abolition of slavery. They earnestly 
recommend it to all the members belonging to their communion, 
injure those persons who are '*■ present held in servitude such 
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mod education as to prepare them for the better enjoyment of 
freedom. And they moreover recommend that masters, when¬ 
ever they find servants disposed to make a just improvement of 
the privilege, would give them a pecuiium, or grant them suffi¬ 
cient time, and sufficient means of procuring their own liberty at 
a moderate rate; that thereby they may be brought into society 
with those habits of Industry that may render them useful citi¬ 
zens. And finally, they recommend it to all their people to use 
the most prudent measures, consistent with the interests and the 
state of civil society in the countries where they live, to procure 
eventually the final abolition of slavery in America. 

This “judgment” was also republished as the decision Of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian church in 1793. 

The second annunciation of the sentiments of tire Presbyterian 
church upon the subject of slavery, was made in the year 1794,. 
when the “scripture proofs,” notes, &c., were adopted by the 
General Assembly. Their doctrine at that period is stated in the 
note b, appended to the one hundred and forty-second question of 
the larger Catechism, in these words: 

“ 1 Tim. i. 10. The law is made for man-steaiers. This crime 
among the Jews exposed the perpetrators of it to capital punish¬ 
ment; Exodus xxi. 16; and the apostle here classes them with 
sinners of the first rank. The word he uses, in its original im¬ 
port, comprehends ail who are concerned in bringing any of the 
humeu race into slavery, or in retaining them in it. Hominum 
Aires, qul servos vel llberos abducunt, retinent, vendunt, vel 
entunt. Stealers of men are all those who bring off slaves or 
freemen, and keep, sell, or buy them. To steal a freeman, says 
Grotius, is the highest kind of theft. In other instances, we only 
steal human property, but when we steal or retain men in 
slavery, we seize those who, in common with ourselves, are 
constituted by the original grant, lords of the earth. Genesis L 
28. Vide Poll synopsin in loc.” 

The subject was also introduced into the General Assembly, in 
1796, but without any effect, and without producing any impres¬ 
sion. From that period, twenty years elapsed before man- 
stealing was again noticed in that ecclesiastical body. The fol¬ 
lowing extract is found in the Digest, page 339; and it partially 
Illustrates the views of those who constituted the majority of the 
Assembly at that period. 

Advice given by the Assembly, in relation to Slavery, in 1816. 

“ The committee to which was committed the report of the 
committee to which the petition of some eldere, who entertain 
conscientious scruples on the subject of holding sieves, together 
with that of the Synod of Ohio, concerning the buying and sell¬ 
ing of slaves had been referred, reported ; and their report being 
read and amended, was adopted, and Is as follows 

“ The General Assembly have repeatedly declared their cor¬ 
dial approbation of those principles of civil liberty which appear 
to be recognised by the. Federal and Suite governments, in these 
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United States. They have expressed their regret that the slavery 
ef the Africans and of their descendants still continues in so many 
places, and even among those within the pale of the church; and 
have urged the Presbyteries under their care, to adopt such mea¬ 
sures as will secure at least to the rising generation of slaves, 
Within the bounds of the church, a religious education; that they 
may be prepared for the exercise and enjoyment of liberty, when 
Hod, In hie providence, may open a door lor their emancipation. 
The committee refer said petitioners to the printed extracts of the. 
Synod of New-York and Philadelphia, for the year 1787, on this 
subject, republished by the Assembly in 1793 ; and also to the ex¬ 
tracts of the minutes of the Assembly far 1796; which lost are in 
the following words 

‘ ‘A serious and conscientious person, a member of a Presbyte¬ 
rian congregation, who views the slavery of the negroes as a 
moral evil, highly offensive to God, and Injurious to the interests 
of the gospel, Uvea under the ministry of a person, or among a 
society of people, who concur with him in sentiment on the sub¬ 
ject upon general principles; yet, for particular reasons, hold 
slaves, and tolerate the practice in others,—-Ought the former of 
these persons, under the tmpressions and circumstances above 
described, to hold Christian communion with the latter V 

“Whereupon, after due deliberation, it was Resolved; that as 
the same difference of opinion with respect to slavery takes place 
In sundry other ports of the Presbyterian church, notwithstanding 
Which, they live in charity and peace, according to the doctrine 
and practice of the apostles; it is hereby recommended to all con¬ 
scientious persons, and especially to those whom it immediately 
respects, to do the same. At the same time the General Assembly 
assure all the churches under their care, that they view with the 
deepest concern any vestiges of slavery which may exist In our 
country, and refer the churches to the records of the General As¬ 
sembly, published at different times; but especially to an overture 
of the late Synod of New-York and Philadelphia, published in 
1787, and republished among the extracts from the minutes of 
the General Assembly of 1793, on that head, with which they trust 
every conscientious person will bo fully satisfied. 

“ This is deemed a sufficient answer to the first petition ; and 
With regard to the second, the Assembly observe, that although in 
same sections of our country, under certain circumstances, the 
transfer of slaves may be unavoidable, yet they consider the buy¬ 
ing and selling of slaves by way of traffic, and all undue severity 
In the management of them, as Inconsistent with the spirit of the 
gospel. And they recommend it to the Presbyteries and Sessions 
under their care, to make use of all prudent measures to prevent 
such shamefhl and unrighteous conduct.” 

It is worthy of remembrance, that during the debate upon the 
petitions referred to In the above unintelligible advice, the note 
subjoined to question 142 of the larger Catechism was first pub- 
fitly Introduced upon the slavery question, in the General An 
/rembly 
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- The leading of it astonished all parties. The friends of equal 
rights and of Christian truth were surprised that they had over¬ 
looked or forgotten so authoritative a testimony; and the preach. 
tng Slavltas were exasperated with indignation, and immediately 
began to conspire together for the erasure of that note, and of the 
doctrine which It proclaims, (Tom the standards of the Presbyte. 
rlar; church. 

The answer of the Synod to Ohio and the petitioning elders 
satisfied no persons; especially as it did not encourage chu:?~. 
officers to fulfil their evangelically prescribed duty. It was op¬ 
posed upon these principlesConscientious men cannot hold 
oommunlon with those who are always practising that evil which 
Is “ highly offensive to God and injurious to the interests of the 
gospel.*' It was maintained that all the records of the General 
Assembly had been totally unavailing; that preachers, eiuerc, 
and church members bought, sold, worked, starved and flayed 
their slaves as much, and even more grossly than their Infidel 
and Irreligious neighbours; and that to talk of living In Christian 
“charity and peace 1 ’ with men who always exhibited a direct 
Inconsistency with the spirit of the gospel, and who were ever 
guilty of “ shameful and unrighteous conduct,” is voluntary delu¬ 
sion, and openly criminal. It waa also uvowed, that by the Con. 
fesslon of Faith, and the prior decisions of the General Assembly, 
•very slave-holder who pretended to be a Christian, was a stanch 
kypoorite, who ought de facto to be excluded from the church: 
and a protest to this effect against the preceding deceptive and 
two faced declaration, was presented to the Assembly; every ar¬ 
gument in which protest, the history of the subsequent nineteen 
years has verified beyond dispute. 

One result of the above discussion was an exhibition of as extra¬ 
ordinary a specimen of ecclesiastical chicanery as probably can be 
found in the annals of the Protestant churches; thereby proving 
the truth of Article III. Chapter 31, of their own Confession of raith: 
“All Synods or Councils may err, ami many have erred; there¬ 
fore they are not to be made the rule of faith or practice.” 
Whether the decisions of the General Assembly of 1816 ought to 
be a luie of faith or practice, can be easily determined by a con¬ 
sideration of these two facts, in reference to slavery. 

The following question was propounded for the decision of that 
Assembly. “ Ought Baptism, on the profession and promise of 
the master, to be administered to the children of slaves?” A more 
complete burlesque upon sound theological doctrine, and a more 
base desecration of a Christian ordinance can scarcely be con¬ 
ceived, What did the General Assembly answer to this absurd 
Inquiry 1 

“It Is the duty of masters who are members of the church to 
present the children of parents in servitude to the ordinance of 
Baptism. It Is the duty of Christ’s ministers to baptize all children 
Of this description, when presented to them by their masters.” 

m other words, it Is the duty of preaching slave-drivers to bap- 
wxe the stolen children of American citizens upon the Christian 
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profession of the criminal, who has kidnapped both the parents 
and their offspring! 

The second fact is still more outrageous. It is found in the 
“ Digest of the General Assembly,” page 126, thus entitled:— 

11 Resolutions in regard to the scripture proofs and notes bp the 
Assembly, in 1816.” 

“The Presbytery of Philadelphia proposed an inquiry to the 
Assembly ‘ relative to the notes found i the book containing the 
Constitution of the Presbyterian church.’ To this demand the 
Assembly replied. The minute is extended to a considerable 
length, and contains a variety of other matter totally irrelevant 
to our present discussion. Those parts only are quoted which 
unfold their ‘ mystery of iniquity.’ Speaking of the notes they 
thus announce: 

“ These notes are no part of the constitution. The notes which 
now appear in the book were approved by the General Assembly, 
anddirectedtobeprintedwit.il the proofs in the form in which 
they now appear. These notes are explanatory of some of the 
principles of the Presbyterian churcn. Tho notes are of the same 
force while they continue with the other rets of that judicature, 
but subject to alterations, amendments, e. a total erasure, as they 
shall judge proper.” 

Disregarding the flat contradictions in these sentences, it is 
only necessary to reeollect, that the notes at' scarcely any thing 
else than texts of scripture, with u very few concise explana¬ 
tions; and yet according to that Assembly of 1816, they were 
authorized to alter, amend, or erase those notes, that is, “the 
oracles of God,” ns they judged proper. This was their anti- 
Christian assumption; now watch their act. 

No Christian will have the hardihood to contest the scriptural 
accuracy of the note to question 142 of the larger Catechism. In 
truth, it Is nothing more thun a few sentences, to show that the 
Lord’s gift to man, at creation, is utterly abrogated by that crime 
which the law of Moses punished with death; and which the 
apostle Paul enumerated with the most atrocious wickedness. 
Had that Assembly nullified fifty or one hundred other notes, 
whatever might have been thought of their piety, at least they 
would have been consistent. This was not their design, ail their 
object was to erase that part of the word of God which denounces 
« ten-stealers, and man-stealing. This was their decision, omit¬ 
ting a clause which lias no connexion with the subject of 
slavery : 

. “ Resolved Tl.at as it belongs to the General Assembly to give 
directions iu regain to tiie notes which accompany the constitu¬ 
tion, this Assembly express it as their opinion, that in printing 
future editions of the Confession of this churchthe note con¬ 
nected with the scripture proofs in answer to the question in the 
larger catechism, ’what is forbidden in the eighth command¬ 
ment V in which the nature of the crime of man stealing and 
slavery is dilated upon, be omitted .-—In regard to this omission, 
4ho Assembly think proper to declare, that in directing It, they 
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are Influenced by far other motive* than any desire to flavour 
slavery, or to retard the extinction of that mournful evil, as speed, 
ily as may consist with the happiness of all concerned.’* 

Upon this proceeding of the Assembly of 1816, It is only requi¬ 
site to observe, that the Assembly " thought proper to declare” that 
which is notoriously untrue. Every person who was present at 
the General Assembly of 1816 knows that the erasure of the above 
note was done avowedly to “favour slavery, and to retard the 
estinttion of that mournful evil.” The resolution was adopted 
expressly to propitiate those confederated kidnappers, who are 
nominal Christians; and also to remove an Insurmountable bar. 
rier to the condemnation of a minister, who, in his public dls- 
courses had exhibited the total contradiction between Christianity 
and man-stealing; and maintained that every professor of reli¬ 
gion who la a slave-driver, Is an open deceiver. This most im¬ 
portant topic was also discussed In the General Assembly of 1817 1 ; 
and to prove the Infallibility of Councils, they virtually decided 
In flat opposition to their predecessors of 1816, and also to their 
Immediate successors of 1818. 

It thus appears that the subject of American slavery engaged 
the attention of the General Assembly In different forms during 
four years In succession, 1816, 1816, 1817, 1818. Since which 
period the whole of the Presbyterian church have been sound 
asleep upon “ the highest kind of theft”—and while the " sinners 
of the first rank” have multiplied and extended their man-steal- 
tog on every side, Presbyteries, Synods, and General Assemblies 
have been “ silent as death, and still as midnight!” except when 
to gratify the Christians! who wish to transport to their ottm 
country/ the " feeble, diseased, aged, or worn outslaves,” they have 
adopted some twotongued minute respecting the Colonization 
Society. 

Circumstances In 1818 imperiously required that the General 
Assembly of that year should contrive some mode to conceal theh 
erasure of their own long announced creed of faith, and their ser- 
vile compliance with the clamorous demands of the unusual 
horde of men-ste&lcrs, who for spectal purposes of Iniquity were 
gathered together on that occasion. 

The following article, except a few immaterial omissions, was 
Anally Issued as their act. Having accomplished all their 
design, under ecclesiastical forms, and With the nominal sanction 
of the whole Presbyterian church, the slavitea tacitly permitted 
the ensuing philippic to be placed upon the records, and to he 
published to the world. They well knew that by the southern 
churches it would not even be noticed, much less practised. 
Many Presbyterian ministers and myriads of their members have 
never heard of the existence of such a document—while among 
the eastern and northern churches, they only intended by It to 
blind their eyes to the true character and wickedness of slavery, 
and to silence their outcry and disquietude respecting their being 
participants with, their guilt, or connlversat their man-stealing 
Their object has been attained. From that period, those atones 
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have pursued their man-thieving with additional alacrity, audio, 
ah’Indefinite extent; and the northern churches, until very re- 
cenlly, have scarcely noticed their Increased and continually 
aggravating turpitude. Nevertheless, the General Assembly of 
1318 thus unequivocally execrated slavery, and all Its adherents. 
At the same time they most criminally then acknowledged, as 
they still do admit, these flagrant transgressors to their commu¬ 
nion, and to fill every office in their churches. This act ,is found 
In the “ Digest of tile General Assembly,” page 341. A few unim¬ 
portant sentences only being omitted 

"A full expression of the Assembly's views of slavery in 1818. 

"The General Assembly of the Presbyterian church, having 
taken into consideration the subject of slavery, think proper to 
make known their sentiments upon It. 

" We consider the voluntary enslaving of one part of the human , 
race by another, as a gross violation of the most '’reclous sacred 
rights of human nature; as utterly iuconsateht with the law of 
God which requires us to love our neighbour as ourselves; and as 
totally Irreconcilable with the spirit and principles of the gospel 
of Christ, which enjoin that all things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do veeven so to them.” Slavery creates a 
paradox in the moral system—it exhibits rational, accountable, 
and Immortal beings in such circumstances as scarcely to leave 
them the power of moral action. It exhibits them as dependent 
on the will of others, whether they shall receive religious instruc¬ 
tion ; whether they shall know and worship the true God; whether 
they shall enjoy the ordinances of the gospel; whether they shall 
perform the duties and cherish the endearments of husbands and 
wives, parents and children, neighbours and friends; whether 
they shall preserve their chastity and purity, or regard the 
dictates of justice and humanity. Sucn are some of ihe con¬ 
sequences of slavery ; consequences not imaginary, hut which 
connect themselves with Us very existence. The evils to which 
the slave la always exposed, often take place In their very worst 
degree and form; and where all of them do not take place^atill 
the slave is deprived of his natural rights, degraded as a ln§B»n 
being, and exposed to the danger of passing Into the hands of a 
master who may Inflict upon him all the hardships and inhudea 
Which inhumanity and avarice may suggest. wmP 1 

From this view of the consequences resulting from ther prac¬ 
tice Into which Christian people have most Inconsistently fallen, 
ot enslaving a portion of their brethren of mankind, It is mani¬ 
festly the duty of all Christians, when the inconsistency of slavery 
wjth the dictates of humanity and religion has been demonstrated, 
and is generally seen and acknowledged, to use their honest, 
earnest, and unwearied endeavours, os speedily os possible to 
efface this blot on our holy religion, and to obtain Uie complete 
abolition of slavery throughout the world. We earnestly exhort 
thjsm,” the slave-holders, “ to continue and to increase their ex¬ 
ertions to effect a total abolition of slavery.—We exhort them to 
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snifter no greater delay to take place la this most Interesting non- 
earn, than a regard to the public welfare truly and indispensably 
demands. 

“As our country has Inflicted a most grievous Injury on tbe un¬ 
happy Africans by bringing them Into slavery, our country ought 
to be governed In this matter by no other consideration than an 
honest and impartial r«»ord to the happineee of the injured party, 
uninfluenced by the expense or Inconvenience which such a re¬ 
gard may involve. We therefore warn all who belong to our 
denomination of Christiana, against unduly extending this plea 
of necessity; against making It a cover for the love and practice 
of slavery, or a pretence for not using efforts that are lawAil and 
practicable to extinguish tbe evil. 

“ Having thus expressed our views of slavery, and of the duty 
Indispensably Incumbent on all Christians % labour for it* com¬ 
plete extinction, we proceed to recommend, “with all the earnest¬ 
ness aha sQlemBl'y which this momentous subject demands, a 
particular attention to the following points. 

“ We recommend to all the members of our religious donomine- 
tlon, to facilitate and encourage the instruction of their slaves In 
the principles and duties of the Christian religion, by granting 
them liberty to attend on the preaching of the gospel; by favour¬ 
ing the Instruction of them in Sabbath schools, and by giving 
them all other proper advantages for acquiring the knowledge of 
their duty both to God and man. It is incumbent on all Chris¬ 
tians to communicate religious Instruction to those who are under 
their authority, and the doing of this in the case before us, so far 
from operating, as some have apprehended that it might, as an 
excitement to insubordination and Insurrection, would operate 
as the most powerful means for the prevention of those evils.” 

The Assembly here subjoin a rote, which proves that the quiet¬ 
ude of the Island of Antigua, when tbe slaves of the neighbouring 
West Indian Islands had been In commotion, was owing to the 
religious instruction of the Moravian Mlsaionaries. To which may 
since be added, the examples of Demarara and Jamaica. This 
document of the Assembly is thus closed: “ We enjoin It on all 
chtiran Sessions and Presbyteries to discountenance, and as far as 
possible to prevent all cruelty, of whatever kind, In the treatment 
of especially the cruelty of separating husband and wife, 

pamlfi&nd children; and that which consists In selling slaves to 
those who will either themselves deprive those unhappy people 
of flie blessings of the gospel, or who will transport them to places 
where the gospel is not proclaimed, or where it is forbidden to slaves 
to attend upon its institutions. The manifest violation or disre¬ 
gard of this injunction, ought to be considered as Just groan 1 for 
the discipline and censures of the church. And if it shait ever 
happen that a Christian professor in our communion shall sell a 
slave who is also in communion with our church, contrary to ills 
or her will and inclination, it ought Immediately to claim the 
particular attention of the proper church judicature; and unless 
there be such peculiar circumstances attending the case as can 
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but Mldom happen, it ought to be followed without delay, by a 
suspension of the offender from all the privileges of the church, 
till he repent and make all the reparation In his power, to the in¬ 
jured party." 

This Is the last formal act of the General Assembly of the Pres¬ 
byterian church upon the subject of slavery—and It contains the 
essence In smoother language, of all that the anti-slavery fanatics 
have ever promulged. 

That ecclesiastical body proclaims, that slavery grossly violate s 
the most precious human righto ; that it is utterly inconsistent with 
the law of God, of brotherly love, and reciprocal equity; that It la 
totally irreconcilable with the spirit and principles of the gospel qf 
Christ; that it leaves the slaves without the power of moral action ; 
that slaves are deprived of their natural rights , degraded as hu¬ 
man beings, exposed to all the hardships atid injuries which inhu¬ 
manity and avarice may suggest; that without these frightful 
evils, slavery cannot exist ; and that these dlrefhl effects of man¬ 
stealing are experienced by the slaves in their very worst degree 
and form. 

This appalling delineation of slavery was not made by “ reck¬ 
less incendiaries, foul calumniators, blood-thirsty cut-throats, and 
rabid agitators," as Presbyterian ministers and elders have charac¬ 
terized some of the most noble philanthropists In this republic; 
bat this is the picture of slavery drawn by a body, of which the 
preaching slave holders directed and controlled every movement 
and resolution. Such is their theory of slavery; what is the In¬ 
fernal system In practice, according to those slave-driving nar¬ 
rators'? 

The slaves enjoy no instruction ; are prohibited from alCreiotive 
endearments ; cannot preserve their personal purity and honour; 
realize all kinds qf cruelty ; are lawlessly separated from all their 
congenial and beloved companions, the association with whom 
was the sole relief for their constant wretchedness; and are 
trafficked without remorse, only to suffer additional anguish. And 
to crown this Whole mess of iniquity, we are oracularly assured, 
that Christian professors sell as slaves members of the church, unto 
tits most woful bondage l 

This la not a catalogue of slave-holders’ crimes drawn out by 
“visionary enthusiasts, wild fanatics, sly malignant hypocrites, 
and mischievous Incendiaries," as the defenders of the New-York 
ipob, and their infidel minions described the only consistent 
friends of freedom, of the rights of man, and or Christianity; hut 
these are the atrocities of slavery avowed by clerical slave-holders 
to extenuate human bondage, to cloak over their own ungodli¬ 
ness ; end by this farce of recording a stigma upon slavery oa 
their minutes, to terminate the uneasiness and denunciations of 
tbe Northern and Eastern Christiana 
After sixteen years have revolved, what has been done? What 
Presbyterian professor has used hi “ earnest and unwearied en¬ 
deavours to efface this blot on our holy religion V’ where is that 
“most virtuous pert of the community" of slave-drivers who 
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S! abhor slavcrv, and wish Us extermination," who have increased 
Ihoir exertions"to effect a total abolition of slavery 1 Where in tha 
preaching or nominal Christian man-thisf, who Is not always 
« extending the plea of necessity as a cover for the love and prac¬ 
tice of slavery, and a pretence for not rising efforts to extinguish 
the evil ?” Where is the Presbyterian preacher, elder, or professor, 
who encourages “tho instruction of slovesjn the principles and 
duties of the Christian religion,' 5 as the Lord and lUs apostles 
taught, tho word of truth 1 There is scarcely such a man between 
Washington and the Caribbean gull*, or the Atlantic and Mexico, 
south of the Potomac end the Ohio. 

Where is there a Sabbath school for tho coloured citizens 1 Not 
an oral school, such as the slave-driving deceivers have contrived 
to conceal their turpitude, and blind the .northern citizens; but a 
Sabbath school similar to those in almost every congregation in 
•New*York or Massachusetts 1 In this respect Ickabod is written 
upon that entire portion of the United States. 

Where are the church -Sessions or Vreshy teries, who dare to call 
before them men whose every act is one unceasing round of ail 
multiform cruelty to slaves'* Do not professors now Sell Chris¬ 
tian slaves to Georgia or Louisiana in preference, because their 
superior excellence, aud their religious crlnciples procure a 
higher price even from the citizen-pedlar, ho in “his trade of 
blood’ 5 roams from New-York to MilledgomUe, buying slaves, 
when ho cannot kidnap freemen, and transforming every district 
through which he passes, into a scene of mourning and wo, in Us 
moral attributes and agonized sensibilities, the civil warfare only 
excepted, the exact counterpart of that African Aceldama, whence 
the coloured people were originally stolen - ! Where is that church 
Session, or that Presbytery who will cite the most infuriated and 
malignant slave-driver so answer for his heillsti cruelty or lii3 
pirai'eal traffic? Where? 

Since the unanimous adoption of the preceding “ full expression 
of the Assembly’s views of slavery, In ISIS”—the only case 
approximating to it, is that of John D. Paxton In Virginia; who 
several years ago fulfilled the Assembly ’s requirements; instructed 
hi3slaves, and then emancipated them: for which philanthropy 
he was calumniated as vilely a3 If he had been a horse-thief, by 
all the men-stealing professors around him; and speedily coerced 
to abandon the congregation before whom he had acted such a 
noble example of Christian benevolence. Mark the contrast! 
John D. Paxton, for complying with the recommendation of the 
General Assembly, was driven from his pastoral charge amid uni¬ 
versal hatred ; and the Richmond slave-catching preacher, who 
hurried away three hundred miles distance, to kidnap a coloured 
girl, not only escaped with Impunity, but he is justified and 
honoured, because he is a brazen-faced obdurate “sinner of the 
first rank, and guilty of the highest kind of theft.” 

From a secret of a portentous character, which has lately been 
disclosed, Jt is also manifest that there is no design on the part of 
those who contrive to govern all the ostensible proceedings of the 
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filcneval Assembly of the Presbyterian church, and thereby of that 
Whole denomination, to interfere with the question of slavery upon 
evoiigelic.il principles. 

A person on behalf of a slave holder, addressed the following 
letter to the editor of the Philadelphian—and as a supplement to 
the preceding documents, to show tire titter discrepancy between 
good professions and evil practices, the article, a little abridged, Is 
extracted from the Philadelphian of the twenty-third of January, 
183-5. Us contradictory tenets and misstatements require no elu¬ 
cidation. 


Questions on Slavery. 

"I have lately received a letter from a. communicantof/the 
Presbyterian church in South Carolina, -who is the owner of 
a number of slaves which comprise the principal part of his 
estate, and of which he became possessed, partly by inheritance* 
cud partly by marriage. He says the General Assembly have re¬ 
peatedly declared that the holding of slave? is inconsistent with 
the spirit of the gospel. And although lie feels anxious to regu¬ 
late his course of life according to the Principles of Christianity, 
and the rules of the church to which he belongs, yet he cannot 
think that pure justice would require of him to set his slaves at 
liberty, and reduce his own family to beggary and ruin. Even 
though he were disposed so to act, the laws of his native state 
forbid his setting his slaves at liberty, unless they are sent out of 
its jurisdiction. Humanity would, in such a case, pi so require a 
temporary provision for them, after they were set at liberty. 

The General Assembly have also declared, that where any 
momber of the church holds slaves, it is his imperative duty to 
give them sufficient education to enable them to become good and 
peaceable citizens, and to have them instructed in the way of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Now the laws of his own state, and those of Georgia, In which 
part ofhis estate lies, prohibit, under severe penalties, the instruc¬ 
tion of slaves. ' ) 

Here again, my friend ‘ is at fault. 5 His conscience and the 
rules of the church direct him to have them instructed. But if 
ha do so he subjects himself to e prosecution under the laws of 
the stale in which he lives. 

He would fain know what ho shall do. If he sets his slaves at 
liberty—he obeys the rales of the church, but violates the laws of 
his state, and reduces himself and family to beggary. If he obeys 
the laws of his state, and prohibits their instruction, he violates 
the rales, and subjects himself to the censure of the church, and 
acts contrary to the dictates of his conscience.

Reply to Howard. 

Your friend and bi3 family must turn day-labourers, earn their 
own bread by the sweat ot their brow, become poor, beg, starve, 
17 
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or be crucified, rather than commit any one known ft in. The cer¬ 
tainty of Impoverishing himself Is no excuse for not freeing hie 
Slaves, If It Is his duty to free them. 

The General Assembly has ever acted In relation to this business; 
In resisting all the violent movements of absolute, Immediate, uni¬ 
versal and unconditional abolitionists. 

To the last Assembly were sent an overture and a bundle of 
pamphlets for distribution, designed to show that every slave¬ 
holder ought to be excommunicated from the Presbyterian church: 
the overture was excluded from the house by the Committee of 
Bills, and the pamphlets were used as waste paper. 

He who steals a man and makes him a slave Is one of the worst 
of thieves and oppressors. 

He who purchases a man thus enslaved Is as great ti criminal 
as the man stealer. 

Those who originated the system of slavery in our country, and 
those who perpetuate It, fall under the same condemnation. 

It would be very just for the laws of the several slates to sub¬ 
ject elave-tradera to punishment. 

A man may inherit the relation of master to slaves, or he may 
become thus related to slaves Inherited, or previously possessed 
by his wife. 

In this case he should act the part of a friend, a petron, a father 
to these slaves; and should strictly compensate them for their la¬ 
bour according to their earnings, and his ability. If his slaves 
choose to be free from him, and can effect their freedom by re¬ 
moving from him, be should rather rejoice In it, than remove i. 
finger to prevent them from obtaining their emancipation. 

The laws of those states which forbid any man to emancipate 
or to Instruct his slaves, are contrary to the laws of God, and the 
rights of man; and should be, in every constitutional way, re¬ 
sisted, and In every safe way evaded. 

A person who has inherited the relation of master to slaves has 
no right to sell them to another without their consent He should 
treat them as hired servants. The general law of benevolence 
requires ell men to take all reasonable measures for banishing 
slavery from the world. 

The political, civil, pecuniary, and religious interests of our 
country would ell be promoted by converting every slave Into s 
well instruc 'ed, Industrious free labourer. As patriots and Chris¬ 
tians, all American citizens ought to desire and promote the elo> 
vatlon, and final emancipation of all coloured people." 

Two points are worthy of peculiar notice In this reply by the 
stated clerk of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian church. 
1. He Is as “ wild a fanatic,” and as ,! rabid an agitator” es the 
abolitionists whom he condemns: for he declares that all those 
who originated, and who perpetuate slavery, are “ ran worst or 
tksxvbs I” This Includes all the doctrine and requirements of the 
“ absolute, immediate, universal, and unconditional abolitionists." 
We only assert, that the toorat of ali thtft ought not to be tolerated 
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dan moment, and that “ the worst of all thieves' 1 ought instantly 
to be Impeded from perpetrating their outrageous slonles. 2. The 
stated cloth also officially Informs us, that an overture was sent to 
the last General Assembly respecting slavery which was ex* 
eluded from that body by the Committee of Bills. In other words, 
they determined not to fulfil their own enucimems. By what 
right and authority a bundle of pamphlets sent for distribution 
among the members of the General Assembly, as every Indi¬ 
vidual’s own and exclusive possession, were withheld from them 
by the moderator and clerks, Is utterly Inconceivable. Those 
pamphlets belonged to the ministers and elders alone, for whose 
perusal they were kindly transmitted; and no men but the con¬ 
federates of “ the worst of all thieves I" would have dared thus to 
purloin the property of others; by clandestinely detaining pam¬ 
phlets sent for the use of the members of the General Assembly 
from their rightful owners, and by using for waste paper the of¬ 
fering of Christian affection. 

From this authentic survey of the Presbyterian doctrines upon 
slavery, when compared with their total abrogation of them In 
practice, every person must instantly discern the hypocritical in¬ 
consistency which has marked the course of that church during 
nearly fifty yeam; and the effrontery which all Presbyterian 
slave-holders display, who deceitfully profess to be Christians, 
not only in direct contradiction to the gospel of Jesus, but also in 
profound contempt and defiance of their own pretended and 
solemnly avowed creed of fuiih! 


METHODISM AND SLAVERY. 

Thb volume entitled "the Doctrine and Discipline of the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal Church” Is always referred to as the standard book 
Which contains " the form of discipline, the articles of religion, 
and canons of” the Methodist Societies In the United States. In 
the ensuing review, we have compared two editions published by 
themselves, and regularly attested by their bishops; that of the 
year 1804, and of the year 1«32. We mention this fact, because 
the disagreement between them probably Is not known to one 
Methodist out of a thousand, the preachers themselves included; 
and because It will prove that slavery contains “ the vilest iniquity, 
the worst of vices and wickedness, and u grand imposture ; for it 
is one great lie, one grand cheat." 

Both editions contain this unequivocal statement “ There ts 
only one condition previously required of those who desire ad¬ 
mission into these societies, a desire to flee from the wrath to come, 
and to be saved from their sine. But wherever this Is really fixed 
ts the soul, it will he shown by ltc fruits. It is therefore expected 
of all who continue therein, that they should continue to evidence 
their desire of salvation, by doing no barm, by avoiding evil of 
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every kind, especially that which la most generally pructlsed, 
OUCh CS —the buying and selling of men , women or children , 
with ari intention to enslave them■” 

From thi3 doctrine it follows; that the Methodist Episcopal 
church do formally avow, that no slaveholders ever did evangeli¬ 
cally desire to “ fi.ee from the wrath to come, and to he saved from 
their Gins.” Thus the Presbyterian Assemblies and the Methodist 
Conferences exactly agree in the abstract. The former declare, 
that all slaveholders are “ sinners of the first rank, and guilty of 
the highest kind of theft”— and the latter affirm, that from his sins 
he never had a desire to be saved. Now, no anti-slavery man 
ever uttered trutli in stronger language than these ecclesiastical 
denouncers of the slave-holding confederacy. 

The last article in both editions is entitled, of slavery ; and the 
question is the same in both books. 

“ Question .—What shall be done for the extirpation of the evil 
cf slavery t 

Answer 1.—We declare that we are as much as ever convinced 
of the great evil of slavery ; therefore no slaveholder shall be eli¬ 
gible to any official station in our church hereafter; where the 
laws of the state in which he lives will admit of emancipation, 
and permit the liberated slave to enjoy freedom.” 

This clause Is from the edition of 1832; and is much more con¬ 
cisely expressed than in the edition of ISOi; where they tell us 
for the twelfth time, as it is the twelfth edition of their articles and 
discipline, that they “ arc as much as ever convinced of the great 
evil of slavery.’’ But it may properly be asked, how much are 
they convinced 1 for the number of slaveholders has been con¬ 
tinually multiplying in the Methodist churches from their first 
Conference, about fifty years ago, to the present day. They are 
convinced of the evil of slavery, declare every slaveholder an 
Impenitent, unredeemed sinner; and nevertheless they sanction 
the evil which he commits, by acknowledging him to be a Chris¬ 
tian. What mockery can transcend this insulting delusion! 

The second clause is alike in both editions. “ Answer 2.—When 
any travelling preacher becomes an owner of a slave or slaves, 
by any means, he shall forfeit his ministerial character in out 
church, unless he execute, if it be practicable, a legal emancipa¬ 
tion of such slaves, conformably to the laws of the state in which 
he lives.” This regulation reads very well upon paper, but no 
man ever seriously believed that the requisition would be carried 
Into execution. In the edition of 1804, the third clause thus 
reads. "Answer 3.—No slave-holder shall be received into full 
membership in our society, till the preacher who has the over¬ 
sight of the circuit has spoken to him freely and faithfully on the 
subject of slavery.” 

Examine this point 1 If the preacher spoke to the slave-driver 
“freely and faithfully,” he must talk in this edifying manner: 
“ Brother! you are a great sinner: you have caught in your man- 
trap men, women, and children with an intention to enslave them. 
You ere yet in your sins, from which you never desired to ba 
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£5.70(3, and you slto going to the wrath to come, from which you 
havo never desired to floe. Wo have no fault to allego against 
you, except that you are a man-stealer, a sinner of the first rank, 
and guilty of tho highest kind of theft; the great evil of which wo 
are convinced of as much as ever. Therefore we shall receive 
you as a good and acceptable member!’' Had any remark been 
made at the admission of a candidate, it must have been in thi3 
exemplary and consistent style: but nothing was ever said upon 
the subject. The Methodist Conferences do not bar out those who 
Wish to join their church, merely because they enslave coloured 
citizens. That third clause, as it was a dead letter in practice, 
afterward was expunged, as useless and impracticable. In the 
edition of 1852 it is not inserted. This is wondrous ecclesiastical 
Infallibility! which asserts truth for the twelfth time in 1804; and 
tel 1832 obliterates it, because the preaching gospel doctrine is in¬ 
expedient, and costs too much! Thus, after their way, they serve 
God and mammon. 

The third clause in the edition of 1832 is not inserted in that of 
1804. “ Answer 3.—All our preachers shall prudently enforce 

upon our members the necessity of teaching, their slaves to read 
the word of God; and to allow them time to attend upon the pub¬ 
lic worship of God on our regular days of divine service.” Slave- 
drivers teach slaves to read the word of God ; and to attend public 
worship! and preachers enforce these things prudently! Yes; 
they do it very prudently ; that is, they are as earnest and cla¬ 
morous for the melioration of the wretched condition of the co¬ 
loured citizens, as the watchmen and shepherds who are de¬ 
scribed by the prophet, Isaiah lvi. 10, 11. 

In the edition of 1832—the fourth and fifth clauses contain regu¬ 
lations concerning the coloured preachers, which are of no im¬ 
portance in this summary. They are not found in the edition of 
1804. But in the volume issued thirty years ago, the fourth and 
fifth clauses combine some important illustrations of slavery in 
its connexion with the Christian church. Inefficient as they were 
in practice, yet they had a show of conscience remaining in the 
Methodist Conferences; hut they have been erased. The rales 
could not be enforced; and the absurdity of adopting different 
principles of religious legislation, bounded by geographical lines, 
is so glaring, that a3 they would not execute the law of the Lord 
In reference to shivery, they thought it most advisable to remove 
every barrier, and admit the slave-drivers into their church, with¬ 
out either scruple or obstruction. 

These are the two clauses which have been obliterated: “ An¬ 
swer 4.—Every member of the society who sells a slave, except at 
the request of the slave, In eases of necessity and humanity, 
agreeably to the judgment of a committee of the male members 
of the society, shall immediately be expelled the society. And if 
any member purchase a slave, the ensuing quarterly Conference 
6hall determine on the number ot years which the slave shall 
serve, to work cut the price of his purchase. And the person so 
purchasing, shall execute a legal instrument for the rmnuml*- 
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Bton of such slave, at the expiration of the term determined by the 
quarterly meeting conference; and in default, such member shall 
be excluded the society.” To these rules were added two items— 
that “In the case of a female slave, all her children also should 
be free, the girls at 21, and the hoys at 25 ; and that all terms of 
emancipation should he subject to the decision of the quarterly 
Conference." The answer closed In these memorable words. 
“Nevertheless, the members of our societies in the states of North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, and Tennessee, shall be ex¬ 
empted from the operation of the above rules." According to this 
ecclesiastical oracle, what is heinous sin ir. Maryland is para¬ 
disaical Innocence in Georgia; and an excommunicated man- 
stealer in the Shenandoah valley of Virginia, as soon as he 
can cross the Allegany mountain to the South West, becomes 
“a good and acceptable member of the Methodist Episcopal 
church.” This last vestige, however, of decorum, for consis¬ 
tency’s sake, after the example of their Presbyterian accomplices 
ih the alave-trade, the Methodist preachers very properly blotted 
out of their discipline. 

The following was the fifth clause in the edition ofl 804, but 
by what process so exquisite a specimen of carnal policy was 
omitted, is unaccountable; unless the northern preachers in the 
General Conference resolved, that if that part which bore some 
resemblance of partial rectitude was effaced, the rule which car¬ 
ried the broad brand of knavery and anti-christlanity upon its 
face should accompany it to the sepulchre of oblivion. 

The Southern Methodists must have exulted, when they con¬ 
trived to procure this exquisitely edifying specimen of evangelical 
instruction to be enacted as obligatory upon all their travelling 
preachers. It is a marvellous perversion of the ministerial office, 
and of gospe. reciprocity! 

"Answer 5. Detour preachers from time to time, as occasion 
nerves, admonish and exhort all slaves to vender due respect and 
obedience to the commands and interests of their respective mas¬ 
ters.” To the Influence of this direction, may doubtless be im¬ 
puted a large proportion of that ungodliness which debases and 
curses the whole mass of society where slavery develops Us 
demoralizing and withering power. The female slaves are ex¬ 
horted to obey the commands of their masters! 

These extracts are cited from their book of doctrines and 
discipline; and yet where can you find a parallel to such 
duplicity and abandonment of truth, rectitude, and religion, as in 
these facts'! unless among their counterparts in similar deceit- 
fhlness upon the subject of slavery, the General Assemblies of the 
Presbyterian church. 

This remarkable Inconsistency and dereliction of principle and 
duty are aggravated by other collateral circumstances In tbs 
history of American Methodism. John Wesley, of whom they 
boast as their Head and Founder, teas a most decided anti-slavery 
man- He opposed slaveholding In all its forms, degrees, and ex¬ 
hibitions. His testimony against it remains in all their books, and 
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has been Issued In the recent editions of his works, and formerly 
also as a tract; and yet through the artifices of the slave-drivers, 
the opinions of John Wesley are not more known or believed 
among the Methodists, than if he had never lifted up his voice 
like a trumpet. There is little doubt that had John Wesley’s life 
been prolonged, slavery would have been altogether proscribed by 
the American Methodists: and even that auspicious fact for the 
-church and the republic might havo occurred, had not uuother 
obstruction been interposed. 

Thomas Coke, who was John Wesley’s successor in authority 
and Influence, especially in America, was a most inveterate op¬ 
ponent of slavery.—and in consequence, he received, especially on 
his last visit to the United States, such marked contempt and 
ecomful insults from the slave-driving Methodists, who he pev- 
cetved were encouraged by that spirit of Diotrephes, which in all 
♦binge will have the pre-eminence, that he tacitly resolved no 
dnore to Interfere with American Methodism. lie bade farewell 
to his intimate friends, with the full conviction that they should 
S»eet no more in America. Colce’s opposition to man-stealing, 
With his caustic denunciations of the hypocritical slaVites who 
pretended to be Christians, were strongly contrasted with the two- 
itongued compromisers who faced both ways, condemned slavery 
41 prudently ” at the North, and pleading expediency, approved of 
it In the South. Coke disappeared, and man-stealing was embo¬ 
died with the Methodist church, where it has “ grown with its 
growth, and strengthened with its strength,” until the official 
organs of their Conferences either conceal the horrors oi'slavery, 
or defend its corruption by perverting the scriptures, or revile all 
those sincere Christian philanthropists who aie striving for its 
abolition. 

The ensuing extracts clearly unfold the glaring inconsistency 
of the Methodists; who, while they profess to bow down to John 
Wesley as their earthly oracle, on the most important topic in 
our civil and ecclesiastical polity, have ever acted in direct and 
flagrant contradiction to the irrefutable truths which he pro- 
mulged. John Wesley always denounced the existing slavery in 
America os equally criminal with the maritime slave-trade, or 
the kidnapping and the transportation of Africans from Congo 
across the Atlantic for interminable bondage and misery. 

John Wesley was also an eye-witness of slavery as it existed in 
Carolina and Georgia, at a very early period after the settlement 
Of those colonies. Consequently, the decisions of the Founder of 
Methodism may be received as of great weight and Importance 
in this exciting controversy, between the sons of God and the ser¬ 
vants of mammon. 

In the third volume of his works, page 341, Harper’s edition, is 
the following pungent delineation. John Wesley had been read¬ 
ing a pamphlet against slavery and the slave-trade; and after 
expressing his opinion of the work, he thus proceeds—“That 
execrable sum of all viilanies, commonly called the slave- 
trade. I read of nothing like it in the heathen world, whether 
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ancient or modorn. It infinitely exceeds in every instance tit 
barbarity, whatever Christian slaves suffer in Mohammedan 
countries.” 

The same sentiments were promulged by John Wesley in refer" 
ence to domestic slavery, as to the piratical traffic between Africa 
and America; but whenever the opinions and directions of that 
Methodist Leader are advanced on behalf of the abolition of that 
ungodliness among the slave-holders; the pretended respect for 
him is instantly diminished almost to a nonentity, and he Is pro¬ 
nounced to have been but a man, fallible, and In this matter so 
Ignorant of the true circumstances relative to American slavery, 
that his judgment Is of no value, and therefore must be rejected. 

Another of John Wesley’s Incidental illustrations of slavery is 
found in his Journal for April, 1777. “ At Liverpool, many large 
ships are now laid up in the docks, which had been employed for 
many years in buying or stealing Africans, and selling them In 
America for slaves. The men-butchers have now nothing to do at 
this laudable occupation. Since the American war broke out, 
there is no demand for human cattle; so the men of Africa, as 
well as Europe, may enjoy their native liberty.” These cursory 
expressions fully unfold John Wesley’s indignation against slavery 
and slave-holders. When the public mind began to be excited 
upon the atrocity of man-steeling, Wesley issued the following 
comprehensive tract, which greatly influenced the English Metho¬ 
dists at that period, and which has more recently contributed to 
effect the abolition of slavery in the British islands in the West 
Indies. By its republication, with somo unimportant omissions, and 
by the substitution of a few words to adapt tire paragraphs to 
existing slaveholders, it is proposed to convince American Metho¬ 
dists, and other citizens, who are guilty of the enormous sin of 
“ buying, selling, and enslaving men, women, and children." 

THOUGHTS ON SLAVERY, BY JOHN WESLEY. 

"I. Slavery Imports an obligation of perpetual service; on obli¬ 
gation which only the consent of the master can dissolve. It 
generally gl'res the master an arbitrary power of any correction 
not affecting life or limb. Sometimes even those are exposed to 
his will, or protected only by a fine or some slight punishment, 
too Inconsiderable to restrain a master of harsh temper. It 
creates an incapacity of acquiring any thing, except for the 
master’s benefit. It allows the master to alienate the slave 
In the same manner as his cows and horses. Lastly, it descends 
in Its fiill extent, from parent to child, even to the last gene¬ 
ration. 

“2. The slave-trade began in the year 1503, when the Portu¬ 
guese imported the first negroes Into Hispaniola. In 1540, Charles 
V., then king of Spain, gave positive orders, “ that all thb slavbs 
tn thx Spanish dominions should Bs set FRBB.” This was accord¬ 
ingly done by Lagascar, whom he sent and empowered to free 
them all. But soon after Lagascar returned to Spain slavery 
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flourished as before. Afterward other nations, as they acquired 
possessions In America, followed the example of the Spaniards; 
and slavery has taken deep root in most of the American colo¬ 
nies. 

“ n. In what manner are they generally procured and treated 
in America 1 

“ I. Part of them by fraud. Captains of ships invited ne¬ 
groes on board, and then can led them away. More have 
been procured by force. The Christians, so called, landing upon 
their coasts, seized as many as they found and transported them 
to America. 

“ 2. It was some time before the Europeans found a more com¬ 
pendious way of procuring African Blaves, by prevailing upon 
them to make war upon each other, and to sell their prisoners. 
Till then, they seldom hod any wars. But the white men taught 
them drunkenness and avarice, and then hired them to sell one 
another. Others are stolen. Abundance of little ones of both 
sexes ore stolen away by their neighbours. That their own pa¬ 
rents sell them, Is utterly false. Whites, not blacks, abb with¬ 
out NATURAL AFFECTION. 

“ 3. Extract from the journal of a surgeon who went from New- 
York in the slave-trade. ‘The commander of the vessel sent to 
acquaint the king that he wanted a cargo of slaves. Some time 
after, the king sent him word he had not yet met with the desired 
success. A battle was fought which lasted three days. Four 
thousand five hundred men were slain upon the spot 1 ’ Such 
is the manner wherein the slaves are procured ! Thus the Chjus- 

y«ANS PRBACH TEE GOSPEL TO THE HEATHEN ! 

“4. England supplies her American colonies with slaves, 
amounting to about a hundred thousand every year. So many 
are taken aboard the sliips; but ten thousand die on the voyage ; 
about a fourth part more die in the seasoning. So that thirty 
thousand die, that is, are murdered. O earth! O sea! cover not 
their blood! 

“5. The negroes are exposed naked to the examination of their 
purchasers: then they are separated to see each other no more. 
They are reduced to a state, scarce any way preferable to beasts 
Of burden, A few yams or potatoes are their food; and two rags 
their covering. Their sleep is very short, their labour continual 
and above their strength, so that death sets mar^y of them at 
liberty before they have lived out half their days. They are at¬ 
tended by overseers, who, if they think them dilatory, or any¬ 
thing not so well done as it should be, whip them unmercifully; 
so that you may see their bodies long after waled and scarred 
ftom the shoulder to the waist. Did the Creator intend that the 
noblest creatures in the visible world should live such a life 
as this? 

“ 6. Ac to the punishment Inflicted on them, ‘ they frequently 
geld them, or chop off half a foot! after they are whipped till 
fiaey are raw all over, some put pepper and salt upon them; 
some drop melted wax upon their skin, others cut off their ears, 
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•ad constrain ‘hem to broil and eat them. For rebellion, that i% 
assertlhg their native liberty, which .hey have aa much right to 
as the sir they breathe, they fasten them down to the ground 
with crooked sticks on every limb, and then applying fire to the 
feet and bands, they burn them gradually to the head I 
“ 7. But will not the laws made in the colonies prevent or re¬ 
dress all cruelty and oppression 1 Take a few of those laws for a 
specimen, and judge. 

“ In order to rivet the chain of slavery, the law qf Virginia or¬ 
dains—'No slave snail be set free, upon any pretence what¬ 
ever, except for some meritorious services, to be adjudged and 
allowed by the Governor and Council; and where any slave 
shall be set free by his owner, otherwise than Is herein directed, 
the church-wardens of the parish wherein such negro shall reside 
far the space of one month, are hereby authorized and required, 
to take up and sell the said negro, by public outcry .* 

“ Will not these lawgivers take effectual care to prevent cruelty 
and oppression ? 

“ The law of Jamaica ordains—‘ Every slave that shall run 
away, and continue absent from his master twelve months, shall 
be deemed rebcllioue and by another law, jifty pound* are al¬ 
lowed to those ‘ who kill or brtng In alive, a rebcllioue slave. 1 So 
their law treats these poor men with as little ceremony and con¬ 
sideration, as if they were merely brute beasts 1 But the innocent 
blood which is shed in consequence of such a detestable law, 
must call for vengeance on the murderous abettors and actors of 
such deliberate wickedness. 

“ But the law of Barbadoea exceeds even this—' If any negro 
under punishment by his master, or his order, for running away, 
or any other crime or misdemeanor, shall suffer in life or member, 
no person whatsoever shall be liable to any fine therefor. But If 
any man of wantonness, or only of bloodmlndednesa or cruel in 
tentMn, wilfully kill a negro of his own’—now observe the severe 
punishment!—' he shall pay Into the -public treasury, fifteen 
pounds sterling: and not be liable to any other punishment or 
forfeiture for the name 1’ 

“Nearly allied to this. Is that law of Virginia—' 'After procla¬ 
mation is issued against slaves that run away, it is lawful for 
any person whatsoever to kill and destroy such slaves by such 
ways and means as he shall think fit’ 

“ We have seen already some of the ways and means which 
have been thought fit on such occasions: and many more might 
be mentioned. One man, when I was abroad, thought At to roast 
hie slave alive! But If the most natural act of running away 
from intolerable tyranny deserves such relentlees severity, what 
punishment have those ,law-makers to expect her'-after, on ac¬ 
count of their own enormous offences 1 
“ III. This is the plain, unaggravated matter of fact. Such is the 
manner wherein our slaves are procured: such the manner 
wherein they were removed from their native land, and wherein 
they are treated In our colonies. Can these things bo do- 
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fended on the principles of even heathen honesty! Can they be 
reconciled, setting the Bible out of the question, with any degree 
of either justice or mercy 1 

“ 2. The grand plea la, ‘ They are authorized by law.’ But can 
law, human law change the nature of things 1 Can It turn dark¬ 
ness Into light, or evil into good t i’y no means. Notwithstand¬ 
ing ten thousand laws, right is right, and wrong is wrong. There 
must still remain an essential difference between justice and In¬ 
justice, cruelty and mercy. So that I ask; Who can reconcile 
this treatment of the slaves, first and last, with either mercy .or 
justice! where is the justice of inflicting the severest evils on 
these who have done us no wrong! Of depriving those who never 
injured us In word or deed, of every comfort of life 1 Of tearing 
them from their native country, and depiiving them of liberty 
itself; to which an Angolan bus the same natural right as an 
American, curd on which he sets as high a value! Where is the 
justice of taking away the lives of innocent, inoffensive men! 
Murdering thousands of them in their own land by the hands of 
their own countrymen; and tens of thousands In that cruel 
Slavery, to which they are so unjustly reduced 1 

“ 3. But I strike at the root of this complicated villany. I abso¬ 
lutely deny all slave-holding to be consistent with any degree of 
natural justice. Judge Blackstone has placed this In the clearest 
light, as follows: 

“ * The three origins of the right of slavery assl med by Justinian 
are all built upon false foundations. 1. Slavery Is said to arise 
from captivity In war. The conqueror having a right to the life 
of his captive, if he spares that, has a right to deal with them as 
be pleases. But this is untrue, that by the laws of nations a man 
has a right to kill his enemy. He bas only a right to kill him In 
cases of absolute necessity, for self defence. And it is plain this 
absolute necessity did not subsist, since he did not kill him, but 
made bira prisoner. War Itself Is justifiable only on principles of 
self-preservation. Therefore it gives us no right over prisoners, 
but to hinder their hurting us by confining them. Much less can 
It give a right to torture, or kill, or even enslave an enemy, when 
the war Is over. Since therefore tlic right of making our pri¬ 
soners slaves, depends on a supposed right of slaughter, that foun¬ 
dation failing, the consequence which is drawn from it must fall 
likewise. 2. It is said, slavery may begin by one man’s selling 
himself to another. It is true, a man may sell himself to work 
for ano’her; but he cannot sell himself to be a slave, as above de¬ 
fined. Every sale Implies an equivalent given to the seller, in 
lieu of what he transfers to the buyer. But what equivalent can 
be given for life or liberty » His property likewise, with the very 
price which he seems to receive, devolves to his master the mo¬ 
ment he becomes his slave: in this case therefore, the buyer give* 
nothing. Of what validity then can a sale be, which destroys 
the very principle upon which all sales are founded. 3. We are 
told that men may be born slaves, by being the children of slaves. 
But this, being built upon the two former false claims, must fall 
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with them. If neither captivity nor contract, by theplain law of na¬ 
ture aim reason, can reduce theparent to a state of slavery, much 
less can they reduce the offspring.’ It clearly follotvo, that all 
slavery is as Irreconcilable to justice, as to mercy. 

“4. That slave-holding Is utterly inconsistent with mercy Is 
almost too plain to need a proof. It is said: ‘These negroes, 
being prisoners of war, our captains and factors buy them, merely 
to save them from being put to death. Is not this mercy V I an- 
swer; 1. Did Hawkins, and many others, seize upon men, women, 
and children, who were at peace in their own llelds and houses, 
merely to save them from death! 2. Was it to save them from 
death, that they knocked out the brains cf those they could not 
bring away ! 3. Who occasioned und fomented those wars, 

wherein these poor creatures were taken prisoners! Who excited 
them by money, by drink, by every possible means to fall upon 
one another ! Was it not themselves 1 They know in their own 
consciences itwas, if they have any consciences left. 4. To bring 
the matter to a short Issue: Can they say before God, that they 
ever took a single voyage, or bought a single African from this 
motive! They cannot. To get money, not to save lives, was the 
Whole and sole spring of their motives. 

“5. But if this manner of procuring and treating slaves Is not 
consistent with mercy or justice, yet there is a plea for it which 
every man of business will acknowledge to be quite sufficient. 
One meeting an eminent statesman in the lobby of the House of 
Commons said— 1 You have been long talking about justice and 
equity; pray, which is this bill! Equity or justice V He an- 
swe.red very short and plain—‘Damn justice; it is necessity.’ 
Here also the slaveholder fixes his foot; here he rests tho strength 
of his cause. ‘ If it is not quite right, yet it must be so: there is 
an absolute necessity for it. It is necessary we should procure 
slaves ; and when we have procured them, it is necessary to use 
them with severity, considering their stupidity, stubbornness, and 
wickedness.’ You stumble at the thveshhold; l deny that vll- 
lany is ever necessary. It is impossible that it should ever be ne¬ 
cessary for any reasonable creature to violate all the laws of jus¬ 
tice, mercy, and truth. No circumstances can make it necessary 
for a man to burst in sunder all the ties of humanity. It can never 
be necessary for a rational being to sink himself below a brute. A 
man can be under no necessity of degrading himself into a wolf 
“ The absurdity of the supposition is so glaring, that one would 
wonder any one cov’d help seeing It. 

“6. What is necessary 1 and to what end 1 It may be answered; 
‘The whole method now used by the original purchatwCoi Afri¬ 
cans is necessary to the furnishing our colonies yearly with a 
hundred thousand slaves.’ I grant this is necessary to that end. 
But how is that end necessary! How will you prove it necessary 
that one hundred, that one of those slaves should be procuredl 
‘It is necessary to my gaining a hundred thousand pounds.’ Per¬ 
haps so: but how is this necessary 1 It is very possible you might 
be both a better and a happier man, if you had not a quarter of 
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it. 1 deny that your gaining one thousand is necessary, either 
to your present or eternal happiness. • but you must allow these 
slaves are necessary for the cultivation of our islands: inasmuch 
as white men are not able to labour in hot climates.’ I answer; 

1. It were better that all those islands should remain uncultivated 
for ever j yea, it were more desirable that they were altogether 
sunk in the depth of the sea, than that they should be cultivated 
at so high a price, as the violation of justice, mercy, and truth. 

2. But the supposition on which you ground your argument is 
false. White men are abie to labour in hot climates, provided 
they are temperate both in meat und drink, and that they inure 
themselves to it by degrees. J speak no more the j I know by ex¬ 
perience. The summer heat in Georgia is frequently equal to that 
In Barbadoes, and to that under the line: yet I and my family, 
eight in number, eu.ployed all our spare time there, in felling 
of trees and clearing of ground, ns hard labour as any slave need 
be employed in. The German family likewise, forty in number, 
Were employed in all manner of labour. This was so far from 
Impairing our health, that we all continued perfectly well, while 
the Idle ones round about us were swept away as with a pesti¬ 
lence. It is not true therefore, that white men are not able to 
labour, even In hot climates, full as well as black. If they were 
not, it would be better that none should labour there, that the 
work should be left undone, than that myriads of innocent men 
should be murdered, and myriads more dragged into the basest 
slavery. ‘ But the furnishing us with slaves is necessary for the 
trade, wealth, and glory of the nation.’ Better no trade, than 
trade procured by villany. It is far better to have no wealth, 
than to gain wealth at the expense of virtue. Better is honest 
poverty, than all the riches bought by the tears, and sweat, and 
blood of our fellow-creatures. 

“7. 1 When we have slaves, It Is necessary to use then with 
severity.’ What, to whip them for every petty offence till they are 
in a gore of blood l To lake that opportunity of rubbing pepper 
and salt into their raw flesh ? To drop burning sealing-wax upon 
their skins 1 To castrate them 1 To cut off half their foot with an 
axe 1 To hang them on gibbets, that they may die by inches with 
heat, and hunger, and thirst1 To pin them down to the ground, 
and then burn them by degrees from the feet to the head? To 
roast them alive ? When did a Turk or a heathen And It necessary 
to use a fellow-creature thus! To what end is this usage neces¬ 
sary! ‘To prevent their running away, and to keep them con¬ 
stantly to their labour, that they may not idle away their time. 
So miserably stupid is this race of men, so stubborn and so 
Wicked!’ Allowing this, to whom is that stupidity owing* It 
lies altogether at the door of their inhuman masters, who gave 
them no means, no opportunity of improving their understanding; 
and indeed leave them no motive, either from hope or fear to at¬ 
tempt any such thing. They were no way remarkable for stupid¬ 
ity while they remained in Africa. To some of the inhabitants 
of Europe they are greatly superior. Survey the natives of 
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Benin, and of Lapland. Compare the Samoeids and the Angolan*. 
The African is In no respect Inferior to the European. Their stu¬ 
pidity In cur colonies is not natural; otherwise than it is the natu¬ 
ral effect of their condition. Consequently it is not their fault, hut 
yours: and you must answer for it before God and man. ‘ But 
their stupidity is not the only reason of our treating them with 
severity: for it is hard to say which is the greatest, this, or their 
stubbornness and wickedness. But do not these, as well as the other, 
lie at your doorl Are not stubbornness, cunning, pilfering, and 
divers other vices the natural necessary' fruits of slavery, in every 
age and nation! What means huve you used to remove this 
stubbornness 1 Have you tried what mildness and gentleness 
would do! What pains have you taken, what method have you 
used to reclaim them from their wickedness! Have you care¬ 
fully taught them, ‘ that there is a God, a wise, powerful, msrcl- 
ftil Being, the Creator and Governor of heaven and earth; that he 
has appointed a day wherein he win judge the world, will take an 
account of ah our thoughts, words, and actions; that In that day 
he will reward every child of man according to his works: that 
then the righteous shall inherit the kingdom prepared for them 
from the foundation of the world; and the wicked shali be cast 
into everlasting lire, prepared for the devil and his angels!’ If 
you have not done this, if you have taken no pains nor thought 
about this matter, can you wonder at their wickedness! What 
wonder if they should cut your throat! and if they did, whom 
could you thank for It but yourself! You first acted the villain in 
making them slaves, whether you stole them or bought them. 
You kept them stupid and wicked, by cutting them off from all 
opportunities of Improving either in knowledge or virtue; and 
now you assign their want of wisdom or goodness as the reason 
for using them worse than brute beasts! 

“ V. 1 add a few words to those who are more Immediately 
concerned. 

“ 1. To Traders. You have tom away children from their pa¬ 
rents, and parents from their children; husbands from ihelr wives; 
wives from their beloved husbands; brethren and sisters from 
each other. You have dragged them who have never done you 
any wrong, in chains, and forced them into the vilest slavery, 
never to end but with life; such slavery as is not found among 
the Turks in Algiers, nor among the heathens in America. You 
Induce the villain to steal, rob, murder men, women, and children, 
without number, by paying him for hla execrable labour. It is 
allyour act and deed. Is your conscience quite reconciled to this! 
does it never reproach you at all 7 Has gold entirely blinded your 
eyes, and stuplfled your heart 7 Can you see, can you feel no 
harm therein 7 Is it doing as you would be done to ! Moke the 
case your own. ‘ Master,’ said a slave at Liverpool, to the mer¬ 
chant that owned him, ‘ what if some of my countrymen were to 
come here, and take away Mistress, and Tommy, and Billy, and 
carry them Into our country, and make them slaves, how would 
you like it!’ His answer was worthy of a man—‘I will never 
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buy ft slave more whHe I live.’ Let his resolution be yours* 
Have no more any part In this detestable business. Instantly 
leave it to those unfeeling wretches, ‘who laugh at human na¬ 
ture and compassion.' Be you a man; not a wolf, a devourer of 
the human species! Bo merciful, that you may obtain mercy. 

“Is there a God? You know there is. Is he a just God ? Then 
there must be a state of retribution; a state wherein the just God 
■will reward every man according to his works. Then what re¬ 
ward will he render to you 1 O think betimes 1 before you drop 
Into eternity! Think now. ‘He shall have judgment without 
mercy that hath showed no mercy.’ Are you a man 1 Then you 
should have a human heart. But have you indeed ? what is your 
heart niAde of? Is there no such principle as compassion there? 
Do you never feel another’s pain? Have you no sympathy ? no 
aanse of human wo? no pity for the miserable? When you saw 
the streaming eyes, the heaving breasts, the bleeding sides, and 
the tortured limbs of your fellow-creatures, were you a stone or a 
brute? Did you look upon them with the eyes of a tiger? Had 
you no relenting? Did not one tear drop from your eye, one sigh 
escape from your breast? Do you feel no relenting now 1 If you 
do not, you must go on till the measure of your iniquities is full. 
Then will the great God deal with you, as you have dealt with 
them, and require all their blood at your hands. At that day it 
shall be more tolerable for Sodom and Gomorrah than for you. 
But if your heart does relent; resolve, God being your helper, to 
escape for your life. Regard not money! AH that a man hath, 
will he give for his life. Whatever you lose, lose not your soul; 
nothing can countervail that. loss. Immediately quit the horrid 
trade; at all events be an honest man. 

“2. To Slaveholders. This equally concerns all slaveholders, 
of whatever rank and degree; seeing men-buyers are exactly on a 
level with men-stealers! Indeed you say, ‘I pay honestly for my 
goods; and I am not concerned to know how they are come by.’ 
Nay, but you are: you are deeply concerned to know they are 
honestly come by: otherwise you are partaker with a thief, and 
are nor a jot honester than he. But you know they are not 
honestly come by: you know they are procured by means nothing 
near to innocent ae picking pockets, house breaking, or robbery 
upon the highway. You know they are procured by a deliberate 
species of more complicated villany, of fraud, robbery, and mur¬ 
der, than was ever practised by Mohammedans or Pagans; in par 
tlcular, by murders of all kinds; by the blood of the innocent 
poured upon the ground like water. Now it is your money that 
pays the African butcher. You therefore are principally guilty 
of all these frauds, robberies, and murders. You are the spring 
that puts all the rest in motion. They would not stir a step with¬ 
out you : therefore the blood of all fhese wretches who die before 
their time lies upon your head. ‘ The blood of thy brother crieth 
against thee from the earth.’ O whatever it costs, put a stop to 
Ha cry before it be too late; Instantly, at any price, were it the 
half of your goods, deliver thyself from blood guiltiness! Thy 
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hand*, thy bed, thy furniture, thy haute, and thy lands at present 
an stained with blood. Surely It Is enough; accumulate no more 
guilt: spill no more the blood of the Innocent. Do not hire 
another to Bhed blood; do not pay him for doing It. Whether you 
are a Christian or not, show yourself a man! Be not more savage 
than a Hon or a bear! 

“ Perhaps you will say; ‘ I do not buy any slaves; I only use 
those left by my father.’ But is that enough to satisfy your con¬ 
science 1 Had your father, have you, has any man living a right 
to use another as a slave 1 It cannot be, even setting revelation 
aside. Neither war nor contract can give any man such a property 
In another as he has in his sheep and oxen. Much less Is it possible, 
that any child of man should ever be born a slave. Liberty is the 
right of every human creature, as soon as he breathes the vital air: 
and no human law can deprivehim of that right which he derives 
from the law of nature. If therefore you have any regard to justice, 
to say nothing of mercy, or of the revealed law of God, render unto 
all their due. Give liberty to whom liberty Is due, to every child of 
man, to every partaker of human nature. Let none serve you 
but by his own act and deed, by his own voluntary choice. 
Away with all whips, all chains, all compulsion! Be gentle 
toward all men, and see that you Invariably do unto every one, as 
you would he should do unto you. 

“ O thou God of love, thou who art loving to every man, and 
whose mercy is over all thy works; thou who art the Father of 
the spirits of ah flesh, and who art rich in mercy unto all; thou 
Who hast formed of one hlood, all the nations upon the earth; 
have compassion upon these outcasts of men, who are trodden 
down as dung upon the earth! Arise, and help these that have 
no helper, whose blood is spilled upon the ground like water! 
Are not these also the work of thine own hands, the purchase of 
thy Son’s blood 1 Stir them up to cry unto thee in the land of 
their captivity ; and let their complaint come up before thee; let 
it enter into thine ears! Make even those that lead them captive 
to pity them and turn their captivity. O burst thou all their 
chains in sunder; more especially the chains of their sins: 
thou Saviour of all, make them free, that they may bo free 
Indeed!" 


"The servile progeny of Ham, 

Seize as the purchase of thy blood; 
Let all the heathens know thy name. 

From idols to the living God 
The dark Americans convert, 

And shine in every Pagan heart!’’ 


Thb preceding official documents which have been issued by 
the most Imposing and powerful ecclesiastical Assemblies In our 
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republic ate strenuously recommended to all American citizens, 
and especially to those who profess to be Christians, of every de¬ 
nomination. Upon the members of the various churches, the 
awftil responsibility rests, whether the curse of man-stealing shall 
longer be protracted, and whether the tremendous punishment of 
this heinous and 11 complicated villany” shall longer Impend over 
our guilty country. A grosser delusion cannot be indulged, than 
the anticipation that the evil will be redressed and the crime be 
abolished by the Southern Legislators. To Christians the work 
peculiarly appertains. It Is their duty , to brand slavery with the 
mark of Cain ; and It Is their privilege, to cleanse the temple of 
those “ chit/ Priests and Scribes, who have made the house if 
prayer a den of thieves.” This can be accomplished only by re¬ 
curring to the gospel In its authority and holiness; by admitting, 
in all their legitimate sway, the principles inculcated by the tes¬ 
timonies which have been cited; and by a prompt and unfeigned 
compliance with the just and evangelical requisitions which the 
Presbyterian and Methodist churches promulge. 

Presbyterians and Methodists! This subject Is urgently ad¬ 
dressed to you. Here are your own doctrines, and your own dis¬ 
cipline. You solemnly and constantly proclaim before the world 
as the creed of your respective churches, that every slaveholder Is 
“ in the gall of bitterness and in the bond of iniquity.” You have 
publicly declared your conviction of the evil of slavery during 
nearly fifty years. You have pretended to record rules for its ex¬ 
tirpation from among you; and ye: man-stealing is daily extend¬ 
ing in your communions, and the number of ‘‘sinners of the firet 
rank, who are guilty of the highest kind of theft,” augments In 
the most crying and fearful manner. How long will you tolerate 
this appalling criminality 1 How long will you exhibit this mar¬ 
vellous and destructive hypocrisy 1 How long will you “ speak 
smooth things, prophesy deceits, soy peace, peace, when there Is no 
peacel” for “ there is no peace,” saith the Lord, “ unto the wicked 
and If men-stealers, the most atrocious of all criminals before God 
and man, who never sincerely desired “ to flee from the wrath to 
come, and to be saved from their sins,” are not the wicked; to 
what beings In the universe can the epithet toa applied 1 

Preachers! Remember, as John Wesley iemar£:?d ; “ the hands, 
the bed, the furniture, the house, and the lands of evc/y slaveholder 
at present are stained with blood!” You are commanded not to 
be partakers of other men’s sins; Instead of which, when yqu see 
the men-thieves, you consent with them ; and are Involved in ?J1 
their guilt, as accessories both before and after the fact; for you 
not only encourage the robbery, but you also receive the dona¬ 
tions of those felons into your church treasuries; and thereby you 


“devour the prey, and divide the spoil !” 

We congratulate those Baptist and Presbyterian churches, who 
have adopted the system which excludes all slaveholdero from their 
communion; and rejoice In your advancement In pure truth and 
Christian practice. But wo would also affectionately urge upon 
ym an additional measure which will render >our principles ana 
13 * 
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your discipline uniform. Eject all slave-driving preachers from 
yourpulplts. The refusal of the slaveholder to tire Lord’s table, and 
th« reception of the slaveholder into the pulpit, are utterly incon¬ 
gruous; and the latter most antlchri&Uan measure, notonlyauUl- 
lies the former, but absolutely obscures It from sight, and leaves 
the public to suppose that the crime of man-stealing Is innocence 
iu a preacher, while It is guilt In a common member. We there¬ 
fore implore you to be always and decidedly consistent, and re¬ 
nounce altogether “the unfruitful works of darkness." 

The appeal is likewise made to all those “ Christian people," to 
adopt the language of the Presbyterian General Assembly of 1818, 
who have “ most inconsistently fallen into the practice of en- 
•laving their brethren of mankindand your attentive perusal 
of the previous extracts from the standards of the Presbyterian and 
Methodist churches Is earnestly desired. Do you sincerely believe 
that the religion which you profess In the smallest degree justifies 
American slavery ! Did you ever seriously and impartially exa¬ 
mine the word of God, and compare its oracular dictates with the 
spirit, practice, and effects of slaveholdlng! Did you at any time 
apply the benevolent injunctions of the Mosaic law, and the mer- 
cifhl demands of the Lord Jesus Christ to the system of retaining 
your fellow-citizens in a state of bondage unperallelled for cruelty, 
baseness, and anguish in the annals of savage man! Have you 
ever attempted to review, as far as your Imagination could soar, 
the stupendous events or that morning of retribution, when all 
actions and the motives whence they flowed, will be decided, not 
by the horrible codes of human legislation, but by the standard 
of unerring rectitude, and will be approved or condemned, as God 
the righteous Judge shall announce! Are you fully convinced 
that the dreadful debasement, the corroding toll, the constant pri¬ 
vations, the agonizing fears, the lawless exactions, the brutal 
violations, and the hopeless ignorance to which you doom your 
fellow-citizens will be acknowledged by the Judge of the quick 
and the dead, as a consistent following of him “ who went about 
doing good!” “ When the Son of man shall come in his glory, and 
all the holy angels with him,” do you truly anticipate that the 
King will admit a slave-driver’s treatment of his coloured fellow- 
citizens and disciples of Jesus, to be that giving of meat to the 
hungry, and of drink to the thirsty; that hospitality to a stran¬ 
ger, that clothing of the naked, that visiting of the sick, and that 
consolation to the prisoner; which he will announce as proof of 
supreme attachment to the gracious Redeemer! Your consciences 
cannot reply to these questions In the affirmative. 

How much longer then will you endanger your eternal salva¬ 
tion ! How dare you to assert the groundless plea of necessity; 
sad hypocritically to make it a cover for the love and practice of 
man-stealing, and a cozening pretence for your “ shameful and 
unrighteous conduct!” Therefore, “ thus salth the Lord my God - 
feed the flock of the slaughter; whose possessors slay them, and 
hold themselves not guilty, and they who sell them say, blessed 
be the Lord, fori am rich, and their own Bhephenls pity them 
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not. My soul loathed them, and their soul abhorred me.” Zecha- 
rlah xl. 4, 5, 8. “ Loose the bands of wickedness; undo the heavy 
burdens, let the oppressed go free, and break every yoke.” Isaiah 
Ivill. 4—7. “ Wo unto him that bulldeth his house by unrigh¬ 
teousness, that useth his neighbour’s service without wages, and 
glveth him not for his work.” Jeremiah xxil. 12, 17. “ Weep 
and howl tor your miseries that shall come upon you,” James 
v. 1—8. 



APPENDIX II 


THE DUTY OF EXCLUDING ALL SLAVE HOLDERS 
FROM THE “ COMMUNION OF SAINTS.” 

In April 1833, the following chapter, with the exception of a 
few verbal generalizing alterations, was addressed to the Presby¬ 
terian church in pamphlet form; and subsequently wac trans¬ 
mitted to ministers of all denominations throughout the United 
States. One of them, H appears, travelled to a slave-driver to 
Georgia. Some time after, a letter was received by the publisher, 
signed, S. J. C, dated and post marked, “ Washington, Ga.” His 
long communication was full of chicanery, Jesuitism, and falsifi¬ 
cations. Among other specimens of the Christianity which it 
contained, are these words: “The minister that should preach 
emancipation front the pulpit would be tarred and feathered, and 1 
should conceive justly.” In other words, 8. J. C. declares that a 
sincere preacher of the gospel, who discourses like Jesus of Naza¬ 
reth, Luke iv. 16—22; ought to be “tabubd and pbathbrbd !” 
The writer of that letter ftom Washington, Ga. may “conceive” 
and avow what he pleases; but if he professes to be a Christian, 
he is either devil deceived, or a hypocrite l 


ADDRESS TO ALL THE CHURCHES. 

Thb signs of the times plainly indicate that a change, In refer¬ 
ence to slavery, must speedily take place in our republic. Loud 
lamentations over the evil of human bondage have been re¬ 
sounded, until the voice of walling and anguish makes no more 
impression than the mock sorrows of an Irlaii wake. Promises of 
amendment, and gradual emancipation have been repeated until 
the most credulous infatuation can no longer be deceived by their 
emptiness and vanity. During this period, the sin of slavery hu

incalculably been multiplied, and the groans of the tortured, 
an& the barbarity of their task-masters, have been lullnltely ex- 

tended. 

The most melancholy portion of all this wickedness and misery, 
la, that it has been clothed with a mask, and honoured by a 
Christian name, It Is Indubitable, that the present existence of 
Shurerytln the United States, may chiefly bo imputed to the pro- 
Cessed disciples of Jesus, the Prince of Philanthropists, one part of 
Whose divine mission it was to “preach deliverance to the cap. 
three.” All the denominations of Christians, with one or two ex¬ 
ception^ are culpable In this respect, in a higher or less degree; 
and the censure is not less generally applicable, than .nose 
churches are peculiarly condemnable. With the exception of the 
Episcopal Methodists, and the Friends, with some of the minor 
divisions of the Christian family, whose influence Is compara¬ 
tively unimportant, I know not any one of the large compacted 
churches, which has formally recorded in their standard of faith 
and discipline, an Indignant denunciation of slavery, except the 
Presbyterian church. 

When it was resolved to adopt their present ecclesiastical or¬ 
ganization, the Confession of Faith, Catechism, and Book of Dla- 
elplinewere ordered to be published, that all persons might know 
the doctrines and formB of the church, In the most authentic man¬ 
ner. The question of slavery was discussed, and alas ( “against 
their consciences, the northern brethren entered Into a compromise 
with the slave-holders, something like the federal compact, and 
•greed to tolerate the highest possible Iniquity, rather than dis¬ 
solve the Presbyterian confederacy. Yet, the understandings, 
sensibilities, and consciences of many revolted against that per¬ 
fidious departure from godliness; and, to pacify the clamour of 
their minds against this abandonment of truth, they Inserted the 
following Illustration of slavery,—which the slave-holders per- 
milted to stand in the book, being convinced that In practice, it 
would be only a dead letter. 

It la found hi nearly all the editions of “ the Constitution of the 
PreCbyterlan Church,“printed before the year 1818; and constitutes 
the note appended to the hundred and forty-second question of the 
larger Catechism;—“ What are the sins forbidden In the eighth 
commandment'!-' The answer states, among other sins, man- 
dealing / This they write: 1 Tim.*. 10. “ The law Is made—for 
men-stealers. This crime, among the Jews, exposed the perpe¬ 
trators of it to capital punishment; Exodus xxl. 10; he that steal- 
llh a man and eelleth him, or if he be found in his hand, he shall 
surely be put to death: and the apostle here classes them with 
tinners of the first rank. The word he uses, in Its original Im¬ 
port comprehends ail who are concerned in bringing any of the 
human race into slavery, or detaining them in it. Homlnum fures, 
qul servos vel liberos abducunt, retinent, vendunt, vel emunt 
STEALERS OF MEN ARE ALL THOSE WHO BRING OFF SLAVES 
OR FREEMEN, AND KEEP, SELL, OR BUY THEM. To steal • 
freeman, 6»ys Grotius, la the highest kind of theft. Tp other In- 
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stances we only steal human, property, but when we teal or re¬ 
tain *»e» in slavery, we eteal thoee, who, in common with ouretlvee, 
are constituted by the original grant, lords of the earth. Genesis 
i 28. God blessed them, and God said unto them, be fruitful and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue It; and have do¬ 
minion over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over every living thing that moveth upon the earth. Vide Poll 
synopsln In loco?’ 

This was the authorized doctrine of the Presbyterian church, on 
the subject of slavery, until the General Assembly of 1816, when 
that body determined that the note above quoted was no part of the 
belief and doctrine of the Presbyterian church. In reply to this 
fallacy, It must be observed, that every Minister ordained prior to 
that meeting, solemnly declared his assent to the constitution of 
the church as it then existed, not as it was altered by that deceiv¬ 
ing body. The question is not so much, however, whether that 
doctrine be obligatory upon all Presbyterians, merely because 
it is found In the constitution of their church; but whether It is 
the decision of the oracles of God 1 and 1 maintain that It is Infal¬ 
libly correct. 

It has been stated, and the heinous allegation cannot be dis¬ 
proved, that the Presbyterian church is mainly chargeable with 
the guilt of slave..' In the United States. The proposition is thus 
declared: On the fourth of July, 1776, every person then In the 
United States, or who should afterward be born In them, was pra 
nounced free, and in the undisputed possession of certain inaliena¬ 
ble rights. After a contest of seven years, the truth was recog¬ 
nized by all the European nations; and the country was entirely 
delivered from foreign control. Notwithstanding the national de¬ 
claration, all the coloured people were Inhibited by force, from 
asserting or obtaining their “ inalienable rights.” 

During the revolutionary contest, most of tile religious denomi¬ 
nations had become so scattered and disorganized, that there was 
no union, and scarcely any Intercourse among the members 
The Presbyterians alone maintained, in some measure, their com¬ 
pactness of organization, and immediately after the peace, re¬ 
sumed their usual meetings, with an imposing influence. The 
question of slavery was early agitated; but “ the fear of man, 
which brlngeth a snare,” awayed the Synod. All the southern 
states combined, at that period, probably did not contain one tenth 
part of the Presbyterian church. Nothing, therefore, could have 
been more easy, titan to have fulfilled the claims of Christian 
equity, and to have told the slave-holders—We cannot conscien¬ 
tiously, we dare not scripturally acknowledge vou to be Chris¬ 
tians and Presbyterians Vou must quit man-stetulng, or we can¬ 
not hold gospel fellowship with you. Instead of this plain, honest 
dealing, the people of that day entered upon a course of expe¬ 
diency, prudence, and carnal policy. They first denied their own 
principles, by acknowledging that a person Is not born free; and 
then, by holding out In practice the atrocious error, that a slave¬ 
holder is an acceptable follower of the I.ord Jesus Christ, they 
opened the floodgates of all possible Iniquity: because this topic. 
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to now decided, not "by the standard of truth revealed in the 
scriptures, hut according to the ever-shifting principles of “ men 
of corrupt minds, and destitute of the truth, who suppose that 
gain Is godliness.” 

Will slave-holding professors of religion, and preachers hear 
with any degree of patience and candour, a just application of 
the principles of natural Justice, and of the great law of love, to 
the crime of slave-holding 1 Like all other persevering sinners, 
Ihey hate the light, neither come to the light, lest their deeds 
should be reproved. And can Christirn charity receive men who 
are thus persisting In the highest kind of theft, as true disciples of 
Jesus the Son of God 1 

A11 persons acquainted with the southern states, wed know that 
slavery Is there the grand source of Infidelity; that slave-holding 
professors of religion are an insuperable stumbling-block to men 
of reflection and conscience, who are opposed to slavery; and 
that slavery constitutes an almost Impassable barrier to the pro¬ 
gress of the light und the truth as it Is in Jesus. It is lu vain any 
longer topalliate or conceal the enormity of tills sin,—a sin which 
renders callous the hearts of all who apologize for it, and sears as 
With a hot iron, the consciences of those who ore guilty of this 
Impious practice. 

Prom the Presbyterian Confession of Filth, we deduce these 
principles 

1. Slave-holding, under every possible modification, is man- 
stealing. 

2. Man-6tealing, as combining Impiety in principle, falsehood 
ih claim, Injustice and cruelty without intermission and without 
end, Is the most flagrant iniquity whtch a sinner can perpetrate. 

3. All profession of religion, by a man who thus acts, Is a gross 
deception. 

4. The tolerance of 6ucli men os preachers and Christian profes¬ 

sors Is a direct insult to Him who searched! the hearts and trleth 
toe reins of the children of men. • 

6. All the pleas of expediency which are offered for this 
perversion of God’s truth are not less crlmlual than they are 
destructive. 

6. Slavery In the United States can never he abolished as long 
a* It is sanctioned and approved by the various denominations of 
Christians. 

7. Therefore it Is the Incumbent duty of every church to excom¬ 
municate, without delay, all those persons who will not cease to 
" etfeal, buy, sell, and enslave their fellow-citizens.” 

The Presbyterian church, as a body of people, stands convicted 
before the world of rank and constant hypocrisy. On several oc¬ 
casions, the questions connected with slavery have been Intro¬ 
duced into the General Assembly ; and uniformly the heart-rend¬ 
ing subject lias been evaded; or a cold, unmeaning, or Jesulstical 
mtnute has been recorded, instead of an efficient testimony and 
pungent resolution against sin. Conscientious men have asked 
for a flBh, and toe temporizers have given them a serpent— wa 
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avenged gospel bread, tmd they have given us the stone of 
mammon,—we have solicited the egg of truth ibr our nourish' 
tberit, and they have given us the slave-holder’s scorpion to 
poison our morals and benumb our consciences. Forty-seven 
years have passed away; men have pretended to lament the evil, 
to deplore the national guilt, to reprehend the in consistency of 
professing gospel honesty, and constantly performing the vlllany 
of kidnappers; and nevertheless, the crime Increases, the hy¬ 
pocrisy extends, and the men-stealers augment in the most fearful 
manner. 

It Is one of the remarkable characters of our age, that the prin¬ 
ciple of liberality extends itself to the greater, while It denounces 
the leaser obliquity. No design Is formed to institute a compari¬ 
son between the degrees of particular sins: but surely in ecclesi¬ 
astical discipline, It is evidently unjust to permit the grosser of¬ 
fence to escape with impunity, much less to be honoured, while 
the Inferior transgression receives the pouring out of the frill vial 
of Indignant censure. 

The Temperance cause is justly eulogized as one of the noblest 
efforts of modem times to redeem the character of mankind from 
debasement; but it will not be asserted that there is any justice in 
excluding from the church a sober man, otherwise irreproachably 
because he has not adopted the principle of total abstinence from 
spirituous liquors, and at the same time to recognise the Christian 
profession of a man-stealer. It is presumed that no Christian 
community would admit the profession of religion by an avowed 
gambler, or a person habitually profane—why then, it may be 
asked, are slave-holders tolerated In the Christian church, who 
ore constantly manifesting an Irreconcilable contradiction against 
adl that Is righteous, true, and merclfhl 1 

We are told that all the practitioners of slavery are enemies to 
slave-holding, in thi- abstract! This assertion Is not true; as Is 
manifest from two undeniable facts. The first Is this; that the 
slave-drivers make no effort to extirpate slavery, and pertina¬ 
ciously resist every attempt to meliorate not only the condition of 
the slave, hut also to elevate the character and capacities of the 
free people of colour. The second proof that all professions of dis¬ 
like to slavery, in the abstract, are deceptive, is derived from an 
everyday occurrence;—when a slave has providentially been 
enabled to escape from the house of bondage, the slave-holder, 
•who, contrary to the word of God, the natural conscience of may 
and the laws of Christianity, claims the human being as his pro¬ 
perty, instead of permitting the slave thus to liberate himself; in 
person, and by his hired kidnappers, will ransack every portion 
of our country, from Eastport to New Orleans, and from Boston to 
tho Missouri, expressly to recover possession of the slave, that the 
victim may be tortured to satiate his revenge. To talk, therefore, 
of such persons being opponents of slavery, Is most Insulting pre¬ 
varication : and yet this ahhorent violation of the divine precept 
Is committed in open day, and boasted of and defended by preach¬ 
ers ef the gospel, as If it was the very cap-stone of Christian phi- 
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lanthropy end righteousness. Therefore, hear the word of tha 
Lord. Mark the solemn prohibition 1 Deut. xxili. lh, 16: "Thou 
shalt not deliver unto his master the servant who is escaped from 
his master unto thee: he shall dwell with thee, even among you, in 
that place which he shall chouse, where it liketh him best: thou 
shalt not oppress him.” uememberthe illustration: 1 Samuel xxx, 
11—16. ‘‘They found an Egyptian In the field.—AndDavld said unto 
him, whence art thou 1 And he said, I am a young man of Egypt, 
servant to an Amaleklte, end my master left me, because three days 
ago I fell sick. And David said, canst thou bring me down to this 
company 1 And he said, swear unto me by God, that thou wilt nei¬ 
ther kill me, nor deliver me into the hands of my master." Well 
may all these enemies of slavery In the abstract, but who are 
practical kidnappers, tremble at the divine denunciation 1 Obadlah 
14, 16. “ Neither shouldst thou have stood in the crossway, to 
cut off those wno did escape; neither shouldst thou have deli¬ 
vered up those that did remain In the day of distress; as thou 
hast done, It shall be done unto thee; thy reward shall return 
upon thine own head.” 

The Presbyterian church Is unequivocally to be numbered 
among those friends of truth, and enemies of ungodliness, in the 
abstract. At the period of their organization, they were theoretical 
opponents of man stealing, but they recognised the men-Btealers 
as their Christian brethren. What followed 1 The pungent truth 
remained in the confession a dead letter; and like the book of the 
law in Joslah’s time, when it was discovered in 1815, it excited 
universal consternation among the slave-holders, who never 
would rest until by their clamours and menaces they intimidated 
the northern brethren to consent that it should be expunged. On 
several Intermediate occasions, when the subject was presented to 
the General Assembly, and some minute was obliged to be made 
of the reference, to pacify them who desired to “ do justly and to 
love mercy”—the Assembly recorded a condemnation of slavery 
In the abstract, and coldly urged the necessity of adopting the 
means to effect a gradual abolition of slavery. The consequence 
was this; that the slave holders professed to admit the theory, 
but the time was not come for a simultaneous movement—and 
the hardships, the fetters, the degradation, the lrreligion, the ig¬ 
norance, and the anguish of the slaves have increased, “ grown 
With their growth, and strengthened with their strength:” till 
now, at the end of forty-seven years, there are undoubtedly forty- 
seven times the number of slave-holding preachers and elders and 
members in the Presbyterian church, more than those who could 
have been enumerated in the month of May, 1787. This is the 
result of hating slavery in the abstract, and loving it in the prac¬ 
tice. According to the present system, did not the divine procla¬ 
mation, as proved by the signs of the times, plainly declare to that 
grim man-stealing monster, Thou shalt die; thy days are nearly 
ended—it might be safely affirmed, that before the lapse of ano¬ 
ther forty-seven years, the coloured people, from their vast dispro¬ 
portionate Increase, will have possession of the whole southern 
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section of the Republic; end this will be the effect principally 
of the sanction given to slavery by those temporizing Christians, 
■who, when they see a itt&n-tUlef, consent with him, because they 
bate Instruction and cast the words of the Lord behind them. 
Psalm 60, 16-21. 

There is yet a much more alarming view of tills subject in Its 
Christian reference. Many coloured persons are acknowledged 
and believed to be subjects of converting grace; and yet they are 
property, debased as slaves, and even bought and sold as beasts 
by their nominal fellow-Chrlstlans, nembera even of the same 
society of professed believers. This is the climax of all the atro¬ 
cities connected with the system of slavery. A man or woman 
whose principles are settled by the oracles of God, and whose con¬ 
sciences are directed by the gospel, will command a much larger 
sum of money on account of the spiritual gifts with which they 
are endowed; and the owner of this property, as he is scandal¬ 
ously termed, can safely calculate upon a large additional bonus 
for the faithfulness and integrity of a slave actuated by the 
heaven-bom feelings of a genuine disciple of the Friend of sinners. 
These Christians are tortured and trafficked, and deprived of all 
comfort, religious instruction, and earthly hope, by their professed 
fellow-Chrlstlans, with equal indifference as If they were worn 
out homes; and as if no human sensibility, and no gospel emotion 
had ever quickened their souls; and thus these slave-holding pro¬ 
fessors exhibit their hatred of slavery in the abstract. 

This decelvahleness is rendered more repulsive, undthe Iniquity 
more flagrant, by the continuous lmpl'ed or actual promisee 
Which are made by all the parties, to desist from their ungodly 
course. The last minute of the General Assembly was made In 
the year 1818. It professses to he a fUU exposition of the. senti¬ 
ments of that ecclesiastical bot y, upon the subject of slavery; 
end was promulged expressly to conceal the erasure of the note 
appended to the hundred and forty-second question of the larger 
Catechism, already quoted. In their address to the churches, the 
General Assembly declare that, “ the voluntary emulating of one 
part tf the human race, by another, ia utterly inconsistent toith the 
law of God, and totally irreconcilable with the spirit of the gospel 
of Christ, 7Vie evils to which the slave is always exposed, if ten 
take place in fact, in their very worst degree and form. It is 
manifestly the duty of all Christians to use their honest, earnest, 
and unwearied endeavours, as speedily as possible, to efface this 
blot cf our holy religion, and to obtain the complete abolition <ff 
slavery .” 

The General Assembly then exhort all Presbyterians "to In¬ 
crease their exertions to effect a total abolition of slavery, and ta 
suffer no greater delay than the public welfare truly and Indis¬ 
pensably demands.’' They also warn the churches “ against un¬ 
duly pretending the plea of necessity, as a cover for the love and 
practice of slavery, or a pretence for not using all efforts that aw 
lawful and practicable, to extinguish the et il,” They recommend 
religious Instruction and Sabbath schools for the slaves; and pro- 



Mbit cruelty to the slave*,—the forcible separation of families, 
and the selling of slaves to persons who will deprive them of re¬ 
ligious blessings. Since that period sixteen years have elapsed; 
and what has been done ! Has “ the very worst degree and form'’ 
of slavery been amended 1 To use the language of the General 
Assembly, has any one of “ all the hardships and injuries which 
inhumanity and avarice may suggest,” ceased to be Indicted ! 
Have slaveholding ministers, elders, or members of the Presbyte¬ 
rian cbUTCh “used their nonest, earnest, and unwearied endeavours 
to obtain the complete abolition of slavery!” Has there been 
“no delay!” Have they “increased their exertions to effect a 
total abolition of slavery!" Name the slaveholder who has fa¬ 
cilitated and encouraged the instruction of slaves in the princi¬ 
ples and duties of the Christian religion, according to the gospel 
of Christ, without slavery notes and evasive comments! Where 
is that slaveholder In the church, who inlquitously grasps his 
fellow-citizens as his property, that will not sell a man or woman, 
toy or girl, at any time, if his “ inhumanity and avarice” can be 
satisfied 1 What Church Sess'oa, and what Presbytery ever took 
cognizance of any man for “ all cruelty of every kind, in the 
treatment of slaves, or for selling Christians, the purchase of the 
gracious Redeemer's agonies, like horses, sheep, and hogs!” No 
church Session, no Presbytery, no Synod, and no General Assem¬ 
bly dare to call to account the preacher who exchanges a man 
far a horse, or a woman for a ram; or the elder who scourges a 
man’s wife in the last stage of pregnancy, until her life Is endan¬ 
gered ; or the member who ties up a youth, and whips him till he 
expires almost immediately after his release from the barbarity 
of his inhuman taskmaster! Church Sessions, Presbyteries, and 
Synods of slaveholders take no notice of these acts, performed as 
the General Assembly soy, by “ the most virtuous part of the com¬ 
munity, who abhor slavery.” AU their “ harsh censures, unchari¬ 
table reflections, and discountenancing by-discipline and suspen¬ 
sion from the church,” are directed and enforced against the 
preacher or member who has the hardihood to delineate, in his 
own genuine character, “the Christian broker In his trade of 
blood.” This state of things cannot much longer continue. France^ 
with all her iuftdel levity, is now arranging a project for the uni¬ 
versal and immediate emancipation of every slave in her colonies. 
British colonial slavery has already received its death blow. Ere 
seven years have revolved, no free-bom American citizen will be 
held as property. The flood has set in, and nothing can stem the 
force of the current. Now, then, is the time for the church to 
“ arise and shine; to awake and put on strength; to put on her 
beautiful garments, like the holy city, that the unclrcuracised 
and unclean may no more come into her.” The command of God 
Is not less Imperative to us, and the Implied promise no less suita¬ 
ble, than to Jerusalem. “ Shake thyself from the dust; arise and 
eft down; loose thyself from the bands of thy neck, O captive 
daughter of Zion.” The American churches wear the collar of 
Ihe slaveholders, and are led captive by those who are con*

stantly violating " the most precious and soered righto human 
nature,” —all whose Ufa la “ utterly inconsistent with the law of 
God,” —and all whose opinions and actions aro “ totally Irreconcila¬ 
ble with the spirit and principles of the gospel of Christ.” 

This la the doctrine of the Presbyterian church. Now then fbr 
the application of the subject. 1 appeal to your consciences. How 
can you longer tolerate the wicked Inconsistency of acknowledg¬ 
ing aa followers of the meek and lowly Jesus, who came to seek 
and save the lost, men who are wilfully, obdurately, and con¬ 
stantly guUty of " a gross violation of the most precious and sa¬ 
cred rights of human nature!” This Is the authorized description 
of slavery. Is It not just as rational, and as naught with good 
sense, to say that a sleepless pirate is an exemplary just man and 
philanthropist! How can you sanction before the world the as¬ 
tounding and mischievous anomaly, that men and women, whose 
Uvea are obstinately and “ utterly inconsistent with the law of 
God," are faithful servants of Him who came to do the will of 
God, whose meat It was to do the will of Him that lent Him; who 
was sent to heal the broken-hearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, to set at liberty them that are bruised; and who left us 


an example, that we should follow bis steps 1” How can a reso¬ 
lute and hardened disobedience to the law of God be palmed upon 
the world astlie offspring of “pure religion and undefilod,” and 
as exemplifying the attributes of “the most virtuous part of the 
community,” who, we are assured by the General Assemb’y, 
“ abhor slavery, and wish Us extermination as sincerely as any 
others”—which abhorrence of slavery they constantly prove by 
their calumny and persecution of all who strive for Its extinction, 
and which wish “to extinguish the evil” they develop, by in¬ 
creasing the number of their slaves as fast as they can possibly 
be multiplied. Grosser theoretical and practical contradictions 
cannot be found in the annals of hypocrisy. 

How can you continue to recognise as acceptable members of 
the church and disciples of Jesus, the supreme liberator, men all 
whose feelings, acts, and determinations, are Inveterately and 
“totally irreconcilable with the spirit and principles of the gospel 
°»Christ!” How can you justify yourselves before the Judge of 
all for this consummate duplicity 1 How can you possibly lull 
your consciences while guilty of this tremendous “ all deceivable- 
ness of unrighteousness 1” fou say, “the slave Is always exposed 
to evils In their very worst degree and form, from the hands of a 
master who may inflict upon him all the hardships and injuries 
which Inhumanity and avarice may suggest”—-you know, that all 
these evils are perpetually realized by coloured Christians, and 
ftom the hands of the officers and members of the church: and 
yet the taskmaster meets with no censure, no interruption, no 
discipline, and no suspension, but Is caressed, flattered, dignified 
1 ,?? P ?. 8U 3 8 i 1Ue8 > an(1 dot only journeys on to eternity with a 
palpable lie la his right hand, but blindfold leads his willingly de- 
ceivad flock also to the judgment of God, there too late to leani 
that human expediency and carnal policy only receive the ao* 
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tabued doom which the Son of God will denounce against “ the 
fearful, the unbelieving, and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie." 
Revelation xxl. 8, 27; and sxll. 14, 16. 

The Synod of New-York and Philadelphia, in the year 1787, pro- 
mu Iged similar doctrines and Injunctions; they were occasionally 
repeated, until the year 1818—then in an elaborate form the sub¬ 
ject was concocted; and we have already seen, slavery was de¬ 
nounced os unchristian; speedy abolition urged; all delay branded 
as hypocrisy, and a cloak for sin; the immediate melioration of 
the degraded state of the people of colour recommended; gnd 
church Sessions and Presbyteries were enjoined to exercise disci¬ 
pline, censure and suspend all transgressions of justice and bene¬ 
volence, no far as equity and kindness can be exhibited by a 
slaveholder. Sixteen years havo revolved, and what has been 
achieved 1 Not one single object so pompously enumerated by 
tide General Assembly. 

What preacher resounds the duty to abolish slavery, what 
minister of the gospel puts away the stumbling block of his Ini¬ 
quity 1 The American churches, so far as slavery Is concerned, 
have neither “ ceased to do evil, nor learnt to do well. They 
have neither washed nor made themselves clean, nor put away 
the evil of their doings from before the eyes of the Lord. The op¬ 
pressed are not relieved; the fatherless are no; judged; they smite 
w'th the flat of wickedness. The bands of wickedness are not 
loosed; the heavy burdens are not undone; the oppressed go not 
flree; the yoke is not broken; they deal not their bread to the 
hungry; the cast out poor they bring not to their houre; they 
cover not the naked; and they hide themselves from their own 
flesh." Isaiah 1.16, 17; and Ivli. 4—7. Well, therefore, may they 
dread lest the Lord should speedily say of them as he did of the 
Jews; “ When ye spread forth y< ur hands, I will hide mine eyes 
from you; when ye make many prayers, 1 will not hear; your 
hands are full of blood. Bring no more vain oblations;—the call¬ 
ing of assemblies I cannot away with; it is Iniquity, even the 
solemn meeting. They are a trouble unto me; I am weary to bear 
them. If ye be willing and obedient, ye shall eat the good of the 
land; hut if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be devoured with the 
aword; for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.” Isaiah i. 10— 
SO. The long suffering of God, and the patience of man, In refer¬ 
ence to slavery, are nearly exhausted. Slavery must, and slavery 
will soon be abolished in this union. “ The wild and guilty fan¬ 
tasy, that one man is the property of another” cannot longer be de¬ 
fended, except by men who have abandoned all moral sensibili¬ 
ties and conscience, and who have become incorrigible in trans¬ 
gression. There is not an intelligent reflecting person upon earth, 
who does not instantly perceive that slaveholding and Chris¬ 
tianity, as the General Assembly truly maintain, are “ utterly in¬ 
consistent and totally irreconcilable.” No alternative exists; 
either the sanctuary must be cleansed, prior to the abolition of 
slavery, or It will be overwhelmed In the overthrow of the system. 
If slaveholders ore solicitous to verify their title to Christianity, 
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■ltd to demonstrate that they ore sincere in their abhorrence of 
slavery and their wish for its extermination; let them come Tor- 
ward now, and toy their voluntary act, obey God rather than man, 
utd abolish slavery, every one for himself. Let others do as they 
please; it Is their duty, without delay, to effect the abolition of 
slavery. Every man must proclaim liberty to his own captives; 
then we will hail him as a penitent sinner who has brought forth 
“the ftulta of righteousness;" but If he gripes the descendants of 
the kidnapped Africans, until the mandate of Omnipotence has 
crumbled the shackles of slavery Into impalpable dust—we shall 
hold his Christianity, even then, as of no more sterling value than 
it is now. He will bo exactly in the situation of a felon, who, having 
robbed the bank, upon his discovery, is forcibly divested of his 
plunder, and so situated, that he can steal no more. Just such 
will he the coerced honesty of every Blaveholding professor of re- 
llglon, who pertinaciously refuses to emancipate bis slaves, until 
tesisUesa authority, in some mode, hinders him from longer 
grasping the produce of their toll, and “ their most precious and 
■acred rights." 

Now then, to your duty. Every thing claims that you imme¬ 
diately “ efface that blot of our holy religion,” slavery, from the 
church. Banish all the pleas of expediency, and substitute gos¬ 
pel honesty. Cast away “ the fear of man, which brlngeth a 
snare," and put your trust In the Lord; then shall you he safe. 
Enjoin upon the slaveholders, within a short definite period, to 
emancipate their slaves; or, if they refuse, assure them that they 
eh all be excluded iron, the church. Pi t not off to the uncertain 
fhture, your present obligations. Hal', e. generation have passed 
away since the General Assembly met. in 1818; hundreds of thou, 
sands of slaves have accused us before the throne of God; and tens 
of thousands of Christian men-stealers have already answered for 
the “hardships, Injuries, and evils, in their worst degree and 
form, which their ichurr—city and avarice suggested and In. 
fllcted!" Remember Lot’s wife! She lingered, and loved Sodom 
In preference to the word of God. and yet remains an awful monu¬ 
ment of that procrastination which cries, “ To morrow /"—while 
God thunders in our hearing, “ To-day 1" 
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DECLARATION 

OP THE 

ANTI SLAVERY CONVENTION, 


- Assembled in Philadelphia , December 4, 1833. 

Thb Convention, assembled in the city of Philadelphia to orga¬ 
nize a National Anti-Slavery Society, promptly seize the opportu¬ 
nity to promulgate the following DECLARATION OF SENTI¬ 
MENTS, as cherished by them Id relation to the enslavement of 
one-sixth portion of the American people. 

More than fifty-seven years have elapsed since a band of pa¬ 
triots convened in this place, to devise measures for the deliver¬ 
ance of this country from a foreign yoke. The corner-stone 
upon which they founded the Temple op Fbbesom was broadly 
this—*' that all men are created equal; that they are endowed by 
their Creator wi'H certain inalienable rights; that among these 
are life, UL3RT»T, and the pursuit of happiness.” At the sound 
of their trumpet-call, three millions of people rose up as from the 
sleep of death, and rushed to the strife of blood; deeming it more 
glorious to die instantly as freemen, than desirable to live one 
hour as slaves. They were few in number—poor in resources; 
bet the honest conviction that Truth, Justice, and Right were on 
their side, made them Invinoible. 

We have met together for the achievement of an enterprise, 
without which, that of our fathers is incomplete; and which, for 
its magnitude, solemnity, and probable results upon the destiny 
of the world, as for transcends theirs, as moral truth does physi¬ 
cal force. 

In purity of motive, in earnestness of zeal, in decision of pur- 
pose, in intrepidity of action, in steadfastness of foitb, and in sin¬ 
cerity of spirit, we would not be inferior to them. 

Their principles led them to wage war against their oppressors, 
and to spill human blood like water, in order to be free. Ours 
forbid the doing of evil that good may come, and lead us to reject^ 
and to entreat the oppressed to reject the use of all carnal 
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weapons for deliverance from Pondage; relying solely upon those 
which are spiritual, and mighty through God to the pulling down 
of strong holds. 

Their measures were physical resistance—the marshalling in 
arms—the hostile array—and the mortal encounter. Ours shall be 
such only as the opposition of moral purity to moral corruption— 
the destruction of error by the potency of truth—the overthrow 
of prejudice by the power of love—and the abolition of slavery 
by the spirit of repentance. 

Their grievances, great as they were, were trifling in com¬ 
parison with the wrongs and sufferings of those for whom wa 
plead. Our fathers were never slaves—never bought and sold 
like cattle—never shut out from the light of knowledge and rell- 
glon—and never subjected to the lash of brutal task masters. 

But those, for whose emancipation we are striving,—consti¬ 
tuting at the present time at least one-sixth part of our country¬ 
men,—are recognised by the law, and treated by their fellow- 
beings, as marketable commodities—as goods and chattels—as 
brute beasts; are plundered dally of the fruits of their toll with¬ 
out redress; really enjoying no constitutional nor legal protec¬ 
tion. from licentious and murderous outrages upon their persons; 
are ruthlessly tom asunder—the tender babe from the arms of 
Us frantic mother—the heart-broken wife from her weeping hus¬ 
band—at the caprice or pleasure of irresponsible tyrants. For 
the crime of having a dark complexion, they suffer the pangs of 
hunger, the infliction of stripes, and the lgnoinlny of brutal servi¬ 
tude. They are kept In heathenish darkness by laws expressly 
enacted to make tbelr instruction a criminal offence. 

These are the prominent circumstances in the condition of more 
than two millions of our people, the proof of which may be found 
In thousands of indisputable facts, and In the laws of the elave- 
holding States. 

Hence we maintain—That In view of the civil and religious 
privileges of this nation, the guilt of its oppression Is unequalled 
by any other on the face of the earth; and, therefore; 

That it is bound to repent instantly, to undo the heavy burden, 
to break every yoke, and to let the oppressed go free. 

We further maintain—That no man has a right to enslave or 
lmbrute his brother—to hold or acknowledge him, for one mo- 
ment, as a piece of merchandise—to keep back his hire by fraud 
—or to brutalize his mind by denying him the means of Intel¬ 
lectual, social, and moral Improvement. 

The right to enjoy liberty is inalienable. To invade It, Is to 
usurp the prerogative of Jehovah. Every man has a right to his 
own body—to the products of hie own latour—to the protection 
of law—and to the common advantages of society. It is piracy 
to buy or steal a native African, and subject him to servitude. 
Surely the sin is as great to enslave an American as an African. 

Therefore we believe and affirm—That there Is no difference^ 
in principle, between the African slave trade and American 
slavery;

That every American citizen, who retains a human being in 
involuntary bondage as his property, is, according to Scripture, 
Exodus xxl. 16; Deut. xxlv. 7., a mah-btealbr; 

That the slaves ought instantly to be set free, and brought un¬ 
der the protection of law; 

That if they had lived from the time of Pharaoh down to the 
present period, and had been entailed through successive genera¬ 
tions, their right to be free could never have been alienated, but 
their claims would have constantly risen in solemnity; 

That all those laws which are now In force, admitting the right 
of slavery, are therefore before God utterly null and void ; being 
an audacious usurpation of the Divine prerogative, a daring in¬ 
fringement of the law of Nature, a base overthrow of the very 
foundations of the social compact, a complete extinction of all the 
relations, endearments, and obligations of mankind, and a pre¬ 
sumptuous transgression of all the holy commandments—and 
that therefore they ought to be Instantly abrogated. 

We farther believe and affirm—That all persona of colour, who 
possess the qualifications which are demanded of others, ought to 
be admitted forthwith to the enjoyment of the same privileges, 
and the exercise of the same prerogatives as others; and that the 
paths of preferment, of wealth, and of intelligence, should be 
opened as widely to them as to persons of a white complexion. 

We maintain that no compensation should be given to the 
planters, for emancipating their slaves— 

Because it would be a surrender of the great fundamental prin¬ 
ciple, that man cannot hold property In man; 

Because Slavery is a crime, and therefore it is not an article 
to db sold ; 

Because the holders of slaves are not the just proprietors of 
what they claim; freeing the slaves is not depriving them of pro¬ 
perty, but restoring It to its right owners; it is not wronging the 
master, but righting the slave—restoring him to himself; 

Because immediate and general emancipation would only de¬ 
stroy nominal, not real property: It would not amputate a limb 
or break a bone of the slaves, but by infosing motives into their 
breasts would make them doubly valuable to the masters as free 
labourers: 

And, Because If compensation is to be given at all, it should be 
given to the outraged and guiltless slaves, aud not to those who 
have plundered end abused them. 

We regard, as delusive, cruel, and dangerous, any scheme of 
expatriation which pretends to aid, either directly or indirectly, 

the emancipation of the sieves, or to be a substitute for the Im¬ 
mediate and total abolition of slavery. 

We fully and unanimously recognise the sovereignty of each 
State, to legislate exclusively on the subject of slavery, which is 
tolerated within its limits; we concede that Congress, under the 
pretent national compact, has no right to Interfere with any of the 
slave States, in relation to this momentous subject: 

But we maintain that Congress has a right, and is solemnly 
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bound, to suppress the domestic sieve trade between the several 
States, and to abolish slavery In those portions of our territory 
which the Constitution has placed under Its exclusive jurisdiction. 

We also maintain, tit at there are, at the present time, the high* 
est obligations resting upon the people of the free States, to remove 
slavery by moral and political action, as prescribed in the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States. They are now living under a pledge 
of their tremendous physical force to fasten the galling fetters of 
tyranny unon the limbs of millions In tho Southern States; they 
are liable to be called at any moment to suppress a general Insur¬ 
rection of the slaves: they authorize the slave owner to vote for 
three fifths of his slaves as property, and thus enable him to per* 
petuate his oppression; they support a standing army at the south 
for its protection; and they seize the slave who has escaped Into 
their territories, and send him back to be tortured by an enraged 
master, or a brutal driver. This relation to slavery Is criminal, 
and fhll of danger: it must bb bbokbn vr. 

These are our views and principles—these, our designs and 
measures. With entire confidence In the ovet -ruling justice of God, 
we plant ourselves upon the Declaration of our Independence, and 
the truths of Divine Revelation, as upon the xyhbxahtxnq bock. 

We shall organize Anti-Slavery Societies, If possible, In every 
city, town, and village In our land. 

We shall send forth Agents to lift up the voice of remonstrance^ 
of warning, of entreaty, and rebuke 

We shall circulate, unsparingly and extensively, anti-slavery 
tracts and periodicals. 

We shall enlist the pulpit and the press In the cause of the 
suffering and the dumb. 

We shall aim at a purification of the churches from all partici¬ 
pation m the guilt of slavery. 

We shall encourage the labour of freemen rather than that of 
the slaves, by giving a preference to their productions: 

And, We shall spare no exertions nor means to bring the whole 
nation to speedy repentance. 

Our trust for victory Is solely In GOD. We may be personally 
defeated, but our principles never. Tboth, Justkb, Rbabon, and 
Humanity, must and will gloriously triumph. Already a host Is 
coming up to the help of the Lord against the mighty, and the 
prospect before us Is full of encouragement. 

Submitting this DECLARATION to the candid examination of 
the people of this country, and of the friends of liberty throughout 
the world, we hereby affix our signatures to It; pledging ourselves 
that, under the guidance, and by the help of Almighty God, we 
will do all that In us lies, consistently with this Declaration of 
our principles, to overthrow the most execrable system of slavery, 
that has ever been witnessed upon earth—to deliver our land 
from its deadliest curse—to wipe out the foulest stain which rests 
upon our national escutcheon—and to secure to the coloured 
population of the United States, all the rights and privileges which 
belong to them as men. and as Americans—come what may to 
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our persona, our Interests, or our reputations—whether we live 
to witness the triumph of ubwwy, jostiob, end atnumvr, or 
perish untimely, os martyrs In this great, benevolent, and holy 
cause.
